ADDRESS. 


GENTLEMEN OF THE Crry CouncIL: 


In entering upon the duties of the stations to which we 
have been called by our fellow citizens, it may be well for us 
to take a brief survey of the work before us. You will not, 
of course, expect from me—standing as I do but upon the 
threshold of office—any minute or extended detail. Besides 
the inappropriateness of such an attempt to the present occa- 
sion, I feel that for awhile at least, my occupation is to be that 
of a learner, rather than a teacher. But a general outline of 
the important interests which are committed to our charge, and 
of their situation and demands, together with a brief reference 
to the principles which the circumstances of the times suggest 
to us, as the proper rule of our action in regard to them, will 
not, I trust, be deemed out of place. 

And, first of all, it cannot but be a matter of high satisfaction 
to us, that it is over such a City as our own, that we are called 
to preside. First among the foremost in achieving that free- 
dom, without which there can be no real progress, she has 
never been found wanting in any enterprise, that could secure 
or adorn it. The simple, but eternal truths, written as it were 
upon her everlasting hills, in the blood of her stern, but pious 
ancestors—that industry is better than a fertile soil—an intelli- 
gent population than the softest climate—religion and virtue 
than mines of gold—have not yet been forgotten. Guided by 
these truths, as by the lights of heaven, and blessed by the 
smiles of a benignant Providence, she has steadily and healthily 
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advanced in size, numbers and wealth. The skill of her me- 
chanics, the enterprise of her merchants, and the high and 
honorable character of her citizens generally, have given her no 
mean station amongst the cities of the world. Every interest 
essential to her well being as a community, has been liberally 
assumed and generously provided for at the public charge. 
Churches and school-houses are her most numerous and cher- 
ished monuments. Neatness, quietness, and general good 
order, have marked her character, and in all the points that are 
worthy of a true ambition, she has established and maintains, 
both at home and abroad, a reputation, which is an honorable 
passport for her children through the civilized world. 

It is such a City, Gentlemen, whose history and character 
would furnish a pleasant theme for more extended remark, did 
the occasion permit, that now for a season entrusts its varied 
interests to us. This thought, whilst it serves to deepen our 
sense of responsibility, is yet a high incentive to action. Public 
duties in a free government, where every individual citizen is 
at the same time, party, witness, judge and executioner, must 
always be sources of deep anxiety to those who are called to 
discharge them. But where upon the earth would we choose 
to perform our allotted portion, if not amongst a people intelli- 
gent to perceive, reasonable to require, honest to appreciate, 
and—lI add as a quality of which I may stand in special need 
—charitable to forgive? Fortunately placed as the scene of 
our labors amidst such a people, I know of no more appropriate 
wish, than that we may prove ourselves worthy of our constit- 
uents. 

Our City has now been incorporated nearly eighteen. years. 
It received from its predecessor, the Town, so little in the way 
of buildings and other conveniences for the public business and | 
necessities of various kinds, and that little has been found so 
inadequate to the subsequent rapid increase of its population 
and business, that it has felt itself obliged, during this period, 
to fit itself out anew, in almost every department of which its 
government has charge. Hence have arisen the Faneuil Hall 
Market—the four large establishments at South Boston—the 
Court House—a great proportion of the fifteen Grammar 
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Schools—all the Primary Schools—with sundry other perma- 
nent establishments of lesser magnitude, connected with the 
Fire Department, and other branches of the public service. 
The whole of this burden has fallen upon this period of eighteen 
years. How far any or all of these establishments were called 
for by public necessity, or how judiciously the details have been 
carried out, it is of little practical advantage for us to inquire. 
We find them in existence, and no reasonable person can 
doubt, that they all originated in the purest purposes of public 
good, on the part of those who have preceded us in the govern- 
ment, and that from most, if not all of them, the City is now 
reaping most substantial benefit. 

Another legacy left to the City by the Town, consisted of 
many crooked and narrow streets, which the increasing popula- 
tion and business have, in the opinion of our predecessors, made 
it necessary to straighten and widen. Whether or not in this 
respect also, a proper moderation has been observed, it is not 
our province to judge. It is certain, however, that this work 
has been done, during this same period of eighteen years, to a 
very considerable extent, and under the system here pursued in 
this matter, at a very large expenditure of money. But at the 
same time it is to be considered that in this department of pub- 
lic improvement, what has once been done, has in all probability 
been done forever. 

The destitute and inconvenient condition in these and other 
respects, in which the City commenced its existence, and the 
consequent heavy outfit to which it has been subjected, must be 
carefully borne in mind by those who would do justice to past 
administrations of its government; and in the extensive and 
costly improvements which have already been completed, we 
should consider our comparative freedom from calls for a like 
expenditure in the future. I should be doing injustice, how- 
ever, to the old ‘Town of Boston, if, in referring to the destitute 
and inconvenient condition in some respects in which it left its 
successor, I failed at least to mention three items of its estate, 
to be estimated, not in gold, but by their rich and noble associ- 
ations—the old State House—Faneuil Hall—and its own good 
name. 
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But a material consequence to us of this system of internal 
improvements of various kinds, thrown, as the expense from 
time to time has been, partly upon the future, is the creation of, 
a City debt, which has been gradually increasing, during this 
period of eighteen years, from $100,000—the amount which 
the City received from the Town—to the sum of $1,600,000, 
which is about the present debt. Herein is an interest of the 
City, which at any time, and under any circumstances, must 
command the careful attention of its government, and one to 
which it seems to me that the present times and the existing 
feelings of our constituents, invite special regard. 

I am aware that to give a true view of the present financial 
condition of the City, it must be stated, that for the expendi- 
tures which have caused the present debt, the City has aequired 
a property, which not only accommodates the public business of 
all kinds, but whose annual pecuniary rents amount to about 
450,000, or more than one half the annual interest of the entire 
debt; and that it owns besides, about $200,000 in bonds and 
notes, and also between five and six million feet of land upon 
the Neck, which is in process of gradual sale. ‘There may, 
therefore, be no occasion for any great alarm upon this subject 
at present. But still the principal of the debt is no inconsider- 
ablesum. And it must be borne in mind, that of that property 
which yields the above named rent, there is little, if any, except- 
ing the City wharf, and the wharves on Commercial Street, that 
will probably ever be sold, and the proceeds applied to the pay- 
ment of the principal of the debt, and that of the rent itself, the 
sum of about $12,000 is annually requisite for repairs upon the 
public property. And in regard to the public lands, and the 
bonds and notes, the experience has been, that whilst the former 
have been selling—very slowly, it is true, during the two past 
years—and the latter being collected, and the proceeds of both 
paid into the City Treasury, the City debt has been gradually 
increasing. It seems to me plain, therefore, that unless a dif- 
ferent course, in some respect or other, is pursued for the future, 
a large proportion of the principal of the debt, if it be suffered 
to increase, may eventually be left without means of payment, 
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excepting by the sale of public property—of which, however, 
the public business requires the use—or by taxation. 

However wise, therefore, may have been the expenditures of 
‘the past, under the special exigencies of the City, which have 
been stated—and I presume not in this place to question the 
wisdom of any one of them—lI believe that the united voices 
of our constituents demand, for awhile at least, a change of 
system. Iam free to confess my own opinion, that the system 
of internal improvement, important as it is within strict limits, 
and when gradual] in degree, has yet been pushed too rapidly in 
many parts of our country; and it may be too much to have 
been expected, that our own City should wholly have escaped 
the contagion. And the credit system, too, which has been a 
powerful instrument in this work, whilst I view it as so impor- 
tant, within proper bounds, that its entire destruction would be 
an act of madness, is yet a most delicate instrument, and one 
that requires very careful handling and very spare use. What- 
ever, therefore, I repeat, may have been the propriety of those 
past expenditures, which have created the present, debt, I am 
satisfied that it is now time to pause. Though there may still 
be improvements, either already contemplated or subsequently 
to present themselves, which would unquestionably conduce to 
the convenience and ornament of the City, yet I believe the de- 
cided feeling of the community to be, like that of individuals, 
that, for the present, the luxuries of life must be dispensed with, 
and a rigid confinement enforced to its simple necessaries. It 
requires of us to be content with things as they are, and not to 
incur expense, and much less a debt, to make them just as we 
would wish them to be. I believe, therefore, that I but speak’ 
the general sentiments of our constituents—as I am sure I do 
my own—when I recommend, as the cardinal point of our ad- 
ministration, not merely a prevention of the increase, but a pos- 
itive and gradual reduction of the City debt. 

Tt should be stated, that this subject of reducing the City debt, 
has often engaged the attention of our predecessors. In 1834 
an ordinance was passed, constituting the Mayor, the President 
of the Common Council, and the Chairman of the Joint Com- 
mittee on Finance, on the part of the Common Council, a 
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Standing Committee upon this subject. And by the same ordi- 
nance it was provided, that all balances of money thereafter re- 
maining in the Treasury at the end of any financial year—all 
‘receipts n money on account of the sale of real estate of any 
description belonging to the City—all receipts on account of the 
principal sum of any bond or note owned by the City—and also 
$$ 15,000 of the annual City tax, should be appropriated to the 
payment or purchase of the capital of the City debt. And by 
the very last Council, a resolution was adopted, that instead of 
# 15,000, mentioned in the ordinance, a sum not less than three 
per cent. on the amount of the City debt, ought to be annually 
appropriated for its reduction ; in pursuance of which, the sum 
of §$45,000 was actually provided for in the appropriations for 
the present financial year, commencing on May first, last. 
But notwithstanding these provisions, and although the sums 
appropriated have been faithfully applied to the purpose speci- 
fied, yet in consequence of embarking in new enterprises, either 
of erecting buildings, or opening or widening streets, for which 
new loans have been made, the effect of the appropriations has 
been entirely, or more than neutralized, and no reduction has 
in fact taken place in the amount of the debt. But whatever 
may have been deemed the necessities in times past, which have 
led to this result, I readily confess that the history of the coun- 
try and the circumstances of the times have read me some new 
and impressive lessons upon the subject of contracting debts, 
both by individuals and communities. And the more carefully 
I have examined the financial condition of the City, the more 
sensibly have I been impressed with the views I have suggested, 
as to the course to be pursued in this matter for the future. 
It seems to me, therefore, from this history of the past, and 
in view of the present condition of the finances of the City, 
that to the farthest practicable limit, a stop should be put, for 
the present, to all permanent improvements of a kind which 
lead to the creation of a debt in any shape. I say not abso- 
lutely, but to the farthest practicable limit ; for in the unseen 
future, which to our imperfect vision, embraces the next day, 
equally with the next century, exigencies may arise to compel a 
different course. But true wisdom and a prudent regard for the 
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public welfare seem to me enjoin upon us, to enter upon no 
work of this kind, except under circumstances of so pressing a 
character, as scarcely to admit of question. ‘The extensive outfit 
already made by the City, and which has been before referred: 
to in explanation of the present amount of the debt, by render- 
ing the calls for the future less numerous, will facilitate this 
work of its reduction. But at any rate, for awhile at least, if 
inconveniences exist, they must be tolerated, rather than a debt 
contracted for their removal. Though expensive improvements 
can be shown to be beneficial, they must be postponed until a 
different aspect is worn by our finances. And of all internal 
improvements in the City which now occur to my mind, I know 
of no one that I would myself more gladly witness—none that 
I believe would be more agreeable to our constituents—none 
that I think would better promote the real and permanent in- 
terest of the City, than that which I again recommend to your 
special consideration—the gradual yet positive reduction of the 
City debt, by an amount as nearly as possible equal to that an- 
nually set apart and appropriated for the purpose. 

In this connection, permit me to suggest, that the substitution 
by the last Council, as before mentioned, of 3 per cent. on the 
amount of the debt, instead of the sum of $15,000, as the 
amount of the annual tax to be applied to this purpose, seems 
to me a most judicious provision; and though from its form of 
a resolution, it in nowise affects the present or any future 
Council, yet that I think it deserves, not only to be re-resolved, 
but is worthy of the more permanent form of an ordinance. 

If this view of the general course to be pursued upon this 
important subject should meet your concurrence, a very simple 
disposition is to be made, for the present, of those projected 
enterprises, which have heretofore engaged the attention of the 
City Government. Amongst these, as you well know, and one 
that has long been before the public mind, is that of introduc- 
ing into the City a supply of pure water. Of the importance 
and benefit to the City of such a supply, there can be little, if 
any, doubt. It is an object well worthy of the careful attention 
which has been bestowed, upon it, and one that ought not, and 


I trust will not be lost sight of. But it is an enterprise, which, 
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if undertaken by the City, must involve a very considerable 
outlay, and it cannot but be admitted that some doubts may 
reasonably be entertained as to its pecuniary results, for at least 
a considerable period of time. It seems to me, therefore, that 
no prudent government would enter upon it, unless with the 
_ hearty concurrence of a large majority, not only of its own 
members, but of the citizens generally. Notwithstanding the 
views which I have heretofore expressed in another branch of 
the government, and with less knowledge upon the subject, I 
now feel satisfied from subsequent observation, that the public 
mind is not yet ready to sanction the undertaking by the City 
Government. That something must in time be done in reference 
to this important matter, there can be little doubt. But the 
period, the manner and the means, it must be left for the future 
to determine. It is satisfactory to feel, that by the fidelity of 
those who have heretofore in various ways acted upon this sub- 
ject, the labor and money already expended have not been lost. 
Much and valuable information has been obtained and preserved 
in a permanent form for the benefit of our successors. But it 
seems tome that every consideration suggests to us, that for the 
present at least, the project on the part of the City must be laid 
aside. : 

Some steps have also been taken by our predecessors in re- 
ference to the erection of a new City Hall, on the land west of 
the new Court House. With a view to this project, the estates 
lying between the old Court House and School Street have been 
purchased at a cost of $60,000, and sundry plans for the buil- 
ding have been submitted for consideration. Whatever course 
may be pursued, either by the present or any future Council 
upon this subject, the possession by the City of the estates thus 
purchased, would seem to be desirable, as advantageously de- 


veloping the valuable property which it before owned in that 


vicinity, and as making with it an entire and well shaped estate, 
whether for improvement by itself, or for sale. It is to be re- 


gretted, however, that the buildings upon the estates so pur- ' 


chased, have been taken down, before a definite disposition of 
the whole property had been determined upon; though here 
again it should be known, that the evil is greater in appearance 
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than in reality, as most of the buildings had become almost de- 
relict, in consequence of their unfavorable situation for business, 
and were yielding but a small income, which must have been 
still further diminished under the mere tenancies at will, which, 
in the present uncertainty as to the disposition of the property, 
would be all that the City could safely grant. Still it is to be 
wished that the buildings had been permittéd to remain. 

As to the particular project of erecting a new City Hall, 
there can be no question, I presume, that such a building might 
conduce to the ornament of the City, the safety of the public 
records and documents, and to the convenience and comfort, 
not only of the City Government, but of the citizens in general. 
But in accordance with the general views which I have ven- 
tured to suggest, there seems to me to be another question of 
great importance, whether in a wise and prudent view of its 
present condition and general interest, the City can afford the 
cost. It is true that by vacating the apartments of this building 
now occupied by the City officers, it would be made to yield 
an increased rent. But to say nothing of the expense of alter- 
ing it for that purpose, it may well be doubted, whether the 
increased rent of this would more than pay the repairs and 
incidental expenses of the new and enlarged building. And 
as the building vacated would not thereby become an object of 
sale, the proceeds of which could be applied towards paying 
the cost of the new structure—for who would propose selling 
what was once the old State House? the practical result would 
be that the entire cost of the new Hall would be added to the 
present City debt, and without in fact bringing any means for 
its subsequent payment. I cannot, therefore, hesitate to ex- 
press the opinion, that this project also should at least await a 
different condition of the City finances. 

Another plan has been proposed—that of altering the old 
Court House into a City Hall. But as one of the reasons for 
erecting the new building for the Registry and Probate offices, 
was the danger of their records from fire in their present apart- 
ments—as very extensive alterations will be required for a per- 
manent establishment there, at a cost too, of which some idea 
may be formed from the fact, that the fitting up of the present 
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City Hall was attended with the expense of $30,000, and as, 
after all, we shall have but an old building, most of whose 
rooms are low and dark, and about whose strength there have 
been some doubts—it would seem as if the improvement by the 
change would hardly be commensurate with the cost. 

Iam aware that the present situation of things upon this 
subject makes it one of difficulty. But I venture to suggest, 
that for the present certainly, we remain where we are—that at 
the proper season, the grounds around the old Court House be 
put into tolerably looking condition—the building itself be 
made, if possible, to yield an income, by leasing its rooms, as 
opportunity may occur—and that for the present certainly, no 
step be taken which shall lead to the incurring of any debt. 
Even if a sale of the unimproved property of the City in that 
vicinity should eventually be thought advisable, the arrange- 
ment suggested would seem best for the present, as this would 
hardly be deemed a favorable period for making such a dispo- 
sition of it. 

Upon the subject of opening and widening streets, which 
has heretofore been a fruitful source not only of expenditure, 
but indirectly of increasing the City debt, I respectfully recom- 
mend that an entire stop be put to it for the present, excepting, 
of course, so far as the action of our predecessors, in laying 
out new lines prospectively which have been already in part 
conformed to, or other pressing circumstances, now unforseen, 
may make a different course necessary. And to this end and 
with a view to have the applications upon this subject brought 
before both branches of the government, I suggest that no pro- 
vision be specifically made for this purpose in the annual appro- 
priation bill; but at the same time, in order to avoid the 
necessity of incurring a debt, in the event of proper cases pre- 
senting themselves, that the amount of the reserved fund be 
increased, so that upon the question of applying any part of 
‘that fund to any proposed alteration, the opinion of both 
branches cf the government may be obtained. : , 

I have ventured thus freely and at greater length than I in- 
tended, to express my own opinion upon what seem to me very 
important matters at the present time, not that I deemed it of 
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special consequence to others what that opinion might be, but 
because I considered that the public mind demanded a frank 
statement in regard to them from any individual whose official 
duty they had made it to address the City Council at this time. 
I trust, however, that I need hardly add, that I am aware of 
the interests of the City being confided to us jointly, and that 
upon these and all other matters, I shall readily defer to your 
larger experience and sounder judgment. 

Of the works of a permanent character, that have been in 
progress during the past year, the building for the Registry of 
Deeds and Probate Offices will probably be completed and 
ready for occupation by the month of April next. It is stated 
by competent authority to have been built in the most durable 
style, and completely fire-proof, and it promises in all respects 
to answer the purposes of its erection. Its cost will probably 
be about $30,000, of which $22,000 only have yet been ap- 
propriated, leaving the balance to be in some way provided by 
the present Council. 

The Lunatic Asylum at South Boston has during the past 
year been completed, at a cost of about $32,000, of which 
nearly the whole amount has already been provided. It has 
been furnished, its officers appointed, and has now been in 
operation for a few weeks with about eighty inmates. In 
reference to the erection of this building it should be known, 
that the Legislature of the Commonwealth, by an act passed 
April 13th, 1836, required that there should be “within the 
precincts of the House of Correction in each County in this 
Commonwealth, a suitable and convenient apartment or recep- 
tacle for idiots or insane persons not furiously mad, to be con- 

fined therein, as therein after provided.” Any one who 
examined the provisions heretofore existing for this most unfor- 
tunate class of sufferers in both the House of Correction and of 
_Industry must have been satisfied, that however advanced our 
City might be in other respects, in this at least it had scarcely 
emerged from the dark ages. As something therefore, was 
positively required to be done, even to save the County from 
indictment, it cannot but be a satisfaction to every right minded 
individual, that we have been content with nothing short of 
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what mingled science and philanthropy have developed upon 
this subject. 

The new School House, in Cooper Street, to be called the 
Endicott School, is expected to be ready for occupation in the 
course of the ensuing Spring. It will probably cost about 
$20,000. It is stated, however, to be a very superior building 
in the important matters of room, ventilation, and arrangements 
for the comfort and health of the children. 

The subject of the Court House and Jails, on Leverett Street, 
has engaged the attention of the City Government for some 
years, but no satisfactory plan has yet been devised for its dis- 
position. It is a matter attended with much difficulty, and I 
venture only to call your attention to it, in the hope that some- 
thing may yet be suggested upon the two great points presented, 
viz: the procurement of a well arranged and well located Jail, 
and a judicious and profitable disposal of the property of the 
City now lying useless. 

The annual current expenses of the City—excluding, of 
‘course, those for widening the streets and all objects of a perma- 
nent character, and excluding also the payments on account of 

€ principal or interest of the City debt—amount to about 
$425,000. This is about the amount of what may properly - 
enough be called the annual household expenses of the City, 
in the various departments of the public service. Of this 
amount more than $100,000 or nearly one quarter part of the 
whole annual current expenditure of the City, is devoted to the 
public schools, and this exclusive entirely of the purchase of 
lands and erection of buildings. And this amount, too, is about 
one-fifth of the whole tax assessed, for the present financial 
year. This fact must certainly be a source, not only of conso- 
lation, but of just and honest pride to every citizen of the com- 
munity, whether the tax he pays be large or small—that one- 
fifth of every dollar that he does pay, is appropriated to the edu- 
cation of his own children or his neighbors, or both. This ex- 
penditure for schools is distributed amongst fifteen of the first 
class, containing between five and six thousand pupils, and 
ninety-one primary schools, containing as many more—making 
in the whole about eleven thousand pupils. By the recent 
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census of the City, it appears that there are in it about seven- 
teen thousand persons between the ages of four and sixteen 
years, and that the whole population is about eighty thousand. 
It is accordingly a fact—whose greatest eloquence is its simple 
siatement—that not only is the large proportion of the current 
expenses of the City which I have mentioned, incurred for the 
public education of children, but that more than one half of all 
the persons in the City, between the ages of four and sixteen, 
and more than one-tenth of the whole population of Boston, is 
at this very moment, receiving the benefit of the public schools - 
at the public charge. It may be that this expenditure yields no 
return in dollars and cents. But where beneath the sun, can 
a better investment be found for the sum of $100,000 annu- 
ally—or one, that our constituents would exchange for this 
chosen one of their own, which returns an income that gold 
cannot measure, nor money buy,—an educated, intelligent, 
moral rising generation, to the amount of one tenth of our 
whole population? In regard to our concern with this item of 
the public expenditure, I have only to say, that if I rightly un- 
derstand the community in which we live, whilst it will require 
at our hands, a watchful care and a wise economy in the vari- 
ous details, it will tolerate no limit to the extension of the pres- 
ent system, so long asa single child remains to seek its benefits, 

The residue of the current expenditures of the City is distrib- 
uted amongst the various provisions for the Fire Department,— 
for paving, draining, cleaning and lighting the streets,—the sal- 
aries of public officers,—the City watch and police,—the out- 
door. charity, administered by the Overseers of the Poor,—the 
Houses of Industry, of Correction, and of Reformation for Ju- 
venile Offenders,—_the Quarantine establishment, and Asylum 
for Lunatics,—the administration of justice,—and repairs of 
the public property. I make this enumeration with no view 
of entering into details, for of these I am yet to be a student. 
But I seek only to present the very numerous matters which in 
this City are made objects of public concern and charge, and 
the consequently numerous and diversified interests which are 
now to be committed to our care. I believe them all to be 
_ objects which our constituents prefer should be under public 
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control, and that they ask of us in reference to them, only that 
careful superintendence and frugal mianagement of expenditure, 
which shall reduce the public burdens to the lowest amount 
consistent with an honorable and proper maintenance of these 
several interests. 

The City, during the past year, has been blessed with an un- 
usual share of health. Notwithstanding the appearance of the 
small-pox, which has caused fifty-eight deaths since September 
12th last, the whole number of deaths during the year has been 
but eighteen hundred and sixty-three, being fifty-seven less 
than those in the year 1838, and only twenty more than those 
in 1837. With these facts before us, and with our knowledge 
of the means of disarming the small-pox of all its terrors, if not 
of entirely eradicating it, there would seem to be no occasion 
for any alarm upon the subject, or at present for any additional 
provisions in regard to it, on the part of the City. 

‘The loss of the citizens by fire has been very considerable 
during the past year, amounting to about $140,000. It is 
some consolation, however, to know that it has been in no 
degree owing to any remissness on the part of our excellent 
Fire Department, which, | am happy to be able to state, con- 
tinues to maintain its usual character for good discipline, good 
order, and efficient action. 

I have thus endeavored, Gentlemen, to bring to your notice, 
the various public interests, over which we are now to preside, 
and have ventured to submit my own opinion as to the princi- 
ples which, under the present circumstances of the times and 
of the City, should guide us in the discharge of our public 
duties. And, in conclusion, I trust you will pardon me a 
moment’s reference to myself. 

_I cannot adequately express to you my surprise at the circum- 
- stances which have placed me in my present position. Whilst 
I feel it to be an honor as undeserved as it was unexpect- 
ed, Jam not unaware that it is accompanied with the prospect 
of arduous and harassing duties, which must be some atone- 
ment for any seeming presumption on my part in even con- 
senting to be here. For whatever may have been the original 
theory as to the office of Mayor of this City, the indefatigable 
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labors, the unremitted and devoted fidelity to the public service 
of all its preceding occupants, have practically removed it the 
farthest possible from a sinecure. But my fellow citizens have 
seen fit to call me to it, and 1 know of but one true republican 
rule upon the subject, and that is, while seeking for no office, 
and asking not a vote, to hold one’s self ready, to the utmost 
of possibility, to obey every distinct and unsolicited call of 
the public, to enter into its service. It is an unspeakable con- 
solation to me, that obedience to this rule, unmingled with any 
selfish motive or wish, has placed me in this new situation. 
Having entered it without desire, and seeking not my own, I 
shall be ready to leave it at a moment’s warning. I am able, 
therefore, so long as I occupy it, to set before myself, as I cer- 
tainly shall, but two objects, first, to learn, and then to do my 
duty, fearless and regardless of all personal consequences. 

I am aware of my want of years and of wisdom. No one 
can distrust my ability more sincerely than myself. As I look 
round even within the narrow circle of those with whom I am 
to be associated, in both branches of the government, I see 
many individuals who would more ably fill the place which I 
occupy ; and I am deeply sensible that if I am worthy of any 
place in this assembly, my appropriate one would be that of a 
hearer rather than the speaker at the present moment. And 
when I consider the distinguished and able individuals who 
have preceded me in this office—when I think of the many 
and great duties and responsibilities which attend the station— 
the various and conflicting interests that are to be met and har- 
monized—the numerous and diverse individuals who are to be 
encountered, and often under circumstances which must severely 
try the judgment of one who seeks only to be a faithful magis- 
trate—and above all, when I feel how closely home to the 
business and bosom of every citizen may come the acts, and 
amongst them even the unintended errors of the office which I 
fill—I confess that I fear and tremble. 

But, on the other hand, as I call to mind the intelligence 
and candor of those whom I am to serve—as I witness the dis- 
creet and, in some instances, long-tried public servants, with 
whom I am to be most immediately associated—and when, in 
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addition to the talent and experience of the members of the 
other Board generally, I see amongst them personal friends, 
with some of whom I have had the benefit of acting during the 
whole period of my connection with that Board, and upon 
whose sound judgment and single hearted devotion to the pub- 
lic service I have long known the safety of relying—I am 
encouraged and strengthened. 

And yet, Gentlemen, with all these aids and advantages, I 
feel that I shall need your forbearance and indulgence. Let 
me, therefore, bespeak them in the outset. And I can only 
give you in return, the assurance, that whatever other requi- 
sites to the discharge of my duties I may fail to bring, I will 
not fail to bring a zealous co-operation of mind, heart, and 
strength, in all measures that concern the interests of our be- 
loved City. And may He who presides over communities as | 
well as individuals, smile upon our efforts, and crown them 
with success.

To the Hon. the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Boston. 


The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, visited and inspected the House of Correction 
at South Boston, on the 4th instant, as directed by 
law. ‘They carefully examined the buildings, dormito- 
ries, workshops, yards, hospitals, kitchen and bakery. 
They also examined the food and clothing of the 
prisoners. ‘lhe usual questions, as to any causes of 
complaint, were put to each individual. No officer 
was within hearing at the time of making the interro- 
gations. One of the prisoners stated, that another, 
who was standing near, had been ill treated by one 
of the Overseers. Inquiry was immediately made 
of the person supposed to have been injured. He 
answered promptly, that he had been treated very 
well by all the officers. It was understood, that the 
person making this complaint, was one of. the most 
stubborn and refractory of the inmates. One said 
he should be glad sometimes to have a little more 
bread, but that he had his full share, and as much as 
a prisoner ought to have. With these exceptions, if 
exceptions they may be called, all expressed their en- 
tire satisfaction with the treatment they had received. 
Their emphatic manner of speaking was satisfactory 
evidence of their sincerity. ‘They seemed much , 
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gratified that an opportunity was afforded them to ex- 
press their gratitude for the kindness with which 
they had been treated. ‘The Master’s return, cover- 
ing forty folio pages, was made in due season. A 
return more perfect in substance or form is not de- 
sired. The Inspectors do not assert the impossibility 
of any improvement in the management of this ex- 
cellent institution, but they can imagine no change, 
which would probably be for the better. It is doubt- 
ed whether another establishment of the kind can be 
found in the United States, so perfect as this. Capt. 
Charles Robbins continues the Master, and Messrs. 
Luther Faulkner, Billings Briggs, George Darracott, 
William 'T. Andrews and George W. Gordon, the

HEALTH. 


Good health has generally prevailed since the Jast 
inspection. ‘There are now confined in the Hos- 
pitals four males and eight females, whose complaints 
are as follows, Disease of the bladder, 1; Debility, 
1; Typhoid fever, 1; Syphilis, 1; Piles, 1; Gon- 
norhea, 1; Simple fever, 2; Delirium tremens, 2; 
Eczema, 2; ‘Total 12. ‘The average number of days 
lost by sickness has been by males 8, females 7, ‘To- 
tal, 15. There have been five cases of Varioloid, none 
of which have proved fatal. The diseases most com- 
mon, are as heretofore, the natural consequence of 
dissolute lives. ‘The arrangements for the accom- 
modation of the sick remain the same, as at the last 
inspection. ‘The patients are visited daily by the 
resident physician, Dr. John S. Butler. ‘They are 
provided with good nurses, and with such care and 
attention, as they severally need. Every prisoner is 
daily furnished with pure water for drinking. ‘The 
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daily rations are on Sunday, for breakfast, one 
pint of hash, consisting of meat and potatoes, 20 oun- 
ces of bread, and one quart of tea, sweetened with 
molasses.- For dinner one pound of roasted beef and 
ten ounces of potatoes, and for supper, one quart of 
sweetened tea. The same kind and quanty is al- 
lowed on each day of the week. The beef is boiled, 
and on ‘Tuesday, ‘Thursday and Saturday it is accom- 
panied by one quart of soup, thickened with different 
vegetables, and on other days, with one quart of 
broth. For supper an extra ration of hasty pudding 
and molasses, and an extra ration of bread is allowed 
to all, who are employed in laborious occupations. 
The food is of good quality, well cooked and sufli- 
cient in quantity. Fuel, beds, and bedding, sufficient 
to render all comfortable, are constantly supplied. 
Wet clothes are never hung out in any room occu- 
pied during the night. ‘The number of insane per- 
sons now in the institution is 18 males and 3 females, 
Total 21. No material change has taken place in 
the Lunatics sent from the State Lunatic Hospital. 
One insane person, a male, has been committed since 
the last inspection. ‘Two males have recovered and 
have been discharged. ‘Those committed by the 
Police Court remain the same. ‘They are all visited 
_every day by the resident Physician. This class of 
inmates will soon be removed to the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The rules concerning cleanliness are carefully ob- 
served. The cells are whitewashed once a month, 
and oftener in the warm season. ‘There is no per- 
manent vault. Every room is furnished daily with a 
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bucket and cover. The prisoners are regulary furn- 
ished with clean water for washing, and are shaved, 
and have a change of Jinen at least once a week. 
All are required to be strictly clean in their persons. 
Every violation in this respect is punishable. ‘The 
construction of the prison is favourable to cleanliness. 
All the prisoners are furnished with a clean suit of 
clothes for the Sabbath. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Every prisoner, who can read, is furnished with a 
bible. The Sunday School for females is well at- 
tended. Gentlemen and Ladies, from different re- 
ligious societies in the city, have kindly taken charge 
of instruction in this school. Much credit is due to 
the teachers, and particularly to Rev. Louis Dwight, 
at whose suggestion the school was commenced, for 
their faithful and active services. The school is now 
in successful operation. Male prisoners of suitable 
age receive instruction in reading, writing and arith- 
metic, during two hours of every day, except Sunday. 
This school has proved highly useful. The resident 
Chaplain of the Institution at South Boston, is Rev. 
Ebenezer P. Sperry. The duties of his office are 
many and difficult, but it is believed that he performs 
them with fidelity. Religious services are attended 
in the Chapel on the forenoon and afternoon of each 
Sunday. The Chaplain converses freely with the 
prisoners early on Sunday morning, and before ser- 
vice in the afternoon. He also attends prayers with 
the female prisoners in their work shop at the close 
of each day. All the inmates behave with great pro- 
priety at every religious service. ‘The Chaplain reg- 
ularly attends the sick. ‘The Inspectors believe, that 
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every reasonable effort is made to promote the moral 
and religious improvement of the prisoners. 


EMPLOYMENT. 


There has been no material change as to em- 
ployment. Stone cutting is the principal occupation 
of the males. ‘This employment seems favourable to 
health, industry and good order. A considerable 
number have been employed in the erection of the 
Insane Hospital. ‘The workshops are well construct- 
ed, with the exception of the shop used for the tail- 
ors, shoemakers and foundry, which remain the same 
as at the last inspection.

The general stagnation of business in the commu- 
nity at large, has rendered the labor, both of the 
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males and females, less productive than usual. A 
part of the prisoners are sentenced for a short time. 
For such it is not easy to find suitable employment. 
During the last six months an unusually large num- 
ber of invalids, and persons unable to labor profitably, 
have been committed. 


DISCIPLINE. 


As regards discipline, no change has taken place. 
It is not believed that any material change for the 
better can be made. ‘The punishments are the 
shower bath and confinement in a cell, on bread and 
water. For minor offences, the prisoners are depriv- 
ed of certain meals, or extra rations, and kept at 
work. No corporal punishment is inflicted. Dis- 
tinction is made, as far as practicable, between the 
aged and the young, the young being placed in divis- 
ions by themselves. A separate apartment is appro- 
priated to each prisoner, except in the hospital and 
receptacle for lunatics. Males and females are con- 
fined in separate wings. No spirituous liquors are 
brought into the building, unless by direction of the 
Physician, and as a medicine. A new Hospital, 
which is much needed, will be erected early next 
spring; the materials are purchased, and the founda- 
tion partially laid.

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To the Hon. the Mayor and Aldermen of the City of 
Boston. 


On the third of December instant, the Inspectors 
of Prisons for the County of Suffolk visited and in- 
spected the Commonwealth’s Gaol in Leverett street, 
as required by law. ‘They carefully examined the 
buildings, passage-ways, yards and kitchen, and pro- 
posed the usual interrogatories to each of the prison- 
ers. No officer was within hearing at the time of mak- 
ing the inquiries. All were satisfied with the treat- 
ment they had received. Many expressed themselves 
in strong terms, denoting not only contentment, but 
gratitude. The return of the Gaoler, covering forty- 
five folio pages, was made in due season. ‘Thomas 
Stephenson, Esq., who was Deputy Gaoler, at the 
time of the last inspection, has since resigned his of- 
fice, and Mr. Nathaniel Cooledge has been appointed 
to that situation. But few are now committed to 
gaol, as a place of punishment. ‘The greater part are 
detained for trial, or for non-payment of fine and 
costs. From the Gaoler’s report, and other authen- 
tic sources of information, we are enabled to make 
the following statements. 


HEALTH. 


The prisoners have generally enjoyed good health. 
But one case of sickness has been reported. ‘The dis- 
ease was asthma. ‘There havej been a few cases of 
delirium tremens, which were easily removed by the 
nse of wormwood tea. A separate apartment is ap- 
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propriated to the sick ; they are attended by nurses, 
and by the Physician, whenever such attention is 
needed. Dr. George W. Otis is the Physician’ of 
the gaol. The United States prisoners are attended 
by Dr. Solomon D. ‘Townsend. ‘The prisoners have 
enough good and pure water for drinking, and good 
food, well cooked, three times a day. No change 
has recently been made in the quantity or quality of 
the food, nor is any such change needed. ‘The cells 
are not well warmed in cold weather. This inconve- 
nience cannot be easily removed, the structure of the 
cells not permitting a sufficiency of warm air to pen- 
etrate into each apartment. ‘The prisoners are sup- 
plied with suitable beds and bedding. No wet 
clothes are hung out in the gaol. The situation and 
construction of the prison is favorable to health. All 
the provisions of the law relating to the gaol and its 
inmates, have been, as far as the Inspectors can 
judge, carefully and faithfully complied with. No 
spirituous liquors have been introduced into the gaol. 
There has been one attempt to violate the law in this 
respect, which was detected and promptly punished, 


CLEANLINESS. 


The gaol was neat, clean, and in good order. The 
cells are whitewashed every month; the passages 
twice a year at least. Clean under garments are 
furnished once a week. ‘The law relating to vaults, 
buckets, covers, shaving and supply of water, is care- 
fully observed. ‘The construction of the prison is fa- 
vorable to cleanliness. 


DISCIPLINE. 


A separate cell is assigned to each prisoner, ex- 
cept those, who are committed by the United States

Courts, and debtors. No punishment has been inflict- 
ed since the appointment of the present Gaoler. All 
render a ready obedience. ‘The rule as to punish- 
ments remains the same as heretofore. eit iy 


EMPLOYMENT. 


A great part of the prisoners remain in gaol but a 
short time. For this reason it 1s not thought proper 
to furnish them with employment. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Ministers of the Gospel are admitted at all season- 
able hours. Each prisoner is furnished with a bible. 
No instruction is given in the ordinary branches of 
education. Should the attempt be made, it would 
be almost useless, as few remain long enough to be 
benefitted by the attempt.

In compliance with the requirements of law, the 
Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suffolk visit- 
ed and inspected the House for the Employment and 
Reformation of Juvenile Offenders, on the 5th inst. 
They carefully examined the building, its various 
apartments, the yard and workshops. ‘The usual 
questions, relating to their treatment, were asked of 
each and all the inmates. No officer of the Institu- 
tion was present at the time of proposing interroga- 
tions. ‘They all appeared to be cheerful and happy. 
No one made the slightest complaint. ‘The Rev. 
George T. Haskins still continues to be the Superin- 
tendent. He devotes himself with fidelity and zeal 
to the discharge of his duties. 


HEALTH. 


Since the last inspection, there have been six cases 
of typhus fever, and one of dysentery. With these 
exceptions, the inmates have enjoyed excellent health. 
Nurses are provided for the sick, when necessary. 
Doctor Johu S. Butler is the regular Physician of 
this Institution. He attends the sick as often as re- 
quired. 


CLEANLINESS. 
Every proper effort is made to keep the house and 


yards ina state of cleanliness. All are required to 
4 
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wash their face and hands three times a day, and to 
be inspected every morning before breakfast, as to 
their personal cleanliness. All bathe in warm water, 
at least once a week. ‘Their garments are also 
changed as often. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The discipline, which is of a moral and persuasive 
kind, is good. ‘The general conduct of the inmates 
is decidedly good. ‘There is very rarely an instance 
of insubordination. Deprivation of play is the pun- 
ishment most relied on. No spirituous liquors have 
been used, except for medical purposes. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Moral and religious instruction is daily imparted. 
The religious exercises consist of morning and eve- 
ning prayers, Sunday services in the Chapel and Sun- 
day Schools. A bible is put into the hands of all, 
who can read. ‘The Superintendent imparts relig- 
ious and general instruction. ‘The Assistant Super- 
intendent and assistant matron teach the boys and girls 
respectively In the school are four classes, who de- 
vote four hours each day to the study of arithmetic, 
reading, writing, and geography. As to the attain- 
ments made by the boys in reading, since the last in- 
spection,— 

Two have been promoted to the . First Class. 

Twelve to the . : ; . Second Class. 

Thirteen to the . : - Third Class. 

Eleven, who knew but little more than the alpha- 
bet, can now read. ‘Twenty one have been commit- 
ted, who barely knew their letters. Three did not 
know their letters. 
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All are employed. A reasonable amount of labor 
only is required.

On the 5th instant, the Inspectors of Prisons vis- 
ited and inspected the House of Industry at South 
Boston, it being an institution to which prisoners 
may be sentenced by the courts. ‘They found with- 
in the building but one prisoner, from whose answers . 
to the usual questions, it appeared that the provisions 
of law, so far as applicable to this establishment, had 
been carefully complied with. One other person, a 
female, was under sentence, but at the time of in- 
spection was at the small pox hospital in the City, 
by order of the Physician and Board of Directors. 
Her disease was a mild form of the small pox. She 
is now convalescent, and it is believed, will soon be 
returned to the house. The general health of the 
prisoners confined there, since the last inspection, 
has been good. ‘The only exception is the case 
above mentioned. ‘The building was neat, and in 
good order. Personal cleanliness is carefully attend- 
ed to. Every prisoner, who is able to read, is fur- 
nished with a bible. ‘The sick are daily attended by 
the Physician, Dr. Butler. ‘The Chaplain officiates 
in the Chapel twice every Sunday. He also visits 
the sick every day, and gives moral and religious in- 
struction, as opportunity occurs. The building was 
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not erected as a place of punishment. It is used as 
such only in cases of old age, permanent disability to 
labor, and of women with nursing infants, or near 
confinement. ‘The Inspectors are required to exam- 
ine only those, who are sentenced by the courts. 
The number of such is usually small. ‘The provis- 
ions of law relating to whitewashing, change of linen 
and shaving have been complied with. Spirituous 
liquors are never introduced, unless by order of the 
Physician, and as a medicine. ‘The Superintendent, 
Daniel Chandler, made the usual return in due sea- . 
son. From this return, it appears that eight persons 
have been confined under sentence since the last in- 
spection. Since that time, William Floyd, John 
Floyd and Margaret Flynn have been discharged by 
order of court. Mary Riley, Mary Murray and Mary 
Regan by expiration of sentence. No one has died, 
escaped, or been pardoned. 

Number of prisoners at the time of the last inspec- 
tion, two.

On the same day, the Inspectors visited the Boston 
Lunatic Hospital. At the time of the last inspection 
the building was so nearly finished, that they were 
able to describe it with accuracy. ‘The description 
may be seen by reference to the last report. It is 
thought unnecessary at present to repeat that descrip- 
tion. ‘The whole structure is now very nearly com- 
pleted. At this time none are. here confined, but all 
proper subjects will be transferred to it in the course 
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of next week. Dr. Butler, with his family, have 
already removed into the house.

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RULES AND ORDERS 


OF THE 


COMMON COUNCIL. 


Rights and Duties of the President. 


Sect. 1. The President shall take the chair pre- 
cisely at the hour to which the Council may have ad- 
journed ; he shall call the members to order, and on 
the appearance of a quorum, shall cause the minutes 
of the preceding meeting to be read, and proceed to 
business. In the absence of the President, the old- 
est member present shall call the Council to order, 
and preside until a President pro tempore shall be 
chosen by ballot. 

Sect. 2. He shall preserve decorum and order ; 
he may speak to points of order in preference to oth- 
er members, and shall decide all questions of order, 
subject to an appeal to the Council, on motion of any 
member, regularly seconded. 

Secor. 3. He shall declare all votes; but if any 
member doubt the vote, the President, without further 
debate upon the question, shall require the members 
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voting in the affirmative and negative, to rise and 
stand until they are counted, and he shall declare the 
result. 

Secr. 4. He shall rise to address the Council, or 
to put a question, but may read sitting. | 

Sect. 5. The President may call any member to 
the chair; provided such substitution shall not con- 
tinue longer than one meeting. When the Council 
shall determine to go into Committee of the Whole, 
the President shall appoint the member who shall take 
the chair. The President may express his opinion on 
any subject under debate ; but in such case, he shall 
leave the chair, and appoint some other member to 
take it; and he shall not resume the chair while the 
same question is pending. But the President may 
state facts, and give his opinion on questions of order, 
without leaving his place. 

Secor. 6. When any member shall require a ques- 
tion to be taken by yeas and nays, the President shall 
take the sense of the Council in that manner, provid- 
ed one third of the members present are in favor of it. 

Secr. 7. He shall propound all questions in the 
order in which they are moved, unless the subsequent 
motion shall be previous in its nature ; except that in 
naming sums and fixing times, the largest sum, and 
the longest time, shall be put first. 

Sect. 8. After a motion is seconded, and stated 
by the President, it ‘shall be disposed of by vote of 
the Council, unless the mover withdraw it before a 
decision, or amendment. 

Secr. 9. The President shal] consider a motion 
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to adjourn, as always in order, unless a member has 
possession of the floor, or any question has been ‘put 
and not decided ; and it shall be decided without de- 
bate. 

Sect. 10. He shall put the previous question in 
the following form: ‘Shall the main question be 
now put ?”—and all amendments or further debate of 
the main question shall be suspended, until the pre- 
vious question be decided ; and the previous question 
shall not be put, unless a majority of the members 
present are in favor of it. 

Sect. 11. When two or more members happen 
to rise at the same time, the President shall name the 
member who is first to speak. _ 

Sror. 12. All Committees, except such as the 
Council determine to select by ballot, shall be nomi- 
nated by the President. 


Rights and Duties of Members. 


Sect. 13. When any member is about to speak 
in debate, or deliver any matter to the Council, he 
shall rise in his place, and respectfully address the 
Presiding Officer ; shall confine himself to the ques- 
tion under debate, and avoid personality. He ‘shall 
sit down as soon as he has done speaking. 

Secr. 14. No member, in debate, shall mention 
another member by his name ; but may describe him 
by the ward he represents, the place he sits in, or 
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such other designation as may be intelligent and re- 
spectful. 

Sect. 15. No member speaking, shall be inter- 
rupted by another, but by rising to call to order, or to 
correct a mistake. But if any member in speaking, 
or otherwise, transgress the Rules of the Council, the 
President shall, or any member may, call to order; 
in which case, the member so called to order, shall 
immediately sit down, unless permitted to explain ; 
and the Council, if appealed to, shall decide on the 
case, but without debate. | 

Sect. 16. When any member shall violate any of 
the Rules and Orders of the Council, and the Coun- 
cil shall have determined that he has so transgressed, 
he shall not be allowed to speak, unless by way of 
excuse for the same, until he has made satisfaction. 

Sect. 17. No member shall speak more than twice 
to the same question, without first obtaining leave of 
the Council; nor more than once, until all other 
members, choosing to speak, shall have spoken. 

Sect. 18. When a motion is made and seconded, 
it shall be considered by the Council, and not other- 
wise ; and no member shall be permitted to submit a 
motion in writing, until he has read the same in his 
place, and it has been seconded, 

Secr. 19. When a question is under debate, no 
motion shall be received, but to adjourn; to lie on the 
table; for the previous question ; to postpone to a 
day certain; to commit; to amend; or to post-~ 
pone indefinitely ; which several motions shall have 
precedence, in the order which they stand arranged, 
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Sect. 20. Every motion shall be reduced to writ- 
ing, if the President direct, or any member of the 
Council request it. 

Secr. 21. When a motion has once been made, 
and carried in the affirmative or negative, it shall be 
in order for any member to move for a_reconsidera- 
tion, and if such motion is seconded, it shall be open 
to debate, and be disposed of by the Council. And 
in case the motion be made at the same meeting, it 
shall be competent for a majority of the members 
present to pass a vote of reconsideration; but if it be 
not made until the next meeting, the subject shall 
not be reconsidered, unless a majority of the whole 
number of Common Councilmen shall vote therefor. 
But no more than one motion for the reconsideration 
of any vote shall be permitted. 

Sect. 22. No member shall be permitted to stand 
up, to the interruption of another, whilst any mem-_ 
ber is speaking; or to pass unnecessarily between 
the President and the person speaking. 

Sect. 23. Every member who shall be in the 
Council, when a question is put, shall give his vote, 
unless the Council, for special reasons, excuse him. 

Sect. 24. On the ‘previous question,’ no mem- 
ber shall speak more than once without leave. 

Secor. 25. A motion for commitment, until it is 
decided, shall preclude all amendment to the main 
question. , 

Secor. 26. All motions and reports may be com- 
mitted or recommitted, at the pleasure of the Council. 
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Secr. 27. The division of a question may be 
called for when the sense will admit of it. 

Sect. 28. When the reading of a paper is called 
for, and the same is objected to by any member, it 
shall be determined by a vote of the Council. 

Srecr. 29. No standing rule or order of the Coun- 
cil shall be suspended, unless three-fourths of the 
members present shall consent thereto; nor shall any 
rule or order be repealed or amended, without one 
day’s notice being given of the motion therefor, nor 
unless a majority of the whole Council shall concur 
therein. t 

Secr. 30. Every member shall take notice of the 
day and hour to which the Council may stand ad- 
journed, and shall give his punctual attendance ac- 
cordingly. 

Secr. 31. No member shall be obliged to be on 
more than two committees at the same time, nor to 
be chairman of more than one. 


Of Communications, Committees, Reports, and 
Resolutions. 


Sect. 32. All memorials and other papers, ad- 
dressed to the Council, shall be presented by the Pre- 
sident, or by a member in his place, who shall ex-_ 
plain the subject thereof, and they shall lie on the 
table, to be taken up in the order in which they are 
presented, unless the Council shall otherwise direct. 
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Sect. 33. Standing Committees shall be appoint- 
ed on the following subjects, viz. on the Finances, on 
Public Instruction, and on the House of Industry, 
Correction and Reformation, each to consist of seven 
members; on Elections and Returns, on Enrolled 
Ordinances and Resolutions, and on Public Buildings, 
each to consist of five members. ) 

Secr. 34. No Committee shall sit during the sit- 
ting of the Council, without special leave. 

Sect. 35. The rules of: proceeding in Council 
shall be observed in committee of the whole, so far as 
they may be applicable, excepting the rule limiting. 
the times of speaking ; but no member shall speak 
twice to any question, until every member choosing 
to speak shall have spoken. 

Secr. 36. In all elections by ballot, of Commit- 
tees of the Council, the person having the highest 
number of votes shall act as Chairman; and when the 
Committee is nominated by the Chair, the person first 
named shall be the Chairman; but in case of. his ab- 
sence, the Committee shall have power to appoint a 
Chairman pro tempore. When a Committee is cho- 
sen by ballot, and no one of the members chosen shall 
appear to be Chairman, according to the ballots given 
in, the President shall appoint a Chairman. Whena 
Committee is appointed consisting of one member 
from each ward, the first meeting thereof shall be no- 
tified by the Clerk, by direction of the President ; 
and the Committee shall then appoint a Chairman. 


Secor. 37. All messages to the Mayor and Alder- 
Q ” 
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men shall be drawn up by the Clerk, and sent by the 
Messenger. 

Secr. 38. All ordinances, resolutions, and orders, 
shall have two several readings, before they shall be 
finally passed by this Council; they shall then be en- 
rolled by the Clerk, and the Committee on Enrolled 
Ordinances shall, as soon as may be, examine them, 
and certify on the back thereof that they are duly 
enrolled. 

Secr. 39. No ordinance, order or resolution im- 
posing penalties, or authorizing the expenditure of 
money, shall have more than one reading on the same 
day. 

Sect. 40. The seats of the Common Council 
Board shall be numbered and determined by lot; and 
no member shall change his seat but by permission of 
the President. . 

Sect. 41. All Committees of this Council shall 
consist of three members, unless a different number 
be especially ordered. And no report shall be receiv- 
ed from any committee, unless agreed to in commit- 
tee actually assembled. 

Sect. 42. ‘Phe Clerk shall keep brief minutes of 
the votes and proceedings of the Council,—entering 
thereon all accepted Orders and Resolutions :—shall 
notice Reports, Memorials and other papers submit- 
ted to the Board, only by their titles, or a brief de- 
scription of their purport; but all accepted Reports 
shall be entered at length in a separate journal to be 
kept for that purpose, and provided with an index. 
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Seer. 43. All salary officers shall be voted for by 
written ballot. 

Secor. 44. Members of the Council may attend 
meetings of any of its committees, but shall not exer- 
cise the privilege of voting. 

Secr. 45. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of the 
Common Council, to attend the meetings and to keep 
the records of Committees requiring that service, 
whether Joint Committees or Committees. of this 
Board, and he shall provide suitable blank books 
for that purpose. And the said Clerk shall have the 
custody of the minutes so kept, which, like all the 
other records, shall be subject to the inspection of the 
members of the City Council. 

Sect. 46. No meeting of any committee shall be 
called upon less notice than twenty-four hours. 

Secr. 47. In all elections by ballot, on the part 
of the Common Council, blank ballots shall not be 
counted, in making up the returns. 


Joint Rules of both Boards. 


1. In every case of an amendment of an ordi- 
nance agreed to in one Board and dissented from in 
the other, if either Board shall request a conference, 
and appoint a Committee of Conference, and the oth- 
er Board shall also appoint a Committee to confer, 
such Committee shall, at a convenient hour, to be 
agreed upon by their Chairman, meet and state to 
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each other verbally or in writing, as either shall 
choose, the reasons of their respective Boards, for 
and against the amendment, confer freely thereon, 
and report to their respective branches. 

2. When either Board shall not concur-in any or- 
dinance sent from the other, notice of such non-con- 
currence shall be given by written message. 

3. Either Board may propose to the other, for its 
concurrence, a time to which both Boards will adjourn. 

4. All by-laws passed by the City Council shall 
be termed ‘“ Ordinances,” and the enacting style shall 
be:—Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Coun- 
cil assembled. 

5. In all votes, when either or both branches of 
the City Council express any thing by way of com- 
mand, the form of expression shall be “ Ordered ;” 
and whenever either or both branches express opin- 
ions, principles, facts or purposes, the form shall be 
“ Resolved.” 

6. In the present and every future financial year, 
after the annual order of appropriations shall have 
been passed, no subSequent expenditure shall be au- 
thorized for any object, unless provision for the same 
shall be made by a special transfer from some of the 
appropriations contained in such annual order, or by 
expressly creating. therefor a City debt; in the latter 
of which cases the order shall not be passed, unless 
two-thirds of the whole number of each branch of the 
City Council shall vote in the affirmative, by vote 
taken by yea and nay. 
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7. Joint Committees shall cause records w ve 
kept of their most important proceedings. No Com- 
mittee shall act by separate consultations, and no re- 
port shall be received, unless agreed to in committee. 
actually assembled. 

8. All reports and other papers, submitted to the 
City Council, shall be written in a fair hand, and no 
report or endorsement of any kind shall be made on 
the reports, memorials or other papers referred to the 
Committees of either, branch. And the Clerks shall 
make copies of any papers to be reported by Commit- 
tees, at the request of the respective Chairmen thereof. 

9. No Committee shall enter into any contract 
with, or purchase, or authorize the purchase of any 
articles of any of its members. 

10. No Chairman of any Committee shall audit 
or approve any bill or account against the City, for 
any supplies or services, which shall not have been 
ordered or authorized by the Committee. 

The following Order was passed January 28, 1836. 

Ordered, That the Auditor of Accounts be direct- 
ed to lay before the Common Council, the book con- 
taining the monthly drafts of the City Treasurer, at 
one meeting in every month, and as soon as may be 
after the draft of the month is completed. 
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An Ordinance to regulate the sale and admeasurement 
of Wood and Bark for fuel, brought into the City 
of Boston, by water. 


Secr. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, 'That as soon as may be 
after the passage of this ordinance, and thereafter an- 
nually in the month of February, and as much often- 
er as the good of the city may require, there shall be 
appointed by concurrent vote of the City.Council, for 
each of the districts hereinafter mentioned, one suitable 
person who shall be Surveyor and Measurer of Wood 
and Bark for fuel, brought into the city of Boston by 
water; and also of the carts, sleds, and other veliu- 
cles employed in transporting the same; and such 
Surveyors and Measurers, shall hold their office dur- 
ing the pleasure of the City Council. 

Sect. 2. Be it further ordained, That for the 
» purposes of this Ordinance, the said city shall be divid- 
ed into four districts as follows, viz: District number 
one, extending from the Mill Dam to the south-east 
side of Warren Bridge ;—District number two, extend- 
ing from the north-east side of Warren Bridge to the 
northerly side of Gibbs lane ;—District number three, 
exfending from the southerly side of Gibbs lane to the 
Boston Free Bridge and including South Boston ;— 
and district number four to include all other parts of 
the City. 

Sect. 3. Be it further ordained, That as soon as 
may be, after the passing of this Ordinance, all carts, 
wagons, and sleds, employed by dealers in Wood 
and Bark, for transporting the same, shall be measur- 
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ed and marked by the Surveyor and Measurer of the 
respective districts, to which such carts, wagons and 
sleds, belong ;—and the greatest capacity of any such 
cart, wagon, or sled, shall be such as will contain six 
eighths of a cord of Wood, of three anda half feet 
in length, from scarf to tip, or six eighths of a cord 
of Bark, when piled seven feet in length, closely to- 
gether. 

Seor. 4. Be it further ordained, That the capac- 
ity of every such cart, wagon, or sled, shall be dis- 
tinctly marked in feet and inches, from one eighth of 
a cord, to its greatest dimensions herein allowed: 
Provided however, That it may be lawful for wagons 
and sleds employed in transporting Wood and Bark 
out of the City, or Spruce, Pine, and Hemlock Wood 
within the City, to be so marked as to carry not ex- 
ceeding one cord to the load ;—and the fee for meas- 
uring and marking all carts, wagons, and sleds, shall 
be one dollar each :—and from and after the first day 
of October next, it shall not be lawful for said Sur- 
veyors and Measurers to mark any new cart which 
shall be less than four feet between the stakes; and 
from and after the first day of said October, if any 
person shall use as aforesaid, any cart, wagon, or sled 
not marked as aforesaid, he shall forfeit and pay a 
sum not less than five, nor more than twenty dollars, 
for each offence. 

Sect. 5. Be it further ordained, That it shall 
be the duty of said Surveyors and Measurers, in their 
respective districts, at least once in three months, 
(and as much oftener as they shall have good reason 
to suspect any alteration or deception) to examine 
and adjust the admeasurement of all carts, wagons, 
and sleds, used by dealers in Wood and Bark as 
aforesaid ; for which examination and adjustment of 
each of said carts, wagons, and sleds, they shall re- 
ceive from the owner thereof twenty-five cents. And 
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the said Surveyors and Measurers shall provide them- 
selves at their own expense, with suitable brands, to 
be approved by the Mayor.and Aldermen, for mark- 
ing the said carts, wagons, and sleds, in conformity 
to the provisions of this Ordinance. 

Sect. 6. Be it further ordained, That if any 
person appointed to office under this Ordinance shall 
be guilty of or connive at any fraud or deceit in 
measuring Wood or Bark, in marking or adjusting 
any cart, wagon or sled as aforesaid, he shall forfeit 
and pay for every such offence, a sum not less than 
five dollars nor more than twenty dollars. 

Sect. 7. Be it further ordained, That no sleds 
shall be adjusted between the first day of April and. 
the first day of December in each year. 

Secr. 8. Be it further ordained, That if any 
cart, wagon or sled as aforesaid, shall be altered so as 
to contain any less quantity than when marked or ad- 
justed as aforesaid, the person so altering, shall on 
conviction, pay a fine of twenty dollars for each of- 
fence. And if any cart, wagon, or sled, so altered, 
shall be used for the transportation of Wood or Bark 
for fuel, until the same shall be marked anew, the 
owner thereof, on conviction, shall pay a fine of not 
less than five dollars nor more than twenty dollars, 
for each offence, according to the aggravation thereof. 

Secr. 9. Be it further ordained, 'That the pur- 
chaser of any Wood or Bark brought into the City by 
water, .may call upon any of the Surveyors or Meas- 
urers herein provided, for, to examine the same; and 
it shall be the duty of any such Surveyor or Measur- 
er, forthwith carefully to examine and measure every 
such load of Wood or Bark, and he shall give a cer- 
tificate, if required, of such examination to the person 
who may call him to that duty ; and also to keep a 
record of the result. And if any fraud shall have been 
practised in the sale of such Wood or Bark by the 
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seller thereof, or by any person or persons employed 
by him, and such seller or other person be thereof 
convicted, he shall pay a fine of not less than five 
nor more than twenty dollars for each offence. And 
such Surveyor and Measurer shall be entitled to a fee 
of fifty cents, for each examination and measurement, 
by him made as aforesaid, from the applicant. And it 
shall be the duty of said Measurers to measure any 
parcel of Wood or Bark brought to their office, for 
which they shall be paid by the purchaser, a fee of 
eight cents the load. 

Sect. 10. Be it further ordained, That from 
and after the first day of April, which will be in the . 
year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-six, no 
wood shall be deemed merchantable which shall not 
measure three feet six inches in length from scarf to 
tip. 

Secr. 11. Be it further ordained, That the sev- 
eral forfeitures and penalties aforesaid, may be recov- 
ered in any court of competent jurisdiction, and shall 
enure the one half to the use of the prosecutor, and 
the other half to the use of the City of Boston. 

[Passed December 22d, 1834.] 


An Ordinance providing for the more regular collec- 
tion of debts due to the City of Boston. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Coun- 
cil assembled, 'That in all cases where specific pro- 
vision is not now made either by the laws of the 
Commonwealth or by the Ordinances of the City for 
the collection of debts due to the City—whether for 
the principal or interest of any note or bond, or aris- 

; 
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ing from any assessment, contract or account, or im 
any other manner whatever—if the party owing such 
debt shall not within sixty days after demand made, 
pay the same, such claim of the City shall be placed 
by the Treasurer or the Auditor of Accounts—as the 
case may be—in the hands of the City Solicitor— 
who shall forthwith put the same in suit :—Provided 
however, That where in the judgment of the Mayor 
and Aldermen the interests of the City require they 
may direet any debt due to the City, to be put in suit 
at any time after the same may become due. 
[Passed February 23d, 1835.} 


An Ordinance further to provide for a system of ac- 
countability in the concerns of the City. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, im 
City Council assembled, 'That it shall be the duty of 
the City Clerk, the Auditor of Accounts, the City 
Marshal, the Weighers of Hay, and the Superinten- — 
dent of Burials, respectively, to pay over to the City 
Treasurer as often at least as once in three months, 
all moneys which they shall’ receive belonging to the 
City, and that all other officers authorized to collect 
such moneys shall pay the same over to said 'Treas- 

-urer as soon as they may be collected. 

Secor. 2. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the City Clerk, the Auditor of Accounts, 
the City Marshal, the Weighers of Hay, and the Su- 
perintendent of Burials, respectively, as early as may 
be in the months of February, May, August, and No- 
vember, in every year, to lay before the City Council 
a statement of the whole amount of moneys which 
shall have been received at their respective offices, 
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during the three preceding months; specifying in 
‘detail the sums received from each source of income 
—they shall also report the amounts, if any, which 
remain due to the City, and unpaid, and generally, | 
any other information which they may possess, in 
relation to the said statement. 

Seot. 3. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the Auditor of Accounts to lay before the 
City Council annually in the month of May, a schedule 
of all the leases of City Property, specifying severally 
the names of the lessees, the rates of rent, and the pe- 
riods when the leases will terminate. He shall also in 
the month of February annually, lay before said Coun- 
cil, an estimate of the amount of money necessary to 
be raised for the ensuing year, under the respective 
heads of appropriation, and shall on or before the first 
day of July annually, make and lay before said Coun- 
cil, a statement of all receipts and expenditures of the 
past financial year, giving in detail the amount of ap- 
propriation and expenditure for each specific object, 
the receipt from each source of income, and the ope- 
rations of the Committee on the Reduction of the 
City Debt; the whole to be arranged, as far as prac- 
ticable, to conform to the accounts of the City and 
County Treasurer, so that their coincidence may be 
apparent; and said statement shall be accompanied 
by a schedule of the property belonging to the City, 
and also by an exhibit shewing the debts due by the 
City, the rates of interest thereon, and the years in 
which the same will become due. The Auditor shall 
also open an account with the Treasurer of the City, 
wherein said ‘Treasurer shall be charged with the 
whole amount of taxes placed in his hands for col- 
lection, also the whole amount, in detail, of all bonds, 
notes, mortgages, leases, rents, interest, and other 
sums receivable, in order that the value and descrip- 
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tion of all personal property belonging to the City may 
be at any time known at the office of the Auditor. 

Secr. 4. Beit further ordained, That there shall 
be annually appointed in the month of May, a joint 
Committee to consist of two on the part of the Board 
of Aldermen and three on the part of the Common 
Council, whose duty it shall be to examine, audit and 
settle the accounts of ‘the City and County Treasurer 
for the preceding financial year; and said Committee 
shall not only compare said accounts with the vouch- 
ers thereof, but shall ascertain whether all sums due 
to the City have been collected and accounted for ; 
they shall also examine the notes, bonds and other 
securities, belonging to the City and make a full and 
particular report of their proceedings to the City 
Council. 

Sect. 5. Be it further ordained, That the sixth 
section of ‘“ An Ordinance establishing a system of ac- 
countability in the expenditures of the City” be, and 
the same is hereby repealed; and that the eleventh 
section of “An Ordinance to provide for the care 
and management-of the Public Lands” be, and the 
same is hereby so far altered, as that the money, 
notes, bonds, mortgages, and securities for moneys 
therein mentioned, shall, after being entered on the 
books of the Auditor of Accounts, be paid to and de- 
posited with the City Treasurer. 

[Passed July 27th, 1835.] 


An Ordinance. concerning the assessment and collec- 
tion of Taxes. ) 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, That in the month of 
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March or April annually, there shall be chosen by 
ballot, by concurrent vote of the City Council, twenty 
seven persons to be Assessors of Taxes; three of the 
said Assessors, who shall be called the Principal As- 
sessors, shall be elected from among the citizens at 
large; and the remaining twenty-four, who shall be 
called Assistant Assessors, shall be elected from among 
the residents of the respective wards, two being elect- 
ed from each ward; and in case of any vacancy in 
either of the said offices, by death, resignation, or 
otherwise, a successor shall be forthwith chosen in 
the manner above provided; and each of the said 
officers shall be removeable at the pleasure of the 
City Council. 

Sect. 2. Be it further ordained, That all the 
said Assessors shall, as soon as practicable after their 
election, meet and organize themselves as one Board, 
by the choice of a Chairman and Secretary ; and a 
majority of the members present at any meeting shall 
constitute a quorum for the purpose of such organiza- 
tion and for the transaction of any business. 

Secor. 3. Be it further ordained, That the said 
Principal Assessors shall, except where otherwise pro- 
vided for by this ordinance, perform all the services 
which are now performed by the Permanent Assessors, 
and they shall be entitled to such salary as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

Sect. 4. Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
the duty of the Assistant Assessors to visit, in compa- 
‘ny with one or more of the Principal Assessors, the 
different estates in their respective wards, and to assist 
the Principal Assessors in taking a list of the polls, 
and in making a valuation of the personal property 
and real estate in their said wards. 

Sect. 5. Beit further ordained, That the said 
Assessors shall assess upon the owners of real estate, 
lying within the City, the amount of taxes for which 
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such estate may be taxable: Provided, that in any 
case where the Assessors may deem it to be more for 
the public interest to assess‘the tenant or occupant, 
instead of the owner of such real estate, they may so 
assess such tenant or occupant; and provided also, 
that nothing contained in this ordinance shall affect 
the rights which owners and tenants may have be- 
tween themselves respectively by reason of any agree- 
ment made between them concerning the real estate 
taxable to them as aforesaid. 

Sect. 6. Beit further ordained, That the said 
Assessors may, in their discretion, transfer the amount 
of taxes assessed on real estates not owned at the 
time of assessment by the persons charged with such 
taxes, to the persons by whom the said real estates 
were owned at that time. 

Sect. 7. Be it further ordained, That all per- 
sonal estate, of which no schedule shall have been 
given to the Assessors, shall be doomed at a legal 
meeting of the Assessors. 

Sect. 8. Be it further ordained, That all abate- 
ments of taxes shall be made at a legal meeting of the 
Assessors, and shall be recorded by them; and the 
record thereof shall contain the name of each person 
whose taxes shall be in whole or in part abated, and 
the amount originally assessed to such person, and the 
amount of the abatement allowed to him; and the 
reasons for such abatement shall be stated on the said 
record against the name of such person; and the said 
record shall be laid before the City Government, as 
soon as may be, and in every year before the election 
of Assessors for the ensuing year. 

Sect. 9. Be it further ordained, That: the As- 
sessors shall issue the tax bills for taxes assessed on all 
persons (except those upon whom the poll tax only 
shall be assessed) on or before the first day of Sep- 
tember in each year; and the City Treasurer shall, 
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within sixty days thereafter, issue his summons to each 
person assessed and whose taxes shall not have been 
wholly abated ; and if such person shall not pay his 
taxes within ten days after the receipt of such sum- 
mons or after the service thereof upon him in the 
usual form, the said ‘Treasurer shall issue his warrant 
for the collection of said taxes according to law. 

Sect. 10. Be it further ordained, That the As-. 
sessors shall forthwith issue the tax bill for poll taxes . 
assessed upon each person who shall be assessed for a 
poll tax only, as soon as the amount of such poll tax 
shall be ascertained ; and such poll tax shall be paid 
when demanded ; and in case of neglect or refusal to 
pay the same, the Treasurer shall forthwith proceed 
to collect the same according to the provisions of the 
statutes of this Commonwealth respecting the collec- 
tion of taxes from delinquents. 

Sect. 11. Beit further ordained, That the As- 
sessors and Assistant Assessors now in office shall re- 
spectively exercise all the powers and be subject to all 
the duties and liabilities of Principal Assessors and 
Assistant Assessors as prescribed by this Ordinance, 
until new elections shall take place in pursuance of 
the same, in the year one thousand eight hundred and 
thirty-seven. 

Secr. 12. Be it further ordained, That “ An 
Ordinance concerning the assessment and collection 
of taxes,” passed on the twenty-first day of October 
in the year one thousand eight hundred and thirty- 
three, and “ An Ordinance for fixing the number and 
providing for the choice of Assessors,” and all By- 
laws of the Town of Boston, and all Ordinances of 
the City of Boston, on the subject of taxes be, and 
the same hereby are repealed, excepting so far: as 
may be necessary for the assessment and collection of 
any tax already ordered: Provided, always, that all 
officers now appointed by virtue of said Ordinances, 
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and respecting whom no provision is otherwise made 
in this Ordinance, shall continue to hold their respec- 
tive offices until others are chosen in their places. 

' [Passed May 16th, 1836.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance to regulate 
the interment of the dead. 


Secr. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- | 


men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assembled, That no person shall re- 


move out of the City, the body of a deceased person . 
for interment, without having first obtained a license | 


so to do, from the Superintendent of Burials; and it 
is hereby made the duty of said Superintendent to 
grant the same, unless some good cause should appear 
for refusal. 

Secor. 2. Be it further ordained, 'That any per- 
son who shall offend against the provisions of the 
preceding section, shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 
twenty dollars. 

[Passed April 20th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance establishing the Office of Superintend- 


ent of the Boston South Bridge. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
in City Council assmbled, That, in the month of 
January or February annually, there shall be chosen 
by concurrent vote of the City Council, to be first 
voted upon by the Mayor and Aldermen, a Superin- 


tendent of the Boston South Bridge, who shall hold. 
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his office until removed or a successor be appointed, 
who shall receive such compensation for his services 
as the City Council shall authorize and establish, and 
who shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. 

Sect. 2, Be it further ordained, That it shall be 
' the duty of said Superintendent to take charge of - 
said Bridge, by night and by day, and to cause the 
draw thereof to be opened at all times, when required 
for the free passage of vessels, and to cause the same 
to be closed forthwith, not permitting more than one 
vessel to pass through at any one opening of the 
draw, unless the Bridge should be free of passengers 
while the draw is up. And it shall be the duty of 
the said Superintendent, to take care of the said 
Bridge, Abutments and Wharves connected therewith, 
and to see at all times that they are in a safe and sat- 
isfactory condition, and free from all incumbrance ; 
that the lamps thereon are well lighted, and that the 
railing and planks are in good order, the snow and 
ice removed from the side-walks in winter—subject 
always to the control of the Mayor and Aldermen rel- 
ative to the duties before expressed, and also to any 
other duties respecting said bridge, wharves and abut- 
ments, which the said Mayor and Aldermen may from 
time to time prescribe. 

Secr. 3. Be it further ordained, That any per- 
son who shall deface, break or injure said bridge, 
wharves or abutments, or shall unnecessarily open or 
obstruct the passage of said draw, without the consent 
of said Superintendent, or shall, without such con- 
sent, make fast to said bridge, any scow or other ves- 
sel, shall, upon conviction thereof, pay a fine not less 
than three nor more than twenty dollars. 

[Passed May 25th, 1837.] 
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An Ordinance to establish the office of Superinten- 
dent of Common Sewers. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council, of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. There shall be appointed annually, in 
the month of May or June, by concurrent vote of the 
City Council, a Superintendent of Common Sewers, 
who shall hold his office until removed, (or a suc- 
cessor be appointed), who shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council shall determine, and 
who shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council ; and in case said office shall at any time be- 
come vacant, the same shall be filled in manner be- 
fore prescribed. 

Sect. 2. The said Superintendent shall, under 
direction of the Mayor and Aldermen, take the 
general supervision of all Common Sewers, which 
now are, or hereafter may be built and owned by the 
City, or which may be permitted to be built or open- 
ed by its authority, and he shall take charge of the . 
building and repairs of the same, and make all con- 
- tracts for the supply of labor and materials therefor. 
Sect. 3. The said Superintendent, whenever any 
_ common sewer is ordered to be built or repaired, shall 
ascertain its depth, breadth, mode of construction and 
general direction, and take the plan thereof, and insert 
the same, with all those particulars, in a book to be | 
kept for that purpose, and forthwith ascertain and in- . 
sert on said plan all entries made into such sewer— 
and obtain from the Assessors’ book the valuation of 
all estates which shall be benefitted thereby. 

Sect. 4. The said Superintendent shall keep an 
accurate account of the expense of constructing each — 
common sewer, and assess the expense upon the per- 
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sons and estates deriving benefit therefrom ; and after 
having completed said assessment, he shall report the 
same to the Mayor and Aldermen, and if sanctioned 
by them, he shall enter the same in books, to be kept 
for that purpose, and shall forthwith make out bills for 
the said assessments against all persons whose drains 
have entered the common sewer, or who have been 
otherwise benefitted thereby, and deliver the same to 
the City Treasurer for collection ; and the said Treas- 
urer shall forthwith present the same for ‘payment ; 
and all bills or dues under this ordinance, which shall 
remain unpaid at the expiration of sixty days, shall be 
handed to the City Solicitor, and forthwith be put in 
suit. 

Sect. 5. The said Superintendent shall proceed 
forthwith to make all assessments for common sewers 
heretofore constructed by the City, the expenses of 
which have not already been assessed and collected, 
in the same manner as he is by this ordinance directed 
to proceed in relation to those which may hereafter 
be constructed. 

Sect. 6. The third, fourth, fifth, sixth, and thir- 
teenth sections of “an ordinance relative to drains and 
sewers” are hereby repealed; and all the powers 
granted to, and duties assigned to the Superintendent 
of Streets, are hereby transferred to the Superinten- 
dent of Common Sewers, as far as the same relate to 
drains and common sewers. 

[Passed June 6th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance for preventing and extinguishing Fires, 
and establishing a Fire Department. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
men, and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
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in City Council assembled, as follows: The Fire 
Department shall consist of a Chief Engineer and 
as many other Engineers, not less than eight, and 
of as many Firemen, Enginemen, Hosemen, and 
Hook and Ladder men, to be divided into Compa- 
nies, as the number of Engines and the number and 
quantity of other Fire Apparatus belonging to the 
City, shall from time to time require or make expedi- 
ent: and the said Engineers shall be annually chosen 
according to law, for one year, and until others shall 
be chosen in their place: Provided, That vacancies 
may be filled at any time, and the said Chief and 
other Engineers shall on his or their appointment re- 
ceive a written or printed certificate or warrant in the 
words following, viz: ‘“‘ This certifies that A. B. is 
appointed an Engineer (or Chief Engineer) of the Fire 
Department of the City of: Boston, and is entitled to 
all the immunities belonging to said office. 

“Given under my hand, this day of 
A. D. 18 | 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the Engineers shall be de- 
termined by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. The Engineers so chosen, shall meet 
and organize themselves into a Board of Engineers, a 
majority of whom shall form a quorum, and of which, 
in the absence of the Chief Engineer, the senior En- 
gineer present shall be presiding officer: and they 
may appoint such Secretary or other Officers and 
make such rules and regulations for their own govern- 
ment as they may see fit, and such Secretary shall re- 
ceive such compensation as the City Council may 
deem expedient. They shall at all times have the 
superintendence and control of all the Engine and 
other houses used for the purposes of the Fire De- 
partment, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto 
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belonging, and of the Engines and all other Fire Ap- 
paratus belonging to the City, and over the Officers 
and members of the several companies attached to 
the Fire Department, and over all persons present at 
Fires, and may make such rules and regulations for 
the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of Fires, 
as they may from time to time think expedient, the 
same not being repugnant to the laws of this Com- 
monwealth, and being subject to the approbation of 
the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 3. It shall be the duty of said Engineers, 
whenever a Fire shall break out in the City, to repair 
forthwith to, or near the place where the Fire may 
be; to take proper measures that the several Engines 
and other apparatus be arranged in the most advan- 
tageous situations, and duly worked for the effectual 
extinguishment of the Fire; to require and compel 
assistance from all persons, as well members of the 
Fire Department, as others, in extinguishing the Fire, 
removing furniture, goods, or other merchandize from 
any building on Fire, or in danger thereof, and to ap- 
point guards to secure the same; and also in pulling 
down or demolishing any house or building if occa- 
sion require, and further to suppress all tumults and 
disorders. It shall also be their duty to cause order 
to be preserved in going to, working at, or returning 
from Fires, and at all other times when Companies 
attached to the Departmeut are on duty: Provided, 
however, that when any fire occurs in either of the ad- 
joining towns, it shall be the duty of only such, and 
so many of said Engineers to repair to such town as 
shall have been previously designated for said purpose 
by said Board of Engineers. 

Sect. 4. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole 
command at fires, over all the other Engineers, all 
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Members of the Fire Department, and all other per- 
sons who may be present at fires,—and shall direct 
all proper measures for the extinguishment of fires, 
protection of property, preservation of order, and ob- 
servance of the Fire Laws, Ordinances and Regula- 
tions ; and it shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer 
to examine into the condition of the Buckets and all 
other Fire Apparatus, and of the Engine and other 
Houses belonging to the City and used for the pur- 
poses of the Fire Department—and of the Companies 
attached to the said Department as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever directed 
so to do by the Mayor and Alderman, or by the Com- 
mittee of the Board of Aldermen on the Fire Depart- 
ment, and annually to report the same to the Mayor 
-and Aldermen, and oftener if thereunto requested ; 
also to cause a full description of the same, together 
with the names of the officers and members of the 
Fire Department to be published annually in such 
manner as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct; 
and whenever the Engines or other Fire Apparatus, 
Engine or other houses used by the Fire Department 
require alterations, additions, or repairs, the Chief En- 
gineer, under the direction of the Board of Aldermen, 
or of the Committee on the Fire Department, shall 
cause the same to be made. And it shall be moreover 
the duty of the Chief Engineer to receive and trans- 
mit to the Board of Aldermen all returns of officers, 
members, and Fire Apparatus, made by the respective 
Companies as hereinafter prescribed, and all other 


/ 


communications relating to the affairs of the Fire De- ~ 


partment: To keep fair and exact Rolls of the re- 
spective Companies, specifying the time of ‘admission 
and discharge, and. the age of each member; to re- 
port in writing to the City Clerk, who shall keep a 
record of the same, once in each year, or oftener if 
directed so to do by the Mayor and Aldermen, all ac- 
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cidents by Fire which may happen within the City, 
with the causes thereof as well as can be ascertained, 
and the number and description of the buildings de- 
stroyed or injured, together with the names of the 
» OWners or Occupants. 

Secor. 5. In case of the absence of the Chief En- 
gineer, the Engineer next in rank who may be present 
shall execute the duties of his office with full powers. 

Secor. 6. As many Engine, Hose, Hook and Lad- 
der and Fire Companies shall from time to time be 
formed by the Mayor and Aldermen as they- shall 
deem expedient, and each of said Companies shall 
consist of as many men as said Mayor and Aldermen 
may appoint, not exceeding to each Engine Company 
~ seventy-five, to each Hose and Hook and Ladder 
Company, twenty-five—unless otherwise ordered. by 
the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No person under twenty-one years of 
‘age shall be employed as a member of the Fire De- 
partment. 

Secr. 8. No person shall be employed in the Fire 
Department for a less period than six months, and 
every member of the Fire Department, shall upon his 
appointment by the Mayor and Aldermen, receive a 
certificate or warrant which he shall be holden to pro- 
duce within thirty days after he shall become a member 
of said Department, and annually in the month of 
May thereafter, to the Commanding Officer of the 
Militia Company within whose bounds he may reside. 

Seor. 9. [ach of the Companies formed, and ap- 
pointed by the Mayor and Aldermen shall have a Fore- 
man, an assistant Foreman, and a Clerk, and these 
Officers shall be chdsen by their respective companies, 
subject to the approval of the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 10. It shall be the duty of the Foremen to 
see that the several Engines and Apparatus committed 
to their care, and the several buildings in which the 
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same are deposited, and all things in or belonging to 
the same, are kept neat, clean, and in order for im- 
mediate use; it shall also be their duty to preserve 
order and discipline at all times in their respective 
Companies, and require and enforce a strict comphance 
with the City Ordinances, the Rules and Regulations 
of the Fire Department and the orders of the Engin- 
eers. They shall also keep or cause to be kept by 
the Clerk of their respective Companies fair and. ex- 
act Rolls, specifying the time of admission, discharge, 
and age of each member, and accounts of all City 
property entrusted to the care of the several members, 
in a book provided for that purpose by the City, which 
Rolls or Record Books are always to be subject to the 
order of the Board of Engineers, and the Mayor and 
Aldermen. ‘They are also to make or cause to be 
made to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns 
of all the members, with their ages, and the Apparatus 
entrusted to their care—whenever called upon so to do. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the Officers and 
Members of the several Engine, Hose, Hook and Lad- 
der and Fire Companies, whenever a fire shall break 
out in the City, to repair forthwith to their respective 
Engines, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Bucket Car- 
riages, and other Apparatus, and to convey them in as 
orderly manner as may be to, or near the place where 
the fire may be, and in conformity with the directions 
of the Chief or other Engineers, to exert themselves 
in the most orderly manner possible in working and 
managing the said Engines, Hose, Hooks and Ladders, 
and other Apparatus—and in performing any duty 
that they may be called upon to do, by any Engineer ; 
and upon permission of the Chief or other Engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said En- 
gine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Bucket Carriages, 
and other Apparatus to their respective places of de- 
posite; Provided—That in the absence of all the 
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Engineers such direction and permission may be giv- 
en by their respective Foremen. 

Secr. 12. On the return of said Engines and other 
Apparatus, they shall, by the said Companies, respec- 
tively, be well washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely 
housed ; and once in every month, and oftener if ne- 
cessary, said companies shall meet for the purpose of 
examining the state of their respective Engines and 
other apparatus, and see that the same are in good 
order and fit for service; and once in each of the 
months of May, July and September, shall draw out 
their respective Engines and other Apparatus to wash 
and cleanse them, and to exercise the members ; 
and the said Engines and other Apparatus carefully 
return. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the special duty of Firemen 
to exert themselves to supply water for the Engines, 
to protect the Enginemen and other members of, the 
Deparment from being interrupted in the discharge 
of their duty by the bystanders, to keep all idle and 
suspected persons at a proper distance from the fire 
and from the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, 
merchandise and other property, to form lines across 
the streets, lanes and avenues leading to the place 
where the fire is, and at reasonable and proper dis- 
tances therefrom, for the purpose of preserving order, 
preventing plunder, excluding all improper persons, 
enforcing the regulations of the Department, and to 
perform any other duty which they may be called 
upon to do by any Engineer. 

Sect. 14. The Engineers and Members of the 
several Companies regularly appointed, shall wear — 
such Caps, badges or insignia as ‘the Mayor and Al- 
dermen shall from time to time direct to be furnished 
at the expense of the City; and no other person or 
persons shall be permitted to wear the same, except 
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under such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor 
and Aldermen may direct. 

Secr 15. If any member of either of the several 
Companies, shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform 
his duty, or shall be guilty of disorderly conduct, dis- 
obedience to the Officers or to any Engineer, he shall 
for such offence be dismissed from the Department. 

Secr. 16. All persons present, not members of 
either of said Companies, are hereby enjoined to obey 
the directions of any Engineer, given at any fire, and 
to render their services, if required by any Engineer, 
under a penalty of not less than two nor more than 
twenty dollars, and it shall be the duty of the Chief or 
other Engineers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen 
the name of every person liable to the penalties pro- 
vided by this section. 

Sect. 17. The City Council may, by a concurrent 
vote, at any time, remove from office the Chief Engi- 
neer, or any of the other Engineers, and the Mayor 
and Aldermen may at any time discharge any or all 
the officers or members of either of said Companies. 

Secor. 18. It shall be the duty of such of the Con- 
stables of the City as may be selected by the Engi- 
neers for that service, to repair with their staves or 
such other badges of office as the Mayor and Alder- 
man shall direct, on, the alarm of fire, immediately to 
the place where the fire may be, and there to use their 
best skill and power under the direction of the Chief 
Engineer or Head Constable, for the preservation of 
the public peace, the prevention of theft, and destruc- 
tion of property, and the removal of all suspected per- 
sons—for which service the Constable shall receive 
such compensation as shall be in each case ordered by 
the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 19. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during 
the night, it shall be the duty of the respective watch- 
men to give notice thereof, within their respective dis- 
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tricts, by springing their rattles, crying “Fire,” or 
ringing a bell, and mentioning the street or direction 
where it may be, and if any watchman shall neglect so 
to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and if it 
shall happen that a chimney only shall be on fire 
either by night or day, the bell shall not be rung— 
but only when a building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Seor. 20. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, 
within the City, shall take or be set on fire, the occu- 
pant of the house to which such chimney, stove-pipe, 
or flue appertains, or the person or persons so setting 
the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay the sum of two 
dollars ; Provided, That it shall be lawful for any per- 
son to set fire to and burn his chimney, stove-pipe, 
or flue, between sun-rising and noon, if the buildings 
contiguous are wet with rain or covered with snow; 
and it shall be the duty of the Chief or other Engin- 
eers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen the name 
of every person liable to the penalty provided by this 
section, in their first returns thereafter. 

Secor. 21. Whenever it shall be determined at 
any fire by any three or more of the Engineers, of 
whom the Chief Engineer shall be one, or in his ab- 
sence the senior Engineer present, to be necessary to 
pull down or otherwise demolish any building, the 
same may be done by their joint order. 

Sect. 22. The power of making and establishing 
rules and regulations for the transportation and keep- 
ing of Gunpowder within the City of Boston, and of 
granting licenses for the keeping and sale thereof in 
the City, according to the provisions of an act, entit- 
led “ An Act for regulating the storage, safe keeping, 
and transportation of Gunpowder in the City of Bos- 
ton,’ and of any other act or acts on the same sub- 
ject, shall be exercised and performed by the Chief 
and other Engineers, and the power and duty of seiz- 
ing on Gunpowder kept or being within the City or 
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the harbor thereof contrary to the provisions of the 
said act or acts, shall be exercised and performed by 
the said Engineers or any of them; and in case of any 
seizure being made by any Engineer other than the 
Chief, he shall report to the Chief Engineer, who 
shall cause said Gunpowder to be libelled and prose- 
cuted in the manner prescribed in the first mentioned 
statute, and all the other powers and duties granted 
or enjoined in and by the said act or statutes, shall be 
performed by the said Chief or one of the other En- 
gineers. 

Secr. 23. It shall be the duty of the Chief and 
other Engineers, to inquire for and examine into all 
shops and other places, where shavings or other such 
combustible materials may be collected and deposited, 
and from time to time, and at all times to be vigilant 
in taking care of the removal of the same whenever 
in the opinion of any two of them the same may be 
dangerous to the security of the City from fires, and 
to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or 
other places to remove the same, or to pay the ex- 
pense of such removal under the direction of such 
Engineers. And it shall also be the duty of said En- 
gineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecu- 
tion to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the 
laws relative to the erection of wooden buildings, or 
of any other laws or ordinances for the prevention of 
fire within the limits of the City. 

Secr. 24. All monies received for fines, forfeit- 
ures and penalties, arising under this ordinance and 
' the laws of this Commonwealth, regulating the stor- 
age and transportation of Gunpowder, the erection of 
buildings within the City of Boston, and the preven- 
tion and extinguishment of Fire shall be paid into the 
Treasury of the City, to be applied in such way as is 
provided by the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Sect. 25. Every member of the Fire Department 
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of the City of Boston, who shall have served accord- 
ing to law for seven successive years shall be entitled 
to receive a certificate thereof signed by the Mayor of 
said City, and all persons who shall receive said cer- 
tificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled to wear the 
badge of the Department, and do duty therein, under 
such organization and management as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may determine. 

Sect. 26. ‘There shall be paid annually, to each 
member of the department, such sum as the City 
Council may from time to time determine. 

Srcr. 27. - The members of the several Companies 
shall not assemble in the houses entrusted to their care, 
except for the purpose of taking the Engine or Appa- 
ratus, on ‘an alarm of fire, or for drill and exercise, 
and of returning the same to the house, and taking 
the necessary care of said apparatus after its return. 

Sect. 28. Any member of the City Council may 
enter within the lines, at any Fire, by wearing a suit- 
able badge for that purpose, to be provided by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 29. From and after the passing of this Or- 
dinance, all former Ordinances relating to the appoint- 
ment of Engineers and other members of the Fire 
Department, and to the establishing of a Fire Depart- 
ment, and for preventing and extinguishing Fires, 
excepting such parts thereof as may be necessary to 
recover all fines and penalties incurred under the Or- 
dinance aforesaid, are hereby repealed. 

[Passed July 29th, 1837.] 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance relative 
to Sewers and Drains. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
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Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Secr. 1. In allassessments for any Common Sew- 
er, which shall be hereafter constructed, there shall 
be deducted from the gross amount of, the expense 
of said Sewer, one fourth part thereof and the remain- 
ing three fourth parts only shall be assessed on per- 
sons benefitted thereby, acording to the provisions of 
the Ordinance to which this is in addition. 

Sect. 2. All Ordinances inconsistent with this are 
hereby repealed. 

[Passed April 4th, 1838.] 


An Ordinance in addition to “‘ An Ordinance estab- 
lishing the office of Superintendent of Streets, and 
prescribing the duties thereof ; to prevent unlawful 
and injurious practices in the streets of the City ; 
and in relation to side walks.” 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Sect. 1. No person shall unnecessarily drive, 
wheel, or draw any coach, cart, or other carriage of 
burthen or pleasure, or drive, or permit any horse 
under his care to go upon any sidewalk in said City. 

Secr. 2. No person, unless as is provided in the 
first section of “* An Ordinance for the regulation of 
Horses and Carriages within the City of Boston,” or 
unless duly licensed by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
shall ring, or cause to be rung, any bell, or use or 
cause to be used any horn or other instrument, in any 
of the streets, lanes, alleys, public places, or squares 
of said City, to give notice of the exercise of any busi- 
ness or calling, or for the sale of any article. 
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-Secr. 3. No person shall stand in any of the said 
Streets, lanes, alleys, public places or squares, for the 
purpose of grinding cutlery, or for the exercise of any 
other business or calling, unless duly licensed by the 
Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secor. 4. No person having the care or ordering 
of any carriage of burthen or pleasure, finished or un- 
finished, shall suffer the same to remain in any of 
said streets, lanes, public places or squares, for more 
than one hour after the same shall have been first 
placed there, unless such person shall have been first 
duly licensed by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 5. Neither the purchaser nor seller of any 
coal shall suffer the same to remain upon any side- 
walk for any unnecessary length of time, nor after 
dark in the evening, nor in any case so as to unneces- 
sarily obstruct such side-walk. 

Secr. 6. No person shall use, or shoot with, bows 
and arrows in any of the streets, lanes, alleys, public 
places, or squares of the City. 

Sect. 7. Every person who shall offend against 
any of the provisions of this Ordinance, shall forfeit 
and pay a sum not less than one dollar, nor more 
than twenty dollars for each offence. 

Secor. 8. The Ordinance entitled “‘ An Ordinance 
in addition to an Ordinance establishing the office of 
Superintendent of Streets, and prescribing the duties 
thereof; to prevent unlawful and injurious practices 
in the streets of the City; and in relation to side- 
walks;” passed on the eighth day of October, in the 
year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-eight, is 
hereby repealed. 

[Passed January 5th, 1839.] 
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An Ordinance establishing the Office of City At- 


torney. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : | 

Sect. 1. There shall be chosen by concurrent 
vote of both branches of the City Council, annually, 
in the month of May or June, a City Attorney, who 
shall possess the like qualifications that are required 
in the Attorney and Solicitor of the City of Boston ; 
and he shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the City Attorney 
to act as Junior Counsel to the Attorney and Solicitor 
of the City, and as such to perform the duties requir- 
ed of said Attorney and Solicitor, by virtue of an 
Ordinance passed June eighteenth, in the year eigh- 
teen hundred and twenty-seven. 
_ Sect. 3. So much of the Ordinance providing for 
the appointment, and prescribing the duties of an 
Attorney and Solicitor for the City of Boston, as is 
inconsistent with this Ordinance, is hereby repealed. 

[Passed April 16th, 1839.] 


An Ordinance concerning Junk Shops and Dealers 
in Second-hand Articles. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Secr. 1. All licenses which shall be granted by 
the Mayor and Aldermen of the City, to any persons 
to be keepers of shops for the purchase, sale or bar- 
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ter of junk, old metals, or any second-hand articles, 
and to be dealers therein, shall contain the following 
conditions and restrictions : 

| first—That every person, at the time of receiving 
such license, shall pay therefor the sum of one dollar. 

Second—That every keeper of such shop’ shall‘ 
keep a book, in which shall be written, at the time 
of every purchase, a description of the article or ar- 
ticles purchased, the name and residence of the per- 
son from whom, and the day and hour when, such 
purchase was made ; and that such book shall at all 
times be open to the inspection of the said Mayor and 
Aldermen, or of any person by them authorized. 

Third—That every keeper of such shop shall put 
in some suitable place a sign designating that he is 
licensed as such, and containing his name. 

Fourth—That the said shops shall not be kept 
open, except at such hours as shall be specially allow- 
ed by the terms of the license ; and that no purchases 
of any of the articles aforesaid, shall be made by the 
keepers thereof, or by any person for them, except 
during such hours as shall be designated in the license. 
And that the said shops shall at all times be open to 
the inspection of the said Mayor and Aldermen, or of 
any person by them authorized. 

Fifth—That no keeper of such shop shall, directly 
or indirectly, either purchase, or receive by way of bar- 
ter or exchange, any of the articles aforesaid of any 
minor or apprentice, knowing or having reason to 
believe him to be such. 

Secr. 2. Any person or persons having obtained 
a license under the provisions of this ordinance, who 
shall violate any of the conditions thereof, shall, upon 
conviction thereof, pay a fine of not less than one, nor 
more than twenty dollars, to be recovered by com- 
plaint before the Justices of the Police Court. 

[Passed May 6th, 1839.]

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An Ordinance relating to the Boston Lunatic Hos- 
pital. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City 
Council assembled, as follows : 

Srcr. 1. There shall be chosen annually, a Joint 
Standing Committee of the City Council, consisting 
of the Mayor and two members of the Board of Al- 
dermen and four members of the Common Council, 
who shall be a Board of Visiters of the Boston Luna- 
tic Hospital. 

Secr. 2. It shall be the duty of the Board of Vis- 
iters to meet at the Hospital quarterly, and carefully 
examine the state of every part of the establishment, 
and inspect the accounts of the Steward and certify 
the same if found to be correct. And also to nomi- 
nate to the City Council a suitable person to be Stew- 
ard of the Hospital, whenever a vacancy in said office 
shall occur. 

Secr. 3. The Board of Visiters shall divide them- 
selves into sub-committees, and it shall be the duty of 
said sub-committees to visit the Hospital as often as 
once a week. 

Sect. 4. ‘The Superintendent shall be chosen an- 
nually, by concurrent vote of the City Council, in the 
month of September or October ; he shall hold his 
office until another is chosen in his place; shall be 
removable at the pleasure of the City Council, and 
receive such salary as the said Council may fix and 
determine, and in case of a vacancy in said office, the 
said Council may at any time proceed forthwith to 
fill the same. | 

Sect. 5. The Superintendent shall have the sole 
direction of the medical, moral and physical treat- 
ment of the patients, and of their regimen and diet, 
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and his orders shall be strictly obeyed. He shall visit 
all the patients daily, and as much oftener as is ne- 
cessary, and may call consultations whenever he may 
see fit, and he shall have apartments and board in the 
Hospital for himself and his family free of expense to 
himself. | . 

Secr. 6. The Superintendent shall make to the 
Board of Visiters, quarterly, a report of the general 
state of the Hospital, the condition of the inmates and 
the deaths and probable causes thereof. And he 
shall make to the City Council in the month of July 
annually, a report of the general state of the Hospital, 
and conditition of the inmates during the preceding 
year, ending the thirteenth day of June, in regard to 
such particulars as the Board of Visiters shall direct. 

Sect. 7. It shall be the duty of the Superinten- 
dent to keep records of the medical treatment of the — 
patients—to give to all persons employed in the Hos- 
pital, such directions as he may judge most for the 
interest of the institution, and to make such additional 
regulations as he may deem necessary, reporting, 
however, such regulations to the Board of Visiters, 
at the next quarterly meeting for their approval. | 

Sect. 8. The Steward of the Hospital shall be 
chosen annually, by concurrent vote of the City Coun- 
cil, being first recommended by the Board of Visiters. 
He shall be removable at the pleasure of the City 
Council, and receive such compensation as said Coun- 
cil may determine. 

Sect. 9. The Steward shall have the charge of 
the grounds, buildings and appurtenances, and _ shall 
see that the same are kept in order and repair, and 
that the apartments are cleaned, warmed and ventilat- 
ed, and shall keep the accounts of the institution. 

Secr. 10. The Steward shall report quarterly to 
the Board of Visiters the state of the grounds and 
buildings, the names of all persons hired by him and 
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their wages, and an account of the receipts and ex- 
penditures of the Hospital. 

Sect. 11. It shall be the duty of the Steward, 
under the direction of the Board of Visiters, to pur- 
chase furniture, fuel, stores and necessary articles, and 
he shall be responsible for their safe keeping, and 
under the direction of the Superintendent he shall 
hire, pay and discharge all matrons, attendants and 
domestics. He shall have especial charge of the house 
and domestics—he shall in all things be subject to the 
Superintendent, and he shall give bond, in such sum 
as the Mayor and Aldermen may deem sufficient, for 

the faithful performance of his duties. 

Sect. 12. ‘The Steward shall have such. apart- 
ments in the Hospital as the Board of Visiters may 
assign, and, with his family, if he have any, board 
with the family of the Puperintendeny free of ex- 
pense to himself. 

Secr. 13. It shall be the duty of the Superinten- 
dent, under the direction of the Board of Visiters, to 
determine what matrons, attendants, servants or do- 
mestics are necessary to be employed, and to estab- 
lish their duties and powers. 

[Passed October 10th, 1839.] 
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Revised Statutes, Ch. 11. Concerning Rainsford 
. Island. 


Sect. 4. The hospital establishment on Rainsford 
Island, in the harbor of Boston, the island itself, and 
all property thereon, belonging to or connected with 
the said hospital establishment, shall be under the 
sole care of the Mayor and Aldermen of Boston ; who 
shall appoint all such officers and servants as they 
shall deem necessary, prescribe their respective duties, 
and establish their compensation. 

Sect. 5. The said Mayor and Aldermen shall, 
annually, in the month of January, file in the office of 
the Secretary of the Commonwealth, an exact account 
of the state of the property of the Commonwealth 
belonging to, or connected with, the said hospital es- 
tablishment, and also of all money expended thereon, 
in the course of the preceding year. 


Revised Statutes, Ch. 28. Concerning the Weighing 
of Hay. 


Sect. 95. The Selectmen of each Town and the 
Mayor and Aldermen of any City may, from time to 
time, appoint, for a term not exceeding one year, 
some person or persons to have the superintendence 
of the hay scales belonging to such ‘Town or City, 
who shall weigh hay offered for sale in such Town or 
City, and any other article offered to be weighed. 

Sect. 96. The person so appointed shall con- 
form to all such rules and regulations, as shall be 
established by the Selectmen or City Council, re- 
spectively, concerning the hay scales, and the 
compensation or fees for weighing hay or other arti- 
cles. 
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Sect. 97. The said Selectmen or City Council, 
respectively, may remove any weigher of hay, and 
fill any vacancy that may occur by death or otherwise. 

Sect. 98. If any person, not appointed as afore- 
said, shall set up any hay scales in any Town or City, 
for the purpose of weighing hay, or other articles, he 
shall forfeit a sum of twenty dollars a month, so long 
as the same shall be continued, to be recovered by an 
action of debt, and appropriated to the use of said 
Town or City ; provided, however, that this and the 
three preceding sections shall not apply to any ‘Town 
which shall. not adopt the same, and shall cease to 
operate in such Town, when the Town shall so deter- 
mine. 


An Act concerning the Islands and Beaches in the 
Harbor of Boston. [1834, Ch. 168.] 


Srecr. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That if any person 
shall wilfully carry away from any island within the 
harbor of Boston, or from any beach adjacent thereto, 
any earth, gravel, stone or other material composing 
such island or beach, without the consent of the own- 
er thereof, the person or persons so offending shall 
forfeit and pay, for each offence, to the use of the 
Commonwealth, a sum not exceeding one hundred 
dollars, nor less than five dollars, to be recovered by 
indictment in any court competent to try the same: 
Provided, That this act shall not be construed to 
prevent the taking of shell-fish from such islands and 
beaches. 

Sect..2. Be it further enacted, That if any per-

son shall wilfully build a fire on Spectacle Island, in 
the harbor aforesaid, without the consent of the owner 
or owners thereof, such persons shall suffer the like 
- forfeiture, and to be recovered and appropriated in 
like manner as is provided in the first section of this 
act. 


An Act in further addition to an Act establishing the 
City of Boston. [1335, Ch. 128.] 


Sect. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That the School Com- 
mittee of the City of Boston shall consist of the May- 
or of said City, of the President of the Common 
Council of said City, and of twenty-four other per- 
sons, two of whom shall be chosen in each ward of 
said City, and who shall be inhabitants of the wards 
in which they are chosen; said twenty-four members 
to be chosen by the inhabitants at their annual elec- 
tion of municipal officers. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, That so much of 
the act to which this is an addition, as is inconsistent 
with the provisions of this act, is hereby repealed ; 
Provided, however, that the present School Commit- 
tee of said City shall continue in office, until a new 
Committee shall be chosen under the provisions of 
this act. 

Secr. 3. Beit further enacted, That this act shall 
be void, unless it shall be adopted by ballot by the in- 
habitants of said City of Boston, qualified to vote in 
City affairs, at a legal meeting of said inhabitants 
called for that purpose, and held in their respective 
wards, within thirty days from the passing hereof. 
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An Act for the further regulation of the erection of 
Wooden Buildings in the City of Boston. [1835, 
Ch. 139.] 


Sect. 1. Be it enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives, in General Court assembled, and 
by the authority of the same, That, from and after 
the passing of this act, no wooden building of more 
than sixteen feet in height, from the ground or foun- 
dation thereof, shall be erected in the said City of 
Boston, except under the following limitations and re- 
stictions, namely: the dimensions of such building 
on the ground, not to exceed twenty-five feet by fifty 
feet ; or, being in any other proportion, not to cover 
more than twelve hundred and fifty superficial feet of 
land; the walls not to exceed twenty feet in height 
from the under side of the sills, which sills may be 
three feet six inches above the level of the street, to 
the eaves of the roof; the roof in the highest point 
thereof not to rise more than thirty-two feet from the 
under side of the sills aforesaid, and there shall be at 
least one scuttle at or near the highest point of said 
roof. 

Sect. 2. Be it further enacted, That when two 
or more such two story buildings as are provided for 
in this act, shall be erected in connection, or within 
three feet of each other, or within three feet of any 
other wooden building, more than sixteen feet in 
height, there shall be an entire brick or stone wall be- 
tween them, commencing from the foundation of said 
wall, and carried to the height of twelve feet above 
the level of the street, at least twelve inches in thick- 
ness, and the residue of said wall shall be of at least 
eight inches in thickness, and in case any openings 
are made through said walls, the same shall be secur- 
ed against fire by iron doors applied to such openings: 
Provided, that such brick or stone walls may be dis- 
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pensed with by consent in writing, of the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston, on what-are com- 
monly called the neck lands in said City: Provided, 
also, that nothing in this act shall in any way affect 
that part of the said City, called South Boston, or re- 
peal any of the provisions of the existing law relative 
to the erection of buildings in that place ; and, pro- 
vided further, that that part of the said City of Bos- 
ton, known by the name of East Boston, shall be en- 
titled to the same rights and privileges as to the erec- 
tion of wooden -buildings, which now belong to that 
part of said City called South Boston. 

Sect. 3. Be it further enacted, That if any per- 
son or persons shall violate the provisions of this act, 
such person or persons, on conviction thereof, in any 
court competent to try the same, shall forfeit and pay 
for every such offence, a sum not less than fifty nor 
more than five hundred dollars, and shall be liable to 
a like prosecution and penalty for each and every year 
after such conviction, until such building or buildings, 
erected contrary to the provisions aforesaid, shall be 
removed or be made to conform thereto ; and the said 
penalties and forfeitures incurred by virtue of this act 
may be recovered by indictment, to the use of the 
City of Boston, or by an action of debt in any court 
competent to try the same, one half to the use of the 
person or persons who shall sue therefor, and the re- 
sidue to the use of the said City. 

Sect. 4. Be it further enacted, That it shall be 
the duty of the Board of Engineers of the said City, 
to cause suits to be commenced without delay against 
each and all who shall violate the provisions of this 
act, and to prosecute the same to final judgment. 

Sect. 5. Be it further enacted, That all acts and 
parts of acts respecting the erection of wooden build- 
ings in the City of Boston, excepting such only as re- 
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late in any way to brick or stone buildings be, and 
the same are hereby repealed. 

Srcr. 6. Be it further enacted, That this act shall 
not take effect until the same shall have been approv- 
ed by the citizens of said City, at a legal meeting 
thereof duly convened for that purpose, within oar 
days from the passage of this act. 


An Act to provide for the confinement of Idiots and 
Insane Persons. [1836, Ch. 223.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 


sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 

Secr. 1. There shall be within the precincts of 
the House of Correction in each County of this Com- 
monwealth, a suitable and convenient apartment or 
receptacle for idiots and lunatic or insane persons not 
furiously mad, to be confined therein as hereinafter 
provided. 

Sect. 2. When it shall be made to appear, on 
application made in writing to any two Justices of 
the Peace, one of whom shall be of the quorum, or 
any Police Court, that any person being within the ju- 
risdiction of such Justices or Court, is an idiot or luna- 
tic or insane, not being furiously mad as aforesaid, the 
said Justices or. Court are herebv authorized to order 
the confinement of such person in the receptacle pro- 
vided for that purpose ; and such provision shall be 


made for the comfortable support of all persons con- | 


fined by virtue of this act, and they shall be governed 
or employed in such manner as the County Commis- 
sioners of each County in the Commonwealth, and 
such officers as by law exercise the powers of County 
Commissioners, may, in the exercise of their discre-

tion judge best ; and such sum per week shall be al- 
lowed and paid ‘for the support of every such person, 
confined as aforesaid, as the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City of Boston, and the County Commissioners of 
each County, and suit officers as by law exercise the 
powers of County Commissioners, shall direct ; and 
if, in any case, there shall be no parent, kindred, 
master, guardian, Town: or City obliged by law to 
maintain the person so confined, the sum allowed as 
aforesaid shall be paid out of the Treasury of the 
Commonwealth: Provided, that in no vase shall 
more than two dollars and fifty cents per week ever 
be paid from said treasury. 

- Secr. 3. Any person confined by virtue of this 
act may at any time be discharged, when, in the opin- 
‘ion of any two Justices of ‘the Peace, one of whom 
‘shall be of the quorum, or! of any Police Court, having 
jurisdiction in the case, such discharge would be for 
the benefit of the person so confined, or when in their 
opinion, such person would be comfortably supported 
by any parent, kindred, friend, master or guardian, or 
by any Town or City in which such person may have - 
a legal settlement. 

- Secr. 4. In any case, that may arise under Ain! 
act, all magistrates and other officers and all witnesses 
shall receive the same fees and compensation for ser- 
vices performed, and for attendance and travel, as are 
allowed by law, for like services in criminal proceed- 
ings, to be taxed, allowed and paid in the same manner. 


An Act establishing certain boundary lines between 
the City of Boston and ‘Town of Roxbury. [1836, 
Ch. obs | 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Renn e- 
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sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

The following lines, which have been mutually 
agreed upon between the City of Boston and the 
Town of Roxbury, shall hereafter constitute and be 
considered the boundary lines in the section to which 
they refer, between said City and said Town, to wit: 
beginning at a stone monument on the southwesterly 
side of the Dyke that forms the southwesterly boun- 
dary of the Empty Basin; so called, from which point 
the centre of the steeple of Park street meeting house 
in said City, bears north fifty-three degrees east, this 
line to run in this direction from the point above 
mentioned, about two hundred and ninety rods, until 
it strikes the centre of the main channel westerly of 
the Rope Walk lands in said City; thence turning 
and running northerly in the centre of said channel, 
about one hundred and twenty-five rods, to a point 
two hundred feet distant, southerly from the main 
branch of the Mill Dam or Western Avenue ; thence 
turning nearly at right angles, and running westerly 
nearly on a parallel line with said Mill Dam, until it 
strikes the branch thereof leading to Roxbury, at 
which point a stone monument has been erected. 
And the territory and jurisdiction on either side of 
the said lines as hereby,established, are accordingly 
confirmed to said City and said Town respectively. 


An Act to alter certain parts of the Boundary Line 
between the City of Boston and the Town of Rox- 
bury. [1837, Ch. 202.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 
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Sect. 1. The boundary line between the City of 
Boston and the Town of Roxbury, which now runs 
on the easterly side of Plymouth street, shall be alter- 
ed so that the’ same shall hereafter be established as 
follows, to wit: beginning at a stone monument, 
which now marks the south corner bound of said 
City, being one hundred and forty-one feet easterly 
of said Plymouth street, and from the said monument 
running on a straight line in a northeasterly direction 
to the centre point, (so called,) where. the Roxbury 
old and new channels form a junction, being about 
four thousand five hundred feet from the said monu- 
ment. 

Sect. 2. The boundary line between. the said 
City and Town, which now passes over a part of Tre- 
mont street in said City, shall be altered so that the 
same shall be hereafter established as follows, to wit: 
beginning on the southeasterly side of said Tremont 
street, at the centre of a bridge now erected across 
the creek which divides the said City from said Town, 
and thence running northwesterly at right angles with 
said Tremont street about two hundred and fifty feet, 
until it intersects the present boundary line between 
said City and Town, in the middle of said creek, 


An Act in addition to “An Act further regulating the 
storage, safe keeping, and transportation of Gun- 
powder, in the City of Boston.” [1837, Ch. 99.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. Any person who shall keep, have or pos- 
sess any gunpowder within the City of Boston, con- 
trary to the provisions of the act to which this act is 
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in addition, or to the rules and regulations of the 
Board of Engineers therein -mentioned, or who shall 
sell any gunpowder in said City without having a 
license therefor, or contrary to such license, or the 
rules and regulations aforesaid, shall forfeit a sum not 
less than one hundred dollars, and not exceeding five 
hundred dollars, for each offence ; and if any gun- 
powder, kept contrary to the provisions of the act 
aforesaid, or to such license, or to the rules and regu- 
lations aforesaid, shall explode in any building, or on 
board of any ship or other vessel, or in any place in 
said City, the occupant, tenant or owner of which 
has not then a license to keep and sell gunpowder 
therein, such occupant, tenant or owner shall forfeit 
a sum not less than one hundred dollars, and not ex- 
ceeding one thousand dollars for each offence. 

Sect. 2. The several fines, penalties and forfeit- 
ures, mentioned in this act, and in the act to which 
this is in addition, shall enure to the sole use of the 
Board of Engineers of the Fire Department of said 
City of Boston: Provided, however, that» whenever 
on the trial of any prosecution under the said acts, 
any one or more of the said Engineers shall be sworn 
and examined as a witness on behalf of the prosecu- 
tion, a record thereof shall be made in court, and in 
such case, the fine, penalty, or forfeiture shall enure 
to the use of the Poor of the City of Boston, to be 
paid over to the Overseers of the Poor thereof. | 

Sect. 3. The fourth and eleventh sections of the 
act to which this act is in addition, are hereby re- 
pealed. 
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An Act to prevent Bonfires and False Alarms of Fire. 
[1837, Ch. 177.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre-- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Seer. 1. If any person shall be concerned in caus- 
ing or making a bonfire, in any Town in the Com- 
monwealth, within ten rods of any house or building, 
he shall be punished, on conviction before any court 
proper to try the same, by a fine not exceeding twenty 
dollars, or by imprisonment not exceeding one month. 

Srcor. 2. If any person; without reasonable cause 
shall, by outcry, or the ringing of bells, or otherwise, 
make or circulate, or cause to be made or circulated, 
in any ‘Town in the Commonwealth, any false alarm 
of fire, he shall be punished, on conviction, as men- 
tioned in the preceding section, by a fine not exceed- 
ing fifty dollars; provided, however, that all proceed- 
ings under this act within the City of Boston, shall be 
had on complaint before the Police Court of said 
City, saving always the right of appeal to the Munici- 
pal Court of the City of Boston, as in other cases. 


An Act to preserve the Harbor of Boston, and to pre- 
vent encroachment therein. [1837, Ch. 229.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

_Secr. 1. The line hereinafter described, from the 
Free Bridge in the Harbor of Boston to Warren 
Bridge in said harbor, shall be and the same is hereby | 
established as one of the lines in said harbor, beyond 
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which no wharf or pier shall ever hereafter be extend- 
ed into and over the tide water of the Commonwealth. 

Sect. 2. The said line begins at the east end of the 
north abutment of the Free Bridge, and runs straight 
to the southerly corner of Brown’s wharf; thence, by 
the end of the same, and of Wright’s four wharves, 
fronting on the channel, to the east corner of Wright’s 
northeast wharf; thence, on a straight line, to the 
south corner of Wales’ wharf, and by the end to the 
east angle of the same; thence from this last point 
straight to the east corner of Russia wharf; thence to 
the south angle of Fort Hill wharf straight, and by 
the end of the wharf to the east corner; thence to 
the south corner of Arch wharf the line is straight ; the 
line then follows the end of the last and Otis’ wharf 
to the east corner of the last; the direction is then 
traight to the southeast angle of Foster’s souths 
wharf; then straight to the south corner of Rowe’s 
wharf. From this point in a straight direction to the 
south corner of Long wharf; thence straight to the 
south angle of the advanced part of the said wharf, 
and by the end of the same to the east corner there- 
of; thence the line is straight to the east end of 
Union wharf. From the last point straight to the 
southeast corner of Battery wharf. Here the three 
next lines commence to advance further into deep 
water than the following wharves, to the west corner 
of Gray’s, and are thus drawn through the southeast 
angle of Battery and the west corner of Gray’s wharf ; 
a circular arc is struck, with a radius of twelve hun- 
dred feet, and three equal chords of four hundred 
and seventy feet are drawn upon this arc: then from 
Battery wharf the line is northerly four hundred and 
seventy feet, forming an angle of twenty-seven de- 
grees and fifteen minutes with the chord of the said 
arc.. From the end of the last the line is also four 
hundred and seventy feet long, and. parallel with the 
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said chord. From the end of the last mentioned line 
the line is four hundred and seventy feet to the west 
corner of Gray’s wharf, forming the same angle with 
the chord of the whole are as that from Battery 
wharf. From Gray’s the line is straight to the north 
corner of Vinal’s wharf. The line then passes along 
the end of this and Brown’s' wharf to the west corner 
of the last; thence straight crossing Charles River 
bridge to the north east corner of Trull’s wharf; 
thence the line is straight to the south abutment of 
Warren bridge. Which said line thus described is 
part of the line reported by commissioners appointed 
under the resolve, passed the fifth of March, in the 
_ year one thousand eight hundred and thirty-five, to 
survey the harbor of Boston, and by said commission- 
ers drawn and defined on plans by them taken, and 
deposited in the library, excepting that the line here- 
in described and intended, varies from the line of said 
commissioners by crossing Charles River bridge in a 
straight line from Brown’s wharf to Trull’s wharf, as 
above expressed. 

Secr. 3. No wharf, pier or building, or incum- 
brance of any kind, shall ever hereafter be extended 
beyond the said line into or over the tide water in 
said harbor. 

Secr. 4. No person shall enlarge or extend any 
wharf or pier, which is now erected on the inner side 
of said line, further towards the said line than such 
wharf or pier now stands, or than the same might | 
have been lawfully enlarged or extended before the 
passing of this act, without leave first obtained from 
the Legislature. 

Secr. 5. No person shall in any other part of the 
said harbor of Boston, belonging to the Common- 
wealth, erect or cause to be erected any wharf or, 
pier, or begin to erect any wharf or pier therein, or 
place any stones, wood or other materials in said har- 
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bor, or dig down or remove any of the land covered 
with water at low tide, in said harbor, with intent to 
erect any wharf or pier therein, or to enlarge or ex- 
tend any wharf or pier now erected: provided, how- 
ever, that nothing herein contained shall be construed 
to restrain or control the lawful rights of the owners 
of any lands or flats in said harbor. 

Secr. 6. Every person offending against the pro- 
visions of this act, shall be deemed guilty of a misde- 
meanor, and shall be liable to be prosecuted therefor, 
by indictment or information in any court of compe- 
tent jurisdiction, and on conviction shall be punished 
by a fine not less than one thousand dollars, nor more 
than five thousand dollars, for every offence, and any 
erection or obstruction which shall be made, contrary 
to the provisions and intent of this act, shall be liable 
to be removed and abated asa public nuisance, in 
the manner heretofore provided for the removal and. 
abatement of nuisances on the public highway. 

Sect. 7. No ashes, cinders, or other rubbish, or 
materials of any description shall be put or thrown 
out of any steam boat in the harbor of Boston above 
Fort Independence, under a penalty of ten dollars for 
each offence. 

Sect. 8. This act shall go into operatiom from and 
after the passing of the same. 


An Act relating to Alien Passengers. [1837, Ch. 238.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows: 

Secr. 1. When any vessel shall arrive at any port 
or harbor within this State, from any port or place 
without the same, with alien passengers on board, the 
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officer or officers whom the Mayor and Aldermen of 
the City, or the Selectmen of the Town where it is 
proposed to land such passengers, are hereby author- 
ized and required to appoint, shall go on board such 
vessel and examine into the condition of said passen-: 
gers. } 

Secr. 2. If, on such examination, there shall be 
found -among said passengers, any lunatic, idiot, 
maimed, aged or infirm persons, incompetent in the 
opinion of the officer so examining, to maintain them- 
selves, or who have been paupers in any other coun- 
try, no such alien passenger shall be permitted to 
land, until the master, owner, consignee or agent of 
such vessel shall have given to such City or Town, a 
bond in the sum of one thousand dollars, with good 
and sufficient surety, thateno such lunatic or indigent 
passenger shall become a City, Town or State charge, » 
within ten years from the date of said bond. 

Sect. 3. No alien passengers, other than those 
spoken of in the preceding section shall be permitted 
to land until the master, owner, consignee or agent of 
such vessel shall pay to the regularly appointed board- 
ing officer, the sum of two dollars for each passenger 
so landing; and the money so collected shall be paid 
into the treasury of the City or Town, to be appropri- 
ated as the City or Town may direct for the support 
of fereign paupers. 3 

Sect. 4. The officer or officers required in the 
first section of this act, to be appointed by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, or the Selectmen respectively, shall 
from time to time.notify the pilots of the port of the 
said City or Town, of the place or places where the 
said examination is to be made, and the said pilots 
shall be required to anchor all such vessels at the 
place so appointed, and require said vessels there to 
remain till such examination shall be had; and any 
pilot who shall refuse or neglect to perform the duty 
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imposed upon him by this section, or who shall 
through negligence or design.permit any alien passen- 
ger to land before such examination shall be had, 
shall forfeit to the City or Town a sum not less than 
fifty, nor more than two thousand dollars. 

Sect. 5. The provisions of this act shall not ap- 
ply to any vessel coming on shore in distress, or to 
any alien passengers taken from any wreck where 
life is in danger. 

Sect. 6. ‘The twenty-seventh section of the forty- 
sixth chapter of the Revised Statutes is hereby re- 
pealed ; and the twenty-eighth and twenty-ninth sec- 
tions of the said chapter, shall relate to the provisions 
of this act, in the same manner as they now relate to 
the section hereby repealed. 

Secr. 7. This act shall take effect from and after 
the passage of the same. 


An Act in addition to an act to provide for the con- 
finement of Idiots and Insane Persons. [1838, 
Ch. 73.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. Whenever application shall be made to 
two Justices of the Peace, one of whom shall be of 
the quorum, for the confinement of any idiot, lunatic, 
or insane person, not furiously mad, in pursuance of 
the provision of the second section of ‘an act to pro- 
vide for the confinement of idiots and insane. per- 
sons,” passed on the thirteenth day of April, in the 
year one thousand eight. hundred and thirty-six, the 
Justices to whom such application is made, shall, 
upon the request of the person complained against, 
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issue their, warrant to the Sheriff, or any Deputy of 
the Sheriff in their county, to summon a jury of six 
lawful men, to hear and determine the question, 
whether the person complained against is an idiot, or 
lunatic, or insane, and not furiously mad as aforesaid. 

Sect. 2. The provisions of the second, third, 
fourth, and fifth sections of ‘an act concerning luna- 
tics,” passed the nineteenth day of April, in the year 
one thousand eight hundred and thirty-seven shall ap- 
ply to trials by jury herein provided for; and the 
Justices aforesaid shall have all the powers, and per- 
form all the duties devolved upon the Judges named 
in said act, by the second, third, fourth and fifth sec- 
tions of the same. 

Sect. 3. Any lunatic or insane person confined in 
any jail, or house of correction, by authority of a 
certificate of the trustees of the State Lunatic Hos- 
pital, according to the provisions of the fifteenth sec- 
tion of the forty-eighth chapter of the Revised Stat- 
utes, may be discharged therefrom by the County 
Commissioners of the several counties respectively, 
whenever the cause of confinement shall have ceased 
to exist. And said Commissioners, whenever, in 
their opinion, such lunatic or insane person can, in 
such manner be more comfortably provided for, and 
_ the safety of the public will not be endangered there- 
by, may provide for his custody and support in other 
places than in said jails and houses of correction, or 
may deliver him to the custody and care of any City, 
or Town, in which he may have a legal settlement, 
the said-lunatic or insane person, still continuing sub- 
ject to the order and direction of said Commissioners. 
The expense of so providing for such lunatic or in- 
sane person shall be reimbursed in the same manner, 
and recovered by the same remedies, as are provided 
in the sixteenth section of the forty-eighth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes: Provided, that in no case shall 
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the sum charged for such provision exceed two dol- 
lars and fifty cents per week. | 

Secr. 4. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. 


An Act concerning the Police of Boston. [1838, 
Ch. 123.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

The Mayor and Aldermen of Boston may, from 
time to time, appoint such police officers for said City, 
as they may judge necessary, with all or ‘any of the 
powers of the constables of said City, except the pow- 
er of serving and executing any civil process; and 
the said police officers shall hold their offices during 
the pleasure of the said Mayor and Aldermen. 


An Act concerning Riots. [1839.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : : 

Sect. 1. The sixth section of the one hundred 
and twenty-ninth Chapter of the Revised Statutes, 
shall be applicable to proceedings had, and cases aris- 
ing under the provisions of the fourth and fifth Sec- 
tions of said Chapter, or either of them. 

Sect. 2. Whenever any property of the value of 
fifty dollars or more, shall be destroyed, or be injured 
to that amount by any persons to the number of twelve 
or more, riotously, or routously, or tumultuously as- 
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sembled, the city or town within which said property 
was situated, shall be liable to indemnify the owner 
thereof to the amount of three-fourths of the value of 
the property so destroyed, or the amount of such in- 
jury thereto, to be recovered in an action of the case 
in any Court proper to try the same: Provided, the 
owner of such property shall use all reasonable dili- 
gence to prevent its destruction, or injury, by such 
unlawful assembly, and to procure the conviction of 
the offenders. 

Sect. 38. Any City or Town which shall pay any 
sum under the provisions of the preceding Section, 
may recover the same against any or all of the per- 
sons who shall have destroyed or injured such prop- 
erty. 


An Act concerning Elections. [1839.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. All meetings for the election of Gov- 
ernor, Lieutenant Governor, Senators and Represen- 
tatives of the Commonwealth, Electors’ of President 
and Vice President of the United States, or of Rep- 
resentatives to Congress, shall be opened as early as 
two o’clock in the afternoon of the day of election: 
and it shall be lawful for all of said Officers to be vot- 
ed for on one ballot or at the same time on separate 
ballots. 

Secr. 2. The warrant for notifying any such 
meeting shall specify the time or times when the polls 
for the choice of the several Officers shall be opened ; 
and the same shall be kept open at least two hours, 
and for such longer time as a majority of the voters 
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present shall by vote direct. But the polls at all such 
elections shall be closed*by sunset of the same day. 

Sect. 8. When a town, having a right to choose, 
and voting to choose more than one Representative 
to the General Court, shall elect to choose them sep- 
arately, the provisions contained in the preceding 
section, prescribing the time of opening and closing | 
the polls, shall apply only to the choice of the first 
Representative to be thus chosen: and in any case 
of balloting for a Representative to the General Court, 
if no person is elected on the first ballot, the said 
provisions shall not apply to any subsequent balloting 
for such Representative on the same day, provided 
that the poll shall be closed by sunset. 

Srcr. 4. Selectmen at their meetings for correct- 
ing the list, of voters, as provided in the sixth and 
seventh sections of the third chapter of the Revised 
Statutes, shall revise and correct such lists, and shall 
place thereon the name of any person known to them, 
or shewn, to be qualified to vote in such elections, 
and shall erase therefrom the name of any person 
known to them, or shewn, not to be qualified to vote 
therein. 

Sect. 5. No vote shall be received by the officers 
presiding at any such election, or at any election for 
Selectmen and Town Clerk of any Town, or for 
Mayor, Aldermen or Common Council of any City, 
unless the same be presented for deposit in the ballot 
box, open and unfolded: nor shall any such vote be 
so received, until the name of the person offering the 
same, shall have been found upon the list and checked - 
by the presiding officers, or by some one appointed 
by them therefor. 

Sect. 6. If any Selectman, or other Town or City 
Otnest shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform any 


~ of the duties required of him by the third chapter of 


the Revised Statutes or by the provisions of this act, 
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he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding two hundred dol- 
lars. 


Sect. 7. This Act shall take effect from and after 
its passage.

An Act concerning Dealers in Second-hand Articles. 
[1839.] 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
aulhority of the same, as follows : 

Seer. 1. ‘The Mayor and Aldermen of any City, 
and the Selectmen of any town may license such per- 
sons as they deem suitable to be keepers of shops for 
the purchase, sale, or barter of junk, cld metals, or of 
» any second-hand articles, and to be dealers therein. 

Secor. 2. The licenses to such persons shall desig- 
nate the place where the business is to be carried on, 
and contain such conditions and restrictions as may 
be prescribed by the ordinances and by-laws of the 
city or town wherein the same are granted, and _ shall 
continue in force for one year unless sooner revoked. 

Sect. 3. No person unless licensed as aforesaid, 
shall keep any shop for the purchase, sale, or barter 
of the articles aforesaid, or be a dealer therein, nor 
shall any person so licensed, keep such shop, or be a 
dealer in said -articles in any other place or manner 
than as is designated in his license, or after notice to 
him that said license has been revoked, under. ihe 
penalty of a sum not exceeding twenty dollars for 
every offence, to be recovered by complaint in any 
Police Court, or by indictment in any Court of Record 
in the County where such offence may be committed. 

Sect. 4. The City Council of any City may sus- 
pend or dispense with the provisions of this act so far 
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~ as the same apply to such City, provided, that no of- 
fence committed and no penalty incurred before such 
suspension shall take effect, shall be affected thereby ; 
and the provisions of this act shall not extend to any 
town unless the inhabitants thereof, shall, at a legal 
meeting, adopt the same. 


An Act concerning Houses of Correction. [1839.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
aulhority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. No Master or Keeper of any House of 
Correction shall-hereafter be required to keep the ac- 
counts which are now required to be kept by them, 
by virtue of the provisions of the twenty-fouth section 
of the one hundred and forty-third chapter of the Re- 
vised Statutes; and the twenty-sixth section of said 
chapter is hereby repealed. 


Secr. 2. No Master or Keeper of any House of 


Correction shall have a right to demand and recover 
of any city or town in which any person sentenced to 
such House of Correction has a lawful settlement, or 
of any kindred of such person lable by law to main- 
tain -him, any further or greater sum than the amount 
of the personal expenses of the maintenance of such 
person during his confinement therein, deducting 
therefrom such sum as he may have earned by his 
personal labor: Provided, that this section shall not 
apply to any claim which the Master’or Keeper of the 
House of Correction in the City of Boston may have 
upon said City, for expenses incurred in said House 
of Correction. 
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An Act concerning the maintaining of Prisoners in 
Jails and Houses of Correction. [1839.]. 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

No allowance shall be made by the Commonwealth 
for the maintenance and support of any prisoner in 
any Jail or House of Correction, after the first day of 
July next: but the expense of maintaining and sup- 
‘porting all such prisoners as have no legal setilement 
in this Commonwealth, shall be borne by the County 
in which such Jail or House of Correction is estab- 
lished. 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning Elections. 
[1839.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 3. The second, third and- fourth Sections 
of the Act entitled an Act concerning Elections, pass- 
ed on the ninth day of March last, shall not apply to 
any city.

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An Act concerning Rainsford Island. [1839, Ch. 79.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Secr. 1. The Treasurer of the City of Boston shall 
transmit annually, in the month of January, to the 
Legislature of the Commonwealth, an account un- 
der oath, in which he shall charge the Common- 
wealth with the amount of moneys which have been 
expended by said City upon the hospital establishment 
on Rainsford Island, in the course of the year pre- 
ceding ; and shall credit the Commonwealth with the 
amount of all sums received by him to their use on 
account of said island; and this account shall be au- 
dited by the committee on accounts of the Legisla- 
ture: and if any balance is found due, it shall be 
forthwith paid into the treasury of the Commonwealth ; 
and if the balance shall be found in favor of the City 
Treasurer, it shall be soreported by the committee in 
their rolls of accounts. 

Secr. 2. So much of the fifth section of the elev- | 
-enth chapter of the Revised Statutes as requires the 
Mayor and Aldermen of the City of Boston to file in 
the office of the Secretary of the Commonwealth an 
account of money expended on said hospital estab- 
lishment, is hereby repealed. 
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An Act to establish the Boston Lunatic Hospital. 
[1839. Ch. 131.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, and by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Sect. 1. The City Council of the City of Boston 
are hereby authorized to erect and maintain a hospi- 
tal, for the reception of insane persons not furiously 
mad ; and provision shall be made for the comforta- 
ble support of all persons confined therein. 

Secor. 2. The said City Council shall appoint a 
Superintendent, who shall be a physician, and con- 
stantly reside at said Hospital. 

Sect. 3. The said Council shall have power to 
pass such ordinances as they may deem expedient for 
conducting, in a proper manner, the business of the 
institution, and for appointing such other officers as, 
in their opinion may be necessary. 

Sect. 4. The inspectors of prisons for the County 
of Suffolk shall be inspectors of said Hospital, and 
shall perform the like duties in relation to it that they 
are now by law required to perform in relation to the 
prisons in said county. 

Secor. 5. Whenever it shall be made to appear, 
on application in writing to the Judge of the Munici- 
pal Court in the City of Boston, that any person is 
insane, not being furiously mad, the said judge is 
hereby authorized to order the confinement of such 
person in the said Hospital: Provided, that, upon the 
request of such person, the question of his sanity shall 
be tried by a jury in said Court. Such sum per week 
shall be allowed and paid, for the support of every 
such person confined as aforesaid, as the Mayor and 
Aldermen of the City of Boston shall direct ; and if, 
in any case, there shall be no parent, kindred, master, 
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guadian, town or City, obliged by law to maintain the 
person so confined, and if he have no means of sup- 
porting himself, the same sum shall be paid out of the 
treasury of the Commonwealth, for his support, as 
may be allowed for other lunatic or insane State pau- 
pers; and any person, committed as aforesaid by said 
judge, may at any time be discharged, when, in his 
opinion, such discharge would be for the benefit of 
the person so confined, or when, in his opinion, such 
person would be comfortably supported by any parent, 
kindred, friends, master or guardian, or by any town 
or City in which such person may have a legal settle- 
ment; and the said judge, jury, and other officers, 
and all witnesses, shall receive the same fees and com- 
pensation for services performed, and for attendance 
and travel, as are allowed by law for like services in 
criminal proceedings, to be taxed, allowed and paid 
in the same manner. 

Secr. 6. All insane persons who are now confined 
in the House of Correction or the House of Industry 
in said City, or may hereafter be subject to confine- 
ment therein, and all lunatics, idiots, and’ other pa- 
tients, who shall be removed from the State Lunatic 
Hospital, at Worcester, to the City of Boston, by the 
Trustees thereof, by virtue of the fourteenth and fif- 
teenth sections of the forty-eighth chapter of the Re- 
vised Statutes, shall hereafter be confined in the said 
Boston Lunatic Hospital. 

Secr. 7. Any lunatic or insane person, who may 
be confined in said Hospital, upon his removal from 
the State Lunatic Hospital, as provided in the preced- 
ing section, may be discharged therefrom by the May- 
or and Aldermen of said City, whenever the cause of 
confinement shall have ceased to exist; and said 
Mayor and Aldermen, whenever, in their opinion, 
such lunatic or insane person can in such manner be 
more comfortably provided for, and the safety of the 
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public will not be endangered thereby, may provide 
for his custody and support in other places than in 
said Hospital, the said lunatic or insane person still 
continuing subject to the order and direction of the 
said Mayor and Aldermen; or said Mayorand Alder- 
men may deliver him to the custody and care of any 
City or town in which he may have a legal settlement. 
The expense of so providing for such lunatic or in- 
sane person shall be reimbursed in the same manner, 
and recovered by the same remedies as are provided 
in the sixteenth section of the forty-eighth chapter of 
the Revised Statutes: Provided, that in no case shall 
the sum charged for such provision exceed two dol- 
lars and fifty cents per week. 

Secr. 8. All laws inconsistent with this act are 
hereby repealed. 

Szor. 9. This act shall take effect from and after 
its passage. 


An Act in addition to an Act concerning Lunatics. 
[1839, Ch. 149.] 


Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Repre- 
sentatives, in General Court assembled, ala by the 
authority of the same, as follows : 

Snor. 1. Either of the Justices of the Sitbrbitie 
Judicial Court, or of the Court of Common Pleas, at 
any term held within and for the County of Worces- 
ter, or the Judge of Probate of said County, may, on 
application in writing for the discharge from said Hos- 
pital of any lunatic who shall have remained there a 
sufficient time to make it appear that he is incurable, 
. cause such lunatic to be delivered to the agents of any 
town in which he may have his legal settlement, or to 
the friends of such lunatic, when, in the opinion of 
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either of said Justices, or of said Judge of Probate, it 
would not be to the injury of the person so confined, 
and when it shall be made to appear that such person 
would be comfortably and safely provided for, by any 
parent, kindred, friend, master, or guardian, or by any 
Town.or City in which {he may have a legal settle- 
ment. And whenever request for that purpose shall 
be made in writing, by any person interested in such 
discharge, to the Judge before whom the trial is to be 
held, he shall issue a warrant to the Sheriff, or any 
Deputy Sheriff in the County of Worcester, directing 
such Sheriff or Deputy to summon a jury of six lawful 
~ men to hear and determine the question whether such 
lunatic is incurable, and may be comfortably and safe- 
ly provided for, according to the terms of this act. 
And the proceedings shall be the same in selecting 
the jurors, conducting the trial, and allowing the costs, 
as are provided in the two hundred and twenty-eighth 
chapter of the laws of the year one thousand eight 
hundred and _ thirty-seven. 

Secr. 2. If at any time after the discharge of an 
incurable lunatic, as above provided, it shall be made 
to appear, on complaint by any person, under oath, 
to the Judge of Probate for the County in which 
such lunatic has his legal settlement, or shall be placed, 
that he is not comfortably supported, or that the pub- 
lic safety is endangered by him, it shall be the duty of 
said Judge to order his recommitment to said Hospi- 
tal. And the same proceedings may be had in deter- 
mining these questions by a jury, upon the request of 
any person interested therein, made in writing to said 
Judge, as are provided in the preceding section. 

Sect. 3. In case of the absence, sickness or death 
of the Judge of Probate of any County in the Com- 
monwealth, except the County of Suffolk, any Justice 
of the Supreme Judicial Court, or of the Court of 
Common Pleas, may commit to the State Lunatic 
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Hospital, any lunatic furiously mad in such County, in 
the same manner and upon the same proceedings as 
are now provided by law for the commitment of luna- 
tics to said hospital by Judges of Probate.

In Common Council, February 6, 1840. 


The following Report and Order having been read, 
the Order was amended and passed to a second read- 
ing, and the document ordered to be printed for the 
use of the Council.

The joint Committee on Finance, to whom was re- 
ferred the communication of the Auditor, relative 
to the state of certain appropriations, ‘‘ with in- 
structions to inquire into the circumstances of the 
expenditures under each appropriation, the causes 
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why such appropriations have been exceeded, or 
will require additions, and by what authority or 
under what officer, Committee or Board, such ex- 
penditures were made, and particularly, whether 
any plans laid before the City Council have been 
changed, increasing the expense thereby, and wheth- 
er any buildings have been erected not authorized, 
and that said Committee report, in detail, the cir- 
cumstances, and an order making provision for 
paying all demands, and defraying all expenses 
of the present financial year,” having attended to 
the subject committed to them, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


For greater convenience, the Committee in their 
report, would follow the order of items, obsamvud 
in the Auditor’s communication. 

1. As to the sum of $5,000, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for salaries of the Instructers . 
of all the Schools, except the Primary Schools. 

It is well known to the Council, that provision 
has already been made for the erection of a new 
School House in the Third Ward. ‘This was made 
necessary by the overflowing state of the schools al- 
ready existing’ in that vicinity. ‘This evil, however, 
became so pressing, that the School Committee deem- 
ed it proper not to wait for the completion of that 
building, before gathering the new school, but have, 
since the commencement of the present, financial 
year, hired apartments temporarily, and employed the 
requisite number of Instructers. ‘This school, which 
is to be called the Endicot School, is therefore, so far 
as the salaries of Instructers are concerned, already 
-in full operation. ‘The annual salaries of the same 
Instructers in other schools, as are now employed in 
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this, amount to about $4,500: and the School Com- 
mittee, in two-cases during the past year, where In- 
structers have died, and two where females have been 
dismissed, to make room for Ushers, have caused their 
salaries to be paid in full for the quarter upon which 
they had entered. It is for these reasons, that the 
additional appropriation of $5000, has been made 
necessary in this item. 

2. As to the sum of §2000, required to be added 
to the appropriation for the usual annual expenses of 
the Primary Schools. 

The Primary School Committee have deemed it 
necessary, during the last year, to increase the num- 
ber of Primary Schools by six. ‘The average annual 
cost of each Primary School, for Salaries of Instruc- 
tresses, &c. is a little over $300. Accordingly the 
addition of $2,000 to this appropriation has been 
made necessary. 

3. As to the sum of $3,000 feqilived to be added 
to the appropriation for repairs, fuel and other sup- 
plies of all the Schools, except the Primary Schools, 

An unusual draft and unexpected in amount, has 
been made upon this appropriation, for the present 
financial year, by the fitting up for occupation, under 
the direction of the Building Committee, of the 
building erected by the City at East Boston, for the 
Lyman School there established, for building fences 
and grading the land around the same. The expense 
of this amounted to $1,943 22. The cost of teach- 
ing Music in the Schools has also exceeded what 
was anticipated at the time of making the appropria- 
tion, amounting now to the sum of $1,568 00. 

The increased number of Schools, together with 
the unusual severity of the winter has caused a more 
than ordinary consumption of fuel. ‘These appear to 
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be the reasons why this appropriation requires the 
proposed addition of the sum of $3,000. 

4. As tothe sum of $3,000, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for the erection of a new 
School House in the Third Ward. 

Your Committee learn from the Committee on 
Public Buildings, the following facts.

These are the facts so far as your Committee have 
been able to learn them, in regard to this item. 

7. As to the sum of $3,100, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for the erection of Primary 
Schools. 

The Committee can only state, that they find that 
the Committee on Public Buildings for the last year, 
deemed it proper, in addition to the three Primary 
School Houses contemplated at the commencement 
of the financial year, to erect a fourth upon the land 
owned by the City on Fort Hill. As they unques- 
tionably deemed the public necessity to require them 
all, or they would not have caused them to be built, 
it may have been supposed, from the fact of the land 
for one of them costing nothing, that the whole might 
be erected within the original appropriation. Your 
Committee do not find that any instructions were 
given by the Council, as to the number that should 
be erected, except so far as the amount of the appro- 
priation may be considered as a limit. In the exer- 
cise of their discretion, the Committee thought best 
to undertake four.. They have been completed, and 
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the result, as stated by the Auditor, is that the cost 
exceeds the appropriation by the sum of $3,100. . 

6. As to the sum of $3,000, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for the Repairs of Public 
Buildings. 

Your Committee learn from the Committee on 
Public Buildings, the following facts : 

As to the ordinary repairs of the public property, 
nothing special seems to have occurred. It has only 
happened, as in such a matter it sometimes will, that 
the amount required to be done this year has exceed- 
ed the average, and therefore a somewhat increased 
expenditure has unavoidably occurred. 

The principal matter, however, which requires an 
addition to be made_to this appropriation, is the al- 
teration now being made in the City Hall. 

The present Committee on Public Buildings, upon 
entering on their duties, found that an order had 
been passed by the former City Council, authorizing 
the City Hall to be altered, so as to allow the whole 
of the first story for the Post Office, and to furnish a 
news room in the basement, provided the cost of 
the same should not exceed the sum of $500, and also 
authorizing a lease to be made to the Postmaster of 
the whole of the first story. It appears from the re- 
port of the Committee, upon which the order was 
passed, to have been estimated that the cost would 
not exceed the sum of $500. Under this order, a 
plan had been made by an architect of the proposed 
alterations, and signed by the former Mayor and by 
the Postmaster, a lease had been executed by the 
City to the Postmaster, in which the plan was refer- 
red to as a part of the contract, and an individual had 
been employed to do the work, which was in pro-

gress at the time of the appointment of the present 
Committee on Public Buildings. 

No special contract ‘appears to have been made 
with the mechanic. Some alterations in the origi- 
nal plait have been made, both by the former and 
present Committee on Public Buildings, which have 
somewhat increased the expense, and some repairs 
have been required which were not anticipated. 
The work is now nearly completed, and the mechanic 
employed estimates that the whole cost will be 
about $1,610. 

7. As to the sum of §2,000, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for paving and repairs of - 
streets,—the Committee can only state, that it ap- 
pears that the necessary repairs in this department, 
in the ordinary course of its business, have caused 
the appropriation to be exceeded to the amount called 
for by the Auditor. An amount of work has also been 
done by the City, of between §1,000 and $2,000 
which will eventually be refunded by individuals. 

8. As to the sum of $800 required to be added 
to the appropriation for salaries of City and County 
Officers, nothing of course can be added to the state- 
ment of the Auditor, that since the annual appro- 
priations were made, the salary of the Physician of 
the Lunatic Hospital, has been made chargable to 
this appropriation. 

9. As to the sum of $5,000, required to be added 
to the appropriation for Lamps, Oil, Gas, &c. 

The Committee learn that during the past year, the 
Gas Company has very considerably extended its 
pipes through the streets, in consequence of which 
the Committee on Lamps, &c., deemed it proper to in- 
crease the gas fixtures, in the streets, in a correspond- 


ing degree. ‘The contract for Oil the present season 
2 
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has also necessarily been at a higher rate than here- 
tofore, being now, at $1,094 per gallons, instead of 
98 cents. 

10. As to the sum of $2,500, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for the Fire Department. 

The Committee can only learn that although no 
new Companies have been found, and no increased 
salaries paid, yet the repairs of engines and of hose 
have been unusually large, and also that a very con- 
siderable supply of new hose has been made neces- 
sary. 

11. As to the sum of $2,000, to be added to the 
appropriation for Police, the Committee find that the 
Day Police during the past year has consisted of 
seven persons, for six days, and of fourteen persons 
on Sundays, each paid §1,75 per day. And that by 
the payments to these, and for special police duties, 
&c., this appropriation has been exhausted. As the 
subject of the City Police, is now under considera- . 
tion by a special joint Committee, your Committee 
refrain from adding any thing excepting the remarks 
of the Auditor in his communication, that “if the 
present system of maintaining a Day Police is ad- 
hered to, a further sum of at least $2,000, will be re- 
quired in that Department, if that system is abandon- 
ed, a smaller sum will suffice.”’ 

12. As to the sum of $4,000, required to be ad- 
' ded to the appropriation for the Internal Health De- 
partment, including the expense of removing the 
House offal and sweeping and cleaning the' streets. 

The Committee find, that in addition to the ordi- 
nary expenses of this Department, an unusual demand 
has been made upon the City for the abatement of 
nuisances, by filling up land, laying private drains, 
and making vaults. A single item of the first kind, 
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near the Worcester Rail Road, was attended with an 
expense of nearly $1,500. Other calls in regard to 
drains were made in Mechanic street, Belknap street 
and other places. A large portion of these expend- 
itures will eventually be recovered back from individ- 
uals liable. But these have been the causes of the 
present deficiency of this appropriation. 

13. As to the appropriation for Incidental Ex- 
penses and Miscellaneous Claims,—your Committee 
can add nothing to the statement of the Auditor, that 
unusual and unexpected drafts have been made upon 
this fund, for the refunding of taxes, to the amount 
of $3,519 O01, and for the support of lunatics in the 
Hospital at Worcester, which latter amount, howev- 
er, will be reduced in future by the erection of the 
Hospital at South Boston. 

14. As to the additional appropriation required 
for the Smallpox Hospital, the communication of the 
Overseers of the Poor has furnished all explanations 
upon that subject, and as the deficiency in this de- 
partment has already been supplied in another way, 
no further appropriation will be required. 

15. As to the sum of $9,000, required to be ad- 
ded to the appropriation for the erection of a fire- 
proof building for the Registry of Probate and Deeds, 
the Committee learn from the Committee on Public 
Buildings the following facts:

Under this state of facts, it has been suggested to 
your Committee by the Chairman of the Committee 
on Public Buildings, that $10,000 would be a safer 
- sum to be added to this appropriation than $9,000, if 
it be the object of the Council now to meet the 
whole expense. 

Upon this subject, it has been further suggested to 
your Committee, that this building, for the sake of 
safety, should be lighted with gas. Should the 
Council determine that this should be done, it is sta~ 
ted that now is the best time to do it, in reference 
to the present state of the work upon the building, 
and a special appropriation will be necessary therefor. 

No provision has yet been made for furnishing this_ 
building with cases for books and papers, or furniture 
of any kind. But as it is not probable that these 
will be required before the next financial year, this is - 
hardly within the limits of the duties assigned to the 


Committee. | 
16. As to the sum of $2,400, required to be ad- 


ded to the appropriation for the erection of the Lun- 
atic Hospital at South Boston, 
The Committee learn that the original plan was al- 
tered by the Building Committee, by the addition of 
one story to the centre building, by a change in the 
basement story, and by the making of water closets. 
The reasons for these alterations your Committee 
have no means of learning. ‘They are informed that 
the cost of these alterations was greater, than the 
sum now required to be added to the appropriation. 
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17. As to the application of the Overseers of the 
House of Correction, that $4,000, may be appro- 
priated for the use of that Institution, which was re- 
committed to your Committee, they have nothing to 
add to their former report. ‘They then reported an 
order to borrow that amount for that Institution. 
They now recommend that instead of that special or- 
der, the sum necessary for that Institution should be 
added to those to be provided under the general or- 
der, appended to the present report. 

Your Committee have thus gone through with all 
the items of appropriations which were specially 
committed to them, and in regard to each, have an- 
swered the questions proposed by the Council, so far 
as their information extends. From all the evidence 
which the Committee have been able to obtain, they 
think that the proposed additions to the several ap- 
propriations named, will defray all the expenses of the 
present financial year, under those several heads. 
~The Committee learn, that in addition to the de- 
ficiences specified in the communication of the Audi- 
tor, claims against the City for widening and extend- 
ing streets, are now outstanding to an amount very 
considerably greater. than the unexpended balance 
now remaining under that head of appropriation. 
Some of these claims have already been presented. 
How many there may be, and to what extent the 
City may eventually be liable, it is impossible for the 
Committee to state. ‘They see no other course upon 
this subject, than for the Council to meet! the cases 
as they respectively arise. It is believed that none 
will require payment during the present financial year, 

The Committee, in conclusion, have only to recom- 
mend the passage of the accompanying Order.

WIDENING STREETS. 


In Common Council, February 13th, 1840. 


The joint special Committee to whom was referred 
the subject of making an application to the Legis- 
lature for an alteration of the City Charter, to pro- 
vide, that no land shall be taken for streets, but by 
vote of the City Council, and also, the subject of 
having the City Clerk, on making record of any 

- Jand taken for streets, file a concise account of the 
same with the Auditor of Accounts to be recorded 

by him, have attended to the duty assigned them 

and ask leave to , 
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REPORT: 


That with reference to the first subject committed 
to them, they have carefully examined into, and con- 
sidered the subject, which is one of great importance, 
as regards the financial concerns of the City on the 
one hand, and the affording proper facilities for im- 
provements on the other. By the City Charter, it is 
provided “that the City Council shall have power to 
provide for the assessment and. collection of ‘Taxes, 
and to make appropriations of all public moneys and 
provide for the disbursement thereof,” from which it 
must certainly be inferred. that it was the intention of 
the framers of that instrument, and of the citizens 
who adopted it, that no money should be raised or 
expended, but by the vote of both branches of the 
City Government, but it appears that the Mayor and 
Aldermen, by virtue of powers conferred on them by 
the Revised Statutes, as County Commissioners, a 
power which they formerly held as successors of the 
Selectmen, may by taking land for streets make the 
City chargeable without reference to appropriations, 
‘to any amount they please, thereby taking from the 

~Common Council (to which branch of the govern- 
ment, the citizens do, and should, look particularly 
for a judicious management of the finances) all dis- 
cretion as to the amount to be appropriated or expen- 
ded for that purpose, and consequently the proper 
control of expenditures. ‘This power may not have 
been abused, and it may not be hereafter,—when 
great and rapid improvements were in progress in all 
“parts of the City, it might have been expedient 
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that that power should be so placed, that it might be 
exercised with the greater facility, but now, that the 
principal avenues are placed in the most satisfactory 
position by the opening of North and South Market 
Streets and Blackstone Street, the extension of 
Broad Street, and the widening of Merchants’ Row, 
Court Street, near State Street, and the head of 
Hanover Street, and Pemberton Hill, and various 
others, the Committee believe that the change pro- 
posed by the order should be made, and this impor- 
tant branch of City Expenditures be made, like all 
others, subject to concurrent vote of the two branches 
of the City Council. 

The Committee therefore, as instructed, herewith 
present to the Council, a bill drawn by the City At- 
torney supposed to be proper to be presented to the 
’ Legislature for that purpose and recommend the 
adoption of the annexed order. . With regard to the 
other part of the order committed to them, the Com- 
mittee are of opinion that there should always be in 
the Auditor’s office, a full account of al] debts and 
liabilities of the City, for it is there that the Commit- 
tee of Finance must look for information in preparing 
estimates, and there at all times all possible informa- 
tion upon the subject of the City Debt, or City Ex- 
penditures should be open to the Mayor, and the 
City Council and officers of the City, whose duty it 
may be to examine the same. The Committee 
therefore recommend the adoption of the original 
order upon that subject, with the exception of the 
last clause and another slight alteration, as hereto an- 
nexed. The Committee do not deem it necessary 
that the Auditor should report each case to the City 
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Council, especially if the alteration should be made | 
which is proposed by the first order, and estimates 
may be made, which it would be inexpedient to 
~ make public by laying them before the City Council, 
access to them in the office of the Auditor would 
seem to be all that is requisite. 

All which is submitted.

6 WIDENING STREETS. Feb. 


Be tt enacted by the Senate and House of Represen- 
tatives, in General Court assembled, and by authority 
of the same, as follows : 

Section 1. No new street, highway or other way 
shall be laid out in the City of Boston, nor shall any 
street or way be discontinued, nor shall any land be 
taken for the purpose of widening or extending any 
street or way, for which the said City, shall be re- 
quired to pay any money, unless such street or way 
shall be ordered to be laid out, discontinued, widened 
or extended by a concurrent vote of the Mayor and 
Aldermen and Common Council of said City. 

Section 2. All provisions of law inconsistent 
with this act, are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. This act shall go into operation, 
whenever the same shall be accepted by the Inhabi- 
tants of the City of Boston by written ballots at any 
general meeting duly warned by public notice of at 
least fourteen days, by the Mayor and Aldermen, 
within sixty days from the passing thereof. 

The third section may be less precise as to the 
_time &c. if preferred as follows. 

This act shall be void unless the Inhabitants of 
the City of Boston, at a legal meeting called with- 
in thirty days from the passing hereof, for that pur- 
pose, shall by a written vote, determine to adopt the 
same.

GENTLEMEN : 


The Directors of the House of Reformation and. 
Employment for Juvenile Offenders ever anxious to 
discharge their duty by adopting such rules and reg- 
ulations as will prove the most beneficial in promot- 
ing the great object the City Council had in view 
in establishing the Institution, viz. the moral refor- 
mation of the children committed to it ; 

Accordingly the Directors appointed a Committee 
to consider and report the effect it has on the Insti- 
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tution by confining children of both sexes in the 
same building; subsequently the Committee made 
their report to the Board, adverse to committing or 
retaining females in the same house with the boys, 
_ the report was accepted by the Board, and voted 
that the Chairman be requested to lay the same be- 
fore the City Council for their consideration. 

In conformity with the foregoing vote, I have the 
honor, respectfully to transmit the enclosed copy of 
the Report to the City Council for their considera- 
hon.

REPORT. 
Boston, February 3, 1840. 
To the Directors of the House of Reformation. 


GENTLEMEN : 


Your Committee appointed to consider and re- 
port upon the propriety of recommending to the City 
_Government that boys only should be admitted to the . 
House of Reformation, respectfully report as follows. 

The first step taken by the Committee was to as- 
certain the result of experience in our own and simi- 
lar Institutions, and to obtain the opinion of those 
- persons who have had the management of them. 
With this view, we have procured the written opin- 
ions of all the past Superintendents of our own Ins- 
titution, and also of the present Superintendents of 
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the Houses of Refuge m New York and Philadel- 
phia. All these gentlemen agree:in expressing the 
- opinion to which your Committee had arrived by 
_ personal examination of the Institution, and by much 
reflection on the subject, viz: that a more complete 
separation of the sexes than can be effected by keep- 
ing them in one building, is not only highly desira- 
ble, but necessary, in order to effect the great ob- 
jects of the Institution. 

Before submitting the letters and opinions of these 
gentlemen, your Committee would respectfully ask 
the attention of the Board to the following consider- 
ations. ‘They are not all of them, perhaps, strictly 
pertinent to the subject, but being the result of much 
reflection upon the nature of the Institution, may 
possibly be useful. 3 

In the administration of the Institution, constant 
reference is to be had to its great objects, the reform 
of its inmates. ‘The first question is what influences 
have been in operation to cause an undue develope- 
ment of the passions and evil propensities of the 
children, and what means shall be taken to counter- 
act those influences in future. 

It is apparent to any close observer, that the great 
majority of children in our own and similar Institu- 
tions, have the external marks and the natural lan- 
guage of what are called bad children. It is equally 
true, that the majority have inherited an unfortunate 
organization and disposition from parents of a simi- 
lar stamp. Nevertheless, it cannot be denied that 
children of similar organization and disposition, who 
are nurtured in virtuous families, and reared up in 
company with well disciplined youth, do not mani- 
_ fest evil propensities and bad passions, but take re- 
spectable places in society, and being surrounded and 
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aided by moral companions and religious institutions, 
_ live respectable and useful citizens, and dying, leave 
no blot upon their names. 

The great majority then of our children are un- 
fortunate at birth, and still more unfortunate after it. 
Better were it, we fear, for many of them to have 
died in the cradle ere their’ senses were developed, 
than to have them trained as they have been, in an 
atmosphere rife with moral pollution and soul-de- 
stroying influences. ‘To draw in disease with his 
mother’s milk—to find that he can smell by inhaling 
her fetid and rum-tainted breath—to train his ear to 
hear by listening to his father’s obscenity and_blas- 
phemy—to accustom his eye to see by looking 
around on the filthy and disordered furniture of a 
squalid apartment—to exercise his speech by imitat- 
ing the profanity he hears from his companions—to 
develope his ingenuity by early practice of duplicity 
and cunning—such is the sad fate of many a poor 
boy, who becomes a liar before he has well learned 
to speak, and a thief before he well knows what 
property is. 

It is to rescue them from such evil influences, and 
to save them from the moral pollution and death 
consequent to them, that the House of Reformation 
was organized; and blessed shall be its founders, and 
rich shall be the return of whatsoever expense is in- 
curred by it, if only one out of a hundred should be 
saved by its means. But in the very outset there is 
a great difficulty, and in the view of your Commit- 
tee, on which was not enough considered in the or- 
ganization of the Institution. 

The end in view has been correct, the zeal and 
fidelity with which it has been pursued have been 
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remarkable, but the means have been imperfect and 
the methods in some cases erroneous. 

The surest way to train up a viciously disposed 
-child to become a good man, is to surround him 
with virtuous companions, to offer every possible 
inducement to repress his evil dispositions and to 
develope his good ones. Vain is it to teach him to 
repeat his prayers—vain to preach to him long hom- 
ilies—vain to tell him what are the evil consequen- 
ces of vice and the good consequences of virtue, 
if the companions with whom he associates are 
wickedly disposed, if they incite him to evil, if in 
a word, he is habitually breathing a tainted moral 
atmosphere, he will become tainted himself. 

. Now suppose a hundred boys are in a house, and 
under the guidance of one Superintendent and his 

assistants, who have perhaps half a dozen good boys 
on whom they can rely, and suppose a new comer is 
admitted, he finds himself in a community of which 
ten per cent. is virtuous, and ninety per cent. is vi- 
ciously inclined :—surely the preponderance is fear- 
fully on the side of vice. 

It will be said that the influence of the officers is 
great, that the rules are rigid, that vice cannot find 
room for exercise, but the influence of the boy’s com- 
panions is very great too, and if he feels he has their 
sympathy and their secret good wishes, he may disre- 
gard the precepts of his officer, except so far as fear 
restrains him. 

His sympathies and his feelings are all with his 
companions, to his officer he gives his respect, per- 
haps only his fear. ‘There are few boys, who would 
not rather be censured by their officers than be 
nick-named sneak or spooney by their comrades. 

Herein then, in view of your Committee is a great 
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desideratum, the means of surrounding the boy with as- 
sociates and associations, the great majority of whom 
shall be good, and shall overpower and keep down 
the evil. It is an evil perhaps neccessarily attendant 
upon the plan of reforming in masses, but still it is 
an evil, and sometimes perhaps, a boy becomes re- 
formed and continues virtuous in spite of these in- 
fluences rather than in consequence of them, be- 
cause he had naturally a well organized mind, and 
because his moral character was of a high order. — 

It is true, and most gratifying is the truth, that 
there are now many young men and women of ex- 
cellent character and of great moral worth, many 
respectable and happy heads of families, who were 
arrested in their downward course toward degrada- 
tion and infamy by means of the House of Reforma- 
tion. ‘They speak in their lives the praises of the 
Institution, and they are daily paying to the communi- 
ty a high interest upon the capital invested in the es- 
tablishment. Your Committee would not imply that ~ 
in the present state of the House, the proportion be- 
tween the virtuously and the viciously disposed, is ~ 
that which has been supposed above. Indeed, never 
has the House in the opinion of your Committee, 
been in a more Satisfactory situation; never have 
the evil dispositions and propensities been kept more. 
perfectly in abeyance. We have carefully contrast- 
ed the Institution with others of a similar nature, 
and can safely say the inmates are in a far better 
moral condition. ' 

- Nevertheless it appears to your Committee, that 
there are two ways in which the number of happy 
cases of reformation may be increased, and the ends 
of the Institution be thus more effectually promoted. 
~The first is by placing children with virtuous fami- 
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lies in the country as soon as possible after their 
committal, and without waiting even for them to be 
taught to read and write in the House. 

The second.is by so administering the House that 
there shall be more classification than is now practica- 
ble, and more means provided against contamination 
of the well eared by the very vicious and depraved 
inmates. 

The first is not praticable in all cases, and for very 
obvious reasons; your Committee however, would 
earnestly recommend to the Board, the adoption of 
measures to effect it. | 

The second method then, or such classification of 
the inmates as will shield the good from contamina- 
tion by the bad, shall next be considered. The ob- 
ject of this will be apparent if the Board will admit 
the principle assumed in the first part of this report, 
that a boy equally disposed to be swayed by good or 
bad influence, would have little chance of reform by 
beg put into a community, the great majority of 
which is viciously inclined., It will be recollected 
that the inmates are not all decidedly bad, or deci- 
dedly good, but that there is every shade of differ- 
ence between them, and consequently greater facil- 
ity of classifying them so as to counteract the bad in- 
fluence of the worst ones. 

The objections to classification in our House, and 
to giving to some classes greater privileges, are two; 
the first is, want of room ;. the second is the presence 
of girls under the same roof. ‘The boys now are about 
one hundred in number, the girls are only thirteen. 
But the boys are confined to one half the house, and 
are very much crowded up, while the girls are scatter- 
ed thinly over the other half. ‘The boys have hardly 
room enough, even in the present method of hud- 
dling them all together, much less for any more ) 
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classification. Some of the girls who have been 
committed, have ‘soon manifested lascivious disposi- 
tion; many of these unfortunate creatures whose pas- 
sions have been unduly and untimely developed by 
unprincipled wretches to frightful activity, cannot be 
trusted at all: no moral restraints are of any avail, 
nor could the best disposed boys be trusted in their 
neighborhood. 

Few things can be more dangerous to physical 
health, and nothing more destructive to moral puri- 
ty, than the precocious developement of the sexual 
feelings, before the intellectual powers and the moral 
sentiments are capable of bridling the headlong pas- 
sions; and we venture the assertion that this alone 
has been the cause of more trouble and anxiety to 
the officers of the Institution, and of more injury to 
the inmates than all others put together. Walls are 
not. thick enough, fences are not high enough, bars 
are not strong enough, vigilance is not active 
enough, to prevent all correspondence between the 
girls and the boys of an establishment like ours. 
If any writer of a romance should be at a loss. 
to invent the means of correspondence between. his 
separated hero and heroine, we would refer him to 
our Superintendent, who will supply him with facts 
to which his wildest inventions shall-:seem mere com- 
monplace. | | 

It is to be observed that there is a wide difference 
between the offences of the boys and of the girls, 
both in the apparent enormity of the offence, and in 
_the facility of reforming the offender. Where a boy 
is committed for stealing, for drunkenness, or for un- 
governable stubbornness, he may easily be made to 
see the enormity of his offence, and if he does not 
sincerely repent of it, he at least can be prevented 


’ 
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from repeating it. The rank growth of vice which 
habit always promotes can be checked. 

Not so with lasciviousness ; a girl of feeble reason 
cannot-be made to see how indulgence of what seems 
only a natural appetite, may bring destruction to 
her social and moral well-being; nor would she care, 
perhaps, if she could see it. It is fearful to witness 
to what violent excesses the precocious develope- 
ment of the animal nature will lead the young. 
There have been cases committed to> the House 
which should rather have been directed to a Luna- 
tic Asylum. ‘The indulgence of lascivious thoughts 
cannot be prevented; and although open violations 
of propriety may be forbidden and punished, yet no 
restrictions and no punishment can prevent a lasciv- 
ious girl from exercising a pernicious influence up- 
on boys with whom she associates. No matter 
though no word be spoken, there is in her very air 
and manner, a natural language which speaks to the 
animal nature of the other sex, and awakens it to 
activity. Itis true that most of our boys are com- 
mitted before the usual age of puberty, but unfor- 
tunately in most cases, not before the sexual feeling 
has been forced into precocious activity. This is a 
most serious evil, and it requires the greatest vigil- 
ance to watch over and subdue it. 

But the greatest vigilance and the greatest severi- 
ty are unavailing, if the boys are in the vicinity of 
_ laseiviously inclined girls. It is impossible to pre- 

vent the knowledge of each other’s presence in the 
same building; and vague curiosity and uncertain 
desires are continually prompting them to violate the 
rules of the House. Besides, even supposing the 
preventives used against acquaintance between the 
sexes to be successtul, the very means of effecting it 
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have a very bad influence, and the whole discipline 
and administration of the Institution is rendered 
much more irksome, both to boys and girls, than it 
would otherwise be. | : | 

We say that the precautions necessary have a very 
bad influence; and this will be clear, if you consider 
how they operate. ‘There must be locks, and bolts, 
and fences, and constant watching, the obvious eflect 
of which is to show that all are suspected, and to 
set many to thinking about what would not otherwise 
have entered into their imaginations. 

Again, the discipline and administration of the In- 
stitution is rendered more irksome and disagreeable 
than they would otherwise be. It is a sad thing for 
boys who have been used to rove about as free and 
careless as the birds, to be confined within-a house 
however large; but when they find that in that house 
half the rooms are shut off from them, and when 
they find themselves watched and checked if they 
approach a certain passage, when they find locks 
_here, and bars and bolts there, and distrust every- 
where, they will be prone to add to their repining 
for liberty a suspicion and hatred of those who con- 
trol them. 

Nevertheless, this seems to be an evil necessarily 
attendant upon the present system of keeping boys 
and girls together under one roof. Another attend- 
ant evil is the necessity of keeping up two separate 
_ establishments, and having two sets of officers, one 
for the boys, and one for the girls. | 

If the girls were removed from the House and no 
more were to be committed, then the boys might 
have the use of the whole building; they might be 
properly classified; and one Superintendent and his 
Assistant, and one efficient Matron and her Assistant . 
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could manage the establishment as one great family. 
All the boys would then have what they* much need, 
the attention and the sympathy which a woman éhty 
can give; and the smaller ones might be entirely un- 
der the guidance and instruction of the Assistant 
Matron. By this arrangement one hundred and fifty 
boys would be more easily managed, and have more 
chance of reformation than one hundred can under 
the present system. ‘Then the barriers might be re- 
moved, the doors unlocked, and many vexatious re- 
strictions removed, and the happiness and real inter- 
ests of the inmates would be essentially promoted. 

To urge a minor consideration, your Committce 
would state that the expenses of the Institution would 
probably be diminished by such an arrangement :— 
that is, one hundred boys could be disciplined, 
taught and fed, much cheaper than seventy-five boys 
and twenty five girls, for these require two seperate 
establishments, and two sets of officers. 

It is very possible that some may object to the 
views taken in this report, and say that too much 
consideration is given to the comfort of the inmates; 
that the establishment would be on the scale of a 
country boarding school, and the boys treated as 
well as ‘gentlemen’s sons, whereas they are culprits 
and ought to be punished. 

But in the view of your Committee, the administra- 
tion of retributive justice is not the object of the In- 
stitution; its object is to reform perverse and mis- 
guided children, to wean them from their evil ways, 
and make them love the paths of virtue: and surely 
the most effectual means are kindness’ and moral 
suasion, and not suffering and punishment. 

Finally, and before submitting any resolutions, your 
Committee will briefly refer to the opinions express- 
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ed by the Superintendents of different institutions of 
a similar nature. 

Mr. Terry, the Superintendent of the New York 
House of Refuge, says in answer to the question 
_whether it would be advantageous to have only boys 
in the house,— 

«My experience would lead me to reply directly, 
“it would be advantageous to have only boys in the 
‘¢house,—so much so that I could not consent to 
‘any other arrangement. 

‘¢In the beginning of the New York House of Ref. 
‘“‘uge we had them from necessity under the same 
‘‘roof, and it was evil continually. We have now a 
‘‘house for each, boys and girls.” 

Mr. Young, Superintendent of the House of Ref- 
uge in Philadelphia, says,— . 

‘‘’The general impression among the Managers of 
‘this Institution is in favor of separate establish- 
‘‘ments for boys and girls. ‘The disadvantage which 
‘‘we have experienced, are frequently, attempts of 
‘‘the different sexes to converse with each other, 
“and the correspondence which they frequently main- - 
‘tain by means of little notes put through holes, 
‘thrown over partitions fences, and conveyed from 
‘‘one to another in various ways. This cannot be 
‘entirely prevented by any supervision.” 

Mr. Whiston says,— | 

‘¢T believe I have already expressed to you in con- 
‘“‘versation, my doubts as to the propriety of admit- 
“ting girls to the House of Reformation. I will 
‘‘now briefly state some of the reasons upon which 
“they are founded. 

«he expenses necessarily incurred for the sep- 
“arate accommodation and instruction of the two 
‘sexes are much greater than should be required for 
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“the maintenance of an equal number of persons of 
“the same sex. The force of this objection is in- 
‘creased when it is considered that there are usually 
“not more than fifteen or twenty girls in the house, 
“and that the whole number committed since the es- 
‘“‘tablishment of the Institution is very small, com- 
‘pared with the number of boys committed during 
‘‘the same period. ‘The question of expense would 
“be of but littke moment, if great good were done 
‘even to the few who are committed, but so far as I 
“have had an opportunity of observing, the benefit 
‘conferred upon girls by the Institution, is extremely. 
‘‘limited, and in many cases [ have had reason to 
‘‘fear that from the association of the younger with 
‘‘the older girls, of the comparatively innocent with 
‘‘the deeply depraved, much evil has been done. 
‘¢¢ With boys it is easy to preserve such dicipline as to 
‘prevent, ina good degree, their contamination of 
‘each other ; but with girls, from the nature of their 
‘employments and habits, it is almost, if not quite 
“impossible. If the Directors were to determine 
‘that no girl should be received above the age say 
‘of 14, it would not correct the evil, because chil- 
‘dren of the same age differ very much in respect 
‘‘to their progress, in vice; and were all received 
‘and apprenticed at an early age, it would happen 
‘‘in regard to some, as experience has shown, that 
«‘they would be brought back again to the House at 
‘an advanced stage of their minority, more deeply 
«versed in the ways of wickedness than when they 
“left it. | 

“‘The confinement of the two sexes in the same 
‘building, is in various ways productive of much 
“trouble and anxiety to the officers, and often injuri- 
‘ous to the children. It is difficult to prevent their 
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“communication with each other by means of signs 
‘‘and looks and billets, and quite impossible to control 
‘improper thoughts, which no doubt, often interfere 
‘with the studies and employments. ‘The spirit of 
‘‘adventure and the love of romance, are not con- 
“fined exclusively to the walks of fashionable life, 
‘“‘but may be found even among prisoners and pau- 
‘¢ pers. 

‘‘T am aware ‘however, that something might be 
“said upon the other side of the question. It may 
‘‘be thought convenient to have girls in such an 
‘‘establishment to perform the various kinds of do- 
‘‘mestic labor, but I see no reason why boys, under 
‘the instruction of an experienced Matron, might 
‘not be taught to sew, knit, cook, wash and iron. 
‘‘ A knowledge of these employments would be es- 
‘‘ pecially useful to them should they in after hfe be- 
‘‘come seamen, and might be serviceable even to 
‘‘farmers and mechanics. It seems to me that if 
‘‘oirls who are much advanced either in crime or in 
‘‘age, were sent to the House of Correction and- 
‘‘those who were comparatively innocent, or of 
‘tender age, were placed under the care of some. 
‘benevolent society, either of ladies or gentlemen, 
‘‘whose duties it should be to procure places for 
“them at once, more good might be done, and at 
‘‘much less expense, than under the present sys- 
‘tem? : 

The Rev. Mr. Wells says,— 

«During the several years in which I had charge 
‘‘of the House of Reformation, there was- no one 
‘evil which caused us so much trouble (independ- 
‘ent of the evil for which the inmates were sent to 
‘¢the House,) as that of having both sexes under the 
‘same roof, and associated together in the same 
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“family. Although to remedy the evil as far as 
*¢ possible, I dispensed with the services of the girls 
‘about house, and had the cooking, the washing, 
“and the cleaning done wholly by the boys, even 
‘then the evil was one of constant occurrence, al- 
“though the circumstances were trivial, as far as 
_“they went. It may seem an unkindness to the 
‘“oirls to exclude them,—that is not necessary: 
“there may be, perhaps ought to be another House 
‘‘for the girls. All I say is, they reciprocally injure 
‘each other, hindef the fair operation of the Institu- 
‘tion, and waste the public money. If the object of 
‘‘the Institution were to support so many boys and 
‘‘oirls at the least expense, there might be more 
‘question on the subject; but if it is to reform, to 
‘““make good men or women, useful members of so- 
‘ciety, then [ cannot think there is the least ques- 
‘‘tion as to the great importance of having the boys . 
‘and girls entirely distinct.” 

The opinions of the present Superintendent have 
been so often, and so strongly expressed in favor of 
the separation, that they need not be repeated. 

Finally your Committee would offer the following 
Resolutions. 

Resolved, ‘That in the opinion of this Board, the 
great end of the Institution,—reformation of offend- 
ers, would be essentially promoted by removal of 
the girls. 

Resolved, ‘That this Board recommend to the 
City Authorities, that proper provision be made for - 
the girls in some other place; and that in future, no 
more shall be committed to the House.

WOOD, BARK AND COAL. 


In the Board of Aldermen, March 23, 1840. 


The Joint Special Committee who were instructed 
to inquire whether any: thing is necessary to be 
done with the Ordinance of 1834, regulating the 
admeasurement of Wood and Bark, for fuel, 
brought into the City by water, and to report by 
Ordinance or otherwise ; and further, to report on 
the expediency of embracing in the same Ordi- 
nance a provision regulating the weighing and 
admeasurement of Coals, have attended to that 
duty and ask leave to 


: 
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REPORT: 


First; in relation to the Ordinance of 1834, regu- 
lating the sale and admeasurement of Wood and 
Bark brought into the City by water. . The Commit- 
tee have carefully examined the several provisions of 
this Ordinance, and have, also, availed themselves of 
the views of some other gentlemen in relation to the 
same, for whose opinions they entertain a high re- 
gard; and they are unanimously of the opinion that 
the enforcement of the above named Ordinance, 
with some slight amendments, adapting its operation 
to the present time, and requiring that the several 
Surveyors and Measurers shall be under oath for the 
faithful performance of their duty, would be satisfac- 
tory to a large proportion of the dealers in fuel, and 
productive of much good to all classes of our citizens, 
especially to the poor, upon whom a deficiency in 
the measure of fuel falls most heavily. 

The Committee are unable to understand why the 
Ordinance, which is, in part, the subject of this re- 
port, has been suffered to remain so long inopera- 
tive. ‘They can see nothing impracticable, or diffi- 
cult in the execution of its several sections, and if 
the officers who are chosen as the executive of 
its provisions will commence a faithful perform- 
ance of duty, they feel a strong assurance that the 
difficulties and fears in relation to this subject, which — 
have heretofore appeared so formidable, will be 
found comparatively trifling, if not altogether un- 
founded. | | 

The Committee find that an Ordinance, essential- 
ly the same in many of its provisions with the one 
before referred to, was passed by the New York City 
Boards, in November, 1833; and they have reason to 
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believe that it has since been strictly enforced; and 
that it has, in that City, been productive of much 
good. 

The Committee have also considered that part of 
the order which relates to the weighing and ad- 
measurement of Coals. ‘They believe no legal 
weight has been established for the chaldron of the 
various kinds of soft, or bituminous Coals, and they 
suppose the government of this City have no power 
to determine or establish such standard; and, fur- 
ther, as they believe, the weight of soft Coal is by no 
means a proper criterion of its quantity, when esti- 
mated by measure, on account of its great capacity 
to absorb moisture, they can offer no suggestion for 
the better regulation of the sale of this description of 
Coals. ; 

The Committee learn, on inquiry, that about fifty 
thousand tons of hard, or Anthracite Coal are annu- 
ally sold and delivered from the wharves in Boston 
proper, for City use, and that twenty thousand Of this 
amount are delivered from wharves situated between 
the-old South Boston Bridge and Rowe’s wharf: that 
upwards of fifteen thousand are delivered from 
wharves lying between Lewis’s Wharf and Warren . 
Bridge; leaving a balance of something less than fif- 
teen thousand tons sold in the City proper, which are 

sold and delivered from other places within the City. 

By the first section of an Ordinance for regulating 
the weighing of Hay and other articles, passed July 
15th, 1833, page 150 of the City Ordinances, the 
Committee find that ‘it shall be the duty of the 
Mayor and Aldermen from time to time, as the pub- 
lic good may require, to establish a sufficient num- 
ber of public scales for the weighing of Hay and 
other articles ;” and they believe if a suitable scale 
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be placed at, or near. the junction of Sea and Sum- 
mer streets; and ‘another at, or near the junction of 
Hanover and Commercial streets, to be used only 
for the weighing of Anthracite Coal, and in connex- 
ion with those already established for the weighing 
of Hay and Coal; the one upon the Mill Pond land, 
so called, and the other near the junction of Charles 
and Boylston streets, that all the hard Coal, sold and 
used within the City proper, could be weighed with- 
out much inconvenience or delay in its deliv- 
ery. ‘They are also of opinion the small sum which 
may be allowed, per ton, for weighing, would be 
very cheerfully paid by the purchaser, and that some- 
thing less than the aggregate amount received, by 
the weighers, would be sufficient to secure the servi- 
ces of faithful and competent men. 

The Committee would respectfully submit the fol- 
lowing Ordinances.

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AN ORDINANCE. 


To regulate the sale of Anthracite Coal in the City 
of Boston. 


Secr. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Alder- 
2 men and Common Council of the City of Boston, 
3 in City Council assembled, 'That as soon as may 
4 be after the passage of this Ordinance, and there- 
5 after annually, in the month of February, and as 
_ 6 much oftener as the good of the City may re- 
7 quire, there shall be appointed, by the Mayor and 
& Aldermen, two discreet and competent persons, 
9 as Weighers of hard or Anthracite Coal, one for 
10 the Northern District, and one for the South- 
11 eastern District, who shall hold their offices dur- 
12 ing the pleasure of the City government. 
Sect. 2. Be it further ordained, 'That the said 
2 Weighers ‘shall severally take and subscribe an 
3 oath, well and faithfully to perform the duties of 
4, their respective offices, during the term of their 
5 appointment. 
Secr. 3. Be it further ordained, ‘That if either 
2 of the said Weighers shall be unable, in conse- 
3 quence of sickness, or other disability, to perform 
_ 4 the duties of his office, he may, with the approba- 
5 tion of the Mayor, expressed in writing, employ 
6a sober, discreet person to attend to the duties of 
7 his office, during such inability; Provided, that 
8 the person so appointed, shall first take an oath 
9 well and faithfully to perform his trust, and also, 
10 that the Weigher, in whose stead such person is 
11 deputed, shall be accountable for the official con- — 
12 duct of such person. 
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Sect. 4. Be tt further ordained, 'That all An- 
2 thracite, or hard Coal, sold within the City of . 
3 Boston proper, for. City use, shall first be weigh- 
4. ed; and two thousand pounds of dry Coal shall be 
5 flowed to the ton; and a suitable allowance 
6 shall be made by the Weigher, who shall weigh © 
7 the same, when the said. Coal shall be wet or 
8 damp. 
Sect. 5. Be it further ordained, 'That no ven- 
2 der of Coal shall sell, nor shall any cartman de- 
3 liver any hard, or Anthracite Coal, from any 
4 wharf-or other place within the City of Boston, 
5 proper, which shall not have been previously - 
6 weighed as aforesaid, by a City Weigher, chosen 
7 as aforesaid, under the penalty, each of five dol- 
8 lars, for every load, or part of a load, so sold, or 
9 delivered. — 
Secr. 6. Be further ordained, 'That the said 
2 Weighers of hard, or Anthracite Coal, shall be 
3 respectively entitled to demand and receive one 
4 half cent for each one hundred pounds of Coal, 
5 by them weighed; Provided, however, that for 
6 weighing the smallest quantity the weigher shall 
7 be entitled to demand and receive ten cents; and 
8 with the further provision that he shall determine 
9 the tare of each cart or vehicle, without any 
10 charge. 
Sect. 7. Be it further ordained, That each 
2 Weigher of hard Coal shall deliver to the driver - 
3 of each load a ticket, bearing true date, and sign- 
4, ed by himself, certifying the quantity of Coal each 
5 load contains, together with the name of the sel- 
6 ler, and the driver; which ticket said seller or 
7 driver, shall deliver to the purchaser; and each 
8 Weigher shall keep an accurate copy of each and 
9 every ticket, in a book, to be furnished at his own 
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10 expense, and kept for the purpose, and _ shall 
11 make a return to the Mayor and Aldermen, an- 
12 nually in the month of January, of the number of 
13 loads weighed by him, in the preceding year, of 
14 their aggregate weight, of the whole amount of 
15 fees received for weighing; and should the whole 
16 amount of fees so received, by each Weigher, ex- 
17 ceed the sum of one thousand dollars, he shall 
18 pay sixty six and two thirds per.cent. of such ex- 
19 cess, into the hands of the Treasurer of the City 
20 of Boston, and produce his receipt therefor, to. 
21 the Mayor and Aldermen, within the month of 
22 January, as aforesaid. 
Sect. 8. Be it further ordained, That it shall 
2. be the duty of the Mayor and Aldermen to fur- 
3 nish each Weigher with duplicate copies of this 
4, Ordinance; one of which copies shall be posted 
5 up in some conspicuous -place in the office of 
6 each Weigher: and they shall also publish the 
7 names of said Weighers, in one or more newspa- 
8 pers, printed in this City, immediately after each 
9 election. 
Sect. 9. Be it further ordained, Vhat no 
2 Weigher of Anthracite Coal shall ask, demand, 
3 or receive more or larger fees for his services, 
4. than are herein and hereby allowed, under penal- 
5 ty of fifty dollars for every such offence. 
Secr. 10. Be it further ordained, That the 
2 several forfeitures and penalties, aforesaid, may 
3 be recovered in any court of competent jurisdic- 
4,tion; and shall enure the one half to the prose- 
5 cutor, and the other half to the City of Boston. 
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AN ORDINANCE - 


In addition to an Ordinance to regulate the sale and 
admeasurement of Wood and Bark, for fuel, - 
brought into the City of Boston by water, pass- 
ed December 22d, 1834, 


Secr. 1. Be it ordained ,by the Mayor, Alder- 
2 men and Common Council-of the City of Boston, 
3 in City Council assembled, That it shall be the 
4, duty of the Surveyors and Measurers of Wood - 
5 and Bark brought into the City by water, in - 
6 their respective districts, at least once in three 
7 months, (and as much oftener as they shall have 
8 good reason to suspect any alteration or decep-

10 of all carts, wagons and sleds, used by dealers in 
11 Wood and Bark, as aforesaid; for which exami- 
12 nation and adjustment of each of said Carts, 
13 Waggons and Sleds, they shall receive from the 
14 owner thereof, fifty cents. And the said Sur- 
15 veyors and Measurers shall provide themselves, 
16 at their own expense, with suitable brands, to be 
17 approved by the Mayor and Aldermen, for mark-

| Sect. 2. Be at further ordained, ‘That the- 
2, said Surveyors and Measurers shall take and sub- 
3 scribe an oath, or affirmation, well and faithfully 
4 to perform the duties of their respective offices, 
5 during the time of their appointment. 
Secr. 3. Be wt further ordained, 'That all or- 
2 dinances heretofore passed, inconsistent with the 
3 provisions herein contained, shall be and are 
4, hereby repealed.

mously of opinion that it is expedient to prescribe 
some uniform rules or regulations which shall be ob- 
served by the Committee on Public Buildings in 
making contracts. And for the purpose of giving 
such rules a more permanent form, they would 
recommend that an Ordinance be passed by the City 
Council, containing certain provisions, which they 
have great confidence will enable the City to make 
contracts on more favorable terms, and at the same 
time be more satisfactory to contractors, because 
where plans and specifications are submitted, the 
Committee will determine the manner and style in 
which the work is to be performed, and at the same 
time will know the amount of cost by the proposals 
which are made, and the contractor will be enabled 
to make his estimates with much greater accuracy 
where plans and specifications are exhibited. 
Entertaining these views, the Committee submit- 
ted the provisions of an Ordinance to the City So- 
licitor for the purpose of being put into technical 
form, which we believe is well calculated to secure 
all the benefits which were contemplated by the ori- 
ginal order, a draft of which accompanies this Re- 
port, and they recommend the passage of the same.

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AN ORDINANCE 


Concerning the erection, alteration and repair of 
Public Buildings. 


_ Be rt ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows :-— 
Sect. 1. Whenever any public building for 
2 the use of the City, shall be erected, altered or 
3 repaired, the estimated expense of which shall ex- 
4. ceed the sum of five hundred dollars, it shall be 
5 the duty of the Committee having charge of .the 
6 same,-to prepare, or cause to be prepared, the 
7 requisite plans and specifications of the work to 
8 be done. 
Sect. 2. The said Committee shall give no- 
2 tice, in one or more of the newspapers in which 
3 the Ordinances of the City are published, of the 
4, time and place of their meeting for the exhibition 
~ 5 of such plans and specifications, and for the pur- 
6 pose of such other explanations, as may be ne- 
7 cessary to enable contractors to make their esti- 
8 mates of the proposed work. 
Sect. 3. Sealed proposals shall be received 
2 by the said Committee from all persons offering 
3 to contract for such work; Provided always, that 
4, if any such proposals shall be offered by’persons 
5 who in the judgment of the said Committee, shall 
6 be incompetent to perform their contracts in a 
7 workmanlike manner, or irresponsible in respect . 
8 to their means of faithfully executing the same, 
9 the said Committee may, in their discretion, re- 
10 ject any such proposal, notwithstanding the same 
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‘11 may be at a lower rate than other Be offer- ° 
12 ed for the same work. 
Srecr. 4. In all cases where the amount of 
2 any such contract shall exceed the sum of five 
3 hundred dollars, the contract shall be in writing, 
4 and signed by the Mayor on the part of the City ;

7 three fourths of the said Committee shall signify

with such other documents in the hands of the whole 
Committee as they may think useful and proper for 
the information of the Council, and said subject was 
assigned for consideration at eight o’clock at the 
next meeting of the Council.

Street, into a City Hall, with directions to report 
plans and estimates therefor, having attended to

REPORT: 


The subject of providing other accommodations 
for the officers of the City Government, than those 
they now possess, has, as is well known, for some 
time occupied the attention of the City Council. 
Whilst all have admitted that the present accommo- 
dations are not such as would be desirable, there 
have been differences of opinion as to the best course 
to be pursued. 

By some it has been thought best, to erect a new 
City Hall upon the site of the Old Court House and 
the land on School Street, purchased with that view 
during the last year. But your Committee, however 
they may have differed in other respects, are unani- 
mously and decidedly of the opinion, that such a 
course would be unwise, in the present condition of 
the finances of the City. And still further, they believe 
that it will be many years before the condition of the 
City will warrant the expenditure, to which such an 
undertaking must necessarily lead. 

The only alternative, therefore, is either to fit up 
the Old Court House, for a City Hall, which is the 
course thought best by some,—or for the City Gov- 
ernment to remain where it is, making no expendit- 
ure upon the Old Court House except for its pre- 
servation, getting what income it can from the prop- 
erty in that vicinity, and then awaiting a future peri- 


« 
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od, either to fit up the Court House or erect a new © 
Hall, as the finances of the City or the wishes of 
our successors shall indicate. 

Both these plans found some advocates amongst 
_ your Committce, in the outset of their deliberations, 
though it should be stated that a majority were from 
the beginning in favor of immediately fitting up the 
Court House, if it could be done at what should be 
deemed a moderate outlay of money. ‘The views 
of those who favored this course were substantially 
these,—that the building was substantial in its char-_ 
acter, of a handsome exterior, and capable of being 
made to accommodate all the City Officers,—that 
there was no other use to which it could be put but 
for a City Hall, whilst the apartments in the pres- 
ent City Hall, now occupied by the Government, 
could be readily leased,—that the public mind re- 
quired to be set at rest upon this subject, and that 
nothing would quiet the fear of the expense of a 
new City Hall being incurred, but the fitting up of 
this building,—and that the citizens would be satisfi- 
ed with such a City Hall, as could be made from this 
building, at least for a sufficient number of years to 
warrant the necessary expenditure. 

On the other hand it was thought, that although 
the building upon examination had proved to be 
more firm than it had been deemed, and although 
its appearance was good, and its capacity sufficient 
for all the City Officers, yet that after all, it was 
not probable that the citizens would be satisfied 
with it as a permanent City Hall,—that it would 
_ be deemed but a temporary expedient, the result of 
which might with considerable probability at least be 
inferred from the fact, that it is but ten years since 
the City Government removed from the building 
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now contemplated to be fitted up, to their present 
apartments, at an expense of $30,000,—that a new 
City Hall would be called for nearly, if not quite as 
soon after this removal, as if the Government re- 
mained in its present apartments, and so the expense 
of the alteration would be lost. It was further deem- 
ed of great importance that nothing should be un- 
dertaken which was not indispensable, the effect of 
which should be to add to the City debt. It was be- 
lieved that the feeling of the community was strong 
that the debt should be reduced, and although if the 
issue were between fitting up the old building at a 
cost of $30,000, and erecting a new building at an 
expense of 300,000, there would be no question but 

-that the former would be preferred, yet that an 
avoidance of any expenditure would be more desir- 
able than either. And the public desire to have the 
debt substantially reduced, was deemed to be so 
strong, that it would require the government to re- 
main in its present apartments for several years at . 
least, rather than increase the City Debt at all fora 
removal. 

At the same time, those who entertained these lat- 
ter views, were anxious only that the public wish 
upon the subject should be fully met, and if it be 
true, that nothing in their opinion can set at rest the 
project of building a new Hall, but the fitting up of 
the old building, they acquiesce in that course. Their 
own wish is, that no expenditure and especially, that 
no addition to the City debt, should be made in ref- 
erence to a City Hall of any kind, for the present, 
and: indeed that the citizens would be willing to 
wait until the sum necessary to refit the old building 
together with the revenue which could be obtained 
from the property in School Street, should accumu- 
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late to an amount sufficient to erect such a Fall, as 
they would be satisfied with for a century. 

But, as before stated, if this cannot be, if the pub- 
hic sentiment requires the change at the present 
time, and its fears as to a new building cannot be 
put at rest except by making it, there is but one de- 
sire amongst all your Committee, and that is, to have 
it made in the best and most prudent manner. 

As the subject committed to your Committee is 
one of very considerable importance, and as it has 
engaged the attention of the public mind more than 
usual, your Committee have deemed it proper to 
submit all the views upon it, upon both sides, to the 
Council, leaving it to them, as the only proper tri- 
 bunal, to make the final determination. 

‘A majority of your Committee, having been from 
the outset, as before stated, in favor of immediately 
proceeding to fit up the old Court House, your 
Committee in conformity with their imstructions, pro- — 
ceeded to procure plans and estimates. 

For this purpose they called upon three different 
architects, for plans of the alterations, viz: Asher 
Benjamin, Richard Bond, and C. J. F. Bryant. 
Plans and specifications were accordingly submitted 
by these gentlemen respectively. ‘hese plans were 
then placed in the hands of competent mechanics, | 
for the purpose of estimates being made by them. 

By these estimates it appears that, 

On Mr. Benjamin’s plan, the cost will be $27,975 00 


On Mr. Bond’s plan, $24,691 00— 
On Mr. Bryant’s plan, $24,080 00

In addition to these plans and estimates, thus pro- 
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cured by your Committee, a plan was laid before 
them by Mr. Cornelius Coolidge, together with a 
communication, in which he proposes “to take the 
premises, building, materials and fixtures, as they 
now are, and return them all completely finished, 
conformable to the plans within four months, for the 
sum of §25,000,—and give bonds for the perform- 
ance of the contracts, the whole to be done subject 
to the approval of a competent Committee of the 
City Government.” 

Another plan was presented by an individual, 
whose name, however, was not given, with an esti- 
mate, to refit the building and lay out and fence the 
‘grounds for the sum of $12,000. 

Still another plan was submitted by Mr. Charles 
Roath, accompanied by estimates by ‘Thompson & 
Jenkins. ‘This plan, however, seems limited to the 
interior of the building only,—and the estimated 
cost 1s $5,400,—or excluding iron work, 3,400. 

With these six plans with their accompanying es- 
timates before them, your Committee entered into a 
careful examination of each. ‘They found many 
good suggestions in all. But after full deliberation, 
and in reference to all the objects which the City 
should have in view if they make the alterations at 
all—your Committee have concluded to recommend 

to the Council the plan of Mr. Bond. 
It should be stated in regard to all the three plans” 
directly procured by your Committee, that the per- 
sons who made the estimates before stated, are rea- . 
dy to give satisfactory bonds to complete the work 
at the estimates. And your Committee would’ take 
this occasion to express their unanimous opinion that 
if any thing is done, such bonds should be taken by 
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the City of those who undertake the work, so that 
the cost may be certainly ascertained at the outset. 

The Committee would also state, that the expense 
of making a new wall along the burying ground, is 
not included in any of the estimates above given, ex- 
cepting in Mr. Coolidge’s proposition. ‘The esti- 
mated cost of this subsequently made, is $1,000,— 
which must be added to the amount before stated, as 
to all the other plans. Some fence, however, would 
be needed in any event. 

The cost of lighting the building by gas, is also, 
not included. No precise estimate can be made of 
this, but it is stated upon the best authority, that 
$1,000 will cover this expense. ‘This too must be 
added to all the estimates. 

As to furnishing the building, it is contemplated to 
use all the tables, desks and chairs, now in the. 
rooms of the Aldermen and Common Council, and 
such other as can be used to advantage. What oth- 
er may be wanted cannot now be foreseen, and _ this 
must be left for subsequent provision. 

All the plans, six in number, before referred to, 
with the accompanying specifications, are herewith 
submitted to the Council for their examination. 

Your Committee have only in conclusion, as ex- 
pressive of the views of a majority of the same, to 
submit the following Resolutions and Orders.

Sir :—Accompanying this I submit for your 
inspection, plans for the alteration of the Old Court 
House and its adaptation to the purposes of a City 
Hall, and for the improvement and laying out of the 
grounds in front. 

I have carefully examined the building in every 
part, and have been favored by Mr. Bulfineh, the 
builder, with his original plans ; and I have no hesitan- 
_ cy in expressing my belief that the whole structure is 
perfectly substantial and will stand for ages; it has 
however suffered much from having remained so 
long apparently deserted. and unprotected, and if 
not now wholly to be abandoned, it will require some- 
thing to be done for its preservation. 

You will perceive, by inspection of the plans, that 
I have made no more alterations of original par- 
titions, than was absolutely necessary to carry them 
out; an this I have been studiously particular, and 
gone so far only, as to make the most useful and 
convenient arrangement, at the least expense, keep- 
ing in view, at the same time, that every thing 
_ should be done in such a manner, as not only to an- 
swer the purposes intended, but be creditable in ap- 
pearance to the City. 

I have no doubt that this edifice, made to conform 
to those plans, will be found quite as convenient as 
any new building that could now -be erected, with 
all the skill and experience of the present age, and 
that when the external is brightened up, and the 
grounds around laid out, as contemplated, it will 

2 
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meet with as much favor in the public eye, as one | 
of modern structure ; especially in the contemplation 

of a saving to the City of some half a million of dol- 

lars. 

I understand there was used about three fourths of 
a million of bricks, in the arches and abutments of 
the two lower stories, which by these plans will remain 
undisturbed. I deem it wholly unnecessary to re- 
move them. It would be expensive, consume much 
time, and not leave the building, by any means, so 
substantial as it now is; nor would the gain, by 
_ such a course, be commensurate with the cost, either 
in room or otherwise. Little or nothing can be cal- 
- culated upon for the bricks after having been laid in 
the manner these have been, embedded in mortar, as 
my experience in the Old United States Banking 
‘House has clearly evinced.. And as an inducement, 
were any necessary, to keep the arches as they are, 
in addition to other considerations, is the fact that 
this part is most perfectly fire proof, and affords a 
foundation for the structure above never to be shak- 
en, and the whole basement story, with the new win- 
dows put in, as proposed, will be perfectly light and 

airy, and of ample height for the PLEO for which 
it will be used. 

‘The stair ways are now spacious, aod remarkably 
easy of ascent, and well adapted for a public build- 
ing. When cleaned up and put in proper: condi- 
tion, none can be better, and the space they now oc-. 
cupy cannot possibly be made of so much value for 
any other purpose. And the saving of expense, to 
keep them where they now are, will be very consid- - 
erable. ‘hey cannot possibly be carried up in the 
octagon or main part of the building, without a mani- 
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fest sacrifice of room, more than’ double in value of 
that they now-occupy. And even if the whole interior 
of the building was out, I should deem it absolute- 
ly preposterous to infringe upon that part with the 
stairs. ‘l’o my mind it would be an absurdity, and con- 
trary to all rule in a building of this shape. And as 
has been suggested, to take down these stairs and 
substitute circular stairs,.would not be less absurd. 
Circular stairs, in places where room is wanted, do 
very well; but where the space is ample, the straight 
ones are unquestionably more convenient for the pas- 
sing and repassing, so constant, in a public building 
and it is not within my recollection that there is a ~ 
circular flight of stairs to any of the principal en- 
trances of any public building in Europe. 

You will also perceive that I have made no calcula- 
tions for altering or embellishing the exterior by 
the addition of colonades, porticos or balconies. 
This did not appear to me necessary or proper ac- 
cording to the style of this building ; and in my eye it 
would not be likely to improve its appearance to any 
one, in a degree adequate to the cost, if atall. [went ~ 
therefore upon the principle of renovating and giving 
it as much the appearance of new as possible, prefer- 
ring its present style. And when done, I feel confident — 
that it will exhibit quite an imposing aspect, particu- 
larly in the open position in which it stands, and that 
no one will have cause to regret that it has been per- 
mitted to remain. 

You will likewise notice that I propose to close in 
the recesses below, in rear of the building, with an 
iron fence and gate ways at both ends, that the en- 
trances may be used when necessary. This however 
I do not apprehend will be very often, inasmuch as the 
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passages outside, at both ends, will be open and con- 
venient; and even more so than those through the 

- building. This measure will effectually break up the 
constant thoroughfare, for any and all purposes, by 
~ every body in that region, whether connected with 
the place or not, correct the nuisance always so 
loathsome heretofore, and leave the entries in a de- 
cent state. 

In my specification for the execution of the work 
necessary for completion of the plans, should they 
find favor with the City Government, it has been my 
intention to be as minute and as much in detail as 
possible ; but should any thing have been accident- 
ally omitted, that may be necessary for perfecting the 
plans, I shall consider the same as if expressed, and 
be equally bound to do it. 3 

I made the plans and carefully examined the sub- 
ject in reference to the contracting for the execution 
of the works, and | am prepared to do it with the 
first rate operatives, and have estimated the cost 
upon the principle of commencing early; inasmuch 
as the operatives are now less employed than they 
hope to be some time hence. 

I propose to take the premises, building, materials 
and fixtures, as they now are, and return them all — 
completely finished conformably to the plan, within | 
four months, for the sum of $25,000 and give bonds 
for the performance of the contract, the whole to be. 
done subject to the approval of a competent Com- 
mittee of the City Government. 

In making the estimate, I viewed it as a whole, 
_ upon the principle, that if the building was to be fit- 
ted, to finish outside would be a matter of course, 
_ and that I might shew to the Government, at the

onset, the sum total of expenditure, necessary to 
complete the whole ready for occupancy; my pur- 
pose being not only to finish the inside of the build- 
ing, but to renovate the outside, and leave it, to all in- 
tents and purposes, as good as new, in a style similar 
to that of the late United States Bank. In the.com- 
pletion of the grounds it will be seen that the expen- 
diture must be heavy. In grading the whole, digging 
trenches and laying over four hundred feet of stone 
foundation, from five to six feet deep, upon the east 
line and on front—the setting of over four hundred 
feet of hammered fence stone, and setting of over five 
- hundred feet of iron fence—setting of edge stone, 
laying side walks, nine feet wide, and paving gutters 
over four hundred feet, the altering and relaying the 
Chapel yard wall, and repairing and fitting the Bury- 
ing ground wall for an iron fence, granitizing, &c., 
relaying the flagging in front, and new flagging on 
the end, with steps in rear to both passage ways, the 
fitting up, sodding, &c., besides many other items, 
not necessary to mention, for completion of the 
whole according to the plans, the cost is more than 
6,000 dollars. 

You will notice that in order to perfect the plans, 
a small strip of land from Mr. Niles, on the eastern 
boundary, will be necessary. And in regard to this I 
am warranted in stating, that an equitable arrange- 
ment may be made with him, which | make no 
doubt will be perfectly satisfactory to the City Gov- 
ernment. | 
; The sum herein fixed will be in full for all work and 
_ materials. ‘There will be no charge for extra work, 
unless the plans shall be altered by the Govern- 


_ ment; and before any charge is incurred, for which 
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the City may be liable, the amount of any alteration 
shall be agreed upon and the same entered upon the 
contract. | |

Dear Sir :—At the time of my communication ac- 
companying the plans offered for alterations of the 
Old Court House, it was made from my own judg- 
ment, after a careful examination of the premises. 
By this I felt warranted in the positive declaration, 
‘that the whole structure was perfectly substantial, 


and would stand for ages.” Information since obtain- _ 


ed, has fully confirmed that opinion, and will effectu- 
ally correct an error in the public mind, which has 
gone the rounds for years, in regard to the insufficien- 
cy of that building. It has been confidently asserted 
of late years that the wall at the west end had set- 
tled or bulged out, and that the building was not only 
unsafe, but hazardous to occupy. And at one time, 
some years since under such belief, timbers as braces 
or shores were actually set against the wall to 
support it. On inquiring a few days since of Mr. 
Bulfinch the Architect of the building, more par- 
ticularly to the lower rooms of the wings being fire 
proof, I learnt that his first plan was to turn the com- 
mon arch over the wings, the same as in the main 
part of the building; but that after some progress 
had been made in turning the arch in the west wing, 


it was found that the great weight of the work pressed 


the outer wall below from a right line. He thought 


best to stop the work on that end, and remove the 


arch. He so did, and then adopted the mode, so much 
practised in France, of placing timbers across the 


wall, cut to a proper bevel, with flat arches of brick | 


between them. This was done, and after the floors 


/

were formed in this manner, there was no further in- 
convenience from strain or pressure, and no settle- 
ment, and the wall at that end of the building 1s now 
the same as when he left it on the completion of the 
work, notwithstanding the many fears and alarms since 
_experienced. I hand you a rough sketch, shewing the 
manner in which the second floors in the wings were 
laid, which Mr. Bulfinch thinks, as I do, are perfectly 
fire proof. If you will take the trouble to examine 
it, [ think you will concur inthe opinion. And by an 
examination of the floor itself, you will find it every 
way substantial and firm, much more so than the 
framed floors in the common way. It is in this way, 
_ that the floors in the fire proof buildings in France, 
are usually laid. If it should be thought necessary 
to have a safe built in either of those wings, it may 
be done with great ease and perfect security, inas- 
much as you there have a foundation better than any 
that could now be laid, upon the arch so perfectly 
cemented and secure in every respect from fire or 
settlement. In the state of these rooms, however, if 
the second floor be left as it is, 1 should not deenr 
any safe at all necessary, the entire room, to my mind, 
being a safe of itself. One other remark I will ven- 
ture to make in relation to the arches in the main 
part of the building. ‘They were built with the walls 
and all connected together, and of course form a very 
_ solid piece of masonry, and the walls or abutments 


against which the arches are turned are very thick © 


and well supported by transverse walls. Yet you are 
aware that where you commence the spring of the 
arch to the level of the top, the wall is not laid in 
the same manner, and bound together by the same 


bond, as it is below and above, and of course if these _ 


ise res oor. 
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_ arches are cut away, the spaces between the spring 
and top of the arch are on that side left exposed, 
saying nothing of the jar in cutting away the work, 
with so heavy a wall above. ‘This I think you will ad- 
mit, if it does not weaken, will not strengthen the 
main walls. ‘The walls above the upper arch, are not 
much, if any, short of forty feet high, and not less 
than two feet thick; and to take out the arches be- 
_ low, will leave two spaces in each wall, laid in the 
manner above described, each of about four feet 
high. The walls are so thick and well laid, that 1 do’ 
not believe they would come down or start; but as ~ 
nothing, except expense, can be gained, I should 
not deem it worth while to try the experiment. 

I feel an interest in common with our fellow-citi- 
zens generally, respecting this building, and in par- 
ticular, having advanced opinions respecting its suf- 
ficiency for the purposes of a City-Hall, and there- 
fore hope you will not deem these remarks obtrusive.

House, with reference to making plans and specifica- 
tion for repairs, and altering it to a City Hall, | came 
to the settled conclusion, that the brick arches in the 
floors ought to be taken out, and new floors of tim- 
ber substituted ; and have drawn my plans and speci- 
fications accordingly ; and, agreeably to the request 
of some members of the Committee to give my rea- 
sons for recommending the removal of the seit J 
submit the following, viz: 

Ist. The height of the rooms in the basement, for 
whatever purposes they may be used, require it ; and, 
should it be desirable to finish a Ward Room in the 
basement of the east wing, the floor of the first story 
may be raised one foot higher than it now is, and the 
first story retain its present height; for, as will be 
seen, by taking out the brick work of the second 
floor, there will be a gain of one foot m height. 
_ 2d. The arches of the second floor in the centre of 
the building, reduce the height of the walls so much, 
as to render the rooms extremely unpleasant; as 
every one will perceive who enters them. 3d. The 
safety of the building requires that the arches and 
brick work should be removed. The walls have 
been essentially injured by the thrust or lateral pres- 
sure of the arches; as may be seen, not only on the 
ends and wings of the building, but the centre, by 
the pressing out and cracking of the walls, and 
' breaking of the stone. It is true that the arches in 
the second floor of the wings were taken out before 
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the building was finished, and after it was discovered 
that the pressure of the arches was throwing the 
walls out ; new ones were put in, and supported on 
timber ; but, in my estimation, this does not render 
the arches safe, because of the liability of the wood to 
decay, and in all probability it is now so decayed, as 
to be unsafe ; and in case of fire, which is as liable 
to originate in the room of the first story as in other 
parts of the building, as all the furrings, and finish- 
ings are of wood, the beams which support the arches 
would of course burn, and consequently the arches _ 
would fall. 4th. By removing the timbers and arch- 
es in the second story of the wings, there will be a 
gain of about one foot of height; as the beams and 
arches together occupy a space of two feet and six 
inches, and a new floor will occupy a space of only 
one foot and six inches. ‘There are from 150 to 200 
thousand bricks in the arches of two floors; and 
they, being laid in common lime mortar may be ta- 
ken out without destroying many bricks, probably 
less than one-fourth ; which bricks will produce a 
sum nearly or quite sufficient to pay for new floors.

Specification of labor and materials, which will be 
required to alter, repair and completely finish the 
Old Court House, so as to render it suitable for a 
City Hall. 

Take down and clean fit for use the bricks which 
compose the arches under the Register’s Office, the 
- Supreme Court Room, under and over the Probate 
Office, and those arches supporting the two first 
floors in the other and opposite wing. | These bricks 
are to be used in erecting the walls of the safes and 
other places where bricks are wanted for the com- 
pletion of the above described work, as exhibited on 
the plan of alterations and additions, drawn by A. 
Benjamin. — 

Prepare, fix and build with bricks laid in lime 
mortar, the partitions and piers in the cellar story, in 
the centre building, in the stairways and wings, and 
also such piers as may be required for the support 
of the timbers of the floors of each wing. 

Cut out and finish the mason’s work of four win- 
dows, two on each side of the entrance door, as ex- 
hibited on the drawing; also cut out the stone work, 
and fit with cap and sill, two windows marked A 
and B, on the plan; likewise fit that marked A, fora 
window, and that marked B, for a door; likewise 
cut out for six cellar doors, as shewn on the plan of 
the front on School street. 

Pave with good hard paving bricks flatways, all 
the apartments of this floor which are not. already 
paved, and the front entry with flagging stone, which 
stones are now there; likewise finish both flights of 
steps with stone which will be taken from these and 
other stairs. 
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Cut through the north wall of each wing two 
doorways, and finish around the sides and top, and 
put a stone threshold to each, and fit them to receive 
a wooden door case. 

Cut doorways through the partition wall to accord 
with this plan and finish them in like manner. ‘The 
cellar windows must each be provided with a stone 
sill, which may be made from the old steps. 

The dotted lines over the water closet steps shew 
where to commence a brick wall, in part circular, 
which divides the stairs from the strong rooms or safes, 
in the basement story, and the two stories above it. 
Said wall must stand on a stone lintel over the steps; 
the side next to the stairs must be 8 inches thick, 
then a space of 3 inches, and then 4 inches more of 
brick work. ‘These two thicknesses must be tied to- 
gether so as to give stability to the wall. ‘The first 
floor of these safes must be made with two courses 
of mica slate stone, each 4 inches thick, with a spacé 
of 4. inches between the two courses of stone. ‘The ~ 
top of the wall near the ceiling of the upper story, 
may be covered with rough stone coarsely hammer- 
ed on the under side, and covered over on the upper 
surface with bricks 8 inches thick. 

Make, put in, hang and fasten with a good lock 
one iron door to each entry into the smaller vaults; 
these doors must be 2 feet wide and 64 high; there 
must be two doors to each doorway, nicely hung 
into suitable iron frames; all the other iron doors 
which open into safes must be made in like manner, 
their sizes being figured on the plan. 

Prepare, fix and build two other safes, one in pach 
wing, each of which must measure 6 by 10 feet in 
the clear; it requires two walls for each of these 
safes, and they must commence ona good founda- 
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tion in the cellar, which must extend down below 
where the frost penetrates. ‘These brick walls must 
be built like those already described for the other 
safes; iron doors must also be made like those be- 
fore described, the sizes thereof being marked on 
the plan. 

Extend the walls of the safe in the westerly wing 
up to the ceiling of the third story, and finish over it 
with stone and brick, as directed for the finish of 
those back of the principal stair-cases; that in the 
eastern wing will terminate with the same finish 
under the second story floor. 

Cut through the walls on each side of the doors 
- fronting School street, a window or side-light, and 
prepare it for receiving the sash frames; also pro- 
vide good hammered stone in imitation of the draw- 
ings, and set the steps and buttresses at each front 
door on a stone foundation which shall extend down 
34 feet below the surface of the ground. | 

Remove the flagging stones which now cover the - 
front entry; make new door-ways through all the 
brick partition walls in all the stories where designa- 
ted on the drawings, and fill up all the old ones 
‘which are not wanted. 

New flooring timbers must be put into the base-— 
ment of the whole building, and into the second story 
-of each wing, and into the third story in the centre 
building; the brick in the walls where the joists are 
to rest, must therefore be cut out to make room for 
them, and be filled in around the timbers when in their 
places. The stone about the windows must be made 
to fit them as exhibited on the elevation here shewn ; 
those of the second story of the centre part must be 
lowered down, and those in the story above must be 
lowered down four feet; those windows in the stair- 
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ways of the second story must be cut down to the 
floor. 

Put all the fire places which are retained as use- 
ful in perfect order; and cut out and prepare the 
openings for windows wherever they are represent- 
ed on the plan if not already made. 

Prepare, fix, lath and plaster the walls and ceiling 
of the whole interior of the centre building. The ceil- 
ing of the Mayor and Aldermen’s and Common 
Council Rooms, including the stairways, entries and 
water closets in the lower entry, and the rooms on the 
same floor in the centre must be done in the best 
manner, and 1n imitation of the drawings; all the plas- 
tering must be done with coat of mortar and a skim 
coat rubbed down to a hard surface fit for painting. 
Also lath and plaster the ceilings and all the walls of 
the two entries, stairways and safes, except the walls — 
on that part of the safes next to Court Street, which 
it is supposed will only require mending. Likewise 
lath and plaster the ceilings of the two first stories of 
each wing, and lath and plaster the walls or mend ~ 
them, as may be required in both of said wings. It 
is understood that the plastering of the whole inte- 
rior of said building must be put in perfect order ; 
whitewash all the apartments in all the cellars and 
put the slates on the roof in order ; if mending is only 
required that must be done, but if it is necessary to 
slate the whole or any part of the roof, do it with 
the best of slates, and warrant it tight and free from 
leakage for two years. 

Provide materials and lay the foundation of a 
fence with rough stone in mortar, on the whole line 
of School Street. It must descend down below where 
the frost penetrates, on which provide and set good 


fence and stone in imitation of the drawings, and in - - 
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like manner provide and set granite fence post in 
imitation of the drawings. Also provide and. set 
edge stone all around the aisles in the front yard, 
which must be at least eight feet long, and seven in- 
ches on the upper edge, and nicely hammered. 
Pave with the best of paving bricks, flatways, all the 
aisles in the front yard in the best manner. Prepare, 
fix, make and set the iron fence, gates and small 
posts, as exhibited on the drawing. . 

The stones of the exterior of the building must 
be fitted to the windows and doors in the most per- 
fect manner, and all the windows and doors must 
be provided with caps and sills. Cut through the 
walls for a door and three Venetian windows in the 
north end of each wing ; put into each window two 
stone posts which will make the divisions between 
the large windows and side lights; a good cap and 
sill will be required for each of these windows and 
doors. 

Prepare and finish the lower story of the east wing 
in every respect for an engine house. 

Fill up and grade the front yard; put into the 
aisles gravel or hard stuff suitable to pave on; also 
put on a proper quantity of good mould over the 
remainder of the ground, so that grass or trees will 
grow vigorously. ) 

It is the intention of the City Council to ‘Ase re- 
pair and finish this building, as set forth in the plans 
and specifications here exhibited, the contractor 
therefore agrees to furnish all the labor and material 
necessary to effect that object, whether Paden be 
herein mentioned or not. 


Carpenters. 
Specification of labor and materials which will be 
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required to alter, repair and completely finish the 
Old Court House, as exhibited on the drawings 
herewith presented. It is intended to be so altered 
and repaired as to render it suitable for a City Hall. 

Prepare, fix, frame, and put on the floors of the 
first, second and third stories in the centre or octa- 
gon part, and also for the first, second and third sto- 
ries in the wings and stairways, in imitation of the 
drawings ; the floor over the Supreme Court Room 
must be lowered down three feet, a part of this floor 
will be supported by a truss partition below, which 
separates the Mayor and Aldermen’s Room from 
that of the City Clerk’s; but the remainder of said 
floor will be 28 feet bearing; they will therefore re- 
quire to be supported by iron trusses as shown on 
the drawings. All the floors and truss partitions, 
‘beams, &c., being accurately drawn and the sizes of 
all figures and joist figured thereon, they will be un- 
derstood without further explanation. 

Provide materials and put up all the partitions with — 
4, + 4, joist with the exception of those separating the 
Mayor and Aldermen’s Room from the City Clerk’s, 
and that must be made of 4.» 5 spruce joists; and fur- 
ings must be placed so as to make five nailings to a 
lath. Fur the ceilings over the Mayor:and Alder- 
men’s Room, and the vestibule leading thereto, and 
over the Common Council Room, for ornamental 
stucco work, as exhibited on the drawings. 

Prepare, fix, make and put in new sash frames in the 
second and third stories of the octagon part of the 
building, those in the scond story to contain twelve 
lights, each.of 14 * 20 inch glass and those in the third 
story to contain the same number of lights of about 
14% 24 inch glass. [ say aboui—because they must be 
* made to fill the space provided in the stone for them, 
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which will be about 4+ 9 feet in the third, and 4 * 8 feet 
in the second story. Likewise make frames for the six 
Venetian windows on the north end of the wings. 
These frames must be made with hard pine pulleystiles 
and cherry tree heads. Also make, fit in, and hang 
double, with the best of window line and two inch 
iron axle pullies, sashes for all the above sash frames 
of cherry tree wood 14 inches thick. -It is supposed 
that none of the other sashes and sash frames will re- 
quire to be made anew, except those in the entry 
over the portico and the cellar, and other windows in 
the story under the basement; but all which require 
it must be repaired. Those frames and sashes over the 
porticos must be made to come down to the floor or 
the top of the portico in three sashes, so that the two 
lower ones may slide up and allow persons to pass 
out and in. One window is to be made in the place 
and of the size the cellar door now is, in the octagon 
part; and two others of about the same size, one at - 
the right angle of the octagon, and the other at the 
left of it. 

Make, put in and case all the cellar windows. It 
is supposed that neither the roof nor eave cornice will 
need repairing; but such repairs must be made on all 
or any part of them as they require. It is very likely 
that the gutters will want renewing. The cupola must 
be put in perfect order with such repairs as are re- 
quired. 

Every part of the external woodwork of the whole 
building must be put in perfect order, whether partic- 
ularly mentioned or not. 

Lay two thicknesses of floors over all the spa- 
ces where new floors have been framed, and in 
the safes and all other places where the old floors 
have been taken up or disturbed; the first course 
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with sound dry boards, the edges put close to each - 
other, and even on their upper surface; the upper 
course with sound dry boards, clear from large 
knots, black sap, or shakes, and not more than 
seven inches wide, fitted, laid and nailed in the best 
manner. 

finish the stairs in imitation of the drawings, 
with mahogany rails, iron newells, and iron supports 
to the rail. The steps and risers to these stairs, 
and also the floors in.the entries where the stairs are 
situated, must be made of hard pine of southern 
growth. 

Case all the windows and doors in the sec- 
ond and third stories of the centre or octagon part 
of the building in imitation of the drawing ‘The 
windows must be finished with panneled backs, el- 
bows and soffits and inside blinds, painted with 
Paris green. ‘The architraves to both windows and 
.doors are drawn full size; the base mouldings for the 
same rooms are also drawn at full size. ‘The win- 
dows in the second floor entries must be cased 
down to the floor, and witha finish like those of 
the Mayor and Aldermen’s Room. The finish of 
the Mayor and Aldermen’s and Common Council 
Room must be made wholly new. 

Prepare, fix and finish all the remainder of the in- 
terior of the whole building, as exhibited on the 
drawings. ‘The finish must as nearly as possible con- 
form to that part which is retained of the old build- 
ing, in each of the several apartments. It is there- 
fore probable that the doors taken from those parts 
which are to be finished anew, will be quite suffi- 
cient for all those which may be wanted in the other 
parts, which will be partly new, and partly remain- 
ing as it is. | 
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The safes must be finished with floors, shelves, 
&c., to suit the various offices to which they will 
be attached; each of those back of the staircase 
must be provided with iron shutters. 

The Mayor and Aldermen’s Room must have a 
mahogany railing made before the entrance door, as 
exhibited on the drawings, and the Common Coun- 
cil Room must be finished with platforms rising 
about six inches one above the other, as shewn on 
the plan of that floor. ' 

Finish the water closets with all their apparatus in 
a proper manner, and also the two rooms and en- 
gine room ona level with the cellar floor. ‘The win- 
_ dows must be finished with shutters, and a floor must 
also be laid in said rooms, and all other places with- 
in the interior of this building must be put in per- 
fect repair, whether they be hovel mentioned or not. 

_ Make and put up two Doric porticos, one at each 
front door, with an iron railing thereon, and finish 
the venctian windows in the wings, both inside and 
out, in accordance with the finish of the rooms 
where they are situated. 

Finish the closet adjoming the Mayor and Alder- 
men’s Room with sink, watering place, and other 
conveniences suitable for a closet of that kind, and 
with lead pipes leading into those of the water closet 
below. 

It is the intention of the City Council to altariin re- 
pair and finish this building, as set forth in these 
specifications ; the contractor therefore agrees to fur- 
nish all the labor and materials necessary to accom- 
plish that object, whether they be herein mentioned 
or not,

Specification of materials to be provided, and 
work to be performed in making repairs in the Old 
Court House, and altering the same to a City Hall, 
according to the accompanying plans. 

The contractor is to take out all the brick vault- 
ing in the several parts of the building, and build six 
brick piers in the casement on good foundation of 
stone, twenty inches square for the support of the 
floors. To provide materials and build a brick wall 
one foot thick, and as high as the first floor in each 
basement of the stairways, and thus separate the 
stairway in the basement from the furnace rooms. 
To provide materials, and’ build air chambers, and 
provide and set four furnaces in the basement, which 
are to be of the largest size of Bryant and Herman’s 
pattern; and provide and put in copper pipes, 
to convey the hot air to the several apartments as 
represented in the drawings, with registers as re- 
quired. ‘There is to be a space around the cham- 
bers for the cold air to pass, before entry the 
chambers. 

To cut away the work so that the hot air pipes | 
shall be placed wholly within the walls, except where 
they are carried out to connect with the registers. 

To cut out and build suitable smoke flues for all 
the furnaces and top out the chimney shafts to a 
suitable height, and cover the same with mastic ce- 
ment, in imitation of stone. 

To cut away the brick and stone work, and raise 
the doors on the north side of the building, so that 
the thresholds shall be three or four inches high from 
the pavement, and provide and set four stone steps 
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to each door, as shewn in the drawings, with thresh- 
olds and platforms inside, and six stone steps to each 
entrance to ascend from the platforms to the first 
floor, and. six stone steps and platforms to descend — 
from the platform at the entrance to the furnace 
rooms. ' 

To provide and set on good foundation, face 
stone on each side of the entrances, as indicated on 
the plans. To provide and set on good fonndation 
the steps and platforms to the porticos; the steps are 
to be granite and the platforms may be of mica slate 
except a border one and a half feet wide, which 
must be of granite. All the steps, platforms and 
face stones are to be fine hammered. ‘To cut all 
the openings required in the walls for doors, win- 
dows and passages, and to fill up all the present 
openings not required. ‘To provide and set ham- 
mered stone steps and thresholds to the doors that 
enter the basement, in the centre of the building. 

To furnish and fit up three water closets in the - 
second story, with urine sinks in each, with reser- 
voirs and all the other conveniences ugually connect- 
ed with them. - 

The sor pipes are to be 6 lb. lead, 4 tnches di- 
ameter, and are to lead off to a vault in front of the 
building. 

To provide materials and build a vault seven feet. 
diameter, and seven feet deep, to receive the soil 
from the water closets; which vault is to be con- 
structed with brick laid in cement. ‘The walls are 
to be one foot thick, arched over on the top, with 
suitable curb stones and mica slate covering, and to 
be plastered with cement and made water tight. 
There is to be a drain from the vault to the drain 
from the well to the common sewer in School. Street. 
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To furnish suitable forcing pumps and pipes to 
draw water from the cistern, and to force it to the 
reservoir of the water closets. — 

To cut away the brick and stone work so as to 
lower the windows in the centre part of the building 
in the second story one foot, and in the third story 
two feet; those in the third story are to be fitted in 
at the top one course of stone. ‘The marble work at 
the centre window in the second story is to be made 
to conform to the drawing for the front. To cut 
away and reset all the brick underneath the windows, 
except those in the stairways and Common Council 
Room. ‘To build safes with double iron doors in 
four rooms, as shewn on the plans; the outer doors 
are to be panneled and moulded to correspond to the 
other doors in the same room; there are to be locks 
to each safe to cost 12 dollars each. ‘There is to be 
a space around each safe for the circulation of air, 
with an inlet at bottom and outlet at top. To slate 
the roof with wide Ladies’ slate, and lead the hips 
and valleys and chimney tops, as. may be required to » 
-make them tight. To repair all the copper work ' 
on the roof and cornices, and make it perfectly 
_ tight. | 

To provide materials and pave the engine room, 
coal cellar and furnace room. ‘To lath and plaster 
the building throughout with good two coat plaster- 
ing, and run cornices in the Mayor and Aldermen’s 
~ Room, and also the Common Council Room, to cor- 
respond to drawings. ‘To point up all the joints in 
the stone work that require it. 

To provide materials and set an iron fence on 
each side of the entrace doors on the north side: of 
the building, worth §2 50 per foot. 

To provide and set on good foundation, stone and 
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iron fence on School Street, to correspond to the 
drawings for the same; the height of fence stone is 
to be 16 inches. ‘To provide materials and pave 
the walk in front of the building on School Street ; 
the flagging stones will be used as far as they will | 
go, and the remainder will be paved with brick. - 

To provide materials, and build a brick rain water 
cistern in the cellar, 8 feet diameter, and 8 feet deep, 
laid in cement and plastered with the same, so as to 
be water tight, with suitable scuttle covered with 
mica slate. ‘To lay suitable aqueducts to convey the 
water from all the trunks to the cistern, and lay suit- 
able drains from the cistern to the nearest common 
sewer. ‘To provide and put in two ties of refined 
iron, one inch in diameter, in each wing, with suit- 
able nuts and plates. They are to be placed be- 
between the timbers in the second floor and extend 
across the building and through the walls. 

To provide materials, and frame and put in new 
floorings in the first and second stories of the wings, 
which floorings are to be of deep joist, 3 by 14 inches 
and not exceeding one foot apart, and bridged. To 
provide materials. and frame and put a new floor in 
the first story of the stairways of deep joist, 3 by 13 
inches, except one joist in each floor next the stairs, 
which is to be 6 by 13 inches; and the joist are to 
be the same distance apart as those in the wings, and 
like them they are to be bridged. 

To provide materials and frame and put new floor- 
ings in each story of the centre part of the building ; 
those in the first and second are to consist of two 
principal timbers in each 12 by 13 inches, and deep 
joist 3 by 13 inches framed into them not exceeding 
12 inches ‘apart, and bridged. ‘The flooring in the 
third story is to be framed with four trusses and pur- 
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lines, and breaking joint. The trusses are to be 
wholly of hard pine timber.. The beams are to con- 
sist of two pieces each 6 by 12 inches, bolted with 
7 bolts of 1 inch diameter round iron with suitable 
nut and plates. The truss braces and_ straining 
pieces are to be 44 by 8 inches. The bolts at the 
foot of the truss braces are to be made as shewn in 
the drawings. Those at the end of the straining 
pieces are to be 14 inch iron, with plates 3? inch 
thick, and 44 by 6 inches, and nuts as thick as the 
diameter of the bolts; all the bolts are to be made of 
refined iron. ‘The purlines are to be 7 by 7 inches, 
and the bridging joints 3 by 5 inches, and not ex- 
ceeding 14 inches apart. ‘The third floor is to be 
placed two feet lower than the present one. 

To frame such trimmers and headers as may be 
required for all the flues. 

To provide materials and frame and put in a 
floor in that part of the basement occupied by the 
watch department which is to be of 4 by 4 pine 
joist, bedded in the ground and not exceeding 16 
inches apart. ‘To provide materials and lay fin- 
ished floors throughout; all which are to be of hard 
pine, except those in the Mayor and Aldermen’s, and 
Common Council Rooms, and lay under floors where 
they may be required. 

To provide materials and set all the phate as 
represented in the drawings, all of which are to be 
of plank or joist jointed, set edgewise, and bridged, 
and not exceeding 1 foot apart from centre to cen- 
tre, with suitable frames to all the doors. 

To fur out all the new ceilings and repair all the 
old furring throughout in a proper manner for lath- 
ing. 

To provide, make, set, hang, and finish entire 
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new windows in the Mayor and Aldermen and. Com- 


mon Council Rooms, which are to be 20 lights: 


each 114 by 19 Redford glass; the frames are to be 
made with hard pine pulley stiles, cherry sashes and 
beads, and axle pulleys, with suitable boxing for 
weights, and moulded in a proper on the out- 
side. ‘The inside finish is to be as represented in 
the drawings made to an enlarged scale, with inside 
blinds to fold into boxings, both sashes in each win- 
dow are to be hung, and finished with suitable fast- 
enings; the windows in the Mayor and Aldermen’s 
Room are to finish with pannel backs and elbows. 
The sashes are to be 13 inches thick. All the other 
windows throughout, except those in the stairways 
and basements, are to finish with pilaster architraves, 
65 inches wide and plain blocks in the angles. The 
architraves are to continue down to a plinth. The 
recesses under the windows are to be plastered in- 
stead of backs and elbows. ‘The windows in the stair- 
ways are to be finished with single faced architraves 
and band mouldings. The same blinds to the win- 
dows in the first story, and in the several stories in the 
wings are to be repaired and rehung. 

To provide, make, set and hang four new win- 
dows in the Engine Rooms, 12 by 13 glass, 12 lights 
each, and four windows of six lights each, and two 
new windows in the Watch Department, four lights 
high, 13 glass, and the same width as the windows 
above them. 

To provide, make and set two new inden on 
each side of the entrances from the north, which are 
to be 9 by 15 glass, 12 hghts each, and two new 
windows in the furnace rooms, of 10 by 12 glass, 9 
lights each. All the new window frames in the base- 
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ment are to be made to correspond to the old win- 
dows, with hard pine pulley stiles and beads. 

The doors throughout, are to be new, and made 
to conform to the drawings for the same, all of which 
are to be finished to correspond to the’ finish of the 
windows, and all are to be furnished with locks and 
fastenings to cost three dollars per door, exclusive of 

fitting on. 

_ ~ The entrance door to the Mayor and Aldermen’s 
Room is to be finished the same as the entrance 
doors to the Common Council Room, for which the 
drawing was made. ‘The doors in the passages in 
the basement are to be sash doors, with 15 lights, 
each 6 by 16 inches, ground glass. The doors in the 
Engine Houses are to be eight feet wide, made and 
hung in two parts, two inches thick, and two long 
pannels in each part, moulded on the outside. ‘The 
outer doors in the Watch Department are to be two 
pannels each, 2 inches thick, 3-8 wide, and as high 
as the story will admit. There are to be suitable 
frames of hard pine to the doors to the Engine 
Rooms and Watch Department. 

To provide and finish all the rooms in the wings 
and stairways with plain skirtings, 9 inches wide, to 
shew 3-8 thick on the top. : 

To provide and finish the Mayor and Aldermen’s 
Room with skirting and base moulding, as set forth 
in the drawing. 

The rooms in the basement occupied by the 
Watch Department, including the cells, are to be 
lined up three fect from the floor. 

To provide materials, and build all the stairs with 
large size posts and rails of cherry, turned and 
moulded in a proper manner, with hard pine steps- 
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and riders, and balusters, the steps are to finish 14 
inches thick. 

To provide materials and build the porticos with 
wood, as set forth in the drawings; the roofs of 
which are to be coppered, and the coppering to ex- 
tend wholly over the cornices. 

The gutters are to be copper, and placed behind 
the balustrade, and there are to be two copper trunks 
to each, enclosed in the antae. ‘The ceilings of the 
porticos are to be plastered. 

To repair the roof, gutters and trunks, as may be 
required. 

To provide materials, and paint all the wrought 
wood work, both the exterior and interior, three 
times. 

To provide materials and glaze all the new win- 
dows with Redford glass, except those in the base- 
ment, which are to be glazed with Saranac glass. 
- ‘To reset all the glass in the old windows that may 
require it. 
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Description of the Drawings of Mr. Bryant’s Plan. 


The annexed drawings are intended as an expla- 
nation of the proposed alterations of the Old County 
Court House, for the use of the City Government. 

The Basement Story (or story level with the ‘‘ Pub- 
lic Square,” in the rear of the New Court House,) 
is arranged for the use of the Engine Company, and 
has also two Watch Houses, and two rooms ap- 
propriated for the furnaces for heating the large 
rooms above, and for the storage of fuel, &c. The 
west wing is prepared to be used as a cellar. ‘The 
entrance and staircase for the Public Passage through 
the centre of the building, is also in this story. ‘The 
two rooms marked on the drawings for Watch Hous- 
es, will answer for stores or offices, being amply 
lighted from the large window in front of the build- 
ing. ‘The entrances to these rooms are by doors, 
fronting on the Public Square. The two rooms for 
_ the use of the Engine Companies are lighted from 
the window in the south walls of the building, and 
also from one fronting on the Public Square. 

The First Story (or story level with Court Square) 
is divided into rooms for the use of the Assessors, 
Superintendent of Streets, and Commissioner of 
Drains and Sewers, Superintendent of Public Lands, 
Engineers’ Department, Physician of the Board of 
Health, City Marshal, and Superintendent of Burial 
Grounds. ‘There are three entrances from Court 
Square, one of which is in the centre of the building, 
and the other two are in that part of the building 
situated between the wings and the centre. ‘There 
are two flights of stairs leading to the second story, 
which are carried up in the angles of the centre part 
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of the building. ‘There are two water closets and 
two safes shewn on the drawings, which may be dis- 
pensed with, or closets may be substituted for either. 
The stairs and passage for the public, through the 
building, are situated immediately in the centre and 
communicate with the basement story. 

The Second Story is appropriated to the use of the 
Mayor and Aldermen, City Clerk, Treasurer, Audit- 
or, City Solicitor, and Messenger. ‘The corridor 
and stairs communicating with the third story, are 
immediately over those of the first story, and are am- 
ply lighted from the windows on the south side of 
the building. If thought expedient, the offices in 
this story can be so arranged, that the Mayor and 
Aldermen shall occupy the whole of one of the 
wings, the Treasurer occupying the opposite wing, 
the Auditor being then located in the room now ap- 
propriated to him, and the City Clerk to occupy the 
same rooms with the Mayor and Aldermen; the 


City Solicitor to be provided for in the upper story 


of the building. By this alteration the City Council 
could be provided for in the second story, and the 
room now proposed for them in the third story could 
be divided into small rooms for the purpose of offi- 
ces, the Clerk of the Common Council being placed 
in the room now marked for the City Clerk. This 
story also contains two water closets and two safes, 
placed immediately over those in the first story. 

The Third Story is arranged for the use of the 
Common Council and Clerk, Directors of the House 
of Reformation, Overseers of the House of Correc- 
tion, Directors of the House of Industry, and Over- 
seers of the Poor, and has also two spare rooms, 
which may be used for Committees or other purpos- 
es. The rooms of this story which are situated in 
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the wings, being ona. different level with those in 
the centre part of the building, stairs will be required 
on each side, as shewn in the drawings, or a part of 
the difference of level may be overcome by lowering 
the floor of the corridor and stairs, and entering the 
room for the use of the Common Council by steps, 
placed near the doors of that room. 

By reference to the elevations, it will be seen that 
no material alterations have been made in the exter- 
nal appearance of the building. ‘The small portico 
seen in the centre of the south elevation was thought 
to be necessary, in order to give the three entrances 
as nearly as possible a uniform appearance, without 
creating too great an expense. ‘This, and the en- 
largement and increased number of windows and 
doors, are the only changes in the exterior, exhibited 
in the drawings. 


General description of the proposed alterations and 
repairs. , 


Basement Story.—The removal of the brick arches 
in the centre part of the building supporting the 
floors of the first story. ‘The removal of the party 
walls between the arches in the centre of the build- 
ing, the alterations in the exterior and interior walls 
for the several windows, doors, &c., shown on the 
drawings. ‘The removal of the stairs from that part 
of the building situated between the wings and cen- 
tre. ‘The removal of the stone floors, partitions, &c., 
from that part of the building now occupied by the 
stairs. The laying of. brick floors in the furnace and 
fuel rooms and cellar. ‘The laying of board floors 
in the watch houses, passage and stairs and closets. 
The carrying up of the brick party walls on each 
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side of the public passage through the building, also 
the circular party wall, and the water closets, safes, 
&c. The introduction of four furnaces for heating 
the rooms in the stories above. ‘The cutting out 
the flues in’ the watch houses to join the flues 
above and fitting with funnel stoves to receive the 
stove pipes. ‘The construction of two flights of 
stairs to pass from this story to the first. Stone steps 
in the public passage through the building. Furring, 
lathing and plastering the walls, ceilings and par- 
titions of the whole story, except the furnace and fuel 
rooms, and the cellar. New windows and doors 
throughout the story, except the two exterior doors 
of the furnace and fuel room, which are to be repair- 
ed. Sheathing walls and partitions of the Engine 
House and Watch Houses, as high as the ceiling. 
Laying barrel drains from the water closets to the 
drain in the public square on the north side of the 
building. Building vaults for water closets. 

First Story— The removal of the arches in the 
centre part of the building supporting the floors of 
the second story and the party wall between them. 
Stripping the lathing and plastering from all the 
walls, ceilings and partitions. Cutting out the walls 
for the smoke and hot air flues of the furnaces. ‘The 
removal of the stairs from that part of the building 
between the centre and wings, the removal of the 
exterior and interior doors and enlarging or altering 
windows. The removal of the partitions in the cen- 
tre part of the building and the two wings. ‘The al- 
terations in the exterior walls on the north side of the 
building, for the addition of the two windows in the 
parts. of the building between the centre and wings. 
The alterations in the exterior wall on the south side 
of the building for the centre entrance door. Car- 
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rying up the party walls on each side of the public 
passage through, also: the circular party walls and 
the walls for the water closets and safes. ‘Timber 
floors throughout the story except the wings. Par- 
titions in the wings and parts of the building between 
wings and centre. Lathing and plastering the walls, 
ceilings and partitions of the whole story. Two 
new windows in the exterior walls. Six new win- 
dows in the partitions and inside walls.. Sixteen new 
doors in the inside walls and partitions, and three 
new double doors in the exterior walls. Laying 
double floors except in the wings, which are to be 
single laid on the present floors. ‘Two new flights 
of stairs, to pass to the second story. ‘The new in- 
side finish of the rooms and passages, where requir- 
ed. Grates and chimney pieces in the several rooms 
not heated by the furnaces. Fitting up the two wa- 
ter closets and two safes complete. 

Second Story.—Cutting out the exterior walls on 
the north side of the building, for the enlargement 
of two windows, in the parts of the building between 
the centre and wings. Cutting out the walls for 
the smoke and hot air flues of the furnaces. Cutting 
out walls for the safe, in the Treasurer’s room. Cut- 
ting out the walls for the enlargement of the four 
doors for the passages. Cutting out for the two 
doors of the Auditor and City Clerk’s rooms, com- 
municating with the Mayor and Aldermen’s rooms. 
Stripping the lathing and plastering from all, the 
walls, ceilings and partitions m the centre and those 
parts between the centre and wings of the building, 
and new lathing and plastering the same. ‘The re- 
moval of the stairs from that part of the building 
now occupied by them. ‘Timber floors throughout | 
the story, except in the wings. ‘Three new partitions 
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in the wings and those parts of the building between 
the wings and centre. Carrying up the circular 
brick party wall in the centre to the floor of the 
third story, also the walls of the water closets, safes, 
&e. Two new flights of stairs to pass to the third 
story. Sixteen new inside doors complete. Six 
new windows in the partitions. ‘Two new windows 
im the outside walls. Laying new double floors, ex- 
cept in the wings which are to be single, laid over 
the old ones. New interior finish of all the rooms 
and passages where required, also for doors and win- 
dows. Fitting up two water closets complete. Fit- 
ting up four safes complete. Building platform in 
Mayor and Aldermen’s room, also mahogany railing 
and posts. Four new grates and chimney pieces. 
Two new grates without chimney pieces. Sash 
doors to enter the lobby of the Mayor and Aldermen’s 
room, and double doors to enter the room from the 
lobby. 3 


Third Story.—Cutting out the exterior walls for - 


the enlargement of two windows in the south side of 
the building. Cutting out the walls for the continu- 
ation of the smoke and hot air flues of the furnaces. 
Cutting out the walls for the enlargement of the four 
doors of the passages. Stripping the lathmg and 
plastering from all the walls, ceilings and partitions 
except those in the wings of the building. New tim- 
ber floors in the centre and those parts of the build- 
ing between the centre and wings. ‘The floor of the 
~ Common Council room to be trussed with girders 
four in number. Four new partitions in the wings 
and those parts of the building between the centre 
and wings. ‘I'wo new partitions in the centre part 
of the building. Laying new double floors through- 
out, except in the wings which are to be single, laid 
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over the present ones. ‘Three new flights of steps 
to pass from the centre part of the building to the 
wings and parts between wings and centre. Four 
new windows in the partitions. Four new windows 
in the exterior walls. ‘Ten new doors. in the inside 
wall and partitions. Double doors to enter the Com- 
mon Council room. New inside finish to all -the 
rooms where required, except those in the wings. 
Inside finish of all new windows:and doors. New 
grates ‘and chimney pieces in all the rooms except 
those heated by the furnaces. 

Exterior of the Building.—Addition of portico to 
the centre entrance of the building on the south side. 
Repairing the cornices. New slating and coppering 
complete. Repairing cupola. Repairing hips and 
valleys of roof, also the gutters.. Two new scuttles 
in roof. Pointing all the outside joints of the stone 
work. Removal of the present flagging stone on 
both sides the building. Sidewalk of brick on the 
north side, eight feet wide with seven inch edge 
- stone, the whole extent of the building with circular ~ 
corners returned. Storie steps in the passage on the 
west side of the building. Grading of the ground on 
the north side of the building for the public square. 
Carrying up the smoke flues of the furnaces and top- | 
ping out with face bricks to the height of the present 
chimnies. ‘The removal of the walls on the east side 
of the building now forming the boundary between 
Niles and the City Land. 

The whole of the exterior and interior wood-work 
throughout to be painted. All new windows to be 
glazed, and all the broken or cracked glass to be 
reset. .

To dig out the ground for the trenches of all the 
new walls to a sufficient depth for a good founda- 
tion. ‘To dig out the ground for the foundations of 
all steps to entrance doors, foundation of steps to 
centre portico on the south side of the building, 
foundation of steps for the side passage, foundations 
for furnaces, foundation, &c. for the basement win- 
dows, curbs on the south side and for edge to side- 
walk on the north side. ‘To clear and cart away all 
rubbish, stone, dirt and ail other materials not re- 
quired in the alteration of the building, ‘To grade 
the ground on the north side of the building as far 
north as the sidewalk of the New Court House, to 
form the “ Public Square,” sidewalk, &c., agreeably 
to the levels to be given by the City Surveyor. ‘The 
rubbish, stone, dirt or other materials carted away is 
to be taken to such places as shall be required.

Memorandum. 


All the new lintels, sills, posts, steps or other 
stone used in the exterior walls are to be of the 
Chelmsford stone, hammered equal to the present 
stone work of the outside wall. All the stone used 
for the new foundations is to be of good black Glou- 
cester stone. All to be well laid in lime mortar. 
All the bricks used:to be of first quality, hard burned 
merchantable, except those for’ the furnaces, which 
are to be of the usual kind, and to be properly laid - 
in lime mortar. ‘The drains to be laid in hydraulic 
cement. All openings in the walls are to have arch- 
es turned over them, and also to be provided with 
lintels. ‘The sizes of all the openings which are to 
be cut out of the several walls for enlarging old 
openings or making new ones, are given in the spe- 
cification of the mason’s work; but they are in all 
cases to be made so as to conform to the window 
and door frames made by the carpenter. ‘The fur- 
naces are to be worth seventy-five dollars each, ex- 
clusive of all pipes or other fixtures, above the fur- 
nace room for the same. 

There are to be barrel drains, one foot in diame- 
ter, laid from the water conductors to join the drains 
which lead from the water closets to the drain in the 
Public Square, and also connecting drains &c. as 
shewn by the plan of drains. All the joints of the 
new stone work of the exterior to be repointed.

‘To hang 10 new doors, to be of the same 
size as those already hung, except the doors for the 
water closets which are to be 2 feet 4 inches wide 
by 6 feet 6 inches high, provide all the windows in 
the several rooms not already provided with inside 
blinds, hung in the same manner as the present ones 
To put up three new partitions; joist to be 3% 5 
inches properly bridged, and provided with caps, 
- sills and door jambs. ‘lo remove the 4 windows in 
the partitions, and reset the same as shewn in the 
drawings. ‘lo build platform in the Mayor and AI- 
dermen’s Rooms, to be 7 inches rise; provide and 
put up mahogany hand rail with six turned columns 
as seen on the drawing. ‘lo set two new exterior 
windows in those parts between the wings and cen- 
tre on the north side, each window to contain 16 | 
lights, 12% 17 glass.. To build two new flights of 
stairs to pass to the third story, with framed car- 
riages, steps and risers to be of hard pine, with scroll 
pine bannisters with a suitable number of iron ban- 
nisters, mahogany hand rail returned around the cir- 
cular well room. fix proper bracketing for the 
stucco cornices in the Mayor and Aldermen’s Room. 

Third Story. 'To provide new timber floors for 
the centre part and those parts between the centre 
and wings. The floor of the Common Council 
Room to be framed with four trussed girders, ex-

tending across the room and resting on the outside 
and party walls, the flitch pieces to be of southern 
pine 6 * 12 inches, truss pieces 59 inches of hard 
pine, floor joist 2512 bridged on; (a plan of the 
girders to be given.) ‘The floor joist in those parts 
of the building between centre and wings to be 
3% 14 with two rows of bridging in each part. 
Floor joist in passage and stairs to be 3 + 12, trim- 
mers 44 % 12 inches. ‘To lay double floors through- 
out the. story, except in the wings which are to be 
single, laid over the present ones. ‘To fur the 
walls, ceilings and partitions of the centre and those 
parts between the centre and wings. To line walls 
and partitions throughout, as high as the windows, 
except the wings which are to be repaired. ‘To set 
two new exterior windows on the north side between 
centre and wings, each window to contain 16 lights, 
12%17 glass. ‘To set 5 new exterior windows on 
the north side in the Common Council Room, each 
window to contain lights glass, the centre 
window to have circular head similar to the present 
one. ‘lo set two new exterior windows on the south 
side, between wings and centre, each window to 
contain 12 lights, 12« 18 glass. ‘To set four win- 
dows in the partitions, each window to contain 12 
lights 9* 12 glass. ‘To hang 10 new doors to be of 
the same size as the present ones. ‘To build three 
flights of steps to pass from the centre to the wings ; 
to be framed with 4 plank stringers with steps and 
risers of hard pine. To set 4 new partitions with 
joists, 3% 5 inches, well bridged and provided with 
proper door jambs, sills and caps. To hang double 
doors to enter the Common Council Room; to be 
ofthe same size as those for the Mayor and Alder- 
men’s Room.

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Exterior of the Building. 


To repair the gutters, cupola, and those parts of 
the roof, found to require it upon stripping the slate. 
To provide and fix two new scuttles in the roof, to 
be of the same size as the present ones, with proper 
frames, to be hung with hinges, and provided with 
inside fastenings.. 


Memorandum. 


The floor joists are not to be placed more than 16 
inches apart. All new under floors to be laid with 
straight edges, and well nailed. ‘The upper floors to 
be laid with pine boards, not to exceed seven inches 
in width, and planed to a uniform width and_thick- 
ness, to be well and properly nailed, leveled and 
smoothed. All new furring to be sawed not less than 
three inches in width by one inch in thickness, and 
to be placed not more than twelve inches from cen- 
tre to centre on the ceilings, and sixteen inches on 
walls and partitions. All the new lining to be nar- 
row matched and beaded, well nailed and properly 
secured ; to extend as high as the windows in all the 
rooms and passages, except those which are to be 
lined throughout, with cap moulding, base, &c., cor- 
responding to the old lining. All the new inside | 
_ doors to be of pine, of the same thickness as the pre- 
sent ones, and paneled in the same manner; also 
the new finish about the doors to be the same as the 
present finish. All new doors to be provided with 
hard wood thresholds, to be hung with 4 inch butt 
’ hinges, three to each door; All the interior doors 
throughout the building, except the double doors, and 
and water closet doors, are to be provided with pa- 
tent mortice locks, of the value of $2 50 each. (The 

old locks to be removed.) The knobs to all the 
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doors to be of ,brass, or such other material as re- 
quired. The three double entrance doors on the 
south side, and also the double entrance doors to the 
Cellar, Engine House, Watch Houses, and public 
passage through the building, to be of pine, 24 inch 
thick, paneled on the outside, hung with long iron 
hinges, well secured to the stone door posts, to be 
provided with large inside locks, in value each $10. 
All the new doors in brick walls to be provided with 
proper frames of pine. ‘The water closet doors to be 
12 inches thick, paneled on one side, and provided 
with spring latch and lock, of such pattern as shall 
be directed. Each water closet door lock to have 
one dozen keys. ‘The double entrance doors for the 
Mayor and Aldermen’s and Common Council Rooms 
to be two inches thick, paneled similar to the other 
doors, and hung with 435 inch butt hinges, three to 
each door, and provided with locks of the value of 
$10 each. -Closet doors in Watch Houses to be 14 
inches thick, hung with butt hinges. 
All the new openings chielah the passages, not — 

provided with doors, are to have the same finish 
around as the doors, with hard wood thresholds. 

All the old finish of the doors, not removed, to be 
repaired when required. 

‘The new windows, except those in the south walls 
of the cellar and Engine House, are to be provided 
with box frames for weights, with pine pulley stiles, 
beads, &c.; sashes of pine, double hung, in two 
parts, 13 iter axle pullies. 

The new inside- finish, and every other part to 
correspond with the present windows 1 in the several 
stories. 

The cellar and Engine House windows in the 
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south walls, are to be provided with suitable frames 
of pine, with sashes, in two parts. 

Finish windows in Watch House and Engine 
House with edge and stool casing. All the windows 
of the basement and first stories to be provided with 
patent sash spring fastenings. 


Slater. 

To strip from the roof the present slate, and re- 
slate the whole roof with the best of Ladies’ slate, 
laid with a good lap and bond. ‘To cover the ridges 
and vallies with lead, 4 lbs. to the superficial foot. 
Gutters, scuttles, chimneys, &c. to be made tight with 
lead. Repair the flat inside of the cupola with 18 oz. 
copper, well and properly nailed and secured to the 
roof. To recopper the upright part of the roof, 
round the whole building with 16 oz. copper. 


Plasterer. 

To lath and plaster ail the walls, ceilings and par- 
titions throughout the building, mentioned in the gen- 
eral description of the works with two gcod coats of 
plastering. Cover all the walls and partitions not 
new plastered with cartridge paper. Whiten all the 
ceilings. The Mayor and Aldermen’s Room and the 
Common Council Room to have stucco cornices, 8 
inches rise and of such form as may be required. 
To plaster the ceiling of the centre portico. 


Plumber. 

‘Repair the present water conductors in the angles 
of the wings, and provide two new ones on the south 
side with suitable pipes to convey the water to the 
ground. Provide and put up four water closets in 
the first and second stories, and furnish with basins, 
pipes, &c., complete. 
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Blacksmith. 


Provide clamps and all other iron work required 
by the Mason and Carpenter for the alterations of 
the whole building. Provide and fix iron hand rail 
on each side of the stairs, through the centre of the — 
building, one inch in diameter, well secured by stays ~ 
to the walls on each side. Provide and fix six iron 
gratings to the windows on the south side of the base- 
ment story with frames of wrought iron, to be 4 feet 
8 inches wide by 1 foot 6 inches. ‘The upright part 
to be 1 foot 9 inches high, by 4 feet 8 inches wide. 
The size of the iron for the gratings to be one inch 
by 4 inch. Provide two Salamander Safes to be 
- worth $250 each. Provide iron work for four safes 
in brick walls, agreeably to the drawing of the iron 
work. Provide all the necessary bolts for t e trussed 
girders. 


Painter and Glazier. 

Paint all the old wood work in the interior of the 
building with two coats, and all the new wood work 
with three good coats of oil and white lead. Paint 
all the exterior wood work and other work with 
three good coats of oil and white lead. To paint 
the Cupola and entrance doors of the exterior with 
such color as shall be directed. To paint the 
sides of the brick walls of the public passage through 
the building. ‘Fo paint the walls of the rooms coy- 
ered with Cartridge paper. To glaze all the win- 
dows with the first quality of New England Crown 
Glass, and reset all the broken or cracked glass 
throughout the building. ‘The sashes to be oiled and 
primed before setting the same. Paint the blinds. 
Paris green.

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General Restrictions. 

The contractors are to remove all the old mate- 
rials and fixtures of every sort and kind not necessa- 
ry to carry into effect the alterations or repairs to 
the whole building, and no old materials taken out 
of the building are to be used in the alterations or 
repairs of the same, except such as shall be approv- 
ed of by the Building Committee or person superin- 
tending the alterations. ‘The contractors in making 
their offers, are to take into consideration the value 
of the old materials of every sort and kind, which 
they use in the alterations or repairs of the building, 
and all the old materials left at the completion of 
the work are to be retained by the City. 

The foregoing works are to be done in a good 
and workmanlike manner, the contractor finding all . 
materials of every sort and kind, including all stag- 
ing, implements, tackle, &c. that will be required in 
finishing and completing the repairs and alterations 
agreeably to the annexed drawings, which are to be 
equally binding with the specification, and. should 
any thing appear in them which has been omitted to 
be described, the contractor is to execute the same 
at his own cost, consistent with the general tenor of 
the specification, and the whole building is to be left 
in a complete state, according to the true intent and 
meaning of the drawings and specifications, and also. 
the directions which may be given, from time to 
time, by the architect or person superintending the 
work, are to be strictly adhered to. No allowance 
will be made to the contractor for any extra or addi- 
tional work of any kind. All the materials used are 
to be of the first quality of their respective kinds. 
The workmanship to be done to the satisfaction of 
the person or persons superintendiug the work.

Specification accompanying plan of Cornelius Coolidge. 

Specification of work to be done in furtherance of 
my plans, prepared for the improvement of the City 
Lands on School Street, the alteration of the Old 
Court House, and its adaptation to the purposes of 
a City Hall, viz: 

The brick wall on.the side of the burying ground 
to be taken down, as low as the earth inside, re- 
paired and finished with cement, and capped and 
granitized, similar to that of J. Quincy, jr., next the 
Granary Burying Ground, and an iron fence to be set 
thereon of the same pattern with that at the bottom 
of the common. ‘The wall on the corner of the 
chapel yard to be rounded, as per plan, the gateway 
. removed, and the wall capped with stone to be taken 
from the old wall on the east end of the Court 
House. 

The stone flagging in front of the Court House to 
be relaid, so far as may be necessary to: have all in 
good order, and to be widened out at the west end 
with the same kind of stone from the rear, and also 
the same flagging to be laid on the east end of the 
building in like manner. A sufficient stone wall to 
be built on the east line, of a proper height to sus- 
tain the walk or passage, as is now on the west end. 

The sidewalks from the flagging on both sides, 
and across the front on the street, to be laid nine 
feet wide, with hard face bricks, and long edge 
stones hammered eight inches on top. 

A granite base to be set upon a suitable stone 
foundation around the grass plat, in front of the 
house, with an iron fence set thereon, of the same 


pattern as that at the bottom of the common, or of. 


/ 
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any other pattern of the same cost; all to be done 
in a thorough and workmanlike manner. 

The ground outside the fence to be graded, as 
may be directed, and properly gravelled, and gutters 
paved ;—inside the fence to be fitted up within six 
inches of the stone, trimmed properly, and well sod- 
ded, with suitable outlets for surplus water, and all 
to be finished and left in complete order. 

In rear of the house, an iron to be set across the 
recesses at both entrances, with a gate to each, and . 
the flagging within to be reset, so far as may be ne- 
cessary to put im good order; and outside the fence, 
across the whole line of the building, a sidewalk of 
brick and edge stones to be made, the same as in 
front ; and stone steps to be set at each end, of the 
width of the sidewalk or passage, as per plan. 

The exterior of the building to be ‘put in .com- 
plete order, and the whole of the stone work to be 
thoroughly cleaned and new jointed. The doors to 
the Engine Houses to be enlarged, and the wall over 
the west door to be refitted and put in proper order, 
with a new stone put in place of that cracked, so as 
to correct the appearance. ‘The rough stone work 
below, on the rear, to be covered with cement, and © 
granitized, to shew a heavy base of dark stone. The 
stone steps in front to be reset and jointed up, and 
every thing done in the masonry to leave the whole 
exterior in complete order. 

The wings and all wood work aloft to be examined, 
and the gutters lined with copper, and all the copper 
around fitted and put in good condition ; the copper 
trunks to be lengthened out to the bottom, and the ~ 
two at the west end, to be let into the cistern. 

The roof to be stripped, and all old shingles re- 
moved, and new slated in the best manner, with the 
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best of Lady slates, and all hips, vallies and battle- 
ments properly leaded. 

All windows and doors to be examined and put in 
complete order, with new doors to the Engine 
‘Houses. All broken and cracked glass to be replac- 
ed with new glass of same quality; and all the wood 
work outside painted in the best manner, with best 
of stock, and with three good coats. 

In the sub-basement or cellar part, windows to be 
put in front and rear of the wings, as per plan. The 
wings to be subdivided by eight inch brick partition 
walls, and the cellar plastered complete, except that 
part allotted to coal. The bottom to be paved with 
smooth face brick, the windows and doors to be. cas- 
~ed and hung, and the whole finished for use. 

In the entries, make them conform to the plan; 
remove the stone steps in the east entry, to admit of 
an entrance to the Health Office above, and fit out 
the flagging to conform to the rest. Carry up hand 
rails and iron balusters on both sides of the steps. 
Cut out the door ways as per plan; fit the coal hole, 
lay a bottom, and line up the cistern with cement, 
and make it tight. Cut an inlet for water from the 
trunks on both sides of the building, and an outlet 
for waste water into the drain, and let in pipes to 
the reservoir, and a pump for the use of the closets, 
and fit up flues for the several apartments shown on 
the plans. 

In the octagon part, cut out and enlarge the win- 
dows, divide the arches by eight inch brick parti- ° 
tions, plaster the whole complete, pave the apart- 
ments appropriated for water closets with smooth 
face bricks, and the Engine House with common 
bricks. ‘Set four self-acting water closets in each 
part, as per plan; make two reservoirs lined with 
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lead, with a supply pipe from the cistern, and stop 
cocks, and cock and ball at the reservoir, and a 
metal pump, (to be used only when the water in. the 
cistern may be below the reservoir,) and lay drains 
of cement from the closets, drain pipes, &c. in the 
second and third stories. ‘lhe drains to be laid to 
the outside of the building only, there to be con- 
nected with such drains as may be provided by the 
City. The water closets to be finished in a good 
style, with mahogany risers and tops, and sash doors, 
with ground glass. 

In the basement story, in east entry, make a gal- 
lery across for an entrance to the Health Office, the 
floor of Mica Slate, and a hand rail and ballusters to 
conform to that on the stairs. Put two windows in 
rear of east wing, and one in each entry. Cut out 
and fit the door in the entry to the Health Office. - 
Remove the present entry partition in the Land Of- 
_ fice, and set all partitions according to the plans and 
make them solid. - 

Repair all walls, cornices, and ceilings, and whiten 
the ceilings. Examine and put in order all wood 
work, damaged windows, and leave them fit for use. 

In the octagon part, fit it according to the plan, 
and make the partition solid, put doors, windows and 
every thing in good order, and fit for occupancy. 
Repair all the walls, cornices and ceilings, and whiten 
- the ceilings, and cut a door way from the Marshal’s 
Office to the room east of it. 

In the second story, put two windows in the rear 
of each wing to match those on that part. Discon- 
nect the rooms in east wing, by closing up the mid- 
dle door in the south room, and making the work 
conform to the other part. Examine and put in or- 
der all the wood work, doors and windows ; repair 
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the walls, cornices and ceilings and whiten the ceil- 
ings. Remove the partition in the east entry, carry 
up hand rails, posts and balusters to mateh ; parti- 
tion off and finish the closet from the Aldermen’s 
room ; fit the sink and commodite, lined with lead, 
and furnished with waste pipe to the drain, stench 
trap, &c., complete. | oe 

In the octagon part, set the partition, according 
to the plan, and line up the side next the large room — 
with the finish now on the west part, and make the 
whole conform to the other work, cornice, &ce.. Fur 
down the ceilings of the small rooms to the top of the 
windows, and lath and plaster the whole, with proper 
base, &c. Put all the floors in good order, and all 
wood work; examine the windows and doors and do 
the needful.. Finish down the circular windows to 
conform to the square ones, by closing up the arch 
inside and make a uniform finish. Render anew 
the ceiling, and make a large new handsome centre 
piece. Fit across the railings for spectators in good 
style, as per plan; make the platform for Mayor’s 
desk, &c., and fit the fixtures now in use at the pre- 
sent room, and leave all fit for occupancy. 

In the third story, put two windows in rear of each 
wing, to match those on that story; take out from 
both entries, the small windows front and rear, and 
put in large ones to conform to the others on that 
story. Remove the partitions in the east entry, and 
carry up posts, rails and balusters to match, and 
make a platform across, and carry up a new flight of 
stairs to the attic or roof (as those in the west part. 
will necessarily be abandoned, ) and close in the same 
as per plan. Make a scuttle, &c. out on the roof 
complete, and fit the closet or commodite with the 
convenience shown, and lead waste pipe, stench trap, 
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&c., in perfect order, as below. Brick up the en- 
trance to the gallery in west entry, and close up un- — 
der the stairs leading to the Council Room, and fit 
it for coal, and make the external conform to the 
other work. Seta partition across the west wing, 
and finish the same so as to conform to the other 
work. Examine and put in order all wood work, 
doors and windows, repair the walls, cornices, and 
whiten ceilings, and leave the room ready for use. 

In the octagon part, remove the gallery, partition, 
Stairs as.at the west end, and finish the walls to con- 
form to the other part. Render a new the ceiling, 
make a new large cornice with an entablature, and 
handsome new centre piece. Repair and put in or- 
der the walls; fit the floors and make the platforms 
for members’ seats, according to the plan. — Fit 
the desks, tables, &c., now in use, to the place, 
and make such additions as may be necessary to 
match, and carry out the plan, and leave the room 
fit for occupancy. ‘The floor of this room only in 
the whole building having settled a trifle, by the 
shrinkage of the wedges alone, that secure the irons, 
it is proposed to level it and properly secure it. 

The whole wood work inside the building (except 
stairs and floors) to be painted, in the best manner, 
with three good coats, and all walls (above the -sub- 
basement) including entries, are to be painted with 
four or more coats, to look well, in the best manner 
with the best of stock. 

All the stairs in both entries to be examined 
thoroughly, and put in complete order, and the 
whole of the steps in west entry to be made new of 

hard pine, and the lower flight in the east entry; and 
all rails and balusters replaced, and left in order. And 
9 } 
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any other work for the completion of the plans, if 
not particularly herein expressed, is to be done.

Sir :—Since my communication accompanying 
my plans, I have made several alterations upon 
the basement and sub-basement. 

Ihave opened a five feet passage way through 
from one wing to the other, with brick partitions on 
both sides. 

I have made galleries in the entries,—in the west 
entry, to furnish an outside entrance to the ‘Treasur- 
er’s private room ;—and in the east entry, to admit 
the stairs to be carried back to the north wall. 

Ihave also made alterations of the stone steps, 
&c., in the west entry. All of these will add to the 
expense. 

It has also been suggested to me by some of the 
Aldermen, that the windows of the second story in 
the main part of the building should be lengthened. 
This I think an improvement, and I propose to 
lengthen them two courses of stone, which will make 
them precisely on the same level with those in the 
two wings. I also propose to put in new frames, 


_ hard wood sashes and all new finish. 


I further propose to do the whole comformably to — 
my plans as corrected, for the sum of seven hundred 
and fifty dollars in addition to my original estimate. °

Specification Jor Pians marked No. 8. 


Cellar.—To enlarge the two doors in rear wall, to 
put in double doors suitable for Engine Rooms or 
other purposes. To enlarge the windows to give 
sufficient light and air. Finish two rooms twenty by 
forty four feet each. Cut out one door in each rear 
wing for the admission of coal and wood. Enlarge 
the front windows so as to give sufficient light. To 
set one furnace for the heating of Mayor and Alder- 
men’s Room, as shown on plan. 

Staircases.— Take down the staircases from where 
they now are. Fill in the floors. Cut out to frame 
in landings, to erect staircases as shown on plans, 5 
feet 4 inches in width, with hard pine risers to steps, 
mahogany rail 34 inches in width, to 8 inches above 
the level of the floor of Council Room. One flight 
of stairs from Council Room to Clerk’s Office. One 
flight of stairs from Council Room to Gallery. 


Mason Work. 

To take out a portion of the brick work for the 
staircase in the rear projection to a dotted line, 
(marked line of brick work on plan of the principal 
story,) as wil be seen by reference to the plan, leav- 
ing all the support the arches now receive, they be- 
ing turned from the centre to the wings and wings 
to the centre, as they should have been. ‘That por- 
tion of the arches which have for their buttresses the 
outer walls of a projection, must necessarily tend to 
press the walls outward, thereby weakening the 
building materially. By examination of this place, it 
will be seen that the portion of arch proposed to be 
taken out, has so pressed upon the outer wall, as to 


=~ 
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cause a fracture of some of the stones by the press- 
ure outward. . 

The arches in the other parts of the building have 
been supported by piers, since the building was built, 
in order to make them safe and secure. Should 
there be two rooms finished in the cellar, it will be 
necessary to remove two temporary piers that have 
been erected for the support of that portion of the 
arches in the projection. It would relieve and 
strengthen that projection, if the arches tending to 
press the walls outward, were removed to the line of 
the main building, the same as for the staircase 
on the next floor. To erect from the first floor to 
the second a brick wall, one foot in thickness, 
up to the under side of the arches, as shown on 
plan—where the Register of Deeds Room now is— 
leaving -those rooms fire proof as they now are, for 
any purpose the City may wish to use them for here- 
after. ‘To continue a wall up from the second to the 
third story, to rest the trussed floor of the Council 
Room upon. 

Also to build brick safes, Ww ith iron doors, as 
shown on plans. 

'To take down the porticos and dress the granite 

columns and marble entablature, to reset them with 
the steps. ‘lo set four granite columns in lower en- 
try, for support of the wall, similar to those in the 
centre entry of. the new Court House, for the same 
purpose. 
_ To put up a balustrade in front of the Mayor and

may be approved. 
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‘To cut out windows where requircd—build a brick 
vault and privy, of at least three parts. 

To take off and replaster Mayor and Aldermen’s, 
Common Council, Clerk’s, Land, Committee, and 
City Clerk’s Offices; also repair, or take off, as may 
be required, all plastering in other parts of the build- 
ing where necessary—cornices and centre pieces in 
Mayor and Aldermen’s and Common Council rooms, 
as per plan.

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It appears from the Auditor’s estimate, that the 
income of the City from its own property, will prob- 
ably be the same, for the next, as the present year. 
Accordingly, if the same amount is raised by taxes, 
the City would be able, without increasing taxation, 
to pay off $14,000 of the public debt, in addition to. 
the standing sum of $45,000, provided nothing more 
were required to be provided for, but the current ex- 
penses of the year. 

The Council, however, have heretofore ordered, 
that a loan of $54,000, made to meet certain ex- 
penses of the financial year, 1839-40, should be pro- 
vided for in the appropriation for the next year. In 
obedience to what your Committee considered to be 
instructions to them from the Council, upon this sub- 
ject—they have besides those already mentioned, 
added this item of §54,000. ‘The consequence of 
this is, that the reduction of 14,000 upon the cur- 
rent expenditures, is changed into an excess of $40,- 
000 in the appropriations for the next, over those for 
the present year. 

The income from the City property remaining 
the same, this excess must be provided for in one of 
two ways,—either by an addition to the taxes,'or by 
a loan. 

Your Committee are unanimously of opinion, that 
this is not a year to increase the taxes. ‘They think 
therefore that a loan should be resorted to. The 
practical effect of it, is to postpone the $40,000 of 
the $54,000 loan already made, instead of undertak- 
ing to pay the whole in the next year.

‘The Auditor-of Accounts-respectfully asks leave to 
lay before the City Council, herewith, the annual 
Estimate of the amount of money which it will be 
necessary to raise, for the ensuing financial year, un- 
der the respective heads of Appropriation. 

In making out this Estimate, the Auditor has been 
governed by experience of the past, and anticipation 
of the future, wants of the City. Several of the 
heads of Appropriation, such as those for the Schools, 
must, necessarily, be somewhat increased—and sev- 
eral others may well be omitted-altogether. An Or- 
der, recently passed by the City Council, authorizing 
a Loan of $54,000,—to make up certain deficient 
Appropriations of the present financial year, requires 
that that amount should be provided for, in the Tax 

of the ensuing year—and, in compliance with that 
- Order, the Auditor has inserted an item in this Esti- 
mate, for the purpose of extinguishing that debt. 

In order to provide for so large a sum, in addition 
to the ordinary expenses of the City Government, it 
will be necessary to omit some items that have been 
usually inserted in the Appropriation bill, and very 
materially to diminish the amount of some others. 
The usual Appropriations for building Primary School 
_ Houses, and for building Reservoirs, have been omit- 
ted in this Estimate, as among the number of those 
which may the best be dispensed with, for one year 


"ihe 1 alee 
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at least. The usual Appropriation for widening 
and extending Streets has been omitted altogether, 
and a smaller one inserted, to meet any claims, on 
that account, from former years, and which yet re- . 
main unliquidated. ‘The Appropriation for the Pav- 
ing and Repairs of Streets is, also, considerably re- 
duced. 

By this arrangement, the Auditor has been enabled 
to make the aggregate of the estimated Appropria- 
tions at the same amount as the Appropriations 
granted by the City Council, at the commencement 
of the last year—although the Appropriation to make 
up the deficiencies of the last year is included :—and 
itis believed that, with a judicious economy, and a 
careful attention that the limits of the Appropriations 
are not exceeded, these estimated amounts will be 
adequate to all the wants of the year.

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SEVENTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 


OF THE 


DIRECTORS OF THE HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


APRIL, 1840. 


To the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston. 


The Directors of the House of Industry, in com- 
pliance with law and usage, herewith respectfully 
submit the annexed statements of Expenditures and 
Receipts on account of that Institution for the year 
ending March 31, 1840, and also several statistical 
tables in relation to the number, condition and em- 
ployment of its inmates. 

Notwithstanding the commercial embarrassments 
and depression of industry during the past year, 
the number of paupers supported in the House 
of Industry has not greatly exceeded the average 
of the last ten years,—a period in which the pop- 
ulation of the City has rapidly increased. It must 
be a matter of high satisfaction to our citizens 
that pauperism, as indicated by the public expendi- 
ture, has actually diminished within twenty-five years 
in proportion to population, more than thirty per 
cent. ‘This satisfactory result in this City is proba- 
bly to be ascribed less to superior municipal arrange- 
ments, than to the general intelligence and sobriety 
of the community, which demand and sustain an ad- 
mirable system of public instruction, encourage do- _ 
- mestic industry, economy and independence of char- 
acter, and oppose immorality, sloth anda reliance 
on eleemosynary institutions. . 
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Considerable alterations and improvements have 
been recently made in the buildings, by the enlarge- 
ment of the men’s dining room, the fitting up of 
large wards, well arranged for the sick of both sexes, 
and opening flues for ventilation. 

There has been less severe sickness and mortality 
in the Institution during the past, than in former 
years. Still nearly all the adult inmates admitted 
have been the subjects of disease, generally of a 
chronic character, and many of the children received 
into the House have miserable constitutions by in- 
heritance. Ophthalmia—that scourge of ten years’ 
- continuance, though not entirely eradicated, appears 
to be nearly subdued. The small pox made its ap- 
pearance in the establishment in November last, and 
all the efforts to keep it out by removing patients and 
other means were ineffectual. Cases continued to 
occur for more than three months, mostly in the mild 
form of varioloid. Eight adults and three infants 
died—all of them of such broken or feeble health 
previously that they could scarcely be expected to 
survive any serious disease. 

For several years, an isolated building, near ‘the 
House of Industry has occasionally been much need- 
ed for the accommodation of patients with contagious 
~ diseases. All the buildings, now occupied by the in- 
mates as well as the resident officers of the House, 
are in immediate proximity. When an infectious dis- 
ease is introduced it naturally spreads to all liable to 
become affected. We think measures should be ta- 
ken to keep the main establishment free from infec- 
tious, fatal disorders, but it can never remain so long 
with the present facilities for their propagation. The 
evils of ophthalmia and small pox might doubtless have 
__ been much less could the first patients have been im- 
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mediately removed. It is quite probable, that next 
winter scattering cases of small pox in poor patients 
’ may show the need of sucha receptacle. Impressed 
with the belief that motives of humanity as well as a 
regard for economy call for a building for the pur-— 
pose above specified, we respectfully commend the 
subject to the attention of the City Council. 

The Boylston Asylum, containing near one hun- 
dred and fifty children between the ages of three and 
fourteen years, deserves particular regard. ‘The In- 
structor of the boys, Mr. William E. Graves, in his last 
monthly report says—‘There are now ninety-five boys 
attached to the Department of the Asylum under my - 
care. I am happy to state that we all enjoy excel- 
lent health, and there is a general manifestation of 
contentment. Our food is sufficient, wholesome and 
well earned, either by labor, exercise or study—and 
while the intellectual wants of the boys are by no 
means neglected, their physical and moral education 
is uniformly and strictly attended to.” The girls’ 
school has also been in charge of a faithful, kind and 
successful Instructress. 

The. general good order, éontentantas and indus- 
try of the inmates of the House of Industry—the im- 
proved condition of the sick, infirm, and children— 
and the increased products of the farm and garden, 
indicate, in the opinion of the Directors, that the 
- present energetic and devoted Superintendent, Capt. 
Daniel Chandler, and his coadjutors have faithfully 
performed their respective duties. 

By the remoyal of all the most decidedly i insane 
and idiot paupers to the new Lunatic Hospital, the 
establishment is relieved of a class who had no 
proper accommodations therein. ‘These unhappy 
and unfortunate fellow-beings are now provided for 
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_ ina manner suited to their state, and are not annoy- 
’ ed and vexed by improper associations. 

The Directors remark, that-the arrangement with — 
the Overseers of the Poor, by which both Boards oc- 
cupy one business office in Fanuel Hall, continues, 
and is found advantageous. It is a convenience to 
citizens who have business to transact in relation to 
pauper affairs, and facilitates the adjustment of ac- ° 
counts and disputes with the, Overseers of other 
towns. Information, collected through a long course 
of years by both Boards, is accessible. to the mem- 
bers and clerks of each in the office ; and investiga- 
tions in relation to the legal settlement of paupers, of 
great present and prospective importance, are made 
with greater facility and success. ‘The Overseers of 
the Poor, as Trustees, continue to appropriate the 
interest of certain funds in their charge, to pay for | 
the stated services of a Clergyman at the House of 
Industry on Sunday, and towards the support of the 
Asylum a greater sum than is paid to the Teachers 
there employed.

2 REDUCTION -OF CITY DEBT. May, 


| In City Council, May 7, 1840. 

The Committee on the Reduction of the City 
Debt avail themselves of the commencement of a 
new financial year, respectfully to suggest to the City 
Council, some views in regard to the duties of this 
Committee and the management of the permanent 
debt of the City. 

By an Ordinance passed March 10, 1834, it is pro- 
vided in Section 2, that the Mayor, the President of 
the Common Council and the Chairman of the Joint 
Committee of Finance on the part of the Common 
Council, shall be a Committee on the Reduction of 
the City Debt, whose duty it shall be to cause all 
monies passed to their credit in the Books of the 
Auditor of Accounts, to be applied to the purchase 
or payment of the capital of the debt of the City. 

And by the 3d Section of the same Ordinance, it 
is provided, that all balances of money, remaining in 
the ‘Treasury at the end of any financial year,—all 
receipts in money on account of the sale of ‘real 
estate of any description, now belonging or which 
may hereafter belong to the City,—all receipts on 
account of the principal sum of any bond or note now 
owned, or which may hereafter be owned by the 
City,—and also fifteen thousand dollars of the annual 
City tax,—shall be appropriated to the payment or 
purchase of the capital of the City debt. 

By virtue of the 4th Section of the same Ordi- 
nance, these amounts are annually placed tothe credit 
of this Committee by the Auditor,—and they are 
also annually charged with the whole amount of the’ 
public debt falling due within the financial year. 

But as the amount of these credits is always much 
less than that of the debt falling due, this account 
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with the Committee is an imperfect one. The bal- 
ance which of course is required to be raised by loan, 
is blended with the other loans made in anticipation 
of the taxes, and for other purposes,—and the con- 
Sequence is a want of simplicity and order. 

It seems to your Committee that these desirable 
points would be secured, if the management of the 
public debt were kept distinct from the other finan- 
cial operations of the City and the immediate super- 
intendence of it entrusted to a Committee constituted 
like the Committee on the Reduction of the Debt. 

‘They propose that the amount which the ‘Treas- 
urer is annually authorized to borrow, at the time the 
annual appropriation bill is passed, should be limited 
to that which is simply necessary in anticipation of 
the taxes,—and that the whole of this be made paya- 
ble within the year, so that the whole shall be paid 
off from the receipts of the year, and so constitute 
no part of what may be termed the more permanent 
debt of the City. 

As to this latter debt, they propose, that the Com- 
mittee upon the Reduction of the City Debt should 
annually in the month of April or May, cause to be 
submitted to the City Council. 

First. A statement of the whole amount of the 
City Debt, with the amounts falling due in each 
year respectively. 

Second. A statement of the amount thereof fall- 
ing due in the then present financial year, specifying 
the amounts falling due in each month respectively 
of that year. 

Third. An estimate of the amounts which will 
probably be placed to their credit, during the then 
financial year, under the Ordinance before referred to. 

From these statements, the Council will each year 
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perceive how much more will be required to meet 
the public debt falling due within the year, than will 
be furnished from the resources named,—and this 
amount it is proposed, that they shall authorize to be 
borrowed, under the direction of the Committee on 
Finance,—the amount so borrowed to be placed to 
the credit of the Committee on Reduction of the 
Debt, to be by, them applied to that purpose and no 
other. ‘The amount thus borrowed, which will be 
simply equivalent to postponing so much of the 
debt of each year, as cannot be paid off during 
the year,—will be made payable at such future 
periods, as will equalize as nearly as possible the 
amounts falling due in each year. | 

‘The Committee shall then, at the end of each 
financial year, make a detailed report to the Council 
of all their proceedings,—shewing how much of the 
debt has been actually paid off, and how’ much post- 


poned under the loan authorized. The Council will - 


thus be furnished with a short and simple statement, 
by itself, and disconnected with other matters, of the 
operations in relation to the public debt,—which can 
be published to the citizens, in connection with the 
Annual Statement of Receipts and Expenditures. 

In conformity with these ideas, the amount which 
the City Council has authorized the Treasurer to 
borrow this year, in anticipation of the taxes, is 
$300,000,—less by $150,000 than heretofore, when 
the payment of the debt has been mingled with other 
matters. And the whole of this loan of $300,000, is - 
required to be made payable within the present finan- 
cial year, as it should be. So’that if the income of 
the City from taxes and other sources equals the 
estimate, the whole of this temporary loan will be 
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paid therefrom during the present financial year, and 
not become a part of the more permanent debt. 

Provision, therefore, remains to be made for that 
part of the City debt which falls due the present 
financial year. And in conformity with the sugges- 
tions herein before made, your Committee have pro- 
cured from the Auditor, and herewith submit the 
following statements, viz: 

First. Statement marked A. shewing the whole 
amount of the Public Debt of the City, on the first 
day of May, 1840, to be $1,698,232 56, together 
with a statement of the amounts due in each year. 

Second. Statement marked Bb. shewing the 
amount of the debt falling due within the present 
financial year, to be $195,432 56,—together with a 
statement of amounts falling due in each month of 
the year. 

Third. Statement marked C. shewing the amount 
of the funds which will probably be at the credit of 
the Committee on the Reduction of the City Debt, 
to meet the debt falling due the present financial 
year, to be $110,196 27. 

It thus appears that the amount of the debt falling 
due the present financial year, is $195,432. 56 

Whilst the funds to meet it amount to 110,196 27 

Rearinie a deficit of $85,236 29 
to be provided for. 

As however the receipts may, the present | year, 
fall short of the estimate, the Committee are of opin- 
ion that the sum of $100,000 should be provided for 
to meet the excess of the debt falling due this year, 
over the resources to pay it. 

They accordingly, in conformity with the views 
which they have stated, submit an Order, authorizing 
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the Treasurer, under the direction of the Committee 
on Finance, to borrow a sum of money not exceed-. 
ing one hundred thousand dollars,—the amounts 
borrowed to be placed to the credit of the Commit- 
tee on the Reduction of the City Debt, and to be- 
applied by them to the liquidation of such portions of 
the City Debt as may fall due within the present 
financial year, and to no other purpose whatever. 

All which is respectfully submitted to the attention 
of the City Council.

Sir, 

I have to communicate, for the information of 
the City Government, a decision of the Supreme 
Court made on the 3d instant, in the actions pend- 
ing before them, on the subject of the Common 
Sewers and the liability of the owners of real estate 
to contribute to the expenses of the same. 

By this decision (a copy of which is herewith 
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transmitted) the following principal points have beer 
settled : 

1. That the City has full power to take charge 
of and regulate the Common Sewers. 

2. That the estates of the abutters are liable to 
contribute to the expense. 

3. ‘That the expense must be apportioned ac- 
cording to the value of the lands independently of 
the buildings upon them ; and 

4. ‘That the City Ordinance of February 13, 
1834, which apportions the expense according to the 
valuation of lands and buildings jointly, as hereto- 
fore practised, is unreasonable, and void in law. 

Some other points were made in the argument of 
the causes; but the Court did not deem it necessary 
to make them the subject of their adjudication. 

In conformity with the above views of the Court, 
the actions pending, which were founded mainly 
upon the Ordinance and the practice under it, have 
been decided against the City. 

The existing regulations of the City on this sub- 
ject being thus adjudged to’ be ineffectual for the 
purpose intended at the time of their enactment, it 
remains for the City Government to determine upon 
such further provisions in relation to this subject, as 
its high importance to the public convenience and 
the health of the City shall in their judgment de- 
mand.

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({COPY.) Opinion of the Supreme Judicial Court— 
in the cases of Shaw (and others)—on 
the subject of the Common Sewers, 
and the City Ordinance regulating 
them. 


Putnam, J., delivered the opinion of the Court, 
as follows: 

By the 15th section of the Charter of the City 
all powers which were vested in the Town of Bos- 
ton are vested in the Mayor and Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City; and they may make 
all needful and salutary by-laws as Towns may 
make, and annex penalties, not exceeding $20, for 
the breach of the same—which shall be in force from 
and after the time therein limited, without the sanc- 
tion on confirmation cf any court or other authority 
whatsoever; provided that such by-laws shall not be 
repugnant to the Constitution and Laws of this Com- 
monwealth. And the City Council shall have power 
to lay and assess taxes—Stat. 1821, ch. 110, §. 15 
—8th vol. Stat. at Large, 744. 

The power given to Towns to make by-laws is in 
Rey. Stat. ch. 15, sect. 13, for the managing of 
the prudential affairs of the town; which are how- 
ever to be approved by the Court of Common Pleas. 

These by-laws, if reasonable, have as full force as 
if they were made by the Legislature, itself; and it 
is for the Court to decide, whether they are reasona- 
ble or not. 3 Pick. 478, Commonwealth v. Wor- 
cester. If unreasonable, they are veid. 6 Pick. 191, - 
Vandine’s case. 

Anciently the law provided, that a main Drain or

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his own expense ; and that those persons, who should 
enter their particular drains into such main Drain, 
should be obliged to pay according to the judgment of 
the Selectmen or a major part of them ; saving to the 
agorieved party a right to appeal to the Court of 
Sessions. Stat. 8 Anne, ch.2—3 Geo. III. Ancient 
Charters, p. 389. 

And, substantially, the same provisions were con- 
tained in Stat. 1796, ch. 47, passed 20 Feb. 1797. 

The Mayor and Aldermen derive their authority 
under the Charter—and by the Ordinance of the 
City, passed 13th of February, 1834, it is provided 
that the City shall thereafter construct and own the 
Common Sewers, and assess upon those individuals 
who enter their particular drains into the same their 
proportion of the expense of making the Common 
. Sewer, ‘‘ having reference always to the last valuation 
in the Assessors’ books previous to the expenditure.” 

It appears that the City laid the Common Sewer, 
from a place in Pinckney Street to the westward of 
defendant’s land through Charles Street in 1834, and 
that at the request of the Defendant and others—the 
City continued the main Drain to the eastward of the 
Defendant’s lot. ‘The Defendant built a house on 
his lot between February and October 1834, and en- 
tered the particular Drain into the Pinckney Street 
Common Sewer, in that part which was laid in 1834; 
and on the 25th of October 1834 the Defendant 
conveyed his house and land to Mrs. Foster. 

The assessment upon the Defendant was made 
according to the vote of the 5th of February, 1838. 
There were at the time of said assessment, and still 
are, sundry vacant lots in said Pinckney Street, and 
in that part of Charles Street through which the 
Sewer extended ; and both those built upon (includ-

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ing the Defendant’s) and those then vacant formed 
a part of the aggregate valuation of estates upon 
which said assessment was made according to their 
respective values by the then last valuation of the 
Assessors; but the assessments on the vacant lots 
were not actually made at that time, but were re- 
served to be made and collected when the lots » 
should be built upon and entries made therefrom into 
the Common Sewer. Some of these vacant lots have 
since been built upon; and upon these there have 
been assessed and charged, not the sums originally 
reserved in the aggregate valuation aforesaid, but 
such sums as they would have been charged if the 
houses had been built when the assessment was 
made; and such has been the practice, under the 
Ordinance, in streets where there are vacant lots. 

The amount, which the owner of the land should 
pay towards the cost of the main Drain, should be 
settled at the time of its construction. And we think, 
that the intent was, to prescribe a certain rule by 
which the amount of the contribution should be as- 
certained, rather than to have it left to an indefinite 
and final discretion of the City officers. 

The last valuation in the Assessors’ books pre- 
vious to the expenditure, was the basis upon which 
the assessment should be laid. Provision was thus 
made for the payment or reimbursement to the City 
for the whole cost of the Common Sewer. But 
the assessment in the case at bar has not been 
made according to the valuation of the land of 
the Defendant next before the expenditure, which 
was in 1854, but upon such sum, or capital, as 
the Mayor and Aldermen supposed the lots would 
have been then assessed, if there had been a house 
built upon the lot at that time. The assessment was 
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not made until 1838. Now we think that such. an 
assessment is not according to the true intent and 
meaning of the Ordinance, even if the Ordinance it- 
self were valid. 

But is the Ordinance a reasonable and just provis- 
ion? We are.constrained to answer this question 
in the negative. 

It is better, without doubt, that the City should do 
- the work; and that the Mayor and Aldermen should 
judge when and where a Common Sewer should, be 
built. If it were left to the individual abutters to 
build the part against their respective lots, the ex- 
pense might not fall equally ; for some might be 
obliged to carry the Common Sewer through ledges 
and rocks at great expense, while others at a trifling 
cost would go through a loose soil: It is better for 
the City own and to construct it. 7 

And it must be considered as reasonable, that the 
charge should fall upon the lots abutting; which 
would have the privilege of entering particular drains 
from the respective lots into the main Drain or 
Common Sewer. The right and privilege would 
become appurtenant to the several lots, and their 
value would thereby be increased, probably quite as 
much as the amount which should be required to be 
paid towards the general expenditure. ‘Thus no loss 
would fall upon the owners of the land. 

It might happen, that some of the owners of the 
vacant lots would not at present want to have a 
Common Sewer built; while other owners having 
houses on their lots would consider such an accom- 
modation to be absolutely necessary. Let the Mayor 
and Aldermen, then, judge when and where the pub- 
lic convenience requires such main Drains. 

There is as much reason to subject the owners of 
the land abutting to contribution to this expenditure 
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as there is to oblige them to pave the foot ways in 
front of their grounds, and to keep the same in re- 
pair when the City shall pave the streets adjoining. 

It should be a charge upon the land; just as it is 
the requisition on the owners of lands abutting on 
streets to clear away the snow at their own expense ; 
which has been determined to be a reasonable pro- 
vision. It is a charge upon real estate thus situated, 
and requisite for the comfort and convenience of all 
the citizens. 

But how shall it be apportioned’ Shall the owner 
of the lot next to the outlet be in any event held to 
contribute more than the owner of the lot six hun- 
dred feet above, if the former should happen to have 
an house upon it, and the latter lot should be vacant? 
We think not. Suppose A owns a house and lot of 
the value of $1000, and with the house upon it it 
would be of the value of $10,000, next to the outlet 
at Charles Street; and that B has a lot of the same 
dimensions, 600 feet from Charles Street, valued at 
$1000; according to the Ordinance, the contribu- 
tion should be made according to the valuation of 
these estates in the books of the Assessors. The 
owner of one lot would be held to pay ten times as 
much as the other. ‘The apportionment should be 
made upon the value of the /and independently of 
the buildings; and should be settled in the time of 
the transaction ; so that the City would neither gain 
nor lose by the work, and the rights and liabilities of 
the owners of the land be definitely ascertained. 

It is not for the Court to prescribe the mode by 
which the amount of the contribution should be as-_ 
certained; but we are bound to say, that this which 
has been provided is unequal and unreasonable, and 
therefore void.

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REPORT. 


In the first annual report of this Institution, there 
appears a propriety in briefly alluding to the circum- 
stances, which led to its establishment, and to the 
means which it presents for the successful accom- 
plishment of its objects. By an act of the Legisla- 


ture, passed in the year 1836, it was made impera- — 


tive upon the several Counties of the Commonwealth, 
to provide suitable accommodations for those paupers 
within their limits, who being idiotic, or incurably 
insane, were too unsafe, either to themselves or oth- 
ers, to be allowed to go at large, and who, on ac- 
count of their condition and the crowded state of 
that institution, could not be received at the Lunatic 
Hospital at Worcester. The Pauper Lunatics of 
the City of Boston, were, at this time, confined in 
the House of Industry and the House of Correction 
at South Boston. ‘They were numerous and many 
of them, especially those in the House of Industry, 
were, under the circumstances of restraint in which 
they were unavoidably placed, violent and dangerous. 
They were here entirely out of place, as much go as 
an equal number of convicts, or a family of pau- 
pers would be in the wards of a Lunatic Hospital, 
constantly interfering with the discipline and inter- 
rupting the good order which so distinguishes these 
institutions. No special accommodations or attend- 
ance were allowed for them by the City Government, 

and though all which the circumstances of their situa- 
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tion allowed had been done for them, much remain- 
ed to be done. In discharge therefore of the duties 
imposed upon it by the law of the Commonwealth, and 
by the law of humanity, the Government of the City 
with great unanimity voted to erect a Hospital for 
the Insane, which should be commensurate with, the 
wants of the community and‘in accordance with that 
elevated and expensive benevolence, which charac- 
terizes all its public charities. ‘The building calcu- 
lated to accommodate 100 patients, was commenced 
in 1837, and was ready for its intended inmates, in 
the Autumn of 1839. It was erected principally by 
the inmates of the House of Correction, at an ex- 
pense of $52,000; is plainly, but substantially built, 
is convenient and comfortable, and well answers its 
intended purposes. It consists of a main building, 
40 feet square, five stories high including the base- 
ment, and two wings, each 40 feet by 60, which 
are three stories high with a large and commo- 
dious room in the attic. ‘The basement story of 
the main building is occupied, by the kitchen, wash- 
ing room and laundry: the second, by the Superin- 
tendent’s Office and dining rooms; the third by the 
public and private parlors and the family dining 
room: the fourth by the chambers of the families of 
the Superintendent and Steward, and the sewing 
room: the fifth which is still unfurnished, 1s intended 
for the Chapel and above, the attic, containing the 
store room, chambers, &c. ach story in the wings 
contains twelve rooms, which, with the’ attic, will 
conveniently accommodate fifty patients in each 
wing. By forcing pumps in the cellar, water is 
thrown into large tanks in the attic, from which the 
water closets, sink and bathrooms in each story are 
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supplied with an abundance of excellent water. Two 
large cisterns in the yard supplied from the roof of 
the building, afford our family a good supply of soft 
water. 

The location of the Hospital is delightful ; situated 
half way between the Houses of Industry and Cor- 
rection, it commands on the front, a view of the ex- 
tensive gardens and highly cultivated grounds of the 
adjacent institutions, and in the rear, the almost un- 
rivalled panorama of the harbor and City of Boston. 
There are only about five acres of land directly at- 
tached to the Institution, though more could proba- 
bly be rented in the neighborhood, if it should be 
hereafter needed for cultivation by the patients. | 

The Hospital was opened on the 11th of Decem- 
ber, 1839. By reference to the preceding tables it 
will be seen that there have been received since that 
ume 104 patients. 57 males and 47 females—of 
whom 44 came from the House of Industry, 21 from 
the House of Correction, 11 from the State Lunatic 
Hospital, 12 were committed by the Municipal Court 
and 16 by the Police Court. All of them were old 
cases (of the duration of from one to forty years) 
with the exception of 10 of those who were commit- 
ted by the Court. There have been discharged 17 
of these, one at the request of friends ‘‘ improved” — 
one escaped, 8 were returned to the House of Indus- 
try, as “ quiet, safe and incurable’”—two have died, 
and five have recovered. 87 still remain in the In- 
stitution, of whom 46 are males and 41 are females. 
82 are old and 5 are recent cases. 31 are Foreign- 
ers and 56 are Americans. Seven females are color- 
ed, the remainder are white. Of our old cases one 
has recovered and one has died. Since the 11th of

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January we have received 10 recent cases (of less 
duration than one year) of whom four have been dis- 
charged recovered, and have gone back again to the 
duties and privileges of society—one has died (of a 
disease contracted previous to his admission) one is 
greatly improved and will probably soon be discharg- 
ed and 4 lately admitted remain under treatment. 
Should any one now question the necessity and utility 
of this Institution, a quick and conclusive answer 
could be given them, in the eloquent gratitude of 
those, who have here found that peace and sanity of 
the mind which passes calculation. 

The general health of our inmates has been good. 
We have had few complaints and very few cases of 
acute disease among them with the exception of 
the Small Pox, of which we had twelve cases and 
one death, and that resulted less from the severi- 
ty of the attack, than from the violent and ungovern- 
able character of the patient, preventing at times 
the administration of food and medicine. In ali the 
cases the disease was modified by vaccination. It was 
introduced by one of our earliest patients, and had 
extended itself among our inmates before we were 
made aware of the peculiarities of the epidemic, that 
dependance for exemption could no longer be placed 
upon the distinct marks of vaccination but that re- 
vaccination was necessary. A thorough revaccina- 
tion put an immediate stop to its progress. The sec- 
ond death was of a recent case and was caused by 
chronic “ gastro enteritis,” the result of an attack of 
Typhoid fever, which had occurred previous to his 
admission. 

In our old cases where from the long duration of 
disease, and the circumstances of their previous con- 
dition for many years, all change must be gradual 
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and difficult, and where nothing but improvement 
may be hoped for, there has been a most evident 
and gratifying amendment. ‘Their physical condi- 
tion is in all respects better. ‘They have lost much 
of that look of wildness and ferocity, or of childish- 
ness and fear which many of them presented on their 
admission. ‘They are more regular in their habits, 
more quiet, less easily and less frequently excited, 
and more easily controlled when under excitement. 
A pleasant and interesting evidence of this is daily 
afforded us in the dining room, where all our male 
patients take their meals together with decency and 
good order rarely interrupted.. Every patient in our 
house, but one, uses the common knife and fork. 

In the management of our patients we have en- 
deavored to adopt those principles of physical and 
moral treatment, which, first presented by Pinel, 
have been so happily illustrated and effectually ap- 
plied by Esquirol, ‘Tuke, Conolly, Todd, Wood- 
ward, and other eminent men, who at the head of 
Lunatic Hospitals in Europe and America, have done 
so much for the amendment and recovery of the In- 
sane—principles, which when we look back and 
compare with those gross errors which prevailed 
twenty years ago, appear almost like revelations in 
the Pathology of the Human Mind. The first duty 
enjoined upon our attendants and assistants is, the 
patient and persevering exercise of that law of sym- 
pathy and kindness that has such persuasive influ- 
ence over every mind, and should ever regulate our 
intercourse with the Insane. By this much may be 
done to soothe excitement and dispel illusion and 
melancholy, and thus excite those sentiments of self 
respect that will create the strongest possible motive 
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for self control. We give to every patient a con- 
venient bedrooth, with the exception of some of 
those most quiet old cases, who occupy a large and 
well ventilated attic in common, and for every one a 
good mattrass of husk or palm leaf—their dress 
though plain is comfortable, and they are all under 
the immediate charge of three male and four female 
attendants, who are fully aware that unkindness or 
neglect of any duty to them will not be overlooked. 
Their food is plain and substantial in quality and suf- 
ficiently abundant in quantity. All experience in the 
treatment of insanity, agrees in this point—the great 
advantages of good diet. ‘The depressed physical 
condition of a great majority of lunatics, at once sug- 
gests to the unbiassed mind, the necessity of substan- 
tial nourishment as the first step in the remedial 
treatment. The deplorable results of the experiment 
of light and farinaceous diet, made in the Lunatic 
Hospital in Paris during the period of the French 
Revolution, and in one at least of the extensive Hos- 
pitals in England at a later day, entirely sustain this 
position. Insufficient nourishment. invariably in- 
creases the excitement of the brain, and never is an 
insane or (sane) man more quiet and less dangerous, 
than when left to the calm digestion of a good dinner. 

We seek to avoid personal restraint as far as prac- 
ticable, and apply it when necessary with as much 
gentleness and as little irritation as possible. ‘The 
means of restraint that we use are confinement to 
rooms in the hall with guarded windows, or the ap- 
plication of ‘straps’ (leather wristbands fastened by 
rings to a belt passing around the body and secured 
behind,) with, or more generally without the mittens. 
These produce no pain, and effectually prevent vio- 
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lence to themselves, to others, or to the building. 
We have one ‘strong chair’ which is rarely used. 

Here as elsewhere employment is found to have a 
beneficial effect. Our female patients render us es- 
sential assistance in the various domestic operations 
of the house. ‘They are to be found in the kitchen, 
the washroom, laundry and sewing room, or busily 
engaged with their knitting needles in their halls, 
and though some of their work has, in household 
phrase ‘‘to be done over after them,” we could hard- 
ly dispense with their aid, while all the labor is ben- 
eficial to themselves. Our male patients assist 
much in the out-door work of the Hospital, though 
we have to regret that we have so little opportunity 
of giving them constant and regular employment. 
It is an evil for which we hope a remedy will pres- 
ently be found. ‘There are no causes which so cer- 
tainly produce discontent and excitement among our 
patients, (the smuggling of a little tobacco except- 
ed,) as confinement to the halls from bad weather 
and other causes, and the absence of employment. 

Exercise inducing a sharp appetite at meal time 
and a timely drowsiness at evening, is the best as- 
surance, that the quiet of the night will not be dis- 
turbed by the outcry of the maniac, or by the crash 
of his broken window. 

Religious instruction is another influence to which 
we have looked for beneficial results. Considering 
our immediate household and our patients as one 
great family and recognizing the family as a divine 
institution, your Superintendent has deemed it his 
duty to gather as many as practicable together, for 
family worship, at an early hour in the evening. 
The usual regular services of the Sabbath have been 
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supplied to us every Sunday afternoon with few ex- 
ceptions. For this inestimable privilege we have 
been indebted to the gratuitous labors of those of 
our clerical friends whose hearts have been warmed 
towards those of their fellow beings who are ‘sit- 
ting in darkness.” ‘There is no more fitting place in ° 
which to express to the Rev. Messrs. Dwight, Gleve- 
land, Crowel, Abbott, Washburn and other gentle- 
men who have officiated for us, our grateful sense of 
that benevolence, which has led them to preach to 
our family the soothing precepts of Him who said to 
the tempest, ‘“‘ Peace be still.” The average atten- 
dance of our patients upon these services is over 
forty and it is rare that they exhibit any deviation 
from good order and propriety. ‘Though it is the first 
time for years that many of our inmates have been 
thus recognized as members of the human family, 
their fixed attention and serious deportment is a 
pleasant illustration of the adaptation of the Gospel 
to “all sorts and conditions of men.” ‘The utility 
of these influences should be undoubted. No one 
can look upon our household assembled for the in- 
struction of the Sabbath, or for the familiar worship 
of the evening and see them there as one family rise 
up silently and reverently to pray to ‘Our Father in 
Heaven,” without realizing that some feel the so- 
lemnity of the act—without being convinced that a 
chord may there be struck, whose ultimate vibration 
may awaken some recollection of early life and bring 
back upon the excited and bewildered mind some 
calm and solemn influences and give him that one 
moment of self control, in which the first link in the 
chain of diseased associations may be broken. 

The testimony of the good effects of Divine

Worship upon the minds of the insane from the Hos- 
pitals at Worcester, Charlestown and elsewhere in 
our country, is before the public. Inthe 26th re- 
port of the Glasgow Royal Asylum for Lunatics, the 
Chaplain of the Institution states, ‘the exercises of 
Divine Worship, in which many of our patients have 
the privilege of engaging are attended with the 
most beneficial results. ‘This is evident from the 
deep interest they take in the discourses delivered to 
them, and the fact that these are the means of with- 
drawing their attention, for a short time, from their 
prevailing illusions. Every thing that is conceived 
to have a tendency to agitate their minds is care- 
fully avoided, and pains taken to present them with 
the most soothing and practical views of divine 
truth. Two very important advantages, then are 
derived to our patients from the institution of Pub- 
lic Worship ;—it is of use in alleviating the malady 
under which they labor, and in strengthening and 
gratifying those pious feelings, from which (in their 
secluded state) they derive the greatest consolation.” 

The interest and feelings of our attendants, assis- 
tants and other members of our immediate house- 
hold ought also to be considered. From our loca- 
tion and the nature of their engagements, it is im- 
possible for most of them to attend public worship 
in the City. It is desirable therefore that the spa- 
cious room intended for a chapel should be furnished, 
and that our means of religious instruction on the 
Sabbath be placed upon a more permanent and in- 
dependent basis. 

Your Superintendent has great pleasure in ac- 
knowledging a donation of Bibles from the Massa- 


chusetts Bible Society, and of useful and valuable

books to the amount of $10 from the American 
Tract Society, for the use of his patients. The ea- 
gerness with which books of any kind, pamphlets and 
newspapers are received by them, show their grate- 
ful sense of the value of such well-timed charities. 

Our thanks are also due to Dr. George Parkman, 
for his acceptable presents of animals and fruit for 
the amusement and gratification of our patients. 

Here as in all other public Lunatic Hospitals are 
to be found a large number of those whose malady 
either from original causes, or long duration, has 
passed beyond the reach of medical treatment. In 
regard.to the incurable, or as Esquirol denominates 
them ‘not cured,’ public sentiment has yet to take 
one more step in advance. ‘Though they may be 
hopelessly insane, much more may be done for their 
relief than is generally believed. Many are mono- 
maniacs or partially insane, entirely rational on many 
subjects, sensible of appeals to their reason and good 
feeling, and can appreciate and surely need the kind 
offices of their friends and protectors. “’'To breathe 
good air, ‘to have good food and good quantity, to 
sleep comfortably, to be clean in person and decent- 
ly dressed, to take exercise regularly, to be screened 
from vicious or exasperating excitements and to be 
solicited by gentle and frequent efforts to self control 
or mental alacrity” are points, to which our attention 
should be especially directed. 

The change which has taken place during the last 
few years in the views and treatment of imsanity is 
the noblest evidence, which can be given of the ad- 
vancing philanthropy of the age. ‘Scarcely cred- 
itable, says Dr. Conolly, does it now seem, that no 
longer back than twenty years ago the condition of

lunatics throughout France, and with some excep- 
tions throughout Europe (and America) should have 
been such as we find described by M. Esquirol. 
Prisons and dungeons were built and dug for them, 
and chains forged for them. ‘To prevent their dying 
of sheer hunger was the sum of duty apparently 
thought due to them ; and they were everywhere the 
victims of ignorance, of prejudice and of terror. 
The patients were found by him covered with rags, 
lying upon straw, miserably fed and grossly abused 
by ignorant and brutal keepers. Air to breathe, and 
water to drink were almost equally excluded from 
them; they were chained like wild beasts, but in 
dens into which wild beasts would not have been 
put.” But thanks be to God that a brighter day has 
dawned upon the lunatic. No longer an outcast, 
bearing like Cain, the mark of his Maker’s ven- 
geance upon his forehead, nor yet the incarnation of 
some evil spirit, to be exorcised by every species of 
cruelty and persecution which ignorance or credu- 
lity can invent, but as the victims of a curable phys- 
ical disease they may now share our sympathy with 
the neuralgic, or the consumptive. A deficiency or 
derangement of the physical organization, may for-. 
bid the natural manifestation, but cannot impair the 
integrity of the mind; that is still the same :—dor- 
mant and inactive, but waiting to lay aside the clogs 
of an imperfect humanity, and to begin with the in- 
fant of a day, a new existence in a “ better land.” 
Sir James Mackintosh in a letter to the Rev. Rob- 
ert Hall remarks, that whoever has brought himself to 
consider a disease of the brain as differing only in 
degree from a disease of the lungs, has robbed it of 
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that mysterious horror which forms its chief malig- 
nity. | 

The Boston Lunatic Hospital originated from the 
necessity of constructing some suitable place or re- 
ceptacle for the safe keeping of the idiotic and 
incurably insane—But whatever may have been the 
original design, it is now ‘evident, that the exigen- 
cies of the community reguire, that it assume the 
same general character, as those public state insti- 
tutions which are in progress around us—that it 
should continue to be conducted upon those princi- 
ples of rigid economy without which it cannot obtain 
popularity and success, and that amid the accumula- 
tion of old and incurable patients its wards should 
be open to the reception of those more recent cases, 
whose recovery may after all be the best measure of 
its benefits. 
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HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


The importance of the Hospital attached to the 
House of Industry is evident, from the following 
tables, by which it will be seen, that the whole num- 
ber of cases under treatment since October 30th, is 
699, of whom 4.59 have been discharged recovered, 
91 improved, 42 removed by friends, 73 died and 54 
still remain under treatment. Many of the patients 
are admitted in the last and oftentimes hopeless stage 
of disease, after the means and the kindness of 
friends are exhausted, and many of the cases, are 
of that chronic and lingering character, which keep 
the wards of Public Hospitals always populous. 

It is believed that the true character of this Hos- 
pital is not duly appreciated by those, whose narrow 
means do not enable them to enjoy the ordinary 
comforts of sickness at their own home. 

Within a few weeks, through the benevolent and 
indefatigable zeal of the Superintendent of the 
House seconded by the liberality of the Directors, 
new, commodious and well ventilated Hospital- 
wards have been constructed, which are excelled in 
very few, if any of the public Hospitals in the coun- 
try. Every thing is here done for the benefit and 
comfort of the sick, which diligent medical attend- 
ance, good nursing, proper nourishment, and all, 
which the untiring and vigilant kindness, not only of 
the Superintendent, but of his family, can effect. 
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HOUSE OF CORRECTION. 


According to the annexed table, there have been 
admitted to the Hospital of the House of Correction, — 
343 patients—of whom, 298 have been discharged, 
recovered, 20 improved, 1 not improved; 11 have 
died and 13 remain under treatment. Of the deaths, 
all are males, and with one exception, from disease 
contracted previous to commitment. ‘Three have 
occurred in those who have been inmates for some 
months, (one by Typhoid fever, one by Apoplexy, 
induced by long standing disease of the brain, and one 
by Marasmus.) Of the (eight) others, no one had 
done a day’s work in the Prison—all of them entered 
the Hospital the same day they were committed to 
the Prison and died, one in twenty eight—one in four- 
teen—one in twenty six—one in ten—one in two— 
one in five—one in one—and one in seven days. 

The general health of the inmates is excellent, as 
is plainly indicated by their cheerful aspect and ro- 
bust appearance, which speaks volumes, not only 
for the system, but for the masterly manner in which 
that system is carried out. 

‘The daily record of the Hospital, will show that 
the large majority of patients, especially with severe 
disease, are from among those who have been lately 
committed. 

In an Institution, which like this, takes the high 
rank, of the model Prison, and whose claim to that 
distinction, are so justly based upon its admirable 
internal regulations and system of operation, the 
health and abundant food—the comfortable cloth- 
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ing, the warm lodging, &c., for the well and the 
watchful care, to provide medical attendance, proper 
medicine and kind and competent nurses for the 
sick, the records of the Hospital should be fully and 
fairly stated.

2 OLD COUNTY COURT HOUSE. July, 


In City Council, July 9, 1840. 


The Joint Committee on Public Buildings who were 
instructed to consider and report what disposition 
shall be made of the old County Court House, and 
the adjoining grounds, having considered the sub- 
ject, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


That they find the City in possession of this build- 
ing, which in a short time will be entirely vacant. 
They consider it a settled point that it should neither 
be taken down, nor sold, and that it cannot be leased 
for any purposes which the Council would approve. 
Upon careful examination, the building appears to 
have had little care or money expended upon it for 
many years, and consequently to require a very tho- 
rough repair even for its proper preservation. ‘This 
must be done to whatever use it may be put, if it is 
intended to preserve it from gradual decay... 

Under these circumstances, as it has seemed to be 
a general desire, that the building should be fitted for 
a City Hall, if it could be done without a waste of 
money,—your Committee directed their first inquiry 
to ascertain, whether for a very little more expendi- 
ture than was absolutely requisite for the preserva- 
tion of the property, that object could not be ob- 
tained. , 

By means of estimates made by competent me- 
chanics, your Committee are satisfied, that a thorough 
repair of the building in all its parts, with such altera- 
tions only inside, as would be absolutely necessary, if. 
it were to be occupied by the City Government, could ~ 
be made for the sum of $8,000. These repairs em- 
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brace making tight the roof,—pointing and drawing 
the outside walls,—cleaning tlie present porticos,— 
making new outside doors,—new plastering both en- 
tries and both Court Rooms, with new ceilings, cor- 
nices and centre pieces,—making new treads to all 
the stairs,—repairing all the other walls, and ceilings, 
and all the doors, floors, windows and woodwork 
both inside and outside, and thoroughly whitewash- 
ing and painting the building throughout. ‘The al- 
erations contemplated within this estimate, con- 
sist of putting an iron fence around the entrances 
upon the north side, so as to prevent the nuisance at 
present existing,—partitioning off two small rooms 
from that designed for the Mayor and Aldermen, and 
removing sundry partitions in other rooms to accom- 
modate the officers intended to occupy them,—cut- 
ting four new windows in the wings, and raising the 
floor of the Mayor and Aldermen’s Room, so as to 
conform to the present height of the windows. And 
as stated before, the Committee learn from the esti- — 
mates made, that these alterations and repairs can 
be made for the sum of $8,000. 

They further find, that another alteration,—that 
of lowering the ten windows in the Mayor and Al- 
dermen’s Room two feet, and putting in new hard 
wood sashes,—can be made for an additional sum of 
$650,—making the whole cost by this plan $8,650. 
This in the opinion of a majority of the Committee, 
was preferable, as avoiding the necessity of raising 
the floor in that room, and as improving the external 
appearance of the building. 

The Committee were further informed by the me- 
chanics who estimated, that by keeping the en- 
trances as they now are, the present stairs might be 
taken away and new stairs carried up in the rear of 
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the main part of the building, conforming precisely 
in the second and third stories in all the arrange- 
ments to the plan heretofore submitted to the Coun- 
cil by Mr. Preston, for the additional sum of $825,— 
making the whole cost of altering by this plan and 
repairing as before stated, $9,475. | 

A majority of the Committee preferred this plan, 
under these circumstances, to either of the others, 
on the ground of its furnishing two rooms in each of 
the upper stories, in place of the present entries, and 
more commodious than those to be made from the 
Mayor and Aldermen’s Room, also of its bringing 
the room of Clerk of the Common Council, close to 
Council Room, and also as furnishing an internal 
communication through the paras of the building, 
in both the upper stories. 

It should be observed that the amount and style of 
repairs, and of finish both inside and outside the 
building, is the same in all the three plans. The 
difference is only in the amount of alterations in the 
interior arrangement of the building. ‘The majority 
of the Committee are in favor of that last named, 
which makes the most alteration, for the reasons 
which have been stated ;—whilst a minority are in 
favor of that which involves the least alteration, on 
the ground that with the present arrangement, as 
good a Hall can be made as the building will furnish, 
without very disproportionate expense,—that it will 
be as satisfactory in this, as in the other mode pro- 
posed,—and that if alterations in an old building are 
once commenced, it is impossible to say where they 
will end. 

The majority, therefore, desirous that in some 
mode, the building should be fitted for a City Hall, 
and wishing in what has been said, only to express 
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their preference amongst the plans, recommend in 
the first place, that the old County Court House be 
fitted for ‘a City Hall according to the plan thirdly 
stated ;—or if that should not be acceptable to the 
Council, then according to the plan secondly stated ; 
or if neither be approved, then according to that first 
named. 

As to the adjoining grounds on School Street,— 
if the building is in any way improved as a City 
Hall, the Committee recommend that they be graded, 
laid out into walks, and grass plats with trees, and 
that a suitable iron fence be placed on the front and. 
the westerly side, and a brick wall upon the easterly. 
The cost of this is estimated at $3,000. 

Provision must also be made for lighting the 
building, and if done by gas, the cost is estimated at 
$1,000; also for fireplaces, grates and other means 
of warming the building, which will require another 
$1,000. 

It is the opinion of the Committee that one of the 
rooms in the east wing can be made to accomodate 
the meetings of Ward 7. But another engine house 
must be provided in lieu of that which now stands 
upon School Street. 

No estimate has been made as to furnishing the 
building. It is intended, however, that the desks 
should be removed from the present rooms and all 
other furniture that can be made available. 

Putting together the various items as estimated, it 
appears that 
By the first named plan, the whole cost of fitting 

the building for a City Hall, (exclusive of furnish- 

ing) together with grading and ornamenting the 

grounds, will be - a - - $13,000 00 
By the second plan - - - - $13,650 00 
By the third plan ~ t rc - $14,475 00 
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To guard against mistakes in the foregoing esti- 
mates, it will be observed that the order subjoined is 
so framed as to enable the Council to revise the 
subject, in case they should prove incorrect. 

In conformity therefore, with the opinion of a ma- 
jority of the Committee as to the particular plan, the 
passage of the following order is recommended,

Ordered, That the Joint Standing Committee on 
Public Buildings be authorized to cause the Old 
County Court House on School Street, to be fitted 
for a City Hall upon the plan thirdly named in their 
foregoing report, and also the land adjacent to be 
laid out in the manner stated in the report, provided, 
that if on receiving proposals for the whole work, it 
shall appear that the same will cost more than esti- 
mated in their report, they report the same to the |

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ORATION. 


Tue startling thunders of the deep toned can- 
non are rolling from hill to hill, from city to city, 
and from state to state. The folds of our nation’s 
flag are proudly flung on the four winds of heaven. 
Countless voices respond to each other their cry of 
joyousness. ‘The warm current courses through the 
veins with quickened motion, and the deeds of other 
days rush upon our recollections with all the freshness 
of passing events. We have assembled with thoughts 
consecrated to God and our country, and have 
mingled the solemnity of religious supplication with 
the vows of patriotic devotion. ‘These are the dem- 
onstrations of a national jubilee: the anniversary of- 
fermgs of the birth-day of a great and happy and 
free people. | 

The causes for all this intensity of feeling and ex- 
hibition of common interest, involve a discussion of 
all the memorable acts that led to the Declaration of 
Independence, of all the events that passed in the 
days of the great struggle for freedom, and of all the 
practical principles and political theory that enter 
into the organization of a purely representative re- 
public. 

The Anniversary of American Independence! If 
there is one heart within these walls that does not 
feel its best impulses come welling up from its 
deepest recesses, its best hopes for the continuance

of our institutions awakened, and its best resolutions 
to defend them confirmed, that heart is any thing but 
American. It is not the voice of the startling can- 
non that booms over every plain, nor the festal dan- 
ces of night-fires that rise from every hill, nor the 
echoing cry of exultation that swells from the voices 
of sixteen millions of people; but it is the steady 
resolution that respects the equal operation of the 
laws of the land; that deep spirit of religious feeling 
that places its trust in the good Providence of God; 
that intelligent and firm purpose that renews its feal- 
ty in support of the great constitutional provisions of 
our government; that proud elevation of a freeman, 
who, when he clearly sees the invasion of these 
great principles, dares to combat manfully in their 
defence :—these indicate national feeling. 

We come up here, not to decree a triumph to 
some successful usurper over the people’s rights, but 
to renew the obligations we owe to the principles 
which carried our fathers through the days of the 
revolution, and which have raised our favored land 
to a degree of prosperity unparalleled in the history 
of nations. We come to consult on the principles 
that develope and protect our interests in commerce, 
agriculture and the arts; and, above all, to consult 
on the principles that go to the preservation of our 
free political institutions. 

We assemble, not more to retrace the glorious 
deeds of our fathers, than to transmit to our chil- 
dren the spirit of the free institutions they planted 
here. ‘The past is full of events rich in stimulants 
to the pride of the citizen, and to the admiration of 
the freeman. But the future will require all the su- 
pervision of intelligent experience, added to the 
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maxims of wisdom which our fathers left us, to con- 
trol the tendencies that lead either to an abandon- 
ment of the simple elements of our government, or 
to a concentration of power dangerous to the con- 
tinuance of free institutions. 

It is grateful to meet on one joyous day of na- 
tional jubilee, when all party feelings and bitter ani- 
mosities are buried, at least while we unite in ren- 
dering the homage of profound veneration to the 
patriots who secured to us the blessings of a free 
government. It is grateful to meet where the quiet 
influence of religious regard shall control all the dis- 
cordant elements of party bitterness. 

No one can well understand the springs of New 
England habits, manners, and feelings, or compre- 
hend our civil, social and religious condition, with- 
out reverting to the days of the pilgrims. . ‘The his- 
tory of the little band of the May Flower is an epoch 
in the history of man. It is a theme which, for its 
daring enterprise and magnificent results, puts at 
defiance all the speculations of political philosophy, 
and all competition of bold adventure. Nothing 
but the unquenchable love of civil and religious 
freedom could have matured and carried through 
that bold undertaking. ‘Three thousand miles ofa 
wintry ocean would form a barrier to any ordinary 
enterprise. but this little company, on an unprom- 
ising coast, and on a comparatively unpromising 
soil, planted a colony eminently characterized for 
ardent attachment to religion and laws. 

The religious impulses that carried the armed 
population of Europe to Palestine, to recover the 
venerated land of the cross and the sepulchre, had 
mingled with them the most foreign associates: 
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popular superstition, military ambition, and love of 
conquest. There, the purity of christian sympa- 
thies was dimmed not only by an association with 
bad passions, but with criminal excesses. Here, 
the motives to enterprise were, the rights of relig- 
ious belief and of self government: freedom to 
worship God, and to make their own laws. Other 
nations have gone through the process of civil war 
and revolution to the same end. Here, a colony 
was planted with principles that formed the index to 
all subsequent proceedings, up to the Declaration of 
Independence. 

The solicitude of the early settlers was not more 
clearly demonstrated in providing for themselves by 
the security of their personal rights, than in provi- 
ding for posterity by making ample provision for 
the interests of learning. ‘They believed that for a 
people to be virtuous and happy, they must be in- 
telligent. It was one of the anomalies of New Eng- 
land’s infancy, to make her school houses the first 
monuments of her prosperity; and the proudest 
monuments of her maturity are her public provisions 
for the education of the whole people. In this is 
the ark of political safety. ‘The more intelligent the 
whole people, the less material is there for the oper- 
ations of political intriguers, and the less danger of 
the triumph of a political despot. Ignorance and 
corruption are the elements that the worst parties 
of the worst times always combime, to carry out 
their schemes of popular operation for selfish pur- 
poses. ‘The same general intelligence that gave to 
the first settlers the power of detecting and control- 
ling domestic influences inconsistent with their per- 
sonal and civil rights, also gave them a keen per- 
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ception of the initiatory proceedings of the mother 
country to reduce the rights of the colonists to mere 
nominal privileges. 

That the project of raising a revenue from the 
colonies should meet with determined resistance, 
was a thing of course; and the stamp act and the 
tea tax only accelerated events necessarily growing 
out of the relations between England and the prov- 
inces. 

The precautionary measure of collecting military 
stores at Concord, was in keeping with the jealous 
foresight of the resolute leaders of the day; and the 
movement of the royal troops to destroy them, was 
in keeping with a determination to crush every ef- 
fort toward the maintenance of the growing spirit of 
insubordination. In that adventure, the first blood 
in the great drama of the revolution was shed. 
Lexington and Concord were the theatres of mar- 
tyrdom. Instantly, the latent energies of a whole 
people, from one extreme of the country to the 
other, were roused to action. 

The same spirit of independence that led the pil- 
erims to the rock of Plymouth on the 22d of De- 
cember, 1620, brought to maturity that Declaration 
of Independence which was made at Philadelphia 
on the 4th of July, 1776. 

Up to the moment which severed the last tie 
that bound the colonies to England, our recollec- 
tions go back with all the pride of a noble ancestry, 
and with all the freshness of renewed gratitude. 
Never did a nobler band of determined patriots act 
with more solemn obligations. If unsuccessful, they 
saw the fate that awaited them, and knew that their 
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with the grossest ignominy. But their confidence 
was firm in the day of trial, and their faith was un- 
wavering in the Providence of God, to carry them 
through the struggle. And they did go through 
that struggle, gloriously for themselves, for the wel- 
fare of their country, for the cause of civil hberty, 
and for the just rights of man throughout the world ; 
and that successful struggle will have its important 
bearing through all time. History is doing justice, 
and will for ever do justice, to the firm, devoted, in- 
telligent and grave signers of the great charter of 
our liberties, at once the pledge of their integrity, 
and the hope of rational freedom. 

The jealousy with which the old confederation 
was formed, leaving it a weak compact, without the 
main attributes of a government, and deficient in its 
powers to secure political liberty, was indicative of 
the watchful spirit that pervaded a large class of the 
population. It cannot now be a matter of surprise, 
that they whose feelings had been trained in a se- 
ries of years of privation and suffering, and whose 
ardent thirst for liberty commenced with resistance 
to a power claiming to impose taxes where the con- 
sent of the people through their representatives was 
not required, should, in the outset, guard against the 
surrender of power not absolutely necessary to the 
administration of public affairs, and should resist the 
concentration of authority in hands from which it 
could never be withdrawn, except at the price of 
blood and treasure. ‘he experiment satisfied a ma- 
jority that the confederation was too feeble, and 
that a new constitution was necessary. ‘The de- 
scendants of those daring ancestors who won from 
royal authority that noble charter from which En- 
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glishmen date the proudest triumph of principle, 
formed on another continent a second charter, as 
proud a monument of secured rights and_ political 
wisdom as the first great charter. 

When the defects of the confederation were per- 
ceived, a convention was held to form anew con- 
stitution, with provisions based upon the powers 
requisite to preserve the union, but at the same time 
reserving to the people all their just rights. Never 
was a moment more eventful in its probable conse- 
quences ! 

The great division of opinion was on this point: 
how much to yield, and how much to retain. ‘This 
point in political history had been settled heretofore 
by force and violence, or by accident. But here, 
the novel spectacle of a people quietly and judi- 
ciously adopting a new constitution was presented to 
the admiration of the world. How far they were 
successful, succeeding time has shown. ‘The few 
changes that have been made, after all our experi- 
ence, form the highest tribute to the sagacity and 
integrity of that excellent body of men who matured 
that instrument. 

Almost within hearing of the enemy’s cannon, 
and almost within reach of their bristling bayonets, 
they had matured and put forth a summary of rights 
not more remarkable for its bold outline of political 
wisdom, than for its wise consistency with practical 
freedom. ‘here never was a deliberative body of 
men uniting more of the great qualities that dignify 
human nature. No other body of men ever united 
so much of personal intrepidity and of intellectual 
power. ‘They presented a spectacle, by their ex- 
position of principles, which, for moral sublimity, 
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stands alone among the memorable acts of govern- 
ment, and which is unapproachable by any coun- 
terpart, for it adaptation to the great purposes of na- 
tional prosperity. What the fitful flashes of the 
polar lights are to the splendor of a meridian sun, 
the miniature examples of republics in ancient days 
are to the magnificent structure that is eminently 
the home of civil liberty, and a defence of human 
rights. What the great Athenian philosopher en- 
deavored to illustrate in his theories on an ideal re- 
public has been practically matured in the new 
world, in the successful results of a real republic. 

Who shall sufficiently describe, who can ever im- 
perfectly feel, the conflicting thoughts that arose in 
the hearts of that memorable band that signed the 
Declaration! On one hand, the colomies become 
degraded and oppressed for their manly resistance 
to assumed powers and prerogatives; on the other, 
the glorious prospect of a free nation, whose liberties 
should be identified with the high and generous 
principles they felt. and avowed. On one hand, the 
rebel’s reward of treason; on the other, the patriot’s 
reward of success. 

In discussing the events and circumstances of the 
revolution, it has been a favorite topic of indignant 
reproach to speak in denunciatory terms of the 
timid who refused to bring their energies into the 
struggle, and of the opponents who: endeavored to 
counteract the efforts of the daring spirits of the 
times. But now that the events of that doubtful con- 
test can be looked upon dispassionately, the surprise 
is, that so few should be found base enough to desert. 
the cause in which the wisest and the best were en- 
gaged, to obtain a successful issue, or die in the at- 
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tempt. It was no holiday work then. Without an 
army, without a navy, without munitions of war, the 
finances in a disordered state, commerce annihila- 
ted, and agriculture and the arts paralized in their 
operations ;—this was the condition of the colonies 
when called upon to defy the gigantic power of that 
government which had been united to us by many 
common bonds of interest, with an immense arma- 
ment at sea, and with hosts of well appointed and 
well disciplined troops. , Who would not pause at 
such an eventful crisis, where success might secure 
only an imaginary right, but where defeat must en- 
tail the forfeitures and penalties of unsuccessful re- 
bellion! 

There is sometimes a proud reaction from the 
barren denunciations that sought to stigmatize the 
fearless leaders in the ranks of the patriots of those 
days; a reaction honorable alike to the principles 
involved in that discussion of rights, and to the par- 
ties who were the subjects of royal anathema. When 
General Gage issued his proclamation offering par- 
don to all who would return to their allegiance, he 
made an exception of two names, so identified with 
the events of those days, that the history of the times 
repeats them on every page. John Hancock and 
Samuel Adams were the distinguished exceptions to 
royal favor; and no exemplification of titulary hon- 
ors, no patent of nobility, ever conferred imperish- 
able distinction on two names with more successful 
results, whether for their endurance on the page of 
history, or in the hearts of their countrymen. 

It is said of a noble Roman lady, that when asked 
for her jewels she produced her two sons. “These,” 
said she, ‘‘are the only jewels of which I can 
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boast.” In the,days of the revolutionary struggle, 
our country had no jewels to boast of but her sons; 
but every American mother was a Cornelia; and, 
inheriting from the pilgrims a proud spirit of inde- 
pendence, and awakened to action by their general 
intelligence, the mothers brought to the altars of lib- 
erty the dearest objects that twined around their 
hearts; and when their country, in its peril, re- 
quired the sacrifice, they stood forth, and, like the 
noble Roman lady, proclaimed, ‘‘ Here are our jew- 
els ;” and they added, ‘‘ may they live with the inde- 
pendence of their country, or die with her hopes on 
the battle-ground of freedom.” Never was there a 
nobler race of women. Possessing all the self-devo- 
tion of ancient dignity, and all the gentleness of 
modern refinement, they offered to God and their 
country all that the ancient matrons offered to sto- 
ical ambition or maternal pride. History has done 
them imperfect justice. Our fathers have received 
the just reward of a nation’s gratitude for their deeds 
in battle, and wisdom in council; but the mothers 
have not received the just tribute of admiration for 
their generous devotion and heart-rending sacrifice. 
The stirring agitations of battle, the pride of con- 
quest and the awarded wreath of victory are not 
among the elements of woman’s ambition; but her 
duties have more the attributes of moral greatness, 
as they have not the stimulants of the warrior’s gay 
plume, the loud huzza of the multitude, nor even the 
last honors of the sculptured monument. | 
That the government of the United States has 
sometimes been deemed not sufficiently strong to 
resist the force of popular commotion, never was so 
distinctly exhibited as in the days of republican 
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France, when it was attempted to join the power of 
the United States and France against Great Britain. 
And one of the most perilous periods for the due 
maintenance of the uncontrolled sovereignty and na- 
tional dignity of our new formed government was the 
moment when Washington, in defiance of domestic 
and foreign influence, issued his proclamation of 
neutrality. No event can more fully illustrate the 
dangers of a refined speculation in the theory of 
government, or of the facility with which the ex- 
tremes of the principle of popular rights unite with 
the spirit of licentiousness, than the fact that the 
representative of republican France dared to resist 
the head of our own republic in an official act. 
The nation that set up reason as an idol, and that 
adopted the liberty-cap as a national emblem, would 
almost, in our struggle for the right of self-govern- 
ment, have compelled us to worship the same idol, 
and adopt the same emblem. Our own proud eagle 
might still have supported the national escutcheon, 
but his strong grasp would have been upon the 
chains of vassalage, and the lightning of his eye 
would have been quenched in darkness. The _his- 
tory of that time is a signalised beacon to practical 
statesmen and practical patriots, that political rocks © 
and quicksands he near the surface of the tempestu- 
ous ocean of liberty, and that the same healthful 
breeze that fills the sails of the fair ship of the con- 
stitution may dash it on the hidden enemies that 
surround it. 

The results of revolutions have so often been ad- 
verse to the interests of civil liberty, or to any gain 
for humanity, that it is not only with national pride, 
but with grateful recollections in behalf of all the 
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great interests of mankind, that we retrace the re- 
sults of our Declaration of Independence. By our 
free institutions, individual rights in the security of 
life and property are amply secured, not so much by 
operation of law, as by the general intelligence, hon- 
est industryy-and virtuous habits of the people. ‘The 
theory of government formed and sustained exclu- 
sively for the maintenance of individual happiness and 
_ the public good, is every where understood and car- 
ried into practice. ‘The interests of education are 
of paramount consideration. ‘The equality of politi- 
cal rights is recognized in our written constitutions. 
Qualifications for all offices of honor, trust or emol- 
ument, are capacity and integrity. The ordinary 
course of industry and economy insures competency, 
and good habits insure respectability. Every citizen 
is a part of the creative power in the gift of all offi- 
ces, and is eligible to all. By the blessing of God, 
we have a climate favorable to health, and to vig- 
orous mental and physical action. By the wisdom 
and foresight of our fathers, we inherit institutions 
unequalled for their adaptation to the great purposes 
of humanity, civil liberty and personal rights. 

However the past may have been marked by feel- 
ings of the most unfriendly nature between the peo- 
ple of the United States and of Great Britain, the 
age of bitter and acrimonious feelings has passed 
away. No benefit to either country can now re- 
sult from a revival of the ancient causes of ill will. 
How many common ties now bind the two nations 
together! A common origin; the same language, 
manners and religion; the interests of education; 
and the same love of constitutional liberty, and well 
defined and settled law. 
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If the past has been checkered with the perils of 
war and rivalry, and national jealousy, the present is 
full of promise, that the interests of the two coun- 
tries, in all the relations of commerce, philanthropy 
and letters, are better understood, and that the an- 
tagonist position of these nations is no longer to be 
seen, except in the honorable competition which 
shall fulfil, to the highest possible degree, the des- 
tinies of a mighty people, in the true enjoyment of 
science, religion and civil liberty. And among the 
promises for the continuance of our amicable re- 
lations, may be placed the connexion by steam nav- 
igation, and the recent arrival, from England, of the 
first steam packet at our city. No Bostonian could 
have looked upon that glorious spectacle without a 
feeling of laudable pride, and a deep anticipation of 
hope that the prospects of successful enterprise 
would be fully realized. No one could look around 
on our lovely bay, and not feel an additional throb 
of patriotism. Our ample wharves lined with thous- 
ands of gratified spectators; a beautiful sheet of 
water studded with countless gay barques ; our ships 
in their gayest attire; the welcome of the pealing 
cannon rolling from shore to shore, and the wel- 
come of countless voices borne in loud huzzas across 
the placid waters; the flags of two countries float- 
ing together in their broad folds, and in their inti- 
mate, friendly relation; a noble ship of our own 
country giving forth its charming music; and the 
welcome visitor to our waters, the first of her de- 
scription from the land of our fathers, dashing on- 
ward in the pride of her station, and in the power of 
that mighty principle which is effecting its favorable 
influence on the commercial, social and political re- 
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Jations of the ‘two countries! Who could contem- 
plate that glorious spectacle, and not feel an addi- 
tional impulse in his recolleetions of the interests of 
humanity, of his country, and of his own fair city of 
Boston! ‘This is not the glowing offspring of imag- 
inative creation. Its end is not the temporary 
structure of fancy, but the maintenance of commer- 
cial relations, not more important to the interests of 
the counting-room, than to the interests of the work- 
shop, the halls of learning, and the halls of legisla- 
tion. 

The connexion by steam power is in effect a treaty 
between two great commercial nations; not a treaty 
formed by diplomatic agents, but created directly by 
the spontaneous action of the people; not a treaty 
formed on technical conditions, but erected on the 
popular basis of our commercial and social interests. 
Three thousand miles of ocean no longer divide the 
two countries ; but a great highway is formed, where 
the sea-bird has had his home. One element at 
least--the mighty winds that have hitherto swept 
that broad expanse of waters—is now overcome by a 
mightier dommion under the controlling genius of 
man. 

In the naval battles between the ships of the 
United States and England, and in the battles on 
land between the armies of the two countries, the 
contest has always been fearful. The aphorism of 
Greek meeting Greek, as a sentiment of personal 
prowess, is no longer the highest illustration of a 
contest of brave spirits. It has been Anglo-Saxon 
against Anglo-Saxon; and a firmer purpose to man- 
ly deeds, and a firmer arm to sustain them, were 
never seen. ‘The disgrace of defeat has therefore 
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been qualified by the consideration, that the victor 
inherited the same ancestral claim with the vanquish- 
ed; and when the star-spangled banner and the cross 
of Saint George have been placed in antagonist rela- 
tion, the same blood stimulated the resolves of manly 
courage, and the eagle and the lion alike inspired 
with their proud daring the descendants of a com- 
mon, chivalrous ancestry. 

Among the peculiarities of the present age is the 
immense amount of legislation. It is a proof neither 
of the wise application of past experience, nor of 
sagacious foresight, to propose the intervention of 
written law for the correction of every supposed or 
temporary evil. Nor will any legislation be remark- 
able for its wisdom, in after times, which has its 
origin in stimulated and fiery passion. 

The great evil of legislating on individual cases 
and for individual interest, always leads to palpable 
conflicts that in turn soon require to be themselves 
corrected by legislation. Besides, the popular will 
is not always perceived until after legislative ac- 
tion; and then the popular feeling repudiates the 
original necessity for such intervention. ‘The action 
of legislative bodies is, or should be, the expression 
of public opinion. No man or body of men can, in 
a delegated capacity, long resist its power. Like a 
mighty torrent, it will sweep away all that oppose its 
onward course. Whenever the popular voice is dis- 
regarded, they who sustain official relations to the 
people are not the servants, but the masters of that 
people. And wherever clamorous pretensions to 
patriotism and ostentatious promises of regard to 
popular rights are found, there the most busy in the 
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display of patriotic virtue will be the first to yield to 
some counteracting agitation. 

There is another peculiarity of the present day: 
the art of creating public opinion, or of creating 
what appears to a cursory observer to be opinion. 
As individual influence has declined, the operations 
of men in masses seem to have increased. And in 
this way, artful intriguers and designing demagogues 
have operated so successfully as to create an impres- 
sion that the public pulse beat in sympathy with their 
schemes of temporary attraction and petty ambition. 
When such influences push public bodies into legis- 
lative action in which private rights are disregarded, 
there can be no worse results of a factious spirit, and 
no cause can be more efficient in producing a dis- 
trust of the capacity or the integrity of legislative 
bodies. 

Other operations have sometimes been successful 
in effecting a particular course of action. Monu- 
ments of the joint creation of corruption and folly 
have sometimes been suffered to remain on the stat- 
ute-book. but they have been mostly swept away 
by the indignation of the people, and men afterwards 
have wondered not more at the fierce spirit which 
produced the experiment, than at the pusilanimity 
that yielded to it. 

It is not to be concealed, that with all the diffusion 
of general intelligence, there is a growing impatience 
of wholesome restraint. Written constitutions are 
treated as the temporary expedients of a people, to 
be made or unmade, in each succeeding day, as pas- 
sion or caprice may dictate. Laws do not remain 
long enough unchanged to obtain regard either for 
their soundness of principle, or for their practical re- 
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sults. And not the least of the evils growing out of 
this constant change is the contempt that is indulged 
for legislation. A positive, partial evil is preferable 
to such constant changes; and the last place where 
experiments are warranted is in the constitutional 
and legal provisions that involve the great interests 
of the country. 

The theory of men’s equality, and the principle of 
the right of private judgment, are making strange 
practical commentaries, by the exciting conflicts to 
which they give rise, and by the displays of fierce 
passion which grow out of these abstract principles. 
Unless intelligently comprehended, they lead to in- 
subordination to authority and laws, and to a disre- 
gard for social order. 

It is no uncommon thing for him who intends to 
be a dictator, not to say a tyrant, to begin with the 
attractive excitements and bold expositions of a 
demagogue. One of the most illustrious instances 
to show how power may be attained, without regard 
to the principle that the people is the only true 
source of power, and that the general will should 
control public affairs, was seen in the extraordinary 
elevation of Oliver Cromwell to the executive power 
of England. It was by the union of military force 
and religious fanaticism, the most dangerous union 
that could well be imagined, and which must result 
in the worst form of despotism, as the blind zeal of 
spurious religion would sanction the boldest and 
bloodiest excesses of the bayonet. 

For the agitator’s reprehensible course of proceed- 
ing, who seeks to put in action the conflicting ele- 
ments of society, who appeals to bad passions, dis- 
trusts and jealousies, no very honorable opinion can 
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be entertained by him who desires to better the con- 
dition of man; and above all, that mischievous pol- 
icy is to be reprehended, that seeks to array the poor 
against the rich, and the ignorant against the intel- 
ligent. ‘The inflammatory elements of suspicion 
and jealousy are sufficiently unrestrained, without 
the intervention of bad designs, intended to obtain 
temporary success and popularity, through the em- 
ployment of means ruinous to the public welfare. 

The artful demagogue, with selfish or traitorous 
purposes, in haranguing on liberty and equality, de- 
nounces the inequalities that industry and study have 
made, and, appealing to the worst passions of the 
worst classes of society, irritates their jealousies, 
and places those less favored by nature or less for- 
tunate by circumstances, in a hostile relation to oth- 
ers more favored and more fortunate. In all time, 
those having the most unworthy ambition have al- 
ways entered upon their bad designs by using lan- 
guage and pursuing conduct to entrap the ignorant 
and improvident into a temporary confidence, the 
consequences of which are most injurious to popular 
rights. 

So much has recently been said about the demo- 
cratic principle, that it is proper to consider whether 
in theory or practice, any organized party in our 
community may justly assume to be most intelligent 
or most devoted. ‘There is a technical use of the 
phrase which is so indefinitely comprehended by 
any analysis of principle, or so remote, by its ultra- 
ism, from any practical purpose, that there can be 
no imputation of uncharitableness in the supposition 
that many who are clamorous in its praises have no 
clear idea of the principle, nor a very comprehen- 
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sive perception of its applicability even to our own 
institutions. We, as a whole people, are agreed 
upon certain leading principles, which, whether 
technically called democratic or not, are the main 
pillars and the main supports of our political fab- 
rics, and form the true basis upon which every free 
government must rest. ‘Lhe true source of all po- 
litical power is the people. ‘The only true director 
of this power is the public will. ‘The only true pur- 
poses of government are personal happiness and the 
public good. ‘These axioms embrace the theory. of 
our government. In these are concentrated the 
democratic principle which no one, possessing a re- 
gard for our political institutions, will controvert. 
But not to rely upon abstractions, let us see how 
these axioms are maintained in their practical ap- 
plication to our national and state constitutions; in 
other words, how the democratic principle is there 
carried out. ‘The depositary of executive power 
emanates directly from the people by a popular bal- 
lot. ‘The periodical returns of elections reserve to 
the people the right of displacing this depositary at 
pleasure. ‘The depositaries of legislative power are 
also emanations directly from the people; and to 
guard against the influence of temporary excite- 
ments, which are not always the index of the public 
will, one branch of the legislative power is so formed 
as not to be cotemporaneous with the other in its 
term of office. The depositaries of judicial power 
are created by the executive, but subject to termi- 
nation on impeachment before the representatives of 
the people. No branch of government can exist 
against the public will. If there is any other form 
of the democratic principle, or any other develope- 
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ment of its properties than these, it may be that the 
claim to its exclusive possession is warranted. But 
for any new discoveries of a subtle, impracticable 
principle, a refinement upon speculation not adapted 
to purposes of political science, very little regard will 
be had for the arrogance of the claim, and very little 
respect for the integrity of the claimant. 

In the beginning of the Declaration of Independ- 
ence, we find this memorable exposition: ‘ We hold 
these truths to be self-evident:—that all men are 
created equal; that they are endowed by their Crea- 
tor with certain unalienable rights; that among these 
are life, liberty and the pursuit of happiness. ‘That 
to secure these rights, governments are instituted 
among men, deriving their just powers from the con- 
sent of the governed.”’ ‘The preamble to the consti- 
tution of the United States is, ‘“‘ We, the people of 
the United States, in order to form a more perfect 
union, establish justice, insure domestic tranquillity, 
provide for the common defence, promote the gen- 
eral welfare, and secure the blessings of liberty to 
ourselves and our posterity, do ordain and establish 
this constitution for the United States of America.” 
in the constitution of Massachusetts, the commence- 
ment of the preamble is, ‘“ ‘The end of the institution, 
maintenance, and administration of government, is 
to secure the existence of the body politic, to protect 
it, and to furnish the individuals who compose it 
with the power of enjoying, in safety and tranquillity, 
their natural rights and the blessings of life: and 
whenever these great objects are not obtained, the 
people have a right to alter the government, and to 
take measures necessary for their safety, prosperity 
and happiness.” In all these is recognized this prin- 
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ciple, that all power is from the people, and is con- 
ferred only for the good of the people. 

Coming to the constituents of the three different 
powers, executive, legislative and judicial, there will 
be some difference of opinion as to their universality 
or restriction. ‘Their universality would embrace 
paupers, idiots, and adult wards. Probably no one, 
in the madness of defending natural rights, would 
extend the principle to imprisoned felons, and yet, 
the claim of pure, natural right would extend to 
them. ‘The principle must be either restricted or 
unrestricted; and if unrestricted, it is not well seen 
why its extreme will not lead to these absurdities. 
Unrestricted natural right embraces the action of 
every man, woman and child in the country. It in- 
cludes as well one sex as the other ; as well the weak- 
ness of childhood as the imbecility of age. ‘These 
are not the exaggerations of refined theorizing, but 
are the results of unrestricted natural right, as cer- 
tain as the deductions of mathematical science. 

‘There is no secret in the mode of proceeding by 
which designing and selfish men may mislead a por- 
tion of any population. ‘There is a charm in the 
very name of liberty, that comes home to the heart 
and to the pride of every human being. But liberty 
unqualified is licentiousness. Natural liberty leaves 
men to act without restraint; civil liberty leaves 
them to act without restraint, except to the injury of 
others or to the public. Natural liberty and govern- 
ment, therefore, cannot exist together; the very 
terms are inconsistent with each other. ‘The bad 
use of the word, liberty, in the mouth of one intend- 
ing to operate upon inflammatory passions, cannot 


fail to excite those who do not or cannot mark the 
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line between the fierce promptings of nature, and 
the regulations of government, social and _ political. 
It is not so much the love of liberty, as uneasiness at 
restraint. 

Who then claims to be most intelligent in the sub- 
ject of popular right, most devoted to its incorpora- 
tion into our poltical institutions, most patriotic in 
its broad application to all purposes of government, 
and most vigilant in resisting usurpations apon con- 
stitutional barriers and legal enactments, made for 
the preservation of this principle? Who clings to 
the principles of our Declaration of Independence, 
and the popular reservations of our national and state 
constitutions with the most deathless tenacity? Who 
has made and who will make their manly and un- 
tiring resistance against the abridgment of popular 
rights; resistance alike to the demagogue and the 
despot? Our own city, we know, and Massachu- 
setts, we know, will raise a hand in the fear of the 
God of our fathers, and will accept the adjuration 
that promises to preserve inviolate the principles 
which are our common inheritance. 

There is no greater degree of madness in the 
councils of a nation, than to depart from those prin- 
ciples of political science which have led to suc- 
cessful results, carrying out practically the true pur- 
poses of the institution of government. ‘The fact of 
experimenting on the leading features that conduce 
to prosperity, is of itself a positive evil, not only by 
alienating the minds of the citizens from confidence 
in the permanence of measures touching municipal 
rights and property, but also from confidence in 
the permanence of the political institutions them- 
selves. No more rumous course can be adopted 
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than ‘to consult our inventions, and reject our ex- 
perience.” 

Among the subjects that come within the range of 
past experience, is the due organization of the mili- 
tia, having three leading objects; ‘to execute the 
laws of the union, suppress insurrections and repel 
invasions.” ‘There is no speculation on the effica- 
cy of a body of citizen soldiers, armed for the pro- 
tection of their rights, so satisfactory as the illustra- 
tion of their determined and unflinching courage at 
Bunker Hill. The war-cry of blood ran from town 
to town, the trumpet-note of battle sounded from 
hill to hill, the watch-fires of liberty blazed from 
mountain to mountain, and the patriotic determina- 
tions of a whole people sprang into action at the call. 

Never in the best days of feudal obligation, never 
in the splendid ages of chivalry, did a feeling so im- 
pulsive and so devoted prompt to manly action. 
The farmer, straight from his plough, and the me- 
chanic, direct from his work-shop, resisted for an al- 
most incredible space of time, some of the choicest 
and best disciplined troops of Europe, flushed with 
previous victories, and proud of the daring character 
of their nation. ‘The troops of England conquered 
in that memorable battle; but it was a conquest that 
made the bravest captains of the enemy respect the 
undaunted courage of armed American freemen, and 
made some of the wisest statesmen of England fore- 
see that the struggle would not be terminated with- 
out a series of conflicts that would cost her treasures 
of wealth and oceans of blood. ‘They foresaw that 
it would probably rob the national diadem of one of 
the brightest jewels that ever graced a European 
monarch. ‘This allusion is not made in the boast of 
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national prowess, but to render just homage to the 
militia service, and to mark its efficacy in time of 
danger. ‘This is not the time for the discussion of 
this subject; but it may well be asked if the condi- 
tion of our militia is all that would be desirable in 
the contingency either of insurrection, invasion, or 
any general resistance to the execution of the laws. 
If the amount of legislation and the amount of time 
devoted to this subject, in our Commonwealth, were 
to be taken as measures of the interest to protect it 
and to mature its beneficial operations, it would be 
supposed that we are aware of its importance for 
the purposes enumerated in the constitution of the 
United States. But when it is seen that almost 
every change has introduced provisions paralyzing 
to its energies, and depriving the service of its at- 
tractions to our young men, it will be felt that the 
service itself will become a mere name without effi- 
cacy, a mere semblance of organization without 
streneth. If ever a systematic design of establishing 
a standing army in the country shall be attempted, 
it will be preceded by a successful effort to weak- 
en and destroy the militia. ‘The abandonment of 
that service, as a national protection, will be the 
prelude to a concentration of military power in 
the hands of the national executive. 

The people of New England have sometimes 
been reproached with mercenary feelings, mak- 
ing gain their highest good. But the best answer 
to an imputation upon our liberality is seen in 
the existing products of New England feelings, 
principles and habits: her churches, her halls of 
legislation, her school-houses, and her colleges. 
Our climate and soil give no promise of enervating 
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luxury, nor of heartless refinement; but they have 
admitted the homely characteristics of industry and 
frugality. ‘The inspiration of freedom is not found 
on the sunny plain, but in the invigorating proper- 
ties of the mountain air. ‘The simplicity of our hab- 
its is no warrant to infer pusillanimity, for we dare 
to look with a steady eye to resist foreign foes, 
and to lift a manly arm to strike down domestic en- 
emies. Nor are we so wedded to climate or soil, as 
to mark the limits of our patriotism by geographical 
lines. ‘The earliest dreams of our youth were ming- 
led with our hopes for the enduring and uninvaded 
continuance of our free institutions; and the last 
prayer of our manhood wiil be for our whole country. 
Speculations upon the permanence of the union 
are not productive of patriotic enthusiasm, nor of pat- 
riotic resolution. A doubt is implied in the discus- 
sion; and we should as soon speculate upon the con- 
tinuance of personal integrity, or the permanence of 
personal virtue. ‘These are topics insidiously design- 
ed to weaken our confidence: and this done, one of 
the citadels of our safety is already thrown down. 
The provision made by law for the maintenance 
of public schools, and for the education of the whole 
people, is a subject that enters largely into the cal- 
culations of the permanence of our institutions. No 
beautiful proportion, no vastness of architectural 
grandeur could for a moment rival the proudest 
monument of our city, in the efforts here made for 
education. ‘The single fact, that of eight hundred 
and thirty two thousand eight hundred and fifty seven 
dollars, the annual expenditure of the last year, one 
hundred and fifty six thousand one hundred and two 
dollars were expended for public education, is alone 
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the highest evidence of devotion to popular rights 
and free institutions, and is the best pledge that ra- 
tional freedom will not degenerate here to the level 
of licentiousness. 

The introduction of steam-engines and rail-roads 
is effecting a revolution next, i importance to hu- 
man happiness, to the art of printing. When the 
country shall become intersected in every direction 
by these facilities to social intercourse between the 
remotest States of the Union, the perception of our 
common interest will become more definite, and 
feelings of nationality will become stronger. 

The rivalries or the jealousies of the South and the 
North ought not to come over the bright dreams of 
the day, but they form points in the history of our 
country where the noble emulation of patriotic feel- 
ing may be kindled at the parallels of public bene- 
factors in different sections of the country. Virtue 
and patriotism have no geographical limits. 

There is one great name that stands alone, unap- 
proachable, and unparalleled. Already you have 
anticipated the name of Washington. 

In the bright recollections of the past, if we often 
return to the distinguished names of the North, and 
tell, amidst a constellation of worthies, of the un- 
daunted courage of James Otis, we return also to 
the distinguished names of the South, and tell, amidst 
a constellation of worthies, of the patriotic services of 
Patrick Henry. The South has had the proud dis- 
tinction of giving to our country the sagacious states- 
man who had a leading direction in framing the Dec- 
Jaration of Independence. It is an honor of which 
the sons of a milder climate may well be proud, 
and the North has uniformly and ungrudgingly ac- 
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corded a distinction which has reflected lustre over 
our common country. We too have our sectional 
cause of proud distinction. If it required the Ajax 
of the South to erect that glorious palladium of our 
country’s political safety, it has also required the 
Achilles of the North to defend its principles. ‘The 
sagacious son of the South sleeps with the fathers of 
our country: the brave son of the North is still a 
surviving benefactor to their children. ‘To the South 
belongs the fame of the Framer of the Declaration : 
to the North belongs the fame of the Defender of the 
Constitution. 

To the bland climate, productive soil and gener- 
ous spirit of the South, we oppose the invigorating 
mountain air, the persevering habits, the water power 
and the daring intrepidity of the North. To the 
broad prairies of the West, dotted with unnumbered 
herds, and whitened with countless fields of grain, we 
oppose the broad extent of our sea-coast, its waters 
dotted with unnumbered ships, and whitened with 
the canvass that bears them to every ocean and cli- 
mate. ‘hese are the several interests that give a 
spring to the industry of each. ‘The cotton grower 
of the South, and the manufacturer of the North, 
find their interests in the exchange of product and 
labor; and the agriculturist of the West, and the 
merchant of the sea-coast, find, in the exchange of 
their articles, a mutual benefit. All these great in- 
terests will be still better understood, and the resour- 
ces of. our country more broadly exhibited, when 
continuous rail-roads shall intersect the land from 
North to South, and from East to West. The re- 
sults of these mingled interests and close intercourse, 
will be seen in their best forms, in the security and 
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permanence they will give to the union, and to all 
free institutions. 

In the past, we trace the infant colonies growing 
into manhood, and forming and encouraging all 
good institutions, to promote general happiness and 
the public welfare ; resisting all encroachments on 
their legal and constitutional rights; bravely and 
successfully contending for the privilege of self-gov- 
ernment; and wisely laying the foundations of a 
creat and mighty empire. In the present, we see 
developed the elements of the freest government ; 
the popular will controlling the complex machinery 
of public affairs; religion, in its various forms, plant- 
ing its countless churches, and all with the equal pro- 
tection of law ; learning, in every department, useful 
and ornamental, iterally dotting the land with its 
school-houses, academies and colleges; our citizens 
regarded with sentiments of kindness abroad; and 
our national flag treated with respect on every ocean, 
and in the remotest corners of the world. In the 
future, hope points to a glorious inheritance for our 
children; a vast legislative republic, with principle 
to counteract the schemes of ambition, with intelli- 
gence to preserve their political integrity, and with 
virtue to trust still in the God of their fathers.

It may be remarked that, besides the ordinary ex- 
penditures for the maintenance of the City Govern- 
ment during the last financial year, a new School 
House has been erected—provision has been made, 
for the support of a Small Pox Hospital, for a part

Auditor’s Office, July 25th, 1840. 


The Auditor of Accounts is required, by Ordinance, to 
lay before the City Cotincil, annually, a statement of the 
operations of the Commiitee on the Reduction of the City 
Debt. The mode heretofore adopted by the City Council, 
of authorizing specific Loans for the purpose of meeting 
such portions of the City Debt as fell due within the year, 
was abandoned some years since ;—and Loans have since 
been authorized for the general purposes of the year, in- 
cluding the liquidation of such portions of the Debt as may 
come to maturity. This course has so far mingled the 
transactions in relation to the payment of the funded Debt 
with other financial operations of the City Government, as 
_ to render it somewhat difficult to state any distinct account 
with the Committee who have that particular subject in 
charge. It is now proposed to return to the former system, 
and keep the operations in relation to the City Debt separate 
from the other financial concerns of the City. This_ar- 
rangement will render the account of the Committee on the 
teduction of the City Debt, more distinct hereafter.

The Joint Committee who were instructed “to 
inquire into the expediency of so altering or 
amending an Ordinance passed April 10th, 1834, 
(creating the office of Superintendent of Public 
Lands) as to make it the duty of that officer to 
superintend the erection and repairs of all public 
buildings,” with leave ‘to report by Ordinance or 
otherwise,”—having attended to the subject, ask 
leave to 


REPORT: 


That the Committee are strongly of opinion, that 
the interests of the City require, that there should be 
some competent person charged with the superin- 
tendence of the Public Buildings, especially the 
repairs upon them. ‘These buildings, including all 
the school houses of every kind, are numerous, and 
constantly requiring repairs. There is now no sys- 
tem or order, and it is impossible for the Committee 
on Public Buildings to have that oversight of the 
details, necessary to the proper management of this 
business. ‘The Committee are therefore unanimously 
of opinion, that such an officer should in some way 
be created, whose duty it shall be to look after the 
repairing of.all the public buildings. 

As to the erection and alteration of public build- 
ings, and expenditures of magnitude,—as contracts 
are now required by Ordinance, to be made, the 
officer contemplated will need only to have the gen- 
eral oversight of the completion of the contracts. 
And, therefore, on this subject the Committee pro- 
pose that he shall perform such duties as may be 
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required by the Committee on Public Buildings. 
And it is intended that in all respects he shall be 
under the direction of that Committee. 

Being thus of opinion that such an officer is much 
needed, your Committee further think that such an 
one can be had, without increasing the present 
number of City Officers. ‘They believe that in the 
present state of the Public Lands, the Superintendent 
of that Department can also discharge the duties of 
superintending the Public Buildings. And it is their 
unanimous opinion, that by selecting some person of 
competent mechanical skill, and paying him an 
adequate and fixed salary, instead of commissions, 
(which they think to be a very questionable method 
of payment) the duties of both offices can be well 
performed, and the interests of the City permanently 
promoted. 

_ They accordingly recommend to the Council the 
passage of the following Ordinance.

‘I PUBLIC LANDS. Aug. 


An Ordinance in addition to an Ordinance to pro- 
vide for the care and management of the Public 
Lands. 


Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen and Com- 
mon Council of the City of Boston, in City Council 
assembled, as follows: 


Secr. 1. The Superintendent of the Public 
2 Lands shall be also the Superintendent of the 
3 Public Buildings. 

Sect. 2. There shall annually in the month 
2 of January, be appointed a Joint Committee of 
3 the City Council, to be called the Committee on 
4, Public Buildings, to consist of three members of 
5 the Board of Mayor and Aldermen, and five mem- 
6 bers of the Common Council, who shall have the 
7 general care and management of the Public 
8 Buildings. 

Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of said Commit- 
2 tee to devise and prescribe suitable rules and 
3 instructions for the government of said Superin- 
4, tendent in the discharge of his duties as Superin- 
5 tendent of the Public Buildings, (having in relation 
6 to such expenditures as they may authorize, due 
7 regard to the appropriations made therefor,) and 
8 to change and repeal the same in their discretion. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of said Superin- 
2 tendent under the direction of said Committee on 
3 Public Buildings, to keep himself acquainted with 
4, the condition of all the public buildings, including 
5 the public school houses of every description,— 
6 to receive all applications for repairs upon the 
7 same, and to employ suitable mechanics, and 
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8 himself superintend all repairs that may be neces- 
9 sary upon the said public buildings. He shall 
10 also perform such services in regard to the altera- 
11 tion and erection of public buildings, as may be 
12 required of him by said Committee. 
Sect. 5. The said Superintendent, before 
2 entering on the duties of his office, shall give

5 that he will not directly or indirectly for himself 
6 or others, or by others in trust for him, or on his 
7 account, have any interest or concern in any 
8 contract or agreement for the erection, alteration 
9 or repairs of any of the public buildings.

Tue Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, visited the House of Correction of said County, 
on the second day of June last past, and carefully and 
minutely examined the buildings, dormitories, work- 
shops, yards, hospitals, kitchen, bakery and every 
part of the establishment ; and the food and clothing 
of the prisoners; and made particular inquiries of 
the Master and Officers in relation to the manage- 
ment and condition of the prison; and examined 
each of the prisoners as to any causes of complaint 
on their part which might require investigation. ‘The 
Master has also made his return to the Inspectors ac- 
cording to law, in relation to the establishment. In 
reply to the inquiries put to the prisoners in relation 
to their condition and the treatment they have ex- 
perienced, they generally expressed their entire and 
unqualified satisfaction, and some their gratitude, re- 
marking that they had been treated better than they 
deserved; and these replies were evidently made 
freely and with sincerity. 

In the whole number of prisoners there were but 
eight exceptions to an unqualified expression of sat- 
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isfaction, a smaller number than might naturally be 
expected among two hundred and eighty prisoners 
of characters rendering them subject to confinement 
as offenders against the laws, although the estab- 
lishment was so regulated and managed as not to af- 
ford any the least ground or pretence for complaint. 
The Inspectors, however, listened to the complaints, 
such as they were, attentively, putting questions to the 
complainants 1n relation to the alleged grounds of dis- 
satisfaction, the master and officers being at the time 
not within hearing. In such cases, the Inspectors en- 
deavored to examine the matter of complaint in sucha 
manner as, on the one hand not to encourage a disor- 
derly, turbulent, querulous, refractory, disobedient, 
factious disposition in the prisoners, and, on the oth- 
er, not to discourage a free expression, on their part, 
of any real ground of complaint. Of the above 
mentioned eight instances of prisoners not wholly 
satisfied, not one strenuously urged his case as being 
one of serious wrong or suffering; and one half of 
the number merely suggested what they would con- 
sider as a desirable privilege, rather than represent- 
ed what they considered to be any actual grievance. 
Four of the eight complaints related to the quantity 
of food supplied in general, or that of some particu- 
lar kind; two, to being compelled to work when 
they were not in good health, and two to punish- 
ments; and the Inspectors, on comparing the state- 
ments of the complainants and the explanations of 
the master and officers, were satisfied that there was 
not, in either case, any ground whatever for com- 
plaint. And, on the whole, the Inspectors can ‘on 
this occasion with confidence repeat in general, 
what they have so frequently before had the satisfac- 
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tion of repeating, that, in regard to discipline, the 
moral influences brought to bear upon the minds 
and habits of the prisoners, their personal condition, 
their maintenance, employment and treatment, the 
establishment continues to be under the most skilful, 
faithful and successful management, and the prison 
appears to be so well managed by the master and 
officers, and under so skilful, vigilant and active di- 
rection and superintendence on the part of the Visit- 
ers, that they might, perhaps, as far as the interests 
of the community are concerned for the present, 
limit their report to the above general remarks, but 
that the law, guided by humanity and consulting the 
permanent welfare of the community, for the pur- 
pose of taking every practicable precaution to de- 
tect any errors or abuses in their incipient state, and 
preventing the recurrence of those errors in man- 
agement, cruelties, negligencies, nuisances, and 
crimes of which similar institutions were formerly 
the scenes throughout the civilized world, provides 
that detailed expositions shall be periodically made 
of the condition of the prison in regard to. the par- 
ticulars which form the subjects of these reports. 

In regard to the condition of the buildings, since 
the last report of the Inspectors, on the night of 
the twenty second day of April last past, the building 
occupied as a bakery, kitchen and officers’ rooms, 
was burnt down. ‘The fire broke out at about 
eleven or twelve o’clock, and had made so great 
progress at the time of its being discovered and the 
alarm given by the officers on duty, that it was not 
possible, with the assistance at hand, to extinguish 
it. Considerable damage was done at the same 
time to several rooms in the adjoining main buud- 
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ing. The master reports that he has not been able 
to ascertain how the fire originated; he supposes it 
to have been accidental. ‘The building was nearly 
rebuilt at the time of the Inspectors visiting the 
prison, with some improvements in its construction. 
A number of prisoners were then employed upon 
this building. | 

A considerable number of the prisoners were also 
employed upon the new Hospital for the sick, which 
the master expected to finish before winter. The 
erection of this building is an essential improvement 
in the establishment. 

Another building is almost as much wanted, viz: a 
work shop in place of the one now occupied for 
wool picking and as a foundry and carpenter’s shop. 
This building is inconvenient in construction and 
arrangement, and does not aflord a sufficient protec- 
tion against the weather of either summer or win- 
ter. On the bakery being rebuilt and the Hospital 
for the sick being completed, the sufficient capacity 
of all the other buildings for the purposes for which 
they were intended, their skilful plan and- construc- 
tion and adaptation to their uses, and their complete- 
ness, will render the defects and inadequacy of this 
one more striking, and it is to be hoped that as soon 
as circumstances will permit, a better building may be 
erected for the purposes for which the one in ques- 
tion is made. 


HEALTH. 

The health of the inmates of the Institution since 
the last inspection has been generally good. ‘The 
most common diseases have been, as heretofore, 
those consequent upon the previous course of life, 
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bad habits and vices of the prisoners. Since the last 
inspection the average number of days lost by sick- 
ness has been seven for males and eight for females. 
The total number confined in the Hospital by sick- 
ness was sixteen, viz: nine males and seven females, 
of the following diseases: Affection of the Heart, 
one; Piles, one; Lung Fever, three; Chronic 
Bronchitis, one; Fever, four; Inflammation of the 
Eyes, one; Prolapsus Uteri, one; Scrofula, one ; 
Delerium Tremens, three. ‘The sick appeared to 
be well attended. ! 

The prisoners appeared to be furnished with a suffi- 
cient quantity of pure water for drinking, and provis- 
ions of suitable quality in sufficient quantity. ‘The 
apartments appeared to have been properly warmed 
and ventilated; and the provisions of law complied 
with as to clothing, beds and bedding, and the keep- 
ing of the prisoners in separate apartments and the 
keeping of the apartments dry. 


CLEANLINESS. 


A general cleanliness and even neatness was 
maintained in the establishment. ‘The cells were 
well whitewashed. ‘There was no permanent vault 
about. the establishment, but every room was fur- 
nished with a suitable bucket and cover. The pris- 
oners are supplied with clean water for washing 
once a day, and a change of linen at least once a 
week. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Meetings for public religious worship and instruc- 
tion are regularly held in the chapel of the Institution 
on Sundays, forenoon and afternoon, under the min- 
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istration of the Rev. Mr. Sperry, resident Chaplain, 
at which all the prisoners regularly attend, except 
the sick and those necessarily detained away; and 
the provisions of law as to supplying the prisoners 
with Bibles are complied with; and the Chaplain, 
besides officiating at the regular service, communi- 
cates religious and moral instruction to the prisoners, 
in free familiar conversations, and continues to de- 
vote himself with praiseworthy diligence and zeal to 
the reformation and improvement of his congrega- 
tion. He also continues to attend prayers in the 
workshop of the females at the close of each day. 
The Sunday School heretofore set on foot for the 
females is still kept up through the assistance of 
benevolent individuals, who have devoted their labors 
to the reformation and improvement of these pupils. 
The Rev. Louis Dwight is especially entitled to the 
thanks of the City for his zeal and services in this 
field of philanthropic labor, the fruits of which ap- 
pear in the improvement and reformation of numbers 
of the pupils, some of whom have, on the recom- 
mendation of their teachers, upon their being dis- 
charged from this Institution, been taken into em- 
ployment in respectable families. 


DISCIPLINE. 


_ In regard to discipline, the system heretofore 
adopted of dispensing with corporeal punishment in 
all cases whatsoever, and resorting only to partial 
deprivation of rations, solitary confinement and the 
shower-bath, is still pursued with the usual success. 
One female was in solitary confinement in her cell 
on the day of inspection on account of disobedience, 
refractoriness and obstinacy ; and though she was 
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one of the complainants already mentioned, the [n- 
spectors were well satisfied that the discipline to 
which she was subjected was proper and judicious. 
The provisions of law forbidding the introduction 
of spirituous liquors into the prison, except in cases 
of their being prescribed by the Physician, and as to 
the keeping of the male and female prisoners sepa- 
rate, appeared to have been strictly complied with. 
The Institution seemed on the whole to be in a very 
good state of discipline. |

Tue Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, on the same day on which they visited the House 
of Correction, namely, the second day of June last 
past, visited also the House of Industry for the pur- 
pose of inspecting the same as far as it is a place 
of confinement of persons under sentence of Court. 
Only three persons had been thus committed to the 
House, since our last inspection, and there re- 
mained confined in the House all under sentence by 
the Police Court: viz. Margaret Burke, sentenced 
May 9, 1840, for three months; Mary Ann How- 
ard, sentenced April 17th for the same period ; 
and Barbara Powers, sentenced June 3d for one 
month, all as Common Drunkards. Each of them 
has a nursing infant, and for this reason they were 
sentenced to this House. All these females were 
in good health, and the provisions of law appeared 
to have been complied with in their treatment as 
fully as they could be executed in an Almshouse. 
The person sentenced to this House and removed 
to the small pox Hospital and remaining there at 
our last inspection, has been since discharged on 
the expiration of the period of her sentence.

Boston. 


The Inspectors of Prisons for the County of Suf- 
folk, on the eighteenth day of June last past, visited 
the House for the Employment and Reformation of 
Juvenile Offenders, and examined the dormitories, 
dining rooms, chapel, kitchens, store rooms, hospital, 
work shops in the yard and every part of the said 
establishment, and received information of the Super- 
intendent and officers in answer to their inquiries, 
and interrogated each of the inmates as to the exist- 
ence of any grievances and subjects of complaint. 
Of the whole number of the inmates, at the time of 
visitation, to wit: ninety-six, only one made any com- 
plaint, and his complaint was of the harshness and 
severity of one of the officers, in punishing him. 
The Officer was not in the institution at the time, 
but on the subject being mentioned to the Superin- 
tendent, he subsequently made particular inquiries 
of the Officer and of the boy, and was well satisfied, 
as were also the Inspectors from his representations of 
the case, that the boy had no ground of complaint. 
Even from the representation of the boy, the matter 
was wholly temporary and transient, as he did not 
allege any injury of which he still felt the effects. 
But the Inspectors were satisfied that he made a wil- 
ful misrepresentation ; and the Inspectors considered 
it a strong circumstance in favor of the good manage- 
ment and condition of the Institution, that in so 
large a number, in some degree infected with bad 


habits and vices, no other complaint was made, for 
3 
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such a result could not follow from laxity of disci- 
pline and indulgence, which would evidently have a 
tendency to engender insubordination, dissatisfaction 
and querulousness. And the Inspectors were satis- 
fied from the promptness, alacrity, freedom and evi- 
dent sincerity with which the answers were made, 
that they were not prompted by fear of giving of- 
fence to the Superintendent and Officers. 

The Institution, altogether, presents a most gratify- 
ing spectacle, nearly an hundred youths of ages vary- 
ing from eight to nineteen and mostly between ten 
and seventeen, whom the paternal care of the com- 
munity has rescued from the schools of temptation, 
idleness and vice and crime, and put in training to 
render their existence a blessing, instead of being a 
burthen to themselves and to the society to which 
they belong. ‘Though the Institution is necessarily, 
from its nature and objects, a place of restraint, and 
as such, a subject of inspection under the laws, it is 
still, at the same time, essentially and characteristi- 
cally, a public school for the redemption of youths 
from misfortune and misery, and for the prevention . 
of vices and crimes, at a far less cost to the public, 
than would otherwise eventually have fallen upon it 
in detecting, adjudicating upon, correcting and pun- 
ishing the vices and crimes, had they not thus been 
prevented. ‘The Institution, then, as a part of the 
social apparatus, if well conducted, is, in the long 
run, no less an economical, than a_philanthropical 
one, and, in the present state of the population of 
the city, it appears to be of capacity fully adequate 
to its wants, as it is not crowded with subjects, and, 
as we are about to suggest in the sequel, can, by dis- 
charging some of its present inmates, make room 
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‘for many more in their places, who might be more 

proper and hopeful subjects of its reclaiming disci- 
pline ; and, indeed, at present, it affords accommo- 
dation sufficient for double the present number of its 
' inmates. 

The Inspectors were in their examination, struck 
with the fact that two of the inmates had been sent 
to the institution, nine years ago, the one as a stub- 
born child, the other for pilfering, being now of the 
ages of eighteen and nineteen; three others were 
sent seven years ago, two of them as vagrants and 
one for pilfering, being of the ages of fifteen, sixteen 
and seventeen; one, six years ago, as a stubborn 
chiid, being now seventeen; two of them four years 
ago, one for vagrancy, the other as a stubbon child, 
being now of the ages of fourteen and eighteen ; four 
of them four years ago, two for idleness and vagrancy 
and two for pilfering, now of the ages of twelve, 
fourteen and eighteen; and ten of them four years 
ago, for similar causes to the above, now of ages 
varying from twelve to eighteen. All the other in- 
mates have been sent, within the last two years. — It 
appeared, on inquiry, that the pupils, (for such we 
prefer to call them) first mentioned, had not been 
constant inmates of the Institution, but had many of 
them, at least, if not all, been returned upon it, from 
time to time, by those to whom they had been ap- 
prenticed upon trial. ‘The Institution is not, as 
already remarked, regarded in the light of a place of 
punishment, but rather one of reclamation and_ pre- 
vention; and therefore the proper period for the 
continuance of their detention is to be measured not 
by the particular occasion of their being sent thither, 
but by the objects of their being sent, namely their 


~~ e ge S 
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reformation, or their being put beyond the reach of 
contamination, ‘The query accordingly suggested 


itself to the Inspectors, whether the subject of dis- 


charging those who cannot be benefitted by a longer 
residence at the Institution, is not worthy of more 
attention. | 

In regard to the subjects sent to this Institution, 
the Rev. Mr. Haskins, the Superintendent, remarks 
in his report: ‘ It appears to be the opinion of some 
of the Hon. Judges that very bad boys are unfit sub- 
jects for the House of Reformation and only fit for 
the House of Correction. ‘The consequence is, that 
every boy deemed incorrigible by impatient neigh- 
bors or unprincipled parents, is excluded from the 
Institution, although for precisely that kind of boy it 
was originally intended, and the history of the Insti- 
tution among our records, shows a large proportion 
of such cases, ‘ incorrigible boys,’ the nuisances of 
the neighborhood, ‘only fit for the State Prison,’ 
who, to my certain knowledge, are now among the 
brightest ornaments of society, redeemed from vice 
and infamy and saved to the public, while a large 
portion of the boys committed to our custody during 
the past year are babes or invalids, requiring a nurs- 
ing mother rather than a master or gaoler. I cannot 
think we enjoy fair and sufficient facilities for pro- 
moting the moral and intellectual endowments of our 
pupils. ‘Two or three are non-compotes; as many 
more are deaf; two are incurable cripples; five or 
six are helpless by infancy; none of these can be 
placed to trades till five or six years have elapsed ; 
most of them never. ‘They are subjects only for an- 
alms-house, where they must be maintained for life.. 
It is an important and interesting fact that there are 
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now in the house few boys of intelligence and shrewd- 
ness and of good moral character and piety and very 
useful at productive labor, except those sent by His 
Honor Judge Thacher, for the higher offences of 
house-breaking, stealing, &c. ‘These boys we chiefly 
depend upon to fill offices of trust. They are our 
monitors. ‘They are occasionally sent to the City of 
errands, sometimes with money, and I know not of 
one that has ever betrayed this trust, though I recol- 
lect four boys committed for smaller offences, stub- 
bornness and the like, who, when thus trusted, have 
proved faithless.” Such is the result of the experi- 
ence of the Superintendent and we quote his state- 
ments and opinions in illustration of the nature, 
character, objects and practical operation of the 
Institution. [t may not be practicable for the courts 
to supply it to a great extent, with such subjects as 
the Superintendent prefers, since the number of such 
who subject themselves to judicial animadversion is, 
and it is to be hoped will continue to be, compara- 
tively small. It is gratifying to be assured that the 
Institution possesses within itself, the means of grap- 


pling with, and by discipline, tempered with kind- . 


ness, and by employment and instruction, subduing 
and reclaiming them. ‘The fact shows the efficiency 
and utility of the Institution in a strong light. 

Since the inspection in December last, the num- 
ber of girls in the Institution has been reduced, so 
that only two remained at the inspection, on the 
eighteenth day of June. In regard to the reforma- 
tion of girls, of an age suitable to render them sub- 
jects of this Institution, the results of the experiment, 
so far, are admitted not to have been very favorable. 
This is one reason of the reduction of the number 
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sent. ‘The Inspectors understand that the considera- 
tion of this branch of the Institution has already been 
brought before the Mayor and Aldermen. One 
question presenting itself is, whether an institution 
for the reformation of girls can be advantageously 
conducted in a part of a building, the other part of 
which is occupied as a similar institution for boys ; 
and on this question, the present impression of the 
Inspectors is, that the mere circumstance of vicinity 
is of slight importance, as long as the degree of 
mutual communication and intercourse is subject to 
be regulated and controlled by the Directors and 
Superintendent. Another question is, whether such 
an institution for girls can be advantageously estab- 
lished and conducted by the public, that shall in any 
degree have the character of a Magdalen Hospital, 
or must be limited entirely to subjects not yet arrived 
at sexual maturity ; for if those arrived at maturity 
are admitted at all, they must be admitted upon the 
supposition that the discipline and religious and 
moral influences of the Institution can cope, not 
merely with the temptations incident to one who is 
already a penitent, and desirous to be aided and 
sustained in her purpose of reformation, but with 
depraved habits, strengthened and aggravated by 
depraved principles and resolutions ; for if those of 
mature age are admitted at all, some will unavoid- 
ably be admitted, who are totally corrupted and cor- 
rupting, and unless the Institution is constituted on 
a plan and sustained in a course of administration 
and discipline sufficiently skilful and vigorous to 
resist, and completely secure it against, the influence 
of such inmates, it will be precisely the position in 
the community where they can act with the most 
contaminating and corrupting agency. 
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The Visiters cannot at present say that they have 
in their minds any plan of the constitution and man- 
agement of an Institution for the reception of girls, 
that would be safe, or that might not be perverted 
into a nuisance, on the admission of such inmates ; 
nor are they prepared, nor can they be, within the 
time within which they are required by law to make 
their present report, to express an opinion, whether, 
(if a plan could be devised justifying the experi- 
ment of admitting such inmates, as far as the effects 
of their influence is concerned,) it could be brought 
within such a system of economy or probability of suc- 
cess on the description of candidates in question, as 
would justify its adoption on trial, as a municipal es- 
tablishment. Should any project occur to the Inspec- 
tors, on further inquiry and investigation, that they 
shall deem worthy of consideration, they will suggest 
it, to the Mayor and Aldermen, in a supplementary 
report. In the meantime, until such a plan shall be 
drawn up with some detail, and deliberately consider- 
ed, it is their decided opinion, that when this side of 
the house for Juvenile Offenders is entirely vacated, 
as indeed they understand it has been, in effect, since 
their inspection, only girls not arrived to incipient 
womanhood, should be admitted.

There have been two cases of small pox, of which 
the patients recovered ; and two of scrofula, suppos- — 
ed to be incurable. No other diseases of importance 
have occurred in the Institution; the health of the 
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inmates having been generally good, and, at the 
time of the inspection, they presented, not only a 
generally healthful, but very many of them a robust, 
cheerful and animated appearance. ‘The Inspectors 
were particularly struck with the robust, manly ap- 
pearance of the farmers. ‘The food supplied is not | 
limited in quantity, of suitable kind and quality. 
The bedding was in very good condition, and the 
beds free from annoyance, except that it has not 
been practicable to keep them entirely free from 
fleas. ‘The Superintendent remarks that they can 
be kept down but not exterminated. The apart- _ 
ments are generally suitable and convenient. 

The large dormitory has one defect to. which the 
Inspectors would invite attention. ‘The windows 
being of large dimensions, and the site exposed; it 
is found that during violent storms, the sashes are 
subject to be sprung, and the rain and snow are 
driven into the hall. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The apartments and yards were in good order, 
and the dishes and other furniture appeared to be 
kept clean and neat. ‘The dress and persons of the 
inmates are subject to daily inspection as to their 
cleanliness; they regularly wash their faces and 
hands before meals, three times a day, and bathe at 
least once a week, at the time of changing them- 
selves. ‘The distinct Sunday dress, the Superintend- 
ent says, tends to cherish a salutary ambition in the 
pupils, as to their neatness and personal appearance. 


DISCIPLINE. 


Most of the discipline of the Institution is that of 
persuasion and regular habits. ‘The coercive meas- 
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ures resorted to are deprivation of play, sometimes 
putting on allowance, and the application of the 
shower bath. But the more material discipline is 
that connected with instruction and improvement. 


| IMPROVEMENT. 

Every pupil who can read, is furnished with a 
bible and a testament. Ail regularly attend the daily 
morning and evening devotional exercises, the Sun- 
day services in the Chapel, the daily school of four 
hours and the Sunday School. ‘The Sunday service 
in the Chapel is conducted by the Superintendent, 
who, (besides the psalmody and devotional exercises 
in which his congregation joins) makes a discourse 
on religious and moral topics, suited to the age and 
capacity of his auditors, in a familiar and easy style. 
It is a part of the system of administering the Insti- 
tution, to render Sunday a “happy day,” and the 
Superintendent and his assistants studiously endea- 
‘vor to prompt the youths to reading, singing and 
such innocent excitements and occupations as may 
have a harmonizing, moral and religious influence, 
or convey useful knowledge. 

The Superintendent states that the most impor- 
tant exercise in the way of discipline, as well as im- 
provement, is the review of the week on Sunday 
evening, at which the youths attend; when all the 
offences of the week are recapitulated, with appro- 
priate reprimands, admonitions and exhortations. 
He states that this weekly review has great effect, 
and that without it the Institution could not be con- 
ducied with success. After the review and the reg- 
ular bed time for the inmates generally, the volunta- 
ty class, consisting on an average of from twelve to 


a OE 
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fifteen pupils, remain up with the Superintendent 
till nine or half past nine o’clock, for religious in- 
struction, they taking the lead entirely in asking 
questions suggested by the discourse of the day in 
the Chapel, or any other religious topic, and they 
frequently exhibit in their inquiries great intelligence 
and intellectual activity. 

The daily school occupies the whole little com- 
munity two hours in the morning and as long in the 
afternoon, in which the books chiefly used are Emer- 
son’s Arithmetic and Worcester’s and Pierpont’s 
Readers. Scarcely, any of the inmates knew their 
letters when they were sent to the Institution ; most 
of them can now read, and many have made good 
progress in writing and arithmetic. 

Since the last inspection— 

Four have been promoted to the Ist Class.

On the whole, this Institution is ina very active 
and useful operation, and not only the mere require- 
ments of the law, but beyond those, the interests of 
humanity and of the community seem to have been 
faithfully consulted by the Board of Directors and 
the Superintendent and_his assistants in its adminis- 
tration and management.

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To the Hon. i Mayor and Aldermen of the ae of 
Boston. 


The undersigned, Inspectors of Prisons and places 
of confinement in the County of Suffolk, on the 
twelfth day of June last past, visited the Boston Lu- 
natic Hospital, according to the provisions of the 
act establishing it, (1839, Chap. 131, Sec. 4,) and 
examined all the apartments and ciereaieas belong- 
ing to the same, and made inquiries of the Superin- 
tendent and his assistants, and of such of the persons 
confined there as appeared to be capable of answer- 
ing intelligently, as to the internal management and 
discipline of the Institution, and the condition of the 
patients. The Inspectors have also received the 
report of the Superintendent on the subjects suggest- 
ed in the standing interrogatories addressed to him 
by this Board. 

On first entering this Institution and witnessing 
the even happy condition of some, and the comfort- 
able condition of all the patients whose mental malady 
is not in its crisis; and reflecting on what was, and, 
but for this asylum, would still be the condition of a 
large proportion of them, the conviction instantly 
forces itself upon the mind, that the establishment 
of this Institution is a great epoch in the history of 
our municipal charities. An individual case will 
serve as an illustration. Among the female patients 
was one that was decently clad, and in the hall among 
the more rational part of this community, free from 
restraint, pursuing a useful employment, and though 
evidently flighty and erratic in mind, yet cheerful. 
This same patient, previously to her admission into 
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this Asylum, had been confined for four years in an 
iron cage, and had continued during that time in a 
state of unremitted excitement, regularly stripping 
off and tearing in pieces every article of dress that 
had been put upon her. Such a case presents to 
the mind what an enormous mass of human misery, 
exceeding the imagination of any one not conversant 
with the details of such cases, is prevented, extin- 
suished or alleviated by a well managed Institution 
of this description.- Every thing, therefore, relating 
to the constitution and administration of this Institu- 
tion, is of momentous importance, both as it regards 
the well being of those destined to be its subjects, 
and the interests of the community, the extent of the 
future burthen upon which, by reason of mental mal- 
adies, will depend upon its good or ill management. 

The Inspectors, therefore, have a deep sense of 
their own, comparatively small share of the responsi- 
bility in relation to this establishment. As this Asy- 
lum began to be occupied by patients on the eleventh 
of December last, it is still but in its incipient state, 
and accordingly, all the proceedings respecting it, 
are the more important, being a part of the process 
of its organization, on which its future character and 
usefulness will depend. ‘This is a reason, at the 
same time, for greater solicitude and diligence in 
examining it, and a liberality in animadverting upon 
and exhibiting to the public its internal administra- 
tion ; for though the leading objects of the provisions 
of the law in relation to the inspection of places of 
confinement is to detect errors and reform abuses, 
where such exist, another purpose, or at least prac- 
tical effect, is, by invoking public attention to them, 
to encourage and animate those engaged in the re- 
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tired, but arduous and highly responsible, and, if 
rightly performed, exceedingly useful labors of man- 
aging them, and such encouragement is the more 
needed during the process of organization. 

The site of this Hospital has been fortunately 
selected in respect to quiet, air, supply of water, 
salubrity, and delightsomeness. ‘The patients have 
here a secure retreat from harmful excitement, in a 
place having nothing of the character of solitude, 
commanding a wide and magnificent prospect, and 
presenting an inexhaustible recreation in witnessing 
the continually. changing objects in the harbor. A site 
could hardly be found that could of itself offer more 
aid in dispelling mental gloom and avoiding monot- 
ony. ‘Lhe plan* of the edifice, is after approved and 
well established models; the central part being ap- 
propriated for a kitchen, wash-room, laundry, dining- 
rooms, offices, chapel, store-rooms and the apart- 
ments of the Superintendent and his assistants, and 
one wing for men patients and the other for women. 
The capacity of the house is accommodated to about 
fifty patients of each sex, and the accommodations 
are reasonably convenient for this number depend- 
ing on public charity, being as ample, as a just regard 
to the public economy would permit, and as the 
former habits of the greater proportion of the inmates 
require, since a very few of them will have been 
previously accustomed to such a residence as to 
make them feel straitened in these apartments with 
such a number of fellow tenants; a circumstance of 
some weight in such an Asylum, since the general 
first impression of the place upon the patient’s mind, 
has great influence in promoting or hindering his

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recovery. Much care has been taken in constructing 
and fitting up the building to avoid, as far as possible, 
a prison-like appearance, both without and within: 
Though the lunatics know quite well, that they are 
prisoners, subject to greater or less strictness of con- 
finement, according to the description and degree of 
their malady, there are yet no unsightly grates or 
bars, or gratings of locks and bolts, to remind them 
of this fact and keep it uppermost in their thoughts. 
They are made to understand, on being initiated 
into the Institution, that they are diseased of mind, 
and that this is a house for their convenient accom- 
modation, relief and cure, and there is not any thing 
contradictory to this in the aspect or construction of 
the house, nor, necessarily, in the management and 
treatment of the patients. All the arrangements and 
economy of such an establishment relating to per- 
sonal habits and cleanliness, are of great importance, 
and this has not been overlooked in the construction 
of the Hospital. ‘The apparatus for the supply of 
pure water is quite effective, an abundant quantity 
being supplied to the patients, so as to be easily 
accessible to them, and the water closets are most 
ingeniously contrived and conveniently situated. 
The house is provided with cisterns for soft water, 
convenient sinks and suitable bath rooms. In the 
examination of the whole establishment, the only 
defects suggested to the Visitors, were the want of 
some additional accommodation for washing clothes, 
which they understand to be’ about to’ be added, and 
some inconvenience in the construction of the cook- 
ing apparatus, which, they understand may be reme- 
died at slight expense. Besides the edifice, fixtures 


and ordinary furniture, a very considerable outfit of 
5 
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apparatus and implements, such as working tools, 
musical instruments, books, &c. is desirable in such 
an establishment for the employment and recreation 
of the inmates. The edifice being erected, and the 
means of controlling and accommodating the patients 
provided, the foundation only is laid for treating the - 
peculiarly calamitous disease with which these pa- 
tients are afflicted, and the sanative and alleviating 
treatment, according as each case is hopeful or des- 
perate, must be of a moral and intellectual descrip- 
tion, as carefully adapted to the patients’ intellectual 
habits and the peculiar turn of his mental disorder, 
as, In cases of a merely physical disease not directly 
affecting the brain, the treatment is to be accommo- 
dated to the physical constitution and habit of body 
of the patient. In the case of the insane, the first 
requisite to successful treatment is the patients’ entire 
confidence in, and perfect conviction of the good faith 
and kindness of those who have charge of him. ‘The 
acquiring and maintaining of such a confidence de- 
pends, of course, very materially upon the moral 
qualities, and constitutional and habitual tempera- 
ment, the never failing presence of mind and self 
possession and self control, fertility in recources 
always equal to the occasion, the sincere benevo- 
lence, instinctive honesty and never sleeping vigi- 
lance of the Superintendent and his assistants. But 
this confidence being acquired and maintained, does 
not avail either in restoring sanity or assuaging the 
misery of irremediable insanity, without skill in min- 
istering to the diseased mind, and also adequate 
means with which this skill may operate. 

_ The ascendency of the moral physician is to be 
used in effacing painful and exciting impressions, 
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diverting the invalid from his hallucinations and his 
woes, real or imaginary, and supplying to him new 
objects of thought and gentle excitement, presenting 
him a clew to thread his way out of his dark labyrinth 
of misery, aiding him to rectify his monstrous intel- 
lectual distortions and perversions, dissipating his 
gloom and restoring to him the faculty of perceiving 
beauty and harmony and truth. All his apparatus 
accordingly for the employment and recreation of 
his patients is his proper pharmacopeeia. The walls, 
the strong rooms, the shower-bath, the leather wrist- 
bands, leather dresses, and strong chains, and all the 
apparatus of restraint and coercion, however conve- 
mient and humanely contrived, are but the prelimi- 
maries and preparations to the use of the positive 
restoratory or consolatory means on which the wel- 
fare of the patient and the utility of the Institution, 
most essentially depend. ‘The accumulation of such 
an apparatus is not the work of a few months, espe- 
cially amidst the perplexities and solicitudes of organ- 
izing an institution, as in the present case, and 
indeed it can never be considered as complete, since 
in the great varieties of mental derangement new 
cases will always be arising, demanding of the phy- 
sician new means and a novel course of treatment. 
The office of physician or assistant is the farthest 
possible from being one of mere routine and mechan- 
ical method. ‘The quiet old patients, it is true, may 
be kept in a regular round of employment, or of 
sleep, meals and apathy, but the active cases, and 
especially all the new ones, cannot be subjects of a 
monotonous, Officially formal and uniform system of 
management, except in pandemoniums, such as the 
old mad-houses used to be, which were governed 
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with despotic regularity by physical coercion and 
the exquisite moral torment of fear. In a humanely 
conducted hospital such patients put in requisition all 
the inventive talents and recourses of the physician 
and his assistants, in devising what is to be done and 
the most effective means of operating. It is plain 
that the management of a hospital for the insane, 
affords scope for the exercise of high mental endow- 
ments and accomplishments, no less than of pure 
principle and the finer moral qualities. And fortu- 
nately, for the procuring of properly qualified super- 
intendents and assistants to such establishments, the 
social importance of their office, its intense respon- 
sibility, and the high moral and intellectual endow- 
ments requisite to it, are now pretty well appreciated 
by the public, and they are encouraged and cheered 
on in their labors by the attention and interest mani- 
fested by the community, and by the consideration 
which is accorded to them in society. 

But to return to the moveable apparatus and 
means for occupying diseased minds and rallying 
and reorganizing the dispersed intellectual faculties, 
the variety, extent, and cost of preparations of the 
description, must depend upon the character of the 
establishment in some degree, and it is hardly due 
from the public, through the medium of taxation 
merely, to the extent of a very costly outlay. Nor 
does a public almshouse for the insane, require a> 
burthensome expenditure in this branch of its outfit. 
This expenditure is of momentous importance in its 
effect, but of quite inconsiderable importance in its 
amount. And it certainly ought, to a reasonable 
extent, to be considered as much a part of the neces- 
sary expenditure of the Institution, as the most ordi- 
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nary medicines. ‘This is a part of the establishment 
in which individual kindness can, by even inconsid- 
erable donations well chosen, charm away much 
mental pain. Instances of this have occured since 
the Asylum was opened, in the donation of Bibles 
by the Massachusetts Bible Society, books by the 
American Tract Society; and animals and (since 
the inspection) a piano-forte, by Doctor George 
Parkman; and the wants of the Institution need 
only to be known to attract many similar charities. 

In the organization of an establishment of the 
kind, as every thing is to have a direct reference to 
the remedial treatment of the patients, and as the 
superintending physician is necessarily, directly and 
wholly responsible for this, to the constituted author- 
ities and to the public, it follows, as an essential first 
principle that the entire arrangements of the institu- 
tion should be subservient, auxiliary and adapted to 
‘his system of management. Any thing like internal 
schism, jealousies, competitions or querulousness 
among the subordinate functionaries, will materially 
interfere with the utility of the Institution, if it does 
not entirely frustrate the benevolent public purpose 
in establishing it. ‘The task of governing an insane 
community is so arduous in itself, that it 1s desirable 
to free the Superintendent, as far as practicable, 
from all petty cares and details in the economy of 
the establishment which others can assume and be 
made responsible for, without any interference with 
the management of the patients. But it will readily 
be found in practice, that the administration of every 
part of the system will, in some respects, have refer- 
ence to the treatment of the patients as such, and it 
is not conceivable how an institution of the kind can 
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be successfully conducted, unless each part of it is 
administered in such a manner that it shall be accom- 
modated to and codperate and harmonize with the 
system of treatment adopted. For instance, some 
one may be responsible for the purchase and care of 
the table furniture, for the patients, but the kinds to 
be procured and the kinds to be put into the hands 
of the respective patients, can only be determmed 
by the medical Superintendent. A similar distinc- 
tion of what does and what does not bear upon the 
physical, mental and moral condition of the patients, 
will be found to run through all the remoter economy 
of the Institution, marking the limits of the jurisdic- 
tion of the medical Superintendent. ‘The whole 
duty of the immediate attendants upon the patients 
is, however, strictly and exclusively within the de- 
partment and responsibility of the medical Superin- 
tendent. 

The Inspectors have made these few general 
remarks upon the construction, organization and 
management of a hospital of this kind, being but a 
small part of what might be pertinently said upon 
the subject, deeming it to be their duty, in this incip- 
ient stage of the Institution, to contribute, if possibly 
they can, to its being rightly constituted and organ- 
ized in the outset; and they have the additional 
motive of lending their aid and support to the Direc- 
tors and Superintendent in the discharge of their 
arduous and very responsible duties. ‘They were 
besides unwilling to let pass, without due notice, so 
important an occasion as they deem the establish- 
ment of this Asylum in the City to be; and having 
occupied so much preliminary space in their report, 
they will more cursorily despatch the ordinary details 
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of the inspection for which they consider the, at 
present, rudimental state of the Institution to be a 
sufficient apology.

The above returns show the result of four recoye- 
ries out of ten recent cases, of less than one year 
standing at the time of admission, and a much im- 
proved condition of another of the same cases, in 
which the Superintendent anticipates a recovery. 

In the old cases of one year and upwards, the result 
is presented, of one recovery where the disorder had 
been of sixteen years standing and one case of im- 
provement. The comparative results in the old and 
recent cases, illustrates, what is well understood by 
those conversant with mental diseases, that in these, 
as well as in physical diseases, early treatment is of 
the utmost importance, a fact which ought to be 
well known in the community generally, for the ben- 
efit of patients as well as of the public. 

In regard to the large list of remaining stationary 
old cases, the Superintendent remarks in his report 
that, in general their physical condition is much im- 
proved. } 


HEALTH. 
The general health of the inmates, aside from, 


their mental disease, has been good. Very few cases 
of acute disease having occurred, except small-pox, 
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of which there have been twelve cases and one death. 
The Superintendent reports that in all these cases the 
disease was modified by vaccination. ‘The small- 
pox was introduced by a patient very early after 
the Hospital was opened. ‘The Superintendent also 
remarks that dependence could not be put upon 
the marks of a former vaccination, but that a tho- 
rough vaccination put an immediate stop to the 
spreading of the disease. 
CLEANLINESS. 

Considering the character of the patients, a re- 
markable degree of cleanliness prevails throughout 
the establishment, in the apartments, beds and dress 
of the patients. 

DISCIPLINE. 

On the day of inspection no female patient was 
under ‘“‘restraint.””, One male patient was in “wrist- 
bands,” to prevent him from tearing off his clothes, 
but yet so as to give his arms and hands very consid- 
erable play. No other male patient was: subject to 
restraint, except one locked up in his room, having 
been up to that time, in a state of very violent ex- 
citement. 

The Superintendent, of course, adopts the system 
of moral as distinguished from physical treatment, as 
far as is consistent with safety. How far it can be 
carried, depends in some degree upon the skill and 
vigilance and activity of the Superintendent and_ his 
assistants, and a great deal of resort to physical 
treatment in any Hospital of the kind, is a strong 
circumstance, at least, on which to question the 
management. 

EMPLOYMENT. 

A number of the patients are reported to labor well. 

The means of employing them may probably be en- 
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larged and more diversified without any great ex- 
pense on the part of the City for this object. . 


RECREATION. 

Suitable recreations constitute an essential part of 
the treatment of the insane ; and the introduction of 
a variety of means for this purpose, from time to 
time, will no doubt be greatly beneficial to the pa- 
tients, and contribute essentially to the utility of the 
institution. 


INSTRUCTION. 


‘tis well established by experience that the attend- 
ance on religious worship is of use to insane pa- 
tients, in alleviating the malady under which they 
labor, and in strengthening and gratifying those 
pious feelings, from which, in their secluded state, 
they derive the greatest consolation. ‘ ‘The Super- 
intendent has accordingly made it a practice early 
in the evening, daily, to convene his whole family, 
as far as practicable, as well the patients as the other 
branches, for domestic worship. ‘The rites of public 
worship have also been observed on Sunday after- 
noons, with few exceptions, through the benevolent 
labors of the Rev. Messrs. Dwight, Cleveland, Cros- 
well, Abbot, Washburn and other gentlemen who 
have kindly officiated. ‘The average attendance of © 
the patients upon these services, has been over forty, 
and it has been rare that they have exhibited any 
deviation from good order and propriety.

The undersigned, Inspectors of Prisons in the 
County of Suffolk, on the nineteenth day of June 
last past, visited the Commonwealth’s Gaol in Ley- 
erett Street and carefully inspected the buildings, 
passage-ways, yards and kitchen, and put inquiries 
to the Deputy Keeper, and his assistant, and to the 
prisoners, relative to the condition of the prison, and 
the treatment of the persons confined there. ‘They 
have also since received from the Deputy Gaoler, 
Mr. Nathaniel Cooledge, his return made according 
to law. 

In reply to the inquiries of the Inspectors, all the 
prisoners, without exception, stated that they had 
nothing to complain of, in their accommodations and 
treatment, a number of them remarking that they 
were as good as could reasonably be expected in 
prison lodgings. 


HEALTH. 


The general state of health in the prison, since the 
last inspection, has been good. One of the prisoners 
infected with the small-pox at the time of his admis- 
sion, was sent to Rainsford Island and there kept 
until his recovery. ‘The cells of the prison have 
been as well warmed in cold weather as the structure 
of the building permitted, beds and bedding of suita- 
ble quality have been supplied to the prisoners, and 
sufficient water for drinking and suitable food three 
times a day. No wet clothes have been allowed to 
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be hung out in the apartments of the Gaol. No 
spirituous liquors have been introduced. Prisoners 
of the different sexes were confined separately, and 
debtors separately from persons committed on crim- 
inal charges. The prisoners were confined in sep- 
arate apartments, except that two debtors were 
together in one apartment with their own consent, 
however, or at their own request as the Inspectors 
understood ; and two young boys in another, charged. 
with some offence. ‘The Gaol is so constructed as 
necessarily to admit of communication by conversa- 
tion between the tenants of the different cells. 


CLEANLINESS. 


The walls and floors of the entries and occupied 
apartments have been whitewashed once a month 
during the warm weather, and when inspected, the 
Gaol was in a clean, healthy condition, excepting 
that in some few of the cells, some articles of bed- 
ding seemed to have been rather long in use, without 
washing. All the rooms were supplied with suitable 
buckets and covers, which were kept in good condi- 
tion; and the prisoners were supplied with clean 
linen and apparatus for shaving once a week. 


DISCIPLINE. 


The punishment in use is the committing to a 
dungeon, resorted to rarely, and then mostly in case 
of prisoners committed in a state of violence and 
turbulence by reason of intoxication, who are so 
confined until they become sober. 


IMPROVEMENT. 


Clergymen are freely admitted to the prisoners, 
but rarely apply for admission, deeming it of no 
utility, the prisonors being generally confined for but 
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a short time.in the Gaol. ach prisoner is furnished 
with a copy of the Bible.

AN ORDINANCE 
PREVENTING AND EXTINGUISHING FIRES, 


AND 


ESTABLISHING A FIRE DEPARTMENT. 


Sect. 1. Be it ordained by the Mayor, Aldermen, and 
Common Council of the City of Boston, in City Council as- 
sembled, as follows : That the Fire Department shall consist 
of a Chief Engineer and as many other Engineers, not less than 
eight, and of as many Firemen, Enginemen, Hosemen, and 
Hook and Ladder men to be divided into Companies, as the 
number of Engines and the number and quantity of other Fire 
Apparatus belonging to the City, shall from time to time re- 
quire or make expedient: and the said Engineers shall be an- 
nually chosen according to law, for one year, and until others 
shall be chosen in their place: Provided, That vacancies may. 
be filled at any time, and the said Chief and other Engineers 
shall on his or their appointment receive a written or printed 
certificate or warrant in the words following, viz: ‘‘ This certi- 
fies that A. B. is appointed an Engineer (or Chief Engineer) 
of the Fire Department of the City of Boston, and is entitled to 
all the immunities belonging to said office. ; 

“Given under my hand, this day of 
A. D. 18 

Mayor. 
City Clerk.” 
And the respective rank of the Engineers shall be determined 
by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 2. The Engineers so chosen, shall meet and organize 
themselves into a Board of Engineers, a majority of whom 
shall form a quorum, and of which, in the absence of the Chief

Engineer, the senior Engineer present shall be presiding officer : 
and they may appoint such Secretary or other officers and 
make such rules and regulations for their own government as 
they may see fit, and such Secretary shall receive such com- 
pensation as the City Council may deem expedient. ‘They 
shall at all times have the superintendence and control of all 
the Engine and other houses used for the purposes of the Fire 
Department, and of all furniture and apparatus thereto belong- 
ing; and of the Engines and all other Fire Apparatus belong- 
ing to the City, and over the Officers and members of the 
several companies attached to the Fire Department, and over 
all persons present at Fires, and may make such rules and regu- 
lations for the better government, discipline and good order of 
the department, and for the extinguishment of Fires, as they 
may from time to time think expedient, the same not being re- 
pugnant to the laws of this Commonwealth, and being subject 
to the approbation of the Mayor and Aldermen. 
Secr. 3. Itshall be the duty of said Engineers, whenever 
a Fire shall break out in the City, to repair forthwith to, or 
near the place where the Fire may be; to take proper meas- 
ures that the several Engines and other apparatus be ar- 
ranged in the most advantageous situations, and duly worked 
for the effectual extinguishment of the Fire; to require and 
compel assistance from all persons, as well members of the Fire 
Department, as others, in extinguishing the Fire, removing fur- 
niture, goods, or other merchandise, from any building on Fire, 
or in danger thereof, and to appoint guards to secure the same : 
and also in pulling down or demolishing any house or building 
if occasion require, and further to suppress all tumults and dis- 
orders. It shall also be their duty to cause order to be preserv- 
ed in going to, working at, or returning from Fires, and at all 
other times when Companies attached to the Department are 
on duty: Provided however, That when any Fire occurs in 
either of the adjoining towns, it shall be the duty of only such, 
and so many of said Engineers to repair to such towns as _ shall 
have been previously designated for said purpose by said 
Board of Engineers. yo 
Scr. 4. The Chief Engineer shall have the sole command

at Fires, over all the other Engineers, all Members of the Fire 
Department, and all other persons who may be present at 
fires,—and shall direct all proper measures for the extinguish- 
ment of fires, protection of property, preservation of order, and 
observance of the Fire Laws, Ordinances and Regulations ; and 
it shall be the duty of said Chief Engineer to examine into the 
condition of the Buckets and all other Fire Apparatus, and of 
the Engine and other Houses belonging to the City and used 
for the purposes of the Fire Department—and of the Com- 
_ panies attached to the said Department as often as circum- 
stances may render it expedient, or whenever directed so to 
do by the Mayor and Aldermen, or by the Committee of 
the Board of Aldermen on the Fire Department, and annually 
to report the same to the Mayor and Aldermen, and oftener if 
thereunto requested; also to cause a full description of the 
same together with the names of the officers and members of 
the Fire Department to be published annually in such manner 
as the Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, and whenever the En- 
gines or other Fire Apparatus, Engine or other houses used by 
the Fire Department require alterations, additions, or repairs, 
the Chief Engineer under the direction of the Board of Alder- 
men, or of the Committee on the Fire Department, shall cause 
the same to be made. And it shall be moreover the duty of 
the Chief Engineer to receive and transmit to the Board of Al- 
dermen all returns of officers, members, and Fire Apparatus, 
made by the respective Companies as hereinafter prescribed, 
and all other communications relating to the affairs of the Fire 
Department: To keep fair and exact Rolls of the respective 
Companies, specifying the time of admisson and discharge, and 
the age of each member ; to report in writing to the City Clerk, 
who shall keep a record of the same, once in each year, or 
oftener if directed so to do by the Mayor and Aldermen, all ac- 
cidents by Fire which may happen within the City, with the 
causes thereof as well as can be ascertained, and the number 
and description of the buildings destroyed or injured, together 
with the names of the owners or occupants. 

Srct. 5. In case of the absence of the Chief Engineer, the 
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Engineer next in rank who may be present, shall execute the 
duties of his office, with fuil powers. 

Sect. 6. As many Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder and 
Fire Companies shall from time to time be formed by the Mayer 
and Aldermen as they shall deem expedient, and each of said 
Companies shall consist of as many men as said Mayor and Al- 
dermen may appoint, not exceeding to each Engine Company 
seventy-five, to each Hose and Hook and Ladder Company, 
fifty, and to each Bucket, Fire or other Company, twenty-five 
—unless otherwise ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 7. No person under twenty-one years of age shall be 
employed as a member of the Fire Department. 

Secr. 8. No person shall be employed in the Fire Depart- 
ment for a less period than six months, and every member of 
the Fire Department, shall upon his appointment by the Mayor 
and Aldermen, receive a certificate or warrant which he shall 
be holden to produce within thirty days after he shall become a 
member of said Department, and annually in the month of 
May thereafter, to the Commanding Officer of the Militia Com- 
pany within whose bounds he may reside. 

Sect. 9. Hach of the Companies formed, and appointed by 
the Mayor and Aldermen shall have a Foreman, an Assistant 
Foreman, and a Clerk, and these officers shall be chosen by 
their respective companies, subject to the approval of the Mayor 
and Aldermen. 

Secr. 10. It shall be the duty of the Foreman to see that 
the several Engines and Apparatus committed to their care, and 
the several buildings in which the same are deposited, and all 
things in or belonging to the same, are:kept neat, clean, and in 
order for immediate use ; it shall also be their duty to preserve | 
order and discipline at all times in their respective Companies, 
and require and enforce a strict compliance with the City Ordi- 
nances, the Rules and Regulations of the Department and the 
orders of the Engineers. They shall also keep or cause to be © 
kept by the Clerk of their respective Companies, fair and exact 
Rolls, specifying the time of admisson, discharge, and age of 
each member, and accounts of all City property entrusted to 
the care of the several members, in a book provided for that 
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purpose by the City, which Rolls or Record Books are always 
to be subject to the order of the Board of Engineers and the 
Mayor and Aldermen. ‘They are also to make or cause to be 
made to the Chief Engineer, true and accurate returns of all 
the members, with their ages, and the Apparatus entrusted to 
their care—whenever called upon so to do. 

Secr. 11. It shall be the duty of the Officers and Members 
of the several Engines, Hose, Hook and Ladder and Fire Com- 
panies, whenever a fire shall break out in the City, to repair 
forthwith to their respective Engine, Hose, Hook and Ladder 
and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus, and to convey 
them in as orderly a manner as may be to, or near the place 
where the fire may be, and in conformity with directions of the 
Chief or other Engineers, to exert themselves in the most order- 
ly manner possible, in working and managing the said Engines, 
Hose, Hooks and Ladders, and other Apparatus—and in per- 
forming any duty that they may be called upon to do, by any 
Engineer ; and upon permission of the Chief or other Engineer, 
shall in an orderly and quiet manner return said Engine, Hose, 
Hook and Ladder and Bucket Carriages, and other Apparatus 
to their respective places of deposite. Provided—That in the ~ 
absence of all the Engineers, such direction and permission may 
be given by their respective Foremen. 

Sect. 12. On the return of said Engines and other Appa- 
ratus, they shall, by the said Companies, respectively, be well 
washed, cleansed, oiled, and securely housed ; and once in 
every month, and oftener if necessary, said Companies shall 
meet for the purpose of examining the state of their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus, and see that the same are in 
good order and fit for service ; and once in each of the months 
of May, July and September shall draw out their respective 
Engines and other Apparatus to wash and cleanse them, and to 
exercise the members; and the said Engines and other Ap- 
paratus carefully return. 

Sect. 13. It shall be the special duty of Firemen to exert 
themselves to supply water for the Engines, to protect the En- 
_ ginemen and other members of the Department from being in- 
terrupted in the discharge of their duty by the by-standers, to 
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keep all idle and suspected persons at a proper distance from 
the fire and from the vicinity, to save and protect furniture, 
merchandise and other property, to form lines across the streets, 
lanes and avenues leading to the place where the fire is, and 
at reasonable and proper distances therefrom, for the purpose 
of preserving order, preventing plunder, excluding all improper 
persons, enforcing the regulations of the Department, and to 
perform any other duty which they may be called upon to do 
by any Engineer. 

Sect. 14. The Engineers and Members of the several 
Companies regularly appointed, shall wear such caps, badges 
or insignia, as the Mayor and Aldermen shall from time to time 
direct to be furnished at the expense of the City; and no 
other person or persons shall be permitted to wear the same, 
except under such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor 
and Aldermen may direct. 

Secr 15. If any Member of either of the several Com- 
panies, shall wilfully neglect or refuse to perform his duty, or 
shall be guilty of disorderly conduct, disobedience to the Offi- 
cers or to any Engineer, he shall for such offence be dismissed 
from the Department. 

Secr. 16. All persons present, not members of either of 
said Companies, are hereby enjoined to obey the directions of 
any Engineer, given at any fire, and to render their services, if 
required by any Engineer, under a penalty of not less than two 
nor more than twenty dollars, and it shall be the duty of the 
Chief or other Engineers to report to the Mayor and Aldermen, 
the name of every person liable to the penalties provided by 
this section. 

Sect. 17. The City Council, may by a concurrent vote, at 
any time, remove from office the Chief Engineer, or any of the 
other Engineers, and the Mayor and Aldermen may at any 
time discharge any or all of the officers or members of either 
of said Companies. 

-Sercr. 18. It shall be the duty of such of the Constables of 
the City as may be selected by the Engineers for that service, 
to repair with their staves or such other badges of office as the 
Mayor and Aldermen shall direct, on the alarm of fire, imme- 
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diately to. the place where the fire may be, and there to use 
their best skill and power under the the direction of the Chief 
Engineer or Head Constable, for the preservation of the public 
peace, the prevention of theft, and destruction of property, and 
the removal of all suspected persons—for which. service the 
Constables shall receive such compensation as shall be in each 
case ordered by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Secr. 19. Immediately on the alarm of fire, during the 
night, it shall be the duty of the respective watchmen to give 
notice thereof, within their respective districts, by springing 
their rattles, crying ‘‘ Fire,” or ringing a bell, and mentioning 
the street or direction where it may be, and if any watchman 
shall neglect so to do, he shall forfeit and pay two dollars, and 
if it shall happen that a chimney only shall be on fire either by 
night or day, the bell shall not be rung—but only when a 
building is proclaimed to be on fire. 

Secr. 20. If any chimney, stove-pipe, or flue, within the 
City, shall take or be set on fire, the occupant of the house to 
which such chimney, stove pipe, or flue appertains, or the per- 
son or persons so setting the same on fire, shall forfeit and pay 
the sum of two dollars: Provided, That it shall be lawful for 
any person to set fire to, and burn his chimney, stovepipe, or 
flue, between sunrising and noon, if the buildings contiguous 
are wet with rain or covered with snow: and it shall be the 
duty of the Chief or other Engineers to report to the Mayor 
and Aldermen the name of every person liable to the penalty 
provided by this section, in their first returns thereafter. 

Sect. 21. Whenever it shall be determined at any fire by 
any three or more of the Engineers, of whom the Chief En- 
gineer’ shall be one, or in his absence the senior Engineer 
present, to be necessary to pull down or otherwise demolish 
any building, the same may be done by their joint order. | 

Secr. 22. The power of making and establishing rules and 
regulations for the transportation and keeping of Gunpowder 
within the City of Boston, and of granting licenses for the 
keeping and sale thereof in the City, according to the pro- 
visions of an act, entitled “an act for regulating the storage, 
safe keeping, and transportation of Gunpowder in the City of 
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Boston,” and of any other act or acts on the same subject, 
shall be exercised and performed by the Chief and other En- 
gineers, and the power and duty of seizing any Gunpowder 
kept or being within the City or the harbor thereof contrary to 
the provisions of the said act or acts, shall be exercised and 
performed by the said Engineers or any of them; and in case 
of any seizure being made by any Engineer other than the - 
Chief, he shall forthwith report to the Chief Engineer, who 
shall cause said Gunpowder to be libelled and prosecuted in 
the manner prescribed in the first mentioned statute, and all 
the other powers and duties granted or enjoined in and by the 
said act or statutes, shall be performed by the said Chief or one 
of the other Engineers. 

Secr. 23.~ It shall be the duty of the Chief and other 
Engineers, to inquire for and examine into all shops and other 
places, where shavings or other such combustible materials 
may be collected and deposited, and from time to time, and at 
all times to be vigilant in taking care of the removal of the~ 
same whenever in the opinion of any two of them the same 
may be dangerous to the security of the City from fires, and 
to direct the tenant or occupant of said shops or other places: 
to remove the same, or pay the expense of such removal under 
the direction of such Engineers. And it shall also be the duty 
of said Engineers to take cognizance of and to cause prosecu- 
tion to be instituted in all cases of infraction of the laws rela- 
tive to the erection of wooden buildings, or of any other laws 
or ordinances for the prevention of fire within the limits of the 
City. 

Secr. 24. All moneys received for fines, forfeitures, and 
penalties, arising under this Ordinance and the laws. of this 
Commonwealth, regulating the storage and transportation of 
Gunpowder, the erection of buildings within the City of Bos- 
ton, and the prevention and extinguishment of Fire shall be 
paid into the Treasury of the City, to be applied in such way 
as is provided in the acts of this Commonwealth. 

Secr. 25. Every member of the Fire Department of the 
City of Boston, who shall have served according to law for 
~ = geven successive years, shall be entitled to receive a Certifi- 
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cate thereof signed by the Mayor of said City, and all persons 
who shall receive said Certificate as aforesaid, shall be entitled 
to wear the badge of the Department, and to do duty therein, 
under such organization and management as the Mayor and 
Aldermen may determine. 

Secr. 26. There shall be paid annually to each member of 
the Department, such sum as the City Couneil may from time 
to time determine. 

Sect. 27. The members of the several Companies shall 
not assemble in the houses entrusted to their care, except for 
the purpose of taking the Engine or Apparatus, on an alarm 
of fire, or for drill and exercise, and of returning the same to 
the house, and taking the necessary care of said apparatus 
after its return. 

Secr. 28. Any member of the City Council may enter 
within the lines, at any Fire, by wearing a suitable badge for 
that purpose, to be provided by the Mayor and Aldermen. 

Sect. 29. From and after the passing of this Ordinance, 
all former Ordinances relating to the appointment of Engineers 
and other members of the Fire Department, and to the estab- 
lishing of a Fire Department, and for preventing and ex- 
tinguishing Fires, excepting such parts thereof as may be 
_ necessary to recover all fines and penalties incurred under the 
Ordinance aforesaid, are hereby repealed.

RULES AND REGULATIONS 
ENGINE, HOSE, HOOK AND LADDER 


AND OTHER 


COMPANIES, 


ATTACHED TO THE 


BOSTON FIRE DEPARTMENT, 


Established October 23, 1837. 


Arr. 1. No person shall be admitted into the Fire Depart- 
ment who is not a citizen of the United States. 

Arr. 2. All the Companies of the Department shall be 
furnished with a copy of the Fire Ordinance, these Rules and 
Regulations, and the Rules and Regulations for the storage and 
safe keeping of Gunpowder which shall be framed and placed 
in their respective rooms for meetings, and it shall be the duty 
of the officers and members of the Department to conform to 
all the requisitions and perform all the duties therein required. 

Arr. 3. In case any member of either of the companies 
should be sick, or necessarily absent from the City, for forty 
eight hours or more, he shall provide a substitute, whose name 
he shall return to the clerk of the company to which he be- 
longs. 

Arr. 4. The Foreman of each company shall make a re- 
turn of all absences to the Engineers’ office once in each 
quarter. 

Art. 5. No person shall be permitted to engage to serve 
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in the Fire Department, for a shorter period than Six Months ; 
and if he should leave or be dismissed from the department 
after a shorter time of service than six months, he shall forfeit 
all the compensation that may have become due him. 

Art. 6. The Engineers shall appoint two Suction Hose 
men, and three Leading Hose men, for each Engine Company, 
on the nomination of the company, and the men thus appoint- 
ed shall hold their station for six months; and until others are 
appointed in their place. 

Art. 7. The Engineers shall also appoint a Steward to 
each Company, who shall hold his office in like manner for not 
less than six months. - 

» Arr. 8. It shall be the duty of the Clerk of each company 
to notify the members of all meetings for drill. 

Arr. 9. It shall be the duty of the Foreman, and in his ab- 
sence, of the commanding officer, to direct. the time and place 
of all meetings for drill. 

Art. 10. It shall be the Duty of the Steward to keep clean 
the house, the Engine, Hose, or other apparatus which may 
belong to the Company, to clear the Snow from the sidewalk 
connected with the House in winter, and generally to see that 
the Engine and apparatus are ready for immediate use. 

Arr. 11. The following Engines are permitted to leave the 
City when a fire is out of town, No. 3 and 10 to Charlestown, 
No. 15 to Chelsea, No. 13 and 6 to Cambridge, No. 12 and 8 
to Roxbury, No. 20 and 17 to Dorchester, and no other com- 
pany will leave the City under any consideration, without 
special leave of an Engineer. The Hose and Hook and Lad- 
der companies, are not allowed to leave the City under any 
consideration whatever, unless ordered by an Engineer. 

Art. 12. Ifany Engine or Fire apparatus be so damaged 
that immediate repairs are necessary, it may be taken forth- 
with to a suitable person to be repaired, but no repairs shall 
be made until information of such damage and _ place is given 
to the Chief Engineer, that he may order, or superintend 
such repairs, Provided that in case such information’ cannot 
readily be given to the Chief Engineer, it may be given to the 
assistant Engineer living in the ward, in which the Engine or 
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apparatus is located, who will report to the Chief Engineer as 
soon as may be. All bills for work done of any kind are to be 
presented for approbation immediately after the work is com- 
pleted and delivered. | . 

Art. 13. Badges are to be worn by the members of the 
Department, on front of the hat or cap at all fires, and no per- 
son is admitted within the lines without one, except by special 
permisson, or in accordance with discretionary orders from the 
Engineers, and no person or persons, not members of the De- 
partment, shall be permitted to wear the same, except under 
such restrictions and regulations as the Mayor and Aldermen 
may direct. 

Art. 14. The utmost order, silence and decorum will be 
preserved in going to, working at, and returning from a fire, 
and the use of rattles, horns, and all unnecessary noises, and 
the smoking of pipes and cigars are strictly prohibited, and on 
no occasion will the Engines and other apparatus be conveyed 
on the sidewalk, without the special permission of an Engineer, 
nor will any company be permitted to run their Engines or 
other Carriage in returning from a fire or alarm, or by each 
other. ! 

Arr. 1%. The Foreman of each Company will remain by ae 
his Company or apparatus, of which he has charge, or desig- 
nate some other officer to do so, and preserve order and direct 
their operations, and all members of the several Companies, ex- 
cept when otherwise engaged on special duty, will remain at or 
about the apparatus to which. they are attached. | 

Arr. 16. Members of aach Company are to have the con- 
trol of the apparatus committed to their care, which is not to 
be handled, used, or in any way meddled with by the members 
ef other Companies, unless by permission of the officers of the 
Company having charge of said apparatus, or special order of 
any Engineer. 

Arr. 17. It is required of the members of the Department 
to avoid setting open the doors or windows of a building where 
fire may be, until a supply of water can be procured, and when 
water is obtained, to apply it judiciously and directly to the 
part on fire, and carefully avoid damaging furniture or goods by 
water. 
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Arr. 18. When.an Engine shall be at a fire without as- 
sistance, or the means of procuring water by suction, or a line 
of Engines, the members will endeavor to procure a supply 
by means of buckets or a Pump Hose, and strive to keep the 
fire in check, until a constant supply can be furnished. 

Arr. 19. On arrival at the fire (as a general rule,) the 
first suction Engine is to be taken immediately to the nearest 
reservoir, or place from which a supply of water may be obtain- 
ed, their suction Hose lowered, and their leading Hose extend- 
ed, in the absence of the Engineers, the officers will exert 
_ themselves to procure another Engine to receive the water, and 
pass it on towards the fire; and all Engines in line except the 
one playing on the fire, will have the whole of their hose ex- 
tended, which shall always consist of no less than Two Hun- 
dred Feet, and the City Hose will not be called for until their 
own is all in use. Engine companies will not call on each 
other for Hose, but upon any Engineer, who will order the 
necessary quantity from the City Hose Company. — 

. Art. 20. When the lines are dismissed, reserving only such 
force as may be deemed requisite, it shall be the duty of the 
Engineers and Firemen of the ward in which the fire happened, 
to remain and take charge of the property or premises so long | 
as may be thought necessary, assisted, if occasion requires, by 
such other chemo or-companies, as shall be directed at the 
time. 

Arr. 21. The Hose Companies will repair with their Hose 
and apparatus to, or near the place where the fire may be, and 
take position near, and at convenient distance from Head Quar- 
ters, the Commanding Officer to report himself there immedi- 
ately; all requsitions for City Hose are to be sent to Head 
~ Quarters. 

Arr. 22. The Hook and Ladder Companies will take posi- 
tion when practicable within the lines, and as near the fire as 
under all circumstances may be found convenient. The Com- 
manding Officer will immediately on his arrival bad himself 
at Head Quarters. 

Art. 23. No company shall be allowed Rk water from 
the Reservoirs except in case of Fire. 
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Art. 24. As it has been the cause of serious trouble, and 
inconvenience to the Department to walk their Engines and ap- 
paratus abreast of each other in returning from Fires or alarms, 
it is ordered that the members of the Department have the ap- 
paratus under their charge conveyed in a direct line on the 
right of the street, while returning from a Fire or an Alarm. 

Art. 25. Every member of the Fire Department shall be 
responsible for his Badge, or any other article of apparatus én- 
trusted to his care, and in case of loss the cost of it shall be de- 
ducted from his compensation. 

Art. 26. The Firemen will repair on an alarm of Fire with 
their Buckets, Badges, and other apparatus to or near the place 
where the Fire may be, and exert themselves to perform all the 
duties required of them by the thirteenth section of the Fire 
Ordinance, and the Foremen of the several Companies shall 
upon their arrival at the Fire report themselves at Head Quar- 
ters. 


In Board of Aldermen, Dec. 31st, 1838. 


Arr. 27. Ordered, That in all cases in which it becomes 
necessary to discharge a member of any Company for neglect 
‘of duty, the Clerk of such Company shall make a return of the 
date from which the neglect began, and the payment of such 
discharged member shall be made up to that date only.

In City Council, November 19, 1840. 


The Board of Visitors of the Boston Lunatic Hospi- 
tal, who were instructed to report to the City 
Council on the administration and conduct of that 
establishment, and to inquire and report as to the 

manner in which the medical duties of the other 
establishments at South Boston are performed, 
having attended to the subject, ask leave to 


REPORT: 


As to the manner in which the medical duties 
of the establishments at South Boston, other than 
the Lunatic Hospital, have been performed,—the 
Board of Visitors of the latter institution, having no 
powers of visitation and no control in the manage- 
ment of those establishments, are of course unable 
to make any statement from personal observation. 
They have, however, as the only means of answer- 
ing the inquiry of the Council, addressed a letter 
to the Directors of those establishments, seeking 
the necessary information, and have received their 
respective replies. A copy of the letter so addressed 
to them, with their respective replies thereto, are 
appended to this Report, and the Board desire that 
the same may be considered as a part thereof, and 
all that it is in their power to make in relation to 
those establishments. 

In regard to the Lunatic Hospital,—when the 
present Board of Visitors entered upon their duties 
in January last, the institution had been opened but 
a few months, and could hardly be said to be fully 
organized. Personally inexperienced in the man- 
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agement of such an institution, the Board confined 
themselyes to watching its operation under the man- 
agement of the officers whom they found there, and 
who had been appointed by the preceding Council. 
Indeed an institution for the insane is one, the par- 
ticular mode of managing which must necessarily be 
left in a great measure to the Superintendent. The 
system must be his system. And in all respects the 
institution must take its character from the peculiar 
character and tact of the presiding officer. During 
the whole year, therefore, the Board of Visitors have 
confined themselves to observing the operations of 
the Hospital, under its immediate officers, and have 
personally interfered with the management only 
where circumstances made it absolutely necessary. 

As the result of that observation, the Board would 
state that they have found the house in good order, 
well cleaned and ventilated, and the clothing, diet, 
and health of the inmates properly attended to. 
And indeed in all respects which would pass under 
the notice of a mere visitor, the Hospital has appear- 
ed in as satisfactory a condition as could be expect- 
ed from the character of the inmates and the first 
year’s operation of an institution of the particular 
character of this. By this is meant that the plain 
and ordinary duties connected with the house and 
the inmates have been so performed as to justify no- 
complaint. 

In some respects, however, important to the en- 
tire success of the institution, the Board are free to 
state to the Council, as they have frequently stated, - 
both to the Superintendent and Steward,—it has not 
operated to their satisfaction. ‘They early discover- 
ed that there was a serious want of harmony in feel-

ings and opinions between those two officers. ‘They 
differed in opition as to their respective spheres of 
duty, in their views of managing the domestic de- 
partment, and in short there was an entire want of 
harmony between them upon all matters connected 
with the institution. Such a state of things could 
not but exert an injurious influence upon its welfare. 
The Board will go into no detail upon this matter, 
as they have uniformly refused to do so, in their in- 
tercourse with the officers. It was sufficient for 
them that the difficulty existed. They interposed 
during the year, in the hope of being able to settle it. 
In this, however, they were unsuccessful, and becom- 
ing satis&éied that the institution could not succeed, 
whilst the two individuals were together in it, and as 
the Steward was the only officer over whose ap- 
pointment they had any control, they felt it their 
duty to notify that officer that they could not consci- 
entiously nominate for re-appointment, one between 
whom and the Superintendent such an entire vari- 
ance of feeling and opinions subsisted. As the ac- 
tion of the Board was based on that ground alone, 
the incumbent at the close of his year, (the fourth of 
November current,) left the institution. The Board 
have since placed another individual there on proba- 
tion fora month, before making any nomination, 

.and they earnestly hope, that the source of difficulty 
which has been stated, will not again occur. 

In relation to the Superintendent, as connected 
with the “administration and conduct” of the Hos- 
pital, upon which the Board are specially instructed 
to report, the Board are free to state to the Council, 
as they have stated to him, that with the best mo- 
tives on his part and with the most earnest desire to 
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promote the interests of the institution, they have yet 
doubted whether he possessed the peculiar qualifica- 
tions of order, system, and particularly tact, neces- 
sary for such a station. ‘This is not imputed to him 
as a fault, for the station is one which, in the opinion 
of the Board, requires rare qualifications. And it 
may not perhaps be fair to form a decided opinion 
after only a first year’s experience. The Board 
however, feel themselves imperatively bound frankly 
to state their impressions to the Council, as they 
have done to the Superintendent. And therefore 
the Board are bound to say, that the ‘ administra- 
tion and conduct” of the Hospital, by the Superin- 
tendent, in those nameless points which can be seen 
and felt, though hardly expressed, but which are in- 
dispensable to constitute entire qualification,—have 
not been such as the Board would have been glad to 
witness. 

At the same time, the Board feel as imperatively 
bound to state the difficulties which the Superin- 
tendent has encountered. ‘The want of concert be- 
tween himself and the Steward during the whole pe- 
riod,—the peculiar character of the inmates and the 
great proportion of incurable cases,—the consequent 
difficulty of classification,—the recent organization 
of the institution, and the labors at the other estab- 
lishments,—these are points which have been pre- 
sented to the Board by the Superintendent, and they 
readily submit them to the consideration of the Coun- 
cil. ‘They are certainly of weight, and the Board are 
desirous that the Council should have a fair view of 
the whole case. 

In conclusion, therefore, the Board would state as 
the result of their observations, that in the ordinary 
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and grosser matters, the management of the Hospi- 
tal has been as satisfactory as could have been ex- 
pected. But in the points of system, order, tact in 
managing the patients and all the various depart- 
ments of such an institution, and, in short, in those 
requisites which are necessary to constitute entire 
success, the Board cannot. say that they have been 
satisfied. : 

There have, however, been difficulties which have 
been stated. ‘These the Board have endeavored and 
shall continue to endeavor to remove. ‘They have 
only therefore to submit this statement to the Coun- 
cil, leaving them to take such action as to them 
shall seem proper. 

Upon the subject of students, as mentioned in the 
reports from the other Houses, the Board would 
state, that upon request of the Superintendent, they 
have authorized him to have one student, to be lodg- 
ed and boarded in the Hospital—and they submit it 
to the Council to determine whether such a course 
shall continue to be pursued by the Board.

T'o his Honor the Mayor of the City of Boston. 


Your communication of the 12th inst. has been 
received, requesting information as to the manner in 
which the medical duties have been performed at 
the institution under our charge at South Boston. . 

With this we transmit to you the report of the 
_ Master of the House on this subject, which we are 
happy to state, is, so far as within the knowledge of 
this Board, strictly correct, and in their judgment, 
may be relied on. | * 

In the discharge of new duties, it is necessary to 
make due allowances for the inexperience of the 
person performing them ; and when it is considered 
that the duties required of the Physician of the House 
of Correction, are somewhat perplexing, arising 
from the situation and character of the patients, it is 
not surprising that there should arise cases of ap- 
parent neglect. Complaints have sometimes been 
made by prisoners of inattention on the part of the 
Physician; but in many of such instances, it is be- 
lieved, that the cases were those of assumed illness 
to avoid labor. Although the Master in such cases’ 
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relies on the opinion of the Physician, still he re- 
marks, that on personal investigation, he has been 
satisfied that the complaints of illness, were, in some 
instances, feigned or imaginary. 
That there has been any wilful neglect on the 
part of the Physician, this Board do not believe ;— 
and they are happy to state that the attention of Dr. 
Butler to the duties required of him at the institu- 
tion under their charge, is on the whole satisfactory.

GENTLEMEN, 


In obedience to your request I shall as briefly 
as possible answer the several interrogatories con- 
tained in your communication of the 14th inst, as to 
the manner in which the medical duties have been 
performed at this institution. 

In answer to these inquiries, 1 would state that 
the Superintendent of the Lunatic Hospital was ab- 
sent upon a tour in the country two weeks during 
the summer, and has since been confined to his 

2 
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house by sickness two weeks, with these exceptions 
he has visited’the sick daily; during his absence, 
Doctor Terry, assisted by Doctors Lane and Blake, 
students of Dr. Butler, attended to the duties of Phy- 
sician, and their services met with my entire appro- 
bation. 

Whenever I have found it necessary to call for 
medical aid, either Dr. Butler, or his students, Doc- 
tors ‘Terry or Lane, were at hand, excepting in one 
instance, and this was after he made his usual morn- 
ing visit. Iwas then under the necessity of calling 
upon Doctor Stebbins, who charged one dollar for 
the visit. 

The Resident Physician has in some instances 
made delays when called upon by the inmates to ex- 
tract teeth, thereby causing much suffering to the 
applicant, detention in their labor and detriment to 
the interest of the institution. Also some complaints 
have been made by prisoners that their cases were 
not thoroughly examined, and when they applied for 
medical aid or assistance, they were turned aside 
without receiving any attention. Such cases I per- 
sonally investigated; and in justice to the Doctor I 
feel bound to state, that in some instances I was sat- 
isfied that they were feigned or imaginary. But re- 
cently I have had no complaints, and am happy to 
state, that the abovenamed complaints appear to be 
remedied, and that the present Physician discharges 
his duty as well as could be expected from any man 
with so little practical experience as he has had in 
an institution of this nature.

In compliance with your request that I should 
give information in writing as to the person or per- 
sons by whom the medical duties have been perform- 
ed, whether by any other than the Superintendent of 
the Lunatic Hospital, whether at any expense to the 
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institution or the City, other than the fixed compen- 
sation of the said Superintendent, the manner im - 
which such medical duties have been performed and 
all other information in my power to give, will make 
the following statement. 

Since I have been at the House, now nearly a 
month, medical aid has been asked but once, and 
was promptly rendered by the Superintendent of the 
Lunatic Hospital. 

In relation to the period previous, I am only able 
to speak from information obtained of Miss Groves, 
the Matron of the House. On careful inquiry of 
her, she informs me that the medical duties have 
been performed by the Superintendent of the Luna- 
tic Hospital in person, except when he was absent 
for a short time from the city, and then they were 
performed by Dr. Fisher, Director of the House, 
whether at an expense to the City or the House, she 
has no means of knowing. ‘The manner in which 
the duties have been performed, she informs me was 
entirely satisfactory. | 

On examination of the journal of the house, and 
also upon inquiry, | learn that for more than a year 
past, there has been but very little serious sickness 
at the House. I have no further or other informa- 
tion to give touching your points of inquiry.

GENTLEMEN, 


The Directors of the House of Industry have 
received your communication of the 12th instant, 
calling for information respecting the performance 
of the medical services required at that institution, 
and in relation to the expenses of such services. 

In exercising the general supervision confided to 
this Board, the Directors statedly visit the House 
semi-monthly, and also make frequent occasional 
visits and examinations. ‘They have seen no cause 
to doubt that the sick have received all proper care 
and attention. ‘They have supposed that the medi- 
cal duties were well performed by the Superintend- 
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ent of the Lunatic Hospital, or under his supervision 
and responsibility. So far as they have had inter- 
course with Dr. Butler, they have been pleased with 
him and with his apparent devotion to his duties. 
For more particular information, however, in regard 
to the performance of medical services, reference 
may be had to the accompanying statement of the 
Superintendent of the House of Industry, furnished 
by request of your Board. 

The Directors are not aware that any expense for 
medical services has been incurred beyond the sala- 
ry of the Superintendent of the Lunatic Hospital, 
unless the board of a medical student be so consid- 
ered. ‘The present and some past attending Physi- 
cians, considered a resident student, to act as House 
Physician, necessary. 

In order to a better understanding of this subject, 
it may not be improper briefly to state the former 
arrangement for the medical care of the House of 
Industry. 

Before the establishment of the Boston Lunatic 
Hospital, an attending Physician of the House of In- 
dustry, of good standing in his profession, resident 
in the City, visited the House daily, examined all the 
patients requiring his attention, made all prescrip- 
tions, and left his directions either with the nurses or 
with a student or medical assistant. His annual sal- 
ary was $300, and the office was so much sought 
that the only difficulty in filling it was in deciding 
between good candidates. Being, like the Superin- 
tendent and other officers, appointed by the Direct- 
ors and responsible to them, the harmony so neces- 
sary in such an institution was secured. In addition 


to his duties at the House, the Physician was fre- 


=f 
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quently called upon to examine and give his medical 
advice in cases where applications were made: for 
the admission of persons too sick to be removed to 
South Boston,—of others with contagious diseases, 
whose admission would be improper,—and on the 
other hand, of persons feigning disability, whose im- 
position could only be detected by a skilful Physi- 
cian. Under the present arrangement, the Directors 
have no advantage of the services of the attending 
Physician in such cases. 

While the Directors have great respect for the 
judgment of those who devised the present arrange- 
ment, and are by no means prepared to recommend 
its discontinuance after a short trial, or to urge any 
plan of their own, they respectfully suggest the con- 
sideration of the former arrangement, should the 
Government decide on a change.

Your communication of the 13th instant, is at 
hand, in which you request me to make a written 
statement which was proposed to you by the ‘Board 
of Visitors of the Boston Lunatic Hospital,” relative

to the medical department at the House of Industry, 
how the duties have been performed, and by whom, 
under the arrangement now existing. 

First, As ‘‘to the manner in which the medical 
duties have been performed,” I must confess; I do 
not feel that [ am in every respect a competent judge, 
therefore shall withhold my opinion. 

Second, As to ‘the person, or persons by whom 
the medical duties have been performed.” — Dr. 
Terry and Lane, gentlemen students of Dr. Butler’s 
house, had the principal charge, having made most of 
the prescriptions and attended to all, or nearly all of 
the midwifery cases. Occasionally Dr. Butler visits 
the Hospital, &c., in company with them, and some- 
times alone, likewise in the absence of the above 
named gentlemen, particularly Dr. Terry, he visits 
the Hospitals daily and prescribes for the patients. 

Dr. Butler has had from one to five students, 
most of them somewhat irregular in their attendance 
and time of service, excepting Dr. Terry and Lane ; 
the latter gentlemen has recently left, and Dr. Coffin, 
a young medical student has taken his place, and 
boards at the House of Industry. 

The principal surgical operations have been per- 
formed by Doctors Hayward and Butler. Dr. Fish- 
er frequently visits for the purpose of examining the 
patients laboring under pulmonary complaints, but 
at whose expense the above named gentlemen at- 
tend I am unable to say. 

Soon after Dr. Butler took charge he appeared to 
be aware of the difficulties of performing his various 
duties at the different institutions, to the satisfaction 
of all parties, and said that it would be impossible 
for him to attend to all of the patients himself. 
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After consulting with me upon the subject, he 
proposed visiting the Houses of Industry and Cor- 
rection alternately, one month each, commencing at 
the House of Correction. 

For reasons unknown to me, that arrangement has 
not been carried into effect, so far as our establish- 
ment is concerned.

In City Council, December 10, 1840. 


The Joint Special Committee, to whom was referred 
the Communication of the Captain of the City 
Watch, upon the subject of altering the hour of 
setting the Watch, from 7 o’clock to 6 o’clock, ~ 
during a portion of the year, and also upon the 
subject of increasing the pay of the Constables of 
the Watch, having attended to the subject, ask 
leave to 


REPORT : 


That as to the matter of changing the time of set- 
ting the watch, the Captain of the Watch, upon 
further consideration, is of opinion that it is not ex- 
pedient to make any change. Your Committee ac- 
cordingly dismiss that point. 

As to increasing. the pay of the Constables of the 
Watch, your Committee find that these officers are ten 
in number. ‘Their present pay is $1,00 each per 
night, whilst that of the men is ninety cents per night. 
The men however are required for this compensation 
to do duty for only half the night, and if from any 
cause they are kept on duty all night, they receive 
double pay, that is $1,80 for the mght. But the of- 
ficers, whatever extra duty they may be called upon 
to perform, and which is not inconsiderable, receive 
only their $1,00 per night. In consequence of this 
inequality, and as the duties of the Constables of the 
Watch are arduous and responsible, your Committee 
are of opinion that their pay should be increased to 
$1,25 per night. ‘This increase will amount to oor 
$900 a year. : . 

_ Your Committee would further state that they find 
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the appropriation for the present year for the Watch 
Department was $38,000. . ‘This was made upon the 
basis of the number of Watchmen then employed 
which was one hundred, and in reference to the or- 
dinary expenses of the department only. 

It has been found necessary however, upon repre- 
sentations from citizens and from the Captain of the 
Watch to increase the number by nine, placing them 
upon the Neck, around the South Cove, and upon the 
Millpond. It has also been necessary to refit and 
furnish with new beds two of the Watch Houses, 
whose condition had become intolerable. And there 
is now an application from the citizens of East Bos- 
ton that the Watch there, now four in number, may 
be doubled, in consequence of the great disturbance 
caused by the seamen connected with the Steam 
Ships that lie there. As the preservation of the 
public peace and safety by night is an object of par- 
amount importance, it will undoubtedly be necessary — 
to increase the Watch there, certainly to some extent. 
And as the City continues to increase, the number 
of Watchmen must necessarily be gradually multiplied. 

To meet this increased expense, it will be neces- 
sary to make an addition to the appropriation for the 
Watch Department. And believing it better that 
this should be foreseen and provided for in season, 
rather than postponed until the appropriation has 
been expended, your Committee have deemed it 
proper to bring it to the attention of the Council, at 
the present time. 

And to meet the objects mentioned in the report, 
your Committee recommend this passage of the fol- 
lowing orders.

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ANNUAL REPORF 


Of the Committee on the Houses of Industry, Correc- 
tion, and Reformation, to the Common Council. 


As is customary at the close of the year, your Com- 
mittee present a report of the important Institutions 
at South Boston, which it has been their duty to 
visit as occasion required. 


HOUSE OF INDUSTRY. 


This Institution had 567 inmates on January Ist, 
1840. 

Whole number admitted during the year, — 965 
Remaining in the House December 23, 1840, 637 
viz: Men, 223; Women, 187; Boys, 154; Girls, 73. 

The average number of inmates in 1840, has ex- 
ceeded that of 1839, by about twenty. Some 40 or 
50 Lunatics have been in their Hospital, such as 
otherwise would have been in House of Industry. 
In June last, at one time, there were but 460 
inmates, an unusually small number; but in July . 
and August, there was an increase of 100, and all 
the lower part of the house has been crowded. 
Should the increase continue through the winter 
months at the usual rate, and as appearances now 
indicate, the population of the house will prpbany 
reach 700 before March. 

The prevalence of small pox and other contagious 
diseases, have shown the necessity of an isolated 
building at some distance from the main house. 
The appropriation for this purpose was made so late 
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in the last autumn that it. was found impossible to 
complete the erection before winter. It is under- 
stood that some progress is made in purchasing and 
preparing materials. Nearly thirty persons have 
been committed to the House of Industry as a place 
of confinement and punishment within the year, 
having been convicted in the Police Court of offen- 
ces against law. ‘The greater part of these were 
mothers with nursing infants, it being deemed improp- 
er to receive infants at the House of Correction. Oth- 
ers are supposed to have been sentenced to the House 
of Industry because unable to labor. Serious com- 
plaints are, however, made against the mixing 
among the impotent and worthy poor of such vicious 
characters. The subject is one claiming the atten- 
tion of the City Government. ‘The rapidly increas- 
ing population of our City, the crowded state of the 
House of Industry establishment, the temporary, im- 
perfect and ill contrived nature of several of its 
buildings, seem to show that at no very distant day, 
other and more extended arrangements must be pro- 
vided for the accommodation of the Poor of the 
City. The piece of land west of the building and 
garden is much needed to make the lot square and 
for cultivation and other purposes. Perhaps it may 
be for the interest.of the City to purchase it, while it 
can be had, as the time is not far distant when it 
may be indispensable to extend the premises in that 


direction. ‘The present building for the children is | Pe 


so near the line of the land in question as to be ob- 
jectionable on many accounts, and therefore ought 
to be owned by the City. It is to be remembered 
that much of the land formerly connected with this 
house, has been set off to the Lunatic Asylum, 


— 
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Houses of Correction, and Reformation, thereby 
greatly diminishing the land for cultivation by the 
increasing number of inmates of the House of In- 
dustry. 

The Boylston Asylum connected with this house, 
is a very useful and interesting part of the establish- 
ment, from it, boys (when at 14 years of age) are in- 
dented to farmers and mechanics, and many it is 
hoped, will make useful citizens. Other children, of 
both sexes, are constantly disposed of, as opportunity 
offers to provide a good place for them. In this in- 
stitution are two excellent schools, in which the chil- 
dren receive suitable instruction and have advanta- 
ges of no ordinary character. When it is recollect- 
ed that over 200 children are training up here, it is 
a great satisfaction to believe that all is done (which 
is practicable) for their welfare and usefulness. 
Regular religious services are conducted twice each 
Sabbath, by a devoted and faithful Chaplain ; all 
who are in health are required to attend, unless ex- 
cused by signifying to the Superintendent that they 
have conscientious objections. 

To detail all of interest in the establish would 
prolong this report too far; your Committee there- 
fore conclude by remarking, that the neatness, order, 
economy and comfort apparent throughout the insti- 
tution, reflect much credit on the Directors and Su- 
perintendent, affording satisfactory evidence of a 
faithful discharge of duty. 
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HOUSE OF CORRECTION.

Committed for larceny and stealing 138, lewdness

from 20 to 30 years, 215; from 30 to 40 years, 227; 
from 40 to 50 years, 125; from 50 to 60 years, 56;

A portion of the time, during the months of Octo- 
ber and November, the number of male prisoners 
(exclusive of those confined in the Hospital) exceed- 
ed the number of rooms, varying from 15 to 30. 

This fact shows that the male department already 
requires enlarging, and claims the early attention of 
the City Government. 

The Hospital for the sick is completed, and is all 
that can be desired. ‘The commodious work shop 
and office will soon be finished, and will afford every 
facility for a more profitable employment of the in- 
mates on the opening of spring. 

The Sabbath School for females continues, and it 
is believed with important benefit to the institution. 

Now that the males will soon have a suitable 
room, for the same purpose, it is hoped that no time 
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will be lost in making arrangements for a Sabbath 
School in that department. 

A most appalling fact worthy of notice in the statis- 
tics of this report is, that of 711, the whole number 
committed during the year, 371 were sentenced as 
‘common drunkards,” and that 277 of the whole 
number sentenced, were under 30 years of age. 
As citizens or the representatives of a highly favored 
City, the subject is one which demands our attention, 
that if possible we may ascertain and apply a reme- 
dy, which, it is believed would be found in the sup- 
pression of those notorious public nuisances, ‘ Bar 
Rooms and Dram Shops.” 

This institution is admirabiy conducted and stands 
second to none of the kind in our country; perfect 
neatness and order pervades the whole, and if the 
inmates are not made better by it, no blame can at- 
tach to the able and devoted Superintendent, whose 
great aim is, the lighest moral good of those under 
his care. 

Capt. Robbins, in a report to your Committee, re- 
marks, ‘‘ We are placed in an extremely awkward 
and critical situation as regards fires, having no 
means whatever for extinguishing it, should one oc- 
cur.” When it is considered that the City has a 
very large amount of property invested in these im- 
portant institutions, that several large buildings are 
entirely of wood, and that during the past year a seri- 
ous loss was sustained by fire, and a still greater one 
threatened, it seems incredible that no better securi- 
ty exists, and that the Master has to express himself 
in such strong language. ‘The subject demands im- _ 
mediate attention. SiGe 

Since the Rev. E. P. Sperry ceased to officiate s asec: 
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Chaplain, the Overseers have inyited in succession, 
several persons to officiate on the Sabbath, and your 
Committee have often been present at the chapel. 
It gives them pleasure to remark on the attention 
paid by the inmates, and the interest they shew in 
these religious services. 

As a selection of a suitable person for Chaplain, is 
a subject of great importance and not easily done, 
the Council will understand why a candidate has not 

- as yet been presented for their consideration.

HOUSE OF REFORMATION. 


This institution is one which claims the particular 
attention of the City Council, as its object is the 
prevention of pauperism and crime, (which are pro- 
vided for by the Houses of Industry and Correction,) 
by receiving children who, from early neglect, bad 
example, and instruction in petty crime, (taught by 
profligate parents,) if not early rescued, would ulti- 
mately become criminals and paupers themselves. — 
How much better to expend money in this way, than 
for jails, houses of correction, and similar places. 

The late Chief Justice Parker remarked of this 
institution as follows: <‘‘ How deeply does it con- 
cern the community to take these little creatures by 
the hand, when they shall have committed the first 
offence,—withdraw them from contamination and 
guilt,—provide the means of industry and education 
—soften their minds to the reception of moral and 
religious truth—and gradually, by gentle treatment 
and wholesome discipline, lure them into habits of © 
order, truth, and honesty. Is there any greater duty 
in a Christian country than this? Is it not plucking 
brands from the burning, and saving souls from 
death? Is it not the cheapest and the best way of 
preserving the peace and tranquility of the commu- 
nity, and guarding the fruits of industry °” 

A few months since, the able and successful Su- 
perintendent of this Institution, the Rev. George F. 
Haskins, resigned the situation he had so long filled 
with credit to himself, and acceptance to the City 
Council. 
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His successor, Mr. Silas Jones, has not been suf- 
ficiently long in his new situation to enable your 
Committee to express any decided opinion of his 
qualifications. ‘They rely, however, with great con- 
fidence on the experience of the Directors, in ena- 
bling them to judge correctly on a question, in which 
the vital interest of the institution is concerned. 

As the subject of the House of Reformation is one 
in which a deep interest is felt by all, and various 
questions have arisen, your Committee deem it im- 
portant to present a full report of its character and 
operations, the better to enable the present and suc- 
ceeding Council to act understandingly on so inter- 
esting a subject. They therefore give extracts from 
a report of the present Superintendent, showing his 
views of the institution. 

‘‘ There are employed in nail-making usually, 20; 
hat-making, 10; sewing, 8; knitting, 6; domestic 
work, 14; monitors, 6; chair-seating, 11. When 
there were more inmates, more were employed at 
several of the above branches. 

‘<The health of the establishment has been remark- 
ably good; the children are very hearty at their 
meals, and not limited in quantity. All the inmates 
are required to wash their faces and hands at least 
three times daily, and once a week, except in the 
coldest season, all are required to take a bath, and 
whenever the bath is omitted, a thorough washing of 
the neck, breast, arms, and feet is required, and it 1s 
performed under the inspection of an officer of the 
house. Their shirts and stockings are changed once 
a week at least, their heads are combed daily, and 
all are supplied with a clean suit for Sunday. 


«The following is a summary of the leading rules 
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and requirements of the house, as prepared and re- 
duced to form by the present Master; they are not, 
however, greatly varied from those practiced upon 
by the former Master. ‘The boys generally are re- 
quired io rise at half-past five in the morning at this 
season of the year, and earlier in the Summer, say 
half-fast four. ‘They are required to attend religious 
services by six; the next half hour is devoted to 
washing, combing heads, inspection, and a few mo- 
ments’ play. At half-past six they are required to 
attend breakfast, for which twenty-five minutes are 
allowed. At seven precisely, school commences, 
and continues till nine, all the boys except two or 
three in the kitchen, are required to be in attend- 
ance. From 9 A. M. to 12, all are required to work 
at their several employments, the smaller being al- 
lowed a recess at 104, of a few minutes, to go in the 
yard. Dinner is provided at 124, and at 1 P. M. 
work recommences as in the forenoon, and contin- 
ues until four. From 12 to half-past 12, and from 4 
to half-past 4, boys are allowed to play in the yard, 
under the observation of an officer. Supper com- 
mences at 44, and evening school at 5 P. M. and 
continues until 7. All boys attend this school ex- 
cept a few employed at domestic work. ‘This neces- 
sarily deprives a part of school hours. ‘The boys are 
all required to lodge in one large hall in single cots, 
under the charge of an officer, who also sleeps in 
the hall. Whether this is the best method of having 
lodgings prepared for boys of this description admits 
of many doubts. I will here once for all remark, 
that the boys are never left to themselves, and are 
never allowed to converse with each other except at 
play, and in presence of an officer, 
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“ Every effort is made both by remarks and acts, 
to connect good conduct uniformly and certainly, 
with the reward of being favorably regarded, of be- 
ing confided in, of having privileges, the hope of be- 
ing selected to go to good masters, and on suitable 
occasions motives drawn from our religious hopes 
are presented. On the other hand that of transgres- 
sors are made to feel uncomfortable, and to be con- 
nected with deprivation, neglect and_ suffering. 
They soon feel themsélves to be in so much trouble 
that they are glad to be advised. ‘The first signs of 
penitence and a desire to reform are noticed and 
encouraged. 

“The religious instruction given during the week, 
has already been mentioned. ‘There is in the house 
a good supply of Bibles and ‘Testaments, and they 
are furnished to the boys whenever desired, and are 
recommended to them for their reading. Chapel 
services are performed twice each Sunday, by the 
Superintendent, there is also a Bible Class, who are 
instructed on Sunday evenings. Peculiar sectarian 
views or forms are not inculeated, although the 
Episcopal form of worship is substantially observed, 
as being well calculated to arrest the attention of the 
boys. 

‘The daily school instruction is given by the Mas- 
ter or Superintendent, and by the first and second 
assistants, with the further assistance of a young 
woman (who is employed principally in charge of 
the hat braiding department) to hear a class of small 
boys read and spell each morning.” 

There were committed during the last year, as 
follows: for larceny 8, pilfering 1, stealing 4, idle

The great interest the City has in all the institu- 
tions at South Boston, containing, usually, over one 
thousand persons, with a property which cost at 
least, three hundred thousand doilars, and so large 
an annual expenditure required for their mainten- 
ance, in connection with the well established fact, 
that intemperance is the primary or direct cause of 
so many men, women and children being thrown on 
the public for support, should claim for the estab- 
lishment at all times, the particular attention of the 
City Council.
